that other Princes wilbe much offended therwith, and perhaps cauſe the lyk to 
be practiſed againſt the Embaſſaddts of this Land, that remayn in their Do- 
minions. Wherupon the Erle of Leicefler and my Lord Burgbley ſent to the 
Embaſſadeur, and me, to ſhew that ye have not bene ſo rigourouſly handled 
as is reported, but only put in Fear; and that allthowgh they have Occaſion to 
do it, nevertheleſs, they will cauſe Moderation to be uſed herafter ; and altthowgh 
they will mak you afrayd, yet yow ſhall not be racked any more.

BROUGHT to Sir Francis Engle feld a lyttle Lettre on the Behalf of the B. of Peek 
Roſſe, bearing Credit to cauſe to be delyvered to me the Books, with a little Lord Burgh- 


Packett of Lettres, that I prayed him on the B. of Roſe's Behalfe to convaye, ' 
the Superſcription being in Cipher. For Aunſweare, he ſaid to me, that the 
Books weare not yet ready, becauſe he could not obtayne, at the Duke's Hands, 
as yet, the Priviledge for the Printer, for which they had made all the Suite they 
coulde ; the Duke and his Counſell alledging, that they could no whit intend 
therunto, for that they wold not give her Majeſtie-Cauſe to be diſcontent with 
him, or. with the Q. of Scotts. And that therfore they had ſent to Liege to 
cauſe ſom Parte to be imprinted ; and that they weare not as yet com. He 
tolde me that it ſhuld not be amyſſe I went to Bruxelles, to prove yf I coulde 
gett the Priviledge, or at the leaſt ſom Lettre for the Diſcharge of the Printer, 
from the Secretary Courteville, to whom he willed me to repayre. Which I did. 
But after he had once or twyſe movid the Duke and the Counſell, the Duke 
refuſed it flatly, alleging unto me the above ſaid Reaſons.

he had not found me, he was purpoſed to have diſpatched a Man of Purpoſe. 

By thoſe Lettres he did advertyſe (as I wrote to your Honor not long ſince) 
of his ſafe comming to Bruxelles, and that as ſoon as he was com, he had re- 
quired Audyence of the Duke of Alva, letting him to underſtand that he had | 
certain Inſtructions which the * Duke had cauſed him to delyver to the Secreta 
Courteville, for Reporte to be by him made therof. Afterwards, the ſame ſelfe 
Daye the Duke cauſed him to be brought by one of his Gentlemen. Whan the 
Duke had receavid him very well, and given him very favorable Audyence, and 
having repeted all the Contents of thinſtructions, and had expounded them, and 
given the Reaſon upon every Point to the Duke ; he aſked him afterward of the 
Scituation of the Haven, and yf it weare very meet to land, and whither there 
weare betwene London and the ſaid Porte any ſtrong Place, where they might 
be letted from comming to London. And althowgh the Duke had given him 
no reſolute Aunſweare, yet he commaunded him to repayre with all Diligence 
toward the Pope, and from thence into Spayne, to the King his Maſter, to whom 
he aſſured him he ſhuld be moſt wellcom, and that in the meane Tyme he had 
commaunded him to write that the wholle Matter ſhuld be kepte very ſecrett, 
and cheefely for thoſe of France. And that he being retournyd from Spayne, 
the Duke for his Part wold give that Aſſiſtance that in him ſhulde lye. In one 
of the Lettres, he wrote that the Duke did ſuſpecte, and coulde not well beleeve 
that he war a good Catholick, as having therof bene advertyſed by ſom Engliſhmen 
being there; and therfore he did admoniſhe him to write to his Grace, and to 
aſſure him of his Catholick Fayth. | 

As for the Lettre to the B. of Roſſe, he prayed him therin to ſend. thoſe ii 
Lettres, and yf I have well remembred, one of the Lettres was marked with 
the Nomber of 30, and the other 40, referring ſundre wryting to the one and 
to the other more at large whan he ſhuld be com to _— and diſpatched from 
the Pope to go into Spayne. 


The ii Lettres might containe xxv or xxx "Ts a peece, 150 that to the B. 
of Ro. viii or x Lynes. 

Theſe Letters may contayne ſom other Points, which at this Tyme I affure 
you I can not call to Remembrance, for that I never ſawe his Inſtructions, 
nether doo know what Commiſſions he hath. And as I have ſayde, and doo 
yet faye, to your Honor, that yf it had pleaſed her Majeſtie to ſett me at Libertie, 
and that I might keepe my Credit with the B. of Roſſe, who is wont to uſe me 
for the deciphring of ſuch Lettres as cam to him, in the French Tongue, I might 
from Daye to Daye give you Intelligence of all that commith to my Knowledge, 
wherin-I aſſure you I wold imploye my ſelfe without aſking any Recompence, 
yf I can doo any Servyce that might be agreeable to her LARA and for the 
Welth of the Realm. 


I left a Packett of Lettres at Calles, is the lands aß the Capten Monſieur de 


Courdan, not knowing any thing of Rudo/phi's Packett. 


And this being all that I can wryte to your Lordſhip ſor Aunſwear of your 
Interrogatories, remaynith only for me, moſt humbly to beſeche you to be a 
Meanes to her Majeſtie for my Delyverye, and fo as I may not leeſe my Honeſtie, 


my Credit, and the Goods that I have in Flanders. And as long as I lyve, I ſhall

Anſwers of the Biſhop of Roſs to certen Interrogatories moved to hym by the Queen's 
Majeſties Commandment, gyven to the Erle of Suſſex, the Lord Burleigh, Sir 
Raff Sadler, and Sir Walter Mildmay, Knights *. | 


o the firſt, He fayeth that he did ſend over certen Books concerning the 


Quene of Scot's Title, and the Defence of hir Honor, in Wrytyng, to on 
Denniſ an Engliſhman, waytyng upon Sir Franciſce Englefeld ; but whyther the 
printed Books agree with thoſe in Wrytyng he knoweth not; and he ſayth that 
he hath very often wrytten to the ſayd Denniſi, who he thynketh myght empart 
the Contents of his Letters to his Maſter ; for he knoweth that Sir Franciſce 
Englefeld doth love the Quene of Scotts very well; and he ſayth that Sir Franciſce 
Englefeld hath bene of long Tyme deſyrooſs to have the ſayd wrytten Books, 
therfore he thynketh that Denniſi did ſhew hym the ſame Books. 

To the aten He confeſſeth that he did wryte a Letter by Charles Bailly to 
Sir Fnanciſce Englefeld, to move hym to procure the ſendyng of the Books, if 
they wer printed, as Jhon Hamilton had told hym that they wer printed; and 
he ſayth that he ſent alſo to Mr. Englefeld by Charles, an other Packett of Letters 
ſupſcribed in Ciphre; which Letters he thynketh wer for Jhon Hamilton and 
others. He confeſſeth that Sir Franciſce Englefeld hath hertofore wrytten to the 
Quene of Scotts, as he taketh it, upon an Occaſion for my Lady of Northumber- 
land, who was moved to underſtand how ſhe cold lyke that the Quene of Scatis 
ſhuld delyver the Erle of Northumberland to the Quene's Majeſty, which was 
not lyked by the ſaid Counteſs. 

To the third, He ſayth that he never wrote any Letters to any of the Rebells 


but to my Lady of Nerthumberland, to whom he did wryte moſt comenly in 


Ciphre, and ſhe alſo anſwered hym by Letters in a Ciphre that was the Lord 
Seten s Ciphre; he ſayth that he did now alſo receave Letters from hir after that 
Charles was committed to the Marſbalſea, which war ſent by Charles at Calls fe, 


and afterwards war brought to the Biſhop. 


Being demanded war the ſayd Letters war, he ſayeth he did burn them, and 
deſtroyed them with all other that he had in Ciphre. * 

To the fourth, and fifth, and ſixth, He ſayth that Rudolſi had Letters from 
the Quene of Scotts, to the Duke of Alva, the Pope, and the King of Spayne; 
and Letters alſo from himſelf to the Duke of Alba; the Inſtructions that Rudolf

And being charged why he wold burn ſuch Letters, if they 
contened no othes thyng, but Requeſt of Ayde for Monny and Power ageynſt 
the Quene of Scotts Rebells, he ſayd that he ſo did for Feare, that the Quene's 
Majeſty ſhuld not underſtand, that they did now, in this Tyme of Abſtinence, 
ſeke any Ayde from any other Place, but wold depend upon hir Majeſty's 
favorable Determination. We | 
Io the ſeventh, He confeſſeth that he ſpak with William Erle, and alſo wrote 
to hym, for that Erle came to the Biſhop of Roſs, and offred hym to be a 
Meſſenger betwixt hym and Charles, and for that Cauſe he did uſe him. 
To the eighth, He ſayeth that he recommended an Engliſhman by the Name 
of Jobnſon, to the Lord Herriſs, and alſo to the Lord Fleming in Dombarton Caſtell, 
which he did at the Requeſt of Rudolphi, who ſayd that he was a mete Man for 
the Warrs, and whan Powers ſhuld come out of Fance, he might ſerve. 
- To the ninth, He ſayth that he did ſend Letters to Charles, both by Charles 
Jaylor, who came to hym with Letters from Charles, and alſo to an other Jaylor 
that kepeth D. Watſon, but he ſent none to Watſon ; and if Watſon receaved any, 
the ſame might be delyvered by his Servant without his Knowledge. He ſayd 
| that he receaved a Book from Charles, but no Ciphre with it; yet being told 
4 what the Ciphre did contayne, he confeſſed it; and as for any Letter inſerted 
2 with the Coveryng, he denyeth it, and ſayth the Book belonged to 
the Spaniſh Ambaſlador's Secretory, to whom he ſent it.

Avio moſt humbly beſought your Lordſhip, for God's Sake, and for the Lord Ba. g- 
| Paſſion that he ſuffred for us, to take Pitie of me; and to bend your 97 Endorſe- 
mercyfull Eyes toward me, Charles Bailly, a poore Priſoner and Stranger, 8 5 
altboughe I feele my ſelf fo troubled of my Senſes, Underſtanding, and Remem- 

brance, that I feare I ſhall not be hable to put preſently in Wryting that that at 

the Begynning I have, as well by wryting, as otherwyſe openyd to your Lordſhip, 

and that throughe my long and ſtrayte Impriſonment ; yet, nevertheleſſe, accord- 

ing to your Lordſhip's Commandement, I will doo all that I can for my Duetye, 

aſſuring your Lordſhip that whan I was arryvied at Bruxelles, the next Morning 

early I went to the Houſe of the Secretary Courteville, to give him a Letter that 

Sir Frances Inglefeld had given me for him, and to ſpeak to him, touching the 
Privilege for the Books; where taryeng till he weare up, at the ſame Inſtant 

came a Servant of Rudolphis who (after he had ſpoken with Courteville) brought 

me to his Maſter, who taryed for him at his Inne, being the Signe of the Turkye 
Cock, upon the Market of Horſes, to have my Anſweare by his Servant. Whan 
Rudolphi ſa me, he ſaid he was glad that he had found me ſo well to Purpoſe, 

becauſe he might have Neede of me to help him to write ii or iii Letters that he 


wold 
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A. D. 1571. wold: ſend by me to my Lord the Biſhop of Roſs, and that as ſoone as he had 
ſpoken with the Duk of Alba, and deſyred me therfore that I wold not be out 
of the Waye, becauſe that Courteville had ſent him Word by a Man of his that 
about Dynner Tyme he ſhuld know the Duk's Pleaſſure, what Tyme he ſhuld 
have Audyence; and therfore deſyred me to dyne with him; but I excuſed 
myſelf therof, telligg that my Grandmother had willed me expreſſely to dyne 
with her, where I wold be all the Afternoone, or at leaſte it ſhuld be there 
knowen where I weare, and deſyred him, by his Man, to know agayne my 
Grandmother's Houſe, which his betwene the ii Gates of nighe to the 
Court. Toward- Evenyng I went to him, and then he tolde me that I looke to- 
be ſent for to the Duk every Houre; for-evin at Dinner Tyme he was willed to 
delyver his Inſtructions to Courteville, to mak Reporte of them to the Duke, 
which being don, the Duke wold ſend for him fourthwith, for (faid he) Iam 
willed not to go out of my Lodging. The fame Nyght about viii of the Clock, 
ſome what late, a Gentilman of the Duke's came for him, I being there, and as 
he was going to ſupp ; and then leaving his Supper, he willed his Man and me 
to make good Chere, and prayed me to com agayn the nexte Mornyng, which 
I did, and found that he had already made the Minutes of his Letters, and 
prayed me to ſytt downe, and to help him to wryte and put in Cipher, that my 
Lord could deſcipher twoo Letters that he wold give me, ſaying that of Ne- 
ceſlity I muſte help him, becauſe. his Man did not well underſtand his Cipher, 
and for that they could not well write bothe at once out of one Cipher, and 
that the Duke had commanded him to departe the ſame Daye, which he ment 
to doe without Fayle after Dynner; but I excuſed myſelfe, ſaying, that I had 
ſpoken with Ceurteville; who had willed me to be at the Courte by Nyne of the 
Clock; and that at the comming from Counſell he wold give me a reſolute 
Aunſweare touching the Priviledge for the Bookes; which Rudolpbi hearing, | 
told me that I could not.chooſe but help him, or at the leaſt write a Cipher that 4 
his Man might eaſely underſtand, and that my Lord could decipher ; wherupon 
I gave him a Cipher, which I had ready to give to Mr. John Hamylton, never 
before uſed. And that Diſeiphring that my Lord makith Mention of, is in a 
lyttle Letter that he wrytt to me whan I was in the Mar/ballſea, and which he 
ſaid John Cutberd could not underſtand, becauſe I had myngled yt in making up 
the Packett, and cloſing yt therin. Whan I had given him this Deſciphring, 

and that he perceavid I-wold be going, he prayed, me to. dyne with him, to 
help him on Horſeback, and to delyver me the Lettres, which I did, and found 
that he had wrytten all his Lettres, and J holp him to mak them up, and then 
he ſhewed we a Lettre for my Lord, wrytten with his owne Hand, partly. in 
Cipher, and partly out of Cypher, which being cloſed up, he ſett upon the one 
the Nomber of 30, and upon the other 40. And of theſe iii Lettres, with my 
bother Lettre, wrytten lykewyſe with his owne Hand, as I think, he made a 
Packett, commaunding me expreſſely to deliver yt to Monſieur de Gourdan, 
Capten of Calles, and to deſyre him at his firſt Commoditie to ſend it into England; 
and moreover, to tell my Lord, that he ſhuld diſcipher the ii Lettres that weare 
marked with 30 and 40, and then to direct them; and whan I aſked him to 
whom, he told me that he ſhuld perceave that by the Nomber. And afterwards, 
he ſaid to me, that yf peradventure Monſieur de Gourdan did not ſend the ſaid 
Letters away as ſoone he wold, through ſom Hap that might chaunce, that as 
ſoon as I ſhuld be com to my Lord, I ſhuld tell him that that I had ſeene and 
harde, and how he had Boe to him, but that he willed me to leave the Letters 
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at Callais, and that by them he did advertyſe hym of his ſafe arryval at Bruxelles, A. D. 187 l. 


and that as ſoone as he was come thither, he had demaunded Audyence of the 
Duke of Allva, letting him to underſtand of the Inſtructions that he had to ſhew 
to him, and which the Duke had willed him to delyver to Courteville, to make 
Reporte therof unto him; that at Night late, the Duk had ſent for him by a 


Gentleman, and had had very favorable Audyence, and good Intertainment of 


the Duke; that the Duke him ſelfe rehearſed unto him all the Contents of his 
Inſtructions; and after he had expounded them, Poynte by Poynte, the Duke 
aſked him of the Scituation of the Porte, whither it weare a mete place to land, 
whither ther weare betwene London, and that Port, any Forte or Place wherby 
they myht be letted from comming to London; and that thoughe the Duke had 
gyven him no reſolute Anſwear, yet he had nude him to uſe all the 
Diligence he could, to go fyrſt to Roome to the Pope, and ſo from thence into 
Spayne, to the King his Maſter ; to whom the Duke had aſſured him that he 
ſhuld be moſt wellcom, and that the Duke had expreſſely charged him to wryte 
that all the Matter ſhuld be kepte very ſecret, and ſpecially for France; and that 
for his Parte, when he ſhuld be retourned from Spayne, the Duke wold do all 
that ſhuld lye in him, according to his Maſter's Will, the King of Spayne. He 
tolde me, moreover, that, in one of the ii Lettres he made Mention, as my Lord 
might well perceave after the diſciphring of them, that the Duke ſuſpectith that 
he is no very good Catholick, as he had underſtood by ſom of the principaleſt 
Engliſhmen that be on that Side, and that therfore I ſhuld tell my Lord to cauſe 
him to write to the Duke, as ſoone as it might be poſſible, and to aſſure him of 
his Catholick Fayth; and lykewyſe to wryte to the chefeſt of the Engli/hmen on 
that Side, that they ſhuld allſo aſſure the Duk therof, and to pray them allſo to 


be frendly converſant one with an other, aſſuryng them that it was a thing that 


ſounded yll in the Duke's Eares, to heare of their Controverſie and diſagreing. 
And then, as he went to Horſback, he tooke me by the Hand, deſyred me to 


make his hartie Recommendacions to my Lord, and to declare unto him the 


Diligence that he made, and his ſhort Abode at Bruxelles; which was the Cauſe 
that he had wryttem ſo brefely, as well to the one as to the other, forbering to 
wryte at more large till he weare com to Roome, and diſpatched from the Pope 
to Spayne. 

This being all that IT can comprehend by Sight, Letters, and by Talk that I 
have had with Rudolphr, reſtith no more for me, but, after my Prayer to God, 


all the Quene's Majeſtie's and your Lordſhip's Enemys knowen, to the End 


they may be overthrowen and deſtroyed, and all their Purpoſes and Enterpriſes 
broken, moſt humbly to beſeech your Lordſhip to take Compaſſion of me, in 
putting me to Liberty; aſſuring your Lordſhip, that I will make an Othe never 
to ſerve any Scottiſhman agayn, or Stranger, whileſt I lyve, but the Queene's 
Majeſty and your Lordſhip, to whoſe Service I have bene addicted all the Tyme 
of my being in this Realm, and have bene carefull to ſhew it in deede; and that 
your Lordſhip will conſyder that I am a Stranger, who have no Frend at all to 
help me with a Penny, and that I am allready all naked and torne; and that 
all thoſe that be touched by that that I have allready opened to your Lordſhip, 


do laughe me to Scorne for this my Puniſhment and ne. who "OY no 
other thing but my Deſtruction. |

2. Whither he may not, Jure Gentium # GiviiRemener, be poniſhed as an Enemy, 
Traitor, or Conſpirator, ageinſt that Prince, notwithſtandinge he be an Embaſſador ? 
Tochinge theſe two Queſtions, we are of Opynnyon that an Embaſſador 
procuringe an Inſurrection or Rebellion in the Prince's Cowntrey towards 
whome he is Embaſſador, ought not, Jure Gentium et Civili Romanor. 
to enjoye the Previleges otherwiſe dew to an Embaſſador; but that he 
maye notwithſtandinge be poniſhed for the ſame. 
3+ Whither, if the Prince be depoſed by the comen Aucthoritie of the Realme, 
OY and an other elected, and inveſted of that Crowne, the Sollicitor, or Doer of his 


/ Cauſes, and for his Ayde (although thother Prynce do ſuffer ſuch one to be in his 


Realme) is to be accompted an Embaſſador, or to enjoy thePrevilege of an Embaſſador? 
To this we doe thincke, that the Sollicitor of a Prince lawfully depoſed, 
and an other beinge inveſted in his Place, cannot have the Previlegs of 
an Embaſſador; for that none but Prynces, and ſuch other as have Sove- 
rayntye, may have Embaſſadors.

He faith, Andrew Beton, about the Begynyng of January, cam from the 
Biſhop of Glaſguu, with Letters from hym, the Pope's Nuncio, the Spaniſh 
Ambaſſador ther, Franceſco q Alva, and a Pacquet to Ridolphi from the Nuncio. 
At which Tyme it was told, that Andrew Beton brought 140,000 A to the Quene 
of Scotts, as Rewwlet had done before, . . . . (as it was reportid), at which Tyme 
Ridolpbi wrote, by Andrew Beton, to the Scots Quene ; whereupon the Scotts 
Quene wrote to this Examinate, a long Letter in Engliſßʒ Cyfre, with Inſtruc- 
tions alſo in Frenche of two Shetes of Paper; and one Letter to the Duke, of 
Norfolke ; all which, this Examinate ſent to the Duke to be conſidered, as his 
Miſtreſs commandid hym, with a Letter to Ridolphi, by Barker.

But his Man ſent hym Parcel Meale the Contents of them, which was in Effect: 

And 
of hym he had this Anſwer, that he liked well of his Meſſage, and that he wold 
further it all that ever he cowld ; but he had no Commiſſion from his Maſter

14. He faith Ridolphi movid this Examinate to move the Duke to write Letters 2. 
of Credence for Ridolphi; wherunto the Duke was very loth, ſayeng, if his Letters 10 1

written to eny ſtrange Prynce were knowen, he were undone; and therfor willed 


this Examinate to fatisfie Ridolpbi, if he could. Wherupon Ridolphi deviſed a 
Forme of three Letters in Latin; one to the Pope, tother to the Kyng of Spayne, 


thother to the Duke of Alva, all very ſhort, not paſt three or four Lynes, re- 
quiring that the Duke wold ſubſcribe them, and then thei ſhould be put in Cifre, 
and thoriginall, ſubſcribed by the Duke, ſhould remayn with the Spaniſh Ambaſ- 


f fador ; yet that the Duke liked not, nor wold not ſubſcribe them, Then it was 
' deviſed that this Examinate ſhould fatisfie Ridolphi to cary thoſe Letters as they 


were unſubſcribid : And Barker ſhould go to the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, as he did 


with this Examinate and Ridolpbhi, to affirme, in the Duke's Name, that he wold

Duke ſo preciſely affirme his Contentation and Agreament to them, that he durſt

15. The Duke's Anſwer to the Inſtructions was, bicawſe the Mater was now 
in Treaty with the Quene's Majeſty, it were better to let it alone a while ; but 
if the Scots Quene have no Hope in Fraunce, nor here, then ſhe might do as ſhe 
wold. The Duke, this Examinate faith, was brought to a marvelous Streight, 
for either the Duke muſt, by his Freends here in Cowrte, procure hic Delivery 
by Treaty, or els procure Meanes with other Foreyn Prynces to ayde hir, or els 
declare hym ſelf a Catholique, that other Prynces might like of the Mariage, 
or els to leave hir free to hir owne Election to mary where ſhe wold ; for that 
the Pope's Nuncio had promiſed hir Help, and the Rebells in Flanders had

Sir Francia Don Yo. d Auſtria: Wherupon ſhe, by Letters, required Sir Francis Inglefeld ſo I 
Lela. to do; to the which he made Anſwer, that he was the Spaniſh Kyng's owne 
| Servaunt . . . . and therfor was not the fitteſt Man for that Purpoſe, requiryng 
Lord Scaten. hir to ſend ſome other. Then the Lord Seaton was ſpoken of, but the Rebells 
choſe rather Leonard Dacres, which did ſtay by Reaſon that the Pope's Nuncio 
wrote to have Ridoſpbi to com over, which Rzdolphi was here as an Ambaſſador 
for the Pope, whoſe Charge alſo the Pope did bere ſith he was in Priſon here 
in England; and this Examinate ſaw the Pope's Letters written to Ridolphr, 
wherein he willed hym, if he were in Perill here, he ſhould com over to the 
Duke of Alva, to whom he had alredy written for hym, which Letters were in 4% 
Laten, and in Cifre, for Ridolphi had a Cifre betwixt the Pope and hym, and 4 
the Nuncio; for Ridolphi, every Moneth, ſent his Pacquet to the Nuncio and 1 
the Pope, either by the French Ambaſſador, or by the Spaniſp Ambaſſador, when 
thei ſent theres. 

16. This Examinate had Conference with the Duke, then beyng new com 
out of the Tower, what the Quene ſhould anſwer to ſuch Poynts as was movid 
to hym, the Delivery of Caſtells, Hoſtages, the yong Scotts Kyng, and the 
Renunciation of the Tide; for this Examinate had Charge to know all hir 
Fryends Myends in theſe Poynts, as the Duke, the Erle of Arondell, the Lord 
Lumley, Sir Nicholas Throgemorton ; with thoſe he delt by their Servaunts, and the 
Lord Montagew by my Lord Lumley: The Duke thought the reft reaſonable, 

ſavyng he liked not the Delivery of hir Son; for he might allwais be a Scowrge 
to hir, and to be ſent into Scotland agaynſt his at all Tymes, when in eny one 
litle Poynt ſhe ſhould offend the Quene's Majeſty. The Erle of. Arondell and 
Sir Nicholas Throgmorton thought ſhe ſhould not be mych preſſid with Demand of 
Holdes, for they were more coſtly then then profitable to Engliſbmen; and ther- 
fore they might ſtand faſt therupon ; The Lord Montagew and the Lord Lumley 
liked of them all, as the Lord Lomley ſent Word by Row. And as for Delivery 
of the Rebells, they all thought it ſhould not be mych preflid, bycawſe they 
were all redy gone away ſavyng the Erle of Northumberland, whom none of 
them all did like that he ſhould be deliverilc.

18. As towching Money, the Examinate faith, the furſt Tyme that he had r 


eny, was that the Duke ſent to the Scots Quene, to ſend downe this Examinate 
to ſollicitate hir Cawſis here ; theſe Letters war brought by Borthwik, and that 


in Aprill 1569. And the Quene wrote agayn by Borthik ſhe had no Money to 
bere my Charges; and the Duke faid we ſhould not lack, and fo ſent downe by 


Borthik 200 l. of the which this Examinate had a good Portion to fyend hym 2co . 


here, and ſo he cam up. And the Duke, befor this Examinate cam up, had 


given 300 J. more to Bortbiꝶ to the Quene's Uſe: Francis Buſshop's Son receivid zoo. 


it for this Cawſe. Buſ5hop, beyng in the Tower, made Meanes by Borthih, that 
the Quene ſhould write to the Duke to get hym 300 /. the which the did, leſt 
the ſaid Buſ5hop ſhould open Maters agaynſt the Duke and the Quene. And fo 
it was deliverid by Ligons in Arondell-Howſe, of which Money Borthik had 40 I. 
for his Mediation. After this 100 J. more was ſent downe by Borthik to the 
ſaid Quene, imediatlie after this Examinate's comyng ; and then was 66 J. ſent 
by Borthik, to pay the Phiſitions Charges, DD. Francis and Cauldwell. After 
that one other 100 J. was ſent to the Quene, and after that 200 J. was ſent to 
the Quene ; ſo before the Duke was in the Tower, he had lent the Quene 9661. 
This Examinate thynkyng this much to charge the Duke ſo mych, wrote to the 
Quene, that ſhe would take and ſpend hir toward Geir Dotem, before ſhe had the 
Man, and ſo praid hir to make Meanes that ſhe might have Money out of 
Flanders or France: Wherupon Roulet went into Fraunce, and ther ſpendyng 
his Tyme, this Examinate thought better that Jahn Hamylton ſnould go over with 
new Letters into Flanders, from whence Hamylton brought a Bill of Exchange for 
10,000 Italian Crownes to Benedict Spinola for the Spaniſb Ambaſſador, who de- 
liverid it over to Ridolpbi, to colour the Mater; Ridolphi gave that Money to this 
Examinate, then lyeng in Bredeſtreat, which Money cam by Eſtimation in Engliſb 
Money to . . . . . wherof this Examinate gave the Duke , . . . by Ligons, 
the reſt was emploied as his Miſtreſs willed. And as ſone as the Duke was 
committed to Paul Wentworth's Howlſe, this Examinate wrote to hym, that he 
might, have 1co0o to bere the Scots Quene's Service, and he to reteyne the other. 
This Meſſage and diverſe other Letters were ſent in Bottells, wherin was alſo 
| ſent to and fro wherof the Duke, and Sir Nicholas Throgmorton, and others had 
bene examined, and what they had anſwerid; for Sir Nicholas had allwais 
Barnaby his Man goeng betwixt hym and this Examinate, who enformd this 
Examinate what was done, and what the Duke ſhould do, whichAdvice for hym 
this Examinate did write. Of which 1000. 500 /. he ſent down to the Quene 
his Miſtreſs, the reſt was ſpent here in hir Service, before June 1570, when he 
went downe to hir, and gave hir Accompt of 10,000 Crownes, and had hir 
Acquittance. After this, ther cam redy Money for hir Pention out of Fraunce, 
to the French Ambaſſador, for his Miſtreſs, 13,000 Francks in Angells and 
Crownes, which this Examinate caried hym ſelf to the Quene, the 18th of June 
aforeſaid; the which he thinks the moſt Part was ſent into Scotland, commonly 
by Farnyburſ, and by the Myddle Marche.

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This Examinate required Ridolphi to help hym with 2000 Crownes, for that 
the Scots Quene was to receive 10,000 Crownes from the Pope, as the Nuncio 
wrote, and that not comyng in Tyme, by cawſe the Pope was trobled in the holy 
League; wherupon Ridolpbi did deliver hym 500 J. upon a Bill of the Duke's, 


the which 500 J. Barker and Cutbert togither received, of the which one 1001. 


he had of Barker, as he hath ſaid before, and the reſt of Baniſter; fo, as this 
Examinate faith, he hath had but 500 J. in the hole: For after this, he gat Money 
otherwiſe to ſerve his Turne. After his comyng from Chattifeworth he had fownde 


| Meanes to have got 10,000 Crownes of the Duke of Alva in borowyng, but 


Rowlet fownde the Meanes by Letters, that the Lord. Seton ſhould have 8000 of 


it, wherof he was appoynted to have ſent 4000 into Scotland, and 2000 for 
hymſelf, and 2000 to by Armour to ſend into Scotland; and yet ſom of that the 


Scots Quene wold to be given to the Lady of Northumberland, for the which 
ſhe wrote a Letter of Thanks; and contrary herunto the Lord Seton ſent but 


3000 Crownes into Scotland, and with ſom of the reſt he arayed hym ſelf gor gi-

tance by hym he wold deliver the Money; he wrote to the Scots Quene, ſhe 
wold in no wiſe, but -that all that Money ſhould go ſtreight into Scotland, and 


willed this Examinate to make ſhift for his one... as he did before, and to 
move' the Duke to make this Money up 3000 Crownes, which beyng moved 


to the Duke, the Duke ſaid he had no Money, nor could get no Money upon 
Land; the French Ambaſſador excuſed that he could get no Money on Credit 
of Fitelli ; the Spaniſh Ambaſſador ſaid, if ſhe wold write to the Lord Seton, he

With Thomas Cobham, Buſebop the Scott, in the Tyme of his firſt Impriſon- 7%. Covbom 
ment, brought this Examinate furſt acquayntid; Buſibop prayſyng T. Cobham 
beyond Meaſure. Then Thomas Cobham by his Wief made a Sute to this Exa- 
minate to get the Spaniſh Ambaſſador to agrea that he might be deliverid by 
compownding with Anthony Guerras, the which, with mych ado at laſt, this Exa- 
minate obteynid at ther Hands, by takyng his owne Band for Payment, that they

20. The Book of the Defence of the Quene's Honour, Thomas Buſibop made, Bookes. 
by the Information of the Lord Harris, before this Examinate's comyng into 
England; and that Booke was reformid and encreaſed by Thomas Buſibopp, this 
Examinate, the Lord Harris, and others at the Conference at Weſtmynſter. 
The Book of the Scots Quene's Title, the furſt that this Examinate had, was a 
pryntid Boke, which he had of the ſayd Buſshopp, which Boke was moſt agaynſt 
the Lady Katherine's Title and Mariage. He gave alſo with it an other Boke in 
Writing agaynſt the Quene of Scots, and an Anſwer to that ſame Booke, and that 
Booke runyth moſt upon the Common Lawe; and he hath alſo an other litle 
Booke, which was made by one Mr. Carrell, a Lawyer, now dede. Then was Carel. 
ther a Booke made agaynſt the Quene of Scots, of fix Heds, which was eſtemid 
to be made by one Sampſon a Precher. This Boke this Examinate ſhewid the 
Quene's Majeſty, and offrid to make an Anſwer to it. Then after, the ſaid 
Buſibopp ſaid he wold fyend an honeſt and lerned Man, who ſhould make 
Anſwer to it, which was Mr. Harpesfeld, and brought hym to this Examinate. Harpe;/e/e. 
Harpesfeld joyned to hym one Weſton, now in the Fleete : And ſo he took e. 
Harpesfeld the Books, which beyng perfitid and brought back agayn to hym, 
this Examinate deliverid them to Sir Nicholas Throgmorton, who deſirid this 
Examinate to ſend them to Mr. Plawden, to whom, he ſaid, he had all redy Plowden, 
ſpoken, who was a great lernid Man, and favorid well the Cawſe ; and had moſt 
of eny confirmid his Judgement in this Mater, five or fix Years before: And ſo 
this Examinate ſent them by a Kynſman of Plouden s, his Siſter's Son, callid 
Samford, who is now in Flanders with Sir Francis Ynglefeld, to Plowden, by Sir

Mutandyog, he red them, thought them to long

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A.D. 1571. e faith Henry Cockayn brought on Talbott, Servaunt of the Arche Biſhop of 
Talbot.

Clemencie, and Secrecie, wherof I have had good Proove and Experience. 
The Treuth therof is this: That in the Tyme of the Rebellion attempted 
in the Northe, I was loged in Stephen White's Houſe, in Biſhoppes-Gatte, 
whair be the Conwoy of my ſaid Oiſt, thair was brocht to me a Servand of 
Therle of Southampton, callit Chamberland, who made me his Commendationes, 
as then onacquented, ſaying, that he was one that profeſſed the Catholique 
Religioun, and in that Reſpect did honor the Quene my Miſtreſſe, and wold be 
glade to do to me any Pleaſure he could, deſyring to knaw of her Eſtate (for 
then ſhe was ſtraitlie kept in Coventrie) and lykwyſe of the Proceidingis in the 
North, for then the Erles was on the Fieldeis. At quhilk Tyme he did advertis 
me that Leonard Dacres had bene with his Fader-in-Law, the Vicount of Montagu, 
perſwadinge him to ſend Meſſage to Therle of Cumberland, to joyne with them 
in thair Factioun; but that he did proffeit nothing at his Hand, for the Lord 
Montagu had travelled ſo with Leonard Dacres, that he maid him to leave and 
give over there Part.

Humour. Efter, when he was cum fra Southamptoun, in that the Quene's 


Majeſtie had uttered her Miſlyking in that Mater, I preaſſed to have a more 
direct Anſwer; and then he told me he wold depart into his Cuntrey, and ſo. he 
had reſolved be Thadvyſe of Therles of Arundell and Pembroch, who wold do 
the lyke, and there wold tak Purpoſe be the Advyſe of his Cuntreymen and 
Freindis, and do that was moſt likly for the Advancement of the Caus. I replyed, 
that the Queneis Majeſtie wold caus bring him by Force out of his Countrey to 
her.

And theſe two Erles, Arundell and Penbrok, which 
other Freindis had promiſed to do as he did, and the Erles of Northumberland,

Quenis Majeſtie's Good-will. Al this Tyme there was continual Meſſage ſent 
4 betuix the Quene my Miſtreſſe and the Duke, and betuix them and the Lordis 
= in the North; wherupon did grow thair Attempt and Rebellioun, as I do juge ; 
; but in deid I never did ſee any Letters ſent be them to any of the Lordis of the 
North, nor yet be the Lordis to them.

Theffecte of the Creditt was, that the Quene of Scotts 
complayned, for that when ſhe might have bene helped to have bene conveyed 
away by Leonard Dacres, and others, it was not proſecuted; and now in De- 
faulte therof, happenynge through the Duke's Counſell, ſhe was putt into her 
Enemye's Hands, meanyng the Earle of Huntington, and the Viſcount Hereford, 
whome ſhe ſayed weare both Enemyes to the Duke of Norfolk; that is to ſaye, 
the Earle of Huntington, becauſe, before that Tyme, the Duke of Norfolke willed 
this Examinate to advertyce the Quene of Scotts, that the Duke had delte with 
the Earle of Huntington, for his Godd-Wyll to the Mariage, and' the Earle 
anſwered to the Duke, that he was his Frend in all Matters but in the Marryage 
with the Quene of Scotts, in which he wold never be his Frend. And this beinge 
the Cauſe. of her Miſlyking of the Earle of Huntington, yett ſhe pretended an- 
other Matter to tis Quene's Majeſtye. And the Offence conceyved in the 
Viſcount Hereford was, as ſhe ſent Woorde to the Duke, that he had att a Supper 
at Wingfeld ſayed, that the Duke, er it weare longe, wolde be cutt ſhorter, and 
fruſtrate of his Enterpriſe ; which was, as he was informed, that the Duke of 
Norfolke ment to have taken afar the Quene of Scotts with Feans enen

To the Fourth, the ſayed Examinate ſayeth that 8338 came Pegs to 
5 of Nerfal, Duke of Norfolk, when the Earle of Murray laye att Kyng/ton, and declared to 
| ©... this Examinate, bow ſharply the Quene's Majeſtye had delt with the Duke of 
1 1 e in chargynge hym with the * of Marryage with the Quene of 
Phe 4 Scotts; 
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Scotts; but he had purged hym unto her, and aſſured this Examinate, that he A. D. 157 7. 
wolde bere his Favor ſtyll to the ſayd Quene. Att which Tyme allſo, Robert 
Melvyne was ſent to deale with the Scotts Quene, in the Name of the Earle 
Murrey and Lyddyngtoun for the Marryage with the Quene of Scotts and the 
Duke, accordynge to ſuche Conferrence as had paſſed betwene the Duke of 
Norfolke and Lyddyngton. And further the ſayd Examinate ſayeth, that the Duke p. of Vi, 
of Norfolk, tolde hym, at his comynge to the Charter-Hewfe, that the Quene's 
Majeſtye had delte ſharply with hym touchynge the Marryage with the Quene 


of Scotts. 


5. To the Fifth, He ſayeth, the Artycles weare delyvered to this Examinate's 
Man by Barker. 

6. To the Sixth, He ſayeth, that Rowe, the Lord Lumley's Man, dyd advertyſe 
this Examinate, that dyvers Lords of the Hyer Howſe weare muche offended 
with certen Artycles touchinge Religion, and ment to go to the Quene, and to 
have ſpoken with her Majeſty therin; as he ae hath ſayd in his former 
Examination. 

7. To the Seventh, He ſayeth, that they Laber were decyphred by Cutbert. 

8. The Aight is referred to his Declaracyon to be made in Wrytynge by hym 
ſellff, which he hath done alreadie. 

9. To the Ninth, He ſayeth, that the Earle of Murrey was in Feare to have Murderof the 
bene murthered by the Way, in his Returne to Scotland; wherupon this Exa- Fe of Hir. 
minate, by the Duke's Advyſe, dyd wryte to the Quene of Scatts, that the 
Attempt might be ſtayed, for that Murrey had yelded to the Duke to be favorable. 

And the Murder ſhuld have bene executed abowte North Allerton, by the 
Nortons, Markenfeld, and others, as this Examinate was advertyied afterwardes 
by the Scotts Quene's Servants that came from Bolton. 

10. To the Tenth, He ſayeth, he hath had Conference with Ferrys ſondry Frye. 
Tymes, concernynge the Bouks of the Scotts Quene's Title, and at Sr. Albons, 
when this Examinate went to Chatſworth, wheare this Examinate had his Advyſe 
concernynge the Artycles to be noted on at Chattfwworth, which Tyme alſo he 
ſhewed this Examinate how longe he had favored the Scotts Quene, and had 
delte with Lyddyngton and Melvyne in former Tymes. He alſo was with this 
Examinate dyvers Tymes, in the laſt Parlyament Tyme, and brought hym 
Intelligence, from hag tre to Tyme, of ſuche Matters as weare propounded i in the 
Parliament. 

11. To the Eleventh, He ſayeth, chat the Quene of Scotts was a Meane to 
the Duke of Norfolk for to ſhewe Favor to Leonard Dacres, for the Lands in D. of Nelli. 
Controverſye, in reſpecte that he wolde convey the Quene of Scotts away; 
wherunto the Duke was not wyllyng, for that he wolde not truſt Leonard Dacres 
with the Quene of Scotts; but after beinge newly preſſed by her, upon a ſecond 
Speche ſhe had had with Leonard Dacres, who was content to remytt all to her, 
the Duke aſſented to leave to her Jugemente the Value of Thre Hundred

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s touching that Pointt moved to me be my Lordis of Counſell this Day, of 
the Proceidingis betuix the Quene my Miſtreſſe and the Duke of Norfolk, 
immediatlie after her firſt arryving within this Realme, and during the Confer- 
rence at Nr, be thair Mediators and Miniſters; wherby the ſame did grow 
to grytar Lyking and Familiarity therefter, etc. I do planely anſwer and declaire, 
ſo far as I was privie to, in theſe Matteris at that Tyme, as followes. 

Firſt, at my cuming to Boltoun from Scotland, which was about the 18th Day 
of September, 1568, the Quene my Miſtreſſe told me that the Conference at 
York was appointed to mak the Erle of Murray, and otheris, her unobedient 
Subjectis, to anſwer before the Quene's Majeſte of Inglandis Commiſſioneris, for 
thair. unnaturall and unjuſt Proceidingis againes her; ſo that efter they had 
acknowledged thair Offences toward the Quene ther Soverane, that then for 
Pleſour of the Quene's Majeſtye of Ingland, they ſhuld be remitted, and receaved 

in Favor agane, and fo all Materis qpounded. To this I anſwered then to my 
Miſtreſſe, that I was ſory that ſhe had aggreed to any Conference, wherin they 
ſhuld be accuſed, for I was aſſured in that Caiſe they wold utter all that they 
could for- there Defences, although it war to her Diſhonour, and of the hole 

Realme, for they wold be lothe to confeſſe opinly that they war evil Subjectis, 
and ſhe a good Princeſſe; and therfor I wiſhed that the hole Mater ſhuld firſt 
be treated be Way of Concord and Aggrement, before we ſhall entre to any 
Accuſationes; and to that End I conſelld her to travell with her Freindis at 
Court, or ork. To this the Quene replyed, that there was no ſuche Danger 
in the Mater as I ſuppoſed, for ſhe truſted I wold find the Juges favorable, 
principalie the Duke of Norfolke, who was firſt in Commiſſion, and douted not 
bot Therle Suſſex wold be rewled by him, as his tender Freind ; and Sir Raupb 
Sadler wold not ganeſtand thair Advyſes: And told me that Ligones had bene at 
Boltoun, be whoes Meſſage told be him to the Lady Scroope, ſhe onderſtude of 
the Duke's Good-Wilt toward her, and the Bruict was ellis ſpread abrod of a 
Mariage betuix the Duke and her. And beſydis this, ſhe hed mony good 
Freindis in the Cuntrey, that did favor her and ſteik to her, ſuch as Therle 
Northumberland and his Lady, (be whom ſhe had many Intelligences and Meflages) 
the Nortounes, Marcomwele, and otheris, (for at that Tyme I hard no thing of 
Wefimurland) who wold all be with the Duke at Vr, and wold FO him 
to favor her Cauſe. 
In this meane Tyme, before our paſſing to Tork, - Robert Melryne com to 
Boltoun with Letters ſent be Lidingfown from Falſcaftell to the Quene my 
Miſtreſſe, to advertiſſe her that Therle of Murray was wholy bent to utter all 
that he could aganes the Quene, and to that Effect, had caricd with hym all the 
Lettres which he had to produce aganes the Quene, for Prove of the Murther, 
wheroff he had recovered the Copie, and hed cauſed his Wyfe wreit them, which 
he ſent to the Quene, and that he had not cumm into Ingland in Therle Murray's 
Cumpany,,onles it had bene. to do her Service, and to travell for Mitigatione of 
theſe Rigoures intendit, deſyring to be certified be Robert Melvill, at York, what 
Service ſhe wold employ him into, for he ſhuld do the ſame diligentlie to her 
Entent. To this ſhe anſwered be Nobert Melvill, that ſhe wiſhed hym to ſtay 


theſe rigorous Accuſations, and becaus he was wele acquented with the Duke of 


Norfolke, * him to travell with the Duke in her Favors; and that he wold 
confer 
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confer. with the Biſhop: of Rye, be whom he ſhuld underſtande hir hole Mynd A. D. 1557. 
particularlie from Tyme to Tyme. Eſter this. at ork, Robert Melvill did bring 
me toLithingtowne's Logeing, ' whair we talked almoiſt a hole Night, whair he 
told me, that he had conferred with the Duke, who ſeamed to beare gryit 
Goodwill to the Quene my Miſtreſſe, and had willed him to counſell the Erle 
of Murruy, and otheris, to abſtene from uttring any diſhoneſt Mater aganes the 
ene; bot to grow to ſum Compolifion amonges them ſelfes. Swa that 

 Lithingtoun ſaid, it appeared to him, that the Duke had ſum Intention of 

Matiage with the Quene, as the Bruite was; and that thair Partye did wholy 

ſuſpect ſum ſuch lyke Mater; and that he did veryly beleif yat yf it war followed 

the Matiage wold tak Effect, which would be moſt of all other Thingis for the 

Quene's Honor and Wele. And willed me to ſpeck with the Duke ſecreitlie 

allone without the Commiſſioneris, and Lithingtoun ſhuld advertis the Duke to 

appoin& the Tyme convenient, as he did, one Daye in the Morninge be Sevin 

of the Clock, before the Meting of the Commiſſioneris. I talked with the Duke 

allone in a Gallery, whair he uttered to me he bore Gud- will to the Quene my 

Miſtreſſe; and that he had talked with Therle of Murray and Lithingtoun at. 

Leith, and had ſene the Lettres which they had to produce aganes the Quene 

my Miſtreſſe, and other Defences, wherby there wold ſuch Mater be proven 

aganes her; that wold diſhonor her for ever ; and yf it wer ones publiſt, the 
Quene's Majeſtic of Ingland wold get Counſell be ſuch as luffed not my Miſtreſs, 
to publiſhe the fame to the Worlde, and to fend Ambaſſadoris to all other 
Chriftatne Princes, to mak the ſame knowen to them, that they could mak no 
furder Sutte for her Delyverye; and perhaps grytar Rigour micht enſhew to her 

| Perſoun ; therefore he advyſed me to confer with Litbingtoun, and yat betuix 
him-and-me, we micht find ſum Meanes to ſtay the Rigour intendit ; and pro- 
meſſed what he could do to yat Effect be Lithing!oun's Advertiſement he wold 
do.it. I replyed, that Lidingtoun wold have her to ratifie the Dimiſſion made 
at 27 ork for a Tyme, for he affermed that could hurt her no more now, beinge 
keped Priſoner in Ingland, nor that which was done in Lothleavin, for ſo ſhuld f 
ſhe ſtay the uttering of any Materis agains her, and within fix Monethis ſhe 
wold be reſtored to her Cuntrey with Honor, and ſo. micht revoke all done be 

her. To this the Duke anſwered, what yf that war done, to be quitte of tze 

reſent Infamie and Slander, and let Tyme work the reſt. I told him, we war 
cum to that Conference for to mak ane Aggrement, and not anſwer to Accu- 
ſationes; and, therfore, wilhed him to furder the Aggrement amonges us. He 
anſwered, that thair Commiſſion was only to here the Differences amonges us; 
and yf I wold propound any Aggrement, he wold lyke well of it, and ſhuld 
aqdvertis the Quene's Majeſty his Miſtreſs therof, and get her Anſwer. In this 
Conference the Duke did oftymes inſinuat the Good-will that he did beare to 
the Quene my Miſtreſs, bot ſpek nothing to me particularlie of the Mariage at 
that Tyme, but. referred all to Lithingtaun. Upon this, I did confer with . 
Lithingtoun dyvers T'ymes, be whoes Advyſe I raid to Boltown, to ſpeik to the 
Quene my Miſtreſs, in the Tyme of the Conference; and during my remaining 
there, the Conference was broken up, and the hole | Commiſſioneris for our 
Part com to Boltoun ; and ſo my Lord Herys and I war ſent toward Lundoum.

Duke be my Lord Lumley counſeled me to oppin the Mater to the Quene's | 
Majeſtie be my Lord Arundell, which micht be ane Occaſione to move her 
Majeſtic to lyke better of the Matche with him nor with any Foren. And then 
he ſent me Worde be Legones, that the Quene's Majeſtie was informed of ſuch 

| lyke a Bruit of his Mariage with the Quene of Scottis; bot he hed ſatisfeit her 
Majeſtic wele aneuth, and ſo (till did followe the Mater, and did treat therupon 
with Therle of Murray and Lithingtoun, at-Hamptoun-Court, be whoes Advyſe 
Robert Melvill was ſent to the Quene my Miſtreſs, at Rippon, to move the Mater 
apon Therle of Murray's Behalve, with a full Declaration that the Erle Murray 
lyked wele of it; which Meſſage I hard efterwart, that Murray alledged he did 
fend it for Feare of ſum Enterpryſe aganes him at North Allertoun, in his re- 
, torninge to Scotland, as Lithingtoun wreitt to me from Scotland; and fo efter this, 
the Mater hath bene intertyned betuix the Quene and Duke from Tyme to 
Tyme, as is at lenth declared in the former Examinationes,

| that efter I had remaint with the Biſhop of Ely in the Countrey, the Space of 
two Monethis, thair com a Servand of the Quenis Majeſteis, being ane Archer 
of her Garde, with Letters direct to the Biſhop from the Counſell to refleve me 
of his Hand, and to convoy me ſavely to London, as he did; quhair being arryvit, 
the 19th of Ofober, I was committed in ſtrait keping in my Lord Maior is Hous, 
and my Servandis all ſecludit from me, ſaving one to attend apon me: Therefter, 
apon the 24th Day of the fame Moneth, I was brought before certane of my 
Lordis of the Quenis Majeſteis Counſell in the ſame Houſe, viz. the Erle Bedford, 
my Lord Admirall, my Lord Burgbley, Sir Franceis Knollys, and Sir Thomas Smith,

Pleaſour, I deſyred therfor that I might be ſent to your Majeſtei thair to 


anſwer, and give Reaſonis of all my Proceidingis, who had Power and Autorite- 


to correct me, in caſe I had tranſgreſſed the Bowndis of my Charge. The 
Counſel] was veray heithly offendit with this Anſwer, and declarit to me, that 
the Quene did ſuſpe& ſome ſuche Defence to be alledged be me, and therefore 
had alredy taken the Advyſe of the beſt lerned Civilians within her Realme, who 
had reſolvit that, notwithſtanding any Privilege, I might be uſed as a privat Man 
and a Subject, and yat ſo was the Quene myndit to do.

Mr. Andrew Beton, which was ſent to your Majeſte be the ſame Rudolpbi, at 
that Tyme, bearing in Effect, that in caſe the Treatie had not good Succes, 
theſe Princes, ſpecially the Pope and King of Spayne, wold ſupport your 
Majeſte, and ſend ane Armie into Ingland for your Releve, ſo being any Noble- 
man of this Land, who profeſſed Freindſhip to your Majeſte, wold aſſiſt them, 
whetof they deſyred to be certified, and that Rudolphi ſhuld be ſent over with 
the Apſwer therof. Wherapon your Majeſte cauſit wreit a Lettre to me, bering 
a long Diſcourſe, with certane Articles in Pranche, with a Lettre to the Duke of

And therefote 1 do veryly tak this hole 
Diſcovery to proceid be Goddis ſpeciall Providence, wherby that neither your 
Majeſte, nor your Friendis, ſhuld, in Tymes cuming, attend for Relevs to your 
ſelf, or your Cuntrey, be any ſuch Meanes as hath bene pr ee but to 


refer all to Goddis divine Providence, and Godly Pleaſdur, and therapon holely 


with Patience to depend, truſting, amonges others his gryit Benefittes ſhewin 
toward you, that he will move the Quenis Majeſtie your good Siſteris Hatt to 

conſidre of your Eſtate, and of our native Cuntrey, ſo miſerablie rent with Civil 
Weares, and be Advyſe of her grave and wyſe Counſell to tak ſum good Ordeur 
theruntill, for the omen Quyetnes of this hole Ile: And to that End, I wold 
wiſhe your Highnes to move the Quenis Majeſtic and ſum of her Counſel, be

' Articles as weare ſent unto me in writinge, the Firſt Day of October, 


1571, by the Right Honourable Sir Thomas Smythe, Secretarie to 
the Quene s moſt Excellent Maigſie. 1 


1. 2 the Firſt, I do moſt bumbiy anſweare, that harde it is for me to 


_ anſweare particularly, and at Lengthe, accordinge unto Trothe, to all 
my Doings, in conveying and receavinge Letters to and fro the Duke my Maſter, 
duringe the Tyme of his cloſe Impriſonment conſideringe it is now almoſt a 
Yeare ſithens the Begyninge of ſuche Conveyance had betwene them. But thus 
muche I do withe all Trothe avowe, that after my Delyvery owt of Coldbarber, 
(which is the Name of a Priſon in the Towre, wheare I was 1 eperated from my 
ſaid Maſter, by the Space of ſixe Wykes, upon Examination had of me by 
the Right Honorable Sir Raffe Sadler, now Chancelor of her Majeſtie's Duchie, 
and as it is not unknowen to the reſt of her Highnes's moſt Honorable Privie 
Councell) I bothe knew of ſondrye and manye Letters ſent to and fro betwene 
them; the Nombre whereof as I do not remembre, ſo neither do I the Contents 
of the ſame, at this preſent; But dyvers of thoſe Letters which I decyphred 
this laſt Wyke, weare of the ſame that the Quene of Scottes ſent to him at that 
"Tyme, as may appeare by the Date of them. Other Letters the Duke my

2. As towchinge all my Conference of iny Valew with 7 TOA Cobham, 1 do 
aſſure your Lordſhips, who are of her Majeſtie's moſt Honourable Privy Councell, 
that I never had Conference with him of any Matter of Moment, but as cottiinoh 
Talke required; how my Lord's Cauſe ſtode, in what Termes, upon what Points 
it depended at Courte, who weare his greateſt Fryndes, what Enemyes he had 
theare, and what was the Cauſe of Sir Harrye Nevell's ſo longe tarryinge with 
my Lord (as in dede he wolde be verye inquiſitive of all Newes.) Then wolde he 
ſomtymes aſke me, when my Lord heard from the Quene of Scottes, when 
from the Byſhoppe of Roſe, and ſuche other like Queſtions: To theis I wolde 
moſt commonly generally anſweare him (bycauſe I liked not to deale with him 
that had ſo buſie a Head, and wold be ſo inquiſitive, remembringe an old Leaſſon 
of Cato, Percontatorem fugito) that my ſaid Lord hard not from the Quene of 
Scottes, nor the Byſshoppe of Roſſe of a good while, for owght that I knew. 
What, wolde he faye, will you tell me that; was not Mr. Barker with him this 
other Day? I can not tell that, I wolde anfweare, I ſpeake only of myne owne 
Knowledge, and further I can not ſaye. Then wolde he tell me, that he had 
byne with the Byſhoppe of Roſſe, and that he perceaved by him, that the Quene 
of Scottes Cauſes weare like to come to good End (for this was in the Tyme of 
the laſt Treatie of the ſaid Cauſes heare) and that he doubted not but all ſhoulde 
be well in the End, to my Lord's beſt Contentation. But alwayes he wolde 
make a Doubte wheither my Lord of Leiceſtre, and my Lord Burley, that now 
is, weare aſſured and truſty Fryndes to my Lord, bycauſe the Worlde ſpake 
otherwiſe of them; I wolde anſweare him, that albeit, in dede the Worlde 
might ſpeake what it liſted, yet I could not perceave but that my Lord had good 
and evident Cauſe to thinke well of them, and that they weare his verie Fryndes 
alwayes. Then wolde he tell me if he had anye Newes owte of France, or 
Flanders, as of the Mariage to be had betwene the Quene' $ Majeſtie and the 
Duke of Angeoy ; that ſomtymes it was well liked of in France, and ſomtymes 
not liked of, as the Factions theare either grew with the Quene Mother, or the 
faid Duke. From Flanders he wolde ſomtimes tell me; that he harde that the 
Duke of Alba had manie Men and Shippes in Readines, but for what Exploite 


he coulde not learne of Certentie ; ſome thowght rather to invade England, or 


enter into Scotland then otherwiſe; other ſome, that his Men weare to defende 
his Countrey from the Frenche Forces, for that theare was like to be a Breche of 
Amitie betwene the Frenche Kinge, and the Kinge his Mafter, and that his 
Shippes weare provided, to lett, as muche as might be, that theare ſhoulde come 
no Ayde from hence to the Frenche Kinge. This and fache fonde Talke he 
wolde have with me, as in dede he hathe a Head full of Common-weales.

owt, cloſed up the Pacquet againe, and ſo laide it wheare I found it; yf I 
have done your Maſter good, let him thanke me for it. Well, quoth I, I ſhall 
tet my Lord underſtand thus muche; but I do not know that he hathe anye 
thinge to do with my Lord of Weſtmorland, or els with Rodolphe, And ] aſſure 
your Lordſhips; of my Faithe and Conſcience, I never knew, nor do yett know, 
that my Lord had anye Dealings with either of them, whereunto I was privie. 
This is the only thinge that I am able to charge him with, other then, that as 
himſelfe hathe confeſſed to me, that he hath byne a Dealer with the Byſshoppe 
of Raſſe, but to what End I know not; for ſure I am, he had never anye thinge 
to do theare for my Lord. And as, in my moſt humble Submiſſion, I have 
alreadye ſaid, that I thinke he carryed the ſaid two Letters to the Byſshoppe of 
| Reſſe, ſo I remaine ſtill of that Mynde, thowgh I can not further charge him 
therein then by myne owne Conjecture. . 
; 3. To the Third, I do anſweare, that 1 have repaired 4 Tymes to my 
1 | Lord Cobham, at his Howſe in Black Fryers, firſt towchinge. a Peice of Land, 
that ſomtymes was the Lord Audeley s, and now in ſome Difference betwene my 
Lord my Maſter, and his, Lordſhip; wherein my Lord Cobbam's Requeſt was, 
that it might pleaſe my Lord, that their learned Councell op bothe Sides might 
heare and end the Matter betwene them;  wherewithall, my Lord my Maſter 
was verie well contented alſo, as Mr. Haſſett can beſt tell. Afterwards my Lord 
Cobham wolde divers Tymes ſend for me, as well to heare of my Lord my Maſter 
his Healthe, as alſo of the Forwardneſs of his Libertie; beinge, as it ſhowlde ſeme, 
verrye glad to underſtand bothe of the one, and the other. Marye, whenſoever 
1 came to him, he wolde be inquiſitive of me, wheither my Lord had anye

they will in the End deceive him. Now, after the Apprehenſion of Charles, 
and the committinge of him to the Marſbalſey (whither I thinke he was firſt ſent 
before he came to the Tower) my Lord Cobham could not be in Reſt till he had 
ſpoken with me, and therefore font for me. When I came to him, he aſked me 
whether I knew one Cuthbert, the Byſshoppe of Roſſe his Man: I tolde him no, 
I never ſawe him. Well, ſaide he, he hathe byne ſerched for, and can not be 
founde ; let my Lord your Maſter take hede (if ever he had to deale with the 
Byſshoppe of Roſſe) that Cutbberd be not founde, for then he will diſcloſe all; I do 
heare that he is a timerous Fellowe. Well, my Lord, ſaid I, you ſhall not neade 
to doubt that. Aſter this my Lord my Maſter ſent me to Cobham- Hall (a Fort- 
night or three Wykes before Barthelmewtide): to his Lordſhip, wheare I lay one 
Night. The Cauſe why I went thither was only bycauſe my Lord Cobham ſent 
me Worde, that he wolde fayne ſpeake with me, When ] came thither, he 
aſked me what Newes my Lord had from Courte : I tolde him, that towchings 
his owne Caſe, he remayned as he did, neither better nor worſe, for 
vt I could heare. T * I tolde him, as my Lord bad me, that they 
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weare ſo buſye at Courte aboute Offices, as he thowght his Cauſe oaks not yet A. D. 1577. 
be well remembred; for my Lord of Lezcefire is like to be Lord Steward of A. ES 
Howlſeholde, my Lord of Suſſex Lord Privie Seale, my Lord Burley Lord Trea- nation of Ro- 
ſurer ; and one theare was mentiond to be Maſter of the Quene's Majeſtie's % Higford. 
Horſe, whoſe Name I do not now remembre, unleſſe it weare Sir Harrye Sydney: 
In the End of this Talke he aſked me againe, if I hearde anye thinge of Curhberd, 
wheither he was taken or not: I anſweared, that I harde nothinge of him; 
Well, quothe he, it ſtands my Lord upon, I feare, to ſee well to it. And this 
was the Subſtance of our Talke at that Tyme, ending with his hartie Comenda- 
tions to my Lord; for in the Morninge I was gone by the Breake of Daye.

Now, after that my Lord was com- 
mitted to the Towre in dede, partly bycauſe Sir Harrye Nevell looked verie 
ſtraitly to all Things, and was verie ſharp with his Men, and alwayes at hand 
amongs them, we'durſte not for a while committe the Carriage of anye Letter 
to the ſaid Richard his Handes, but cauſed ſuche Writings as came in, to be 
put into ſome one of the Bottels full of Drink, and ſo to be browght-in ; and 
becauſe we wolde be ſure to fynde in what Bottell it was, the Corke of the ſame 
Bottell was markte in the Bottome, either with a Crofle, or. ſome ſuche other 
Thinge. When we ſent owt anye Letters againe, which was done alſo by Bottell, 
becauſe in an emptie Bottell the Writinge might romble if any Man ſhaked che 
Bottell, we wrapped: the Writinge in a Piece of Bombaſte, and ſo put in more 
Bombaſte after it, whearby neither might the ſaid Writinge rombie, nor any 
Weight be founde in the Bottell. In this ſorte it was uſed eight or tenne Dayes 
togeather, till I was ſeparated from my Lord, as I have ſaid: After which 
Tyme, bylike, when Sir Harrye Nevell waxed more calme, and grew owt of 
Suſpicion, this ſaid. Richard, conveyed out Letters, as I hard, and brought in 
ſuche as weare delivered to him. Befides this Man, bothe bycauſe ſomtymes he 
might be out of the Waye, and it wolde grow ſuſpicious, if he went verie ofte tio 
the Gate, my Lord had further provided by his Chaplaine (for all this while laye e 
I in Coldharbor) to wynne likewiſe a Man of Mr. Lyeutenant's, one Keitel. n 
who keapt the lower Stayer, and ſeldome came up this Man was thought;

had any Hart or Corage left in hym, now. yt was Tyme to ſhew yt ; yt he wold 
fhew none, all the World wold ſpeke Shame of hym, and the Quene of Scotts 
ſhuld-have Cauſe to curſe hym; with. lughs, and other, like vehement Words he 
made an End, and we departed. 

The next Tyme. that I ſpake with my Lorde, I told hym what Ridolphi had 
ſayd; and as I know my Lord and my ſelf be in the Quene's Majeſtie's Mercie, 
to be ſavyd or ſpillid, even ſo (as they ſay it ys a Sin to lie of the Devill.) He 
anſwered. thus, full litle dothe Rzdolphi know our Opinions; he thynks my Lord 
of Arundell, and my Brother Lumley, to be two ſuche Men as are not in a Contry 
egane ; but I know the contrary, and ſo do you; and as for my Lord Montacute, 
I do. not take hym to be my Frend for Leonard Dacres's Matter; but if the other 
two. were as mighty as Ridolphi wold make them, and the third as truſty as he 
takes him, I will not caſt away my ſelf, my Children, and my Frends, for none 
of them all; I am bownd to the Quene of Scotts in Honor; if I can comfort and 
quieate hyr I am content, .otherwiſe I will not. Suche were his Words ; if he 
had other Intent, betwene God and hym be yt, that wold ſo deale dobly, and 
never the leſſe ruin hym ſelf and all hys, wherof I ſely Wretche ame one, 
onleſſe it pleaſethe the Quene's moſt Excellent Majeſtie to have Compaſſion 
upon me, and which I moſt humbly crave on my Knees, according to hyr ex- 

ceding Cee for whoſe long and proſperus Reigne I call upon Almighty

Whan Ridolphi departed owte of Flanders, he wrote to the Byſhop of Roſe 
by the Name of Monfieur, which may be applied to any body, what the Duke 


of Alva had ſayd unto hym of good Lykinge of his Practiſe, and how he ſhulde 


kepe it cloſſe tyll Tyme came, and than cauſe the Quene of Scotts Frends to be 


redy, that the People that ſhuld land might have Tyme to ſetle at the Port. 


This Letter was in Frenche, as I remember me, and I ſhewid it to my Lord. 
Than belike, ſayd he, Ridolphi have namyd a Port, and that is more than I know. 
This was after Eafter; and in this Letter was I namyd, that I ſhulde know that 


my Lord of Weſtmorland was afrayd to terry any longer ther, becauſe Leonard 


Dacre, and the reſt of that Faction, were become his Rated for bearing 
Good- wyll to my Lorde, which they did not, but were holly bent for the Match 
with Don John d Auſtria; and therfor, my Lord of Weſtmorland ſtode in Dowte 
what to do, or whyther to go. It was aboute : this Tyme that my Lady, his 
Wyfe, dyd ſewe for hym to the Quene's Majeſtie, to make his Submiſſion and 
apply to hyr Highnes's Mercy, if he had ben ſo happy to have followyd it. 
'The Byfhop of Roſſe did abuſe my Lord's Name alwayes to ſerve his Purpoſe, 
and his own Turne. He wynid hym with his Name to the Pope, and King 
Philippe, not knowne to my Lorde, (I muſt nedes ſay) nor contentid with it 
whan he knew it, as it appearid, yet it paſſid.  Ridoiphi, to make the better Shew 


of his Negotiation, cauſid a Letter to be ſent in the Pope's Name to my Lorde, 


to let hym underftande, thoughe he colde not this Yere helpe the Quene of 
Stotts, according to hir Requeſt, and his prone Intention; yet he ſhuld 
not therfor diſpaire, for by the Helpe of God, he wold fynd a Tyme to content 
the Quene of Scotts, and hir Frends. This Letter was wrytten in Latin, and 
been Dilecte Fili. This Letter my Lord ſhewyd me. 

Abowte Thaſſention-tyde was two Yere, whan the litle Lorde Dacres was 
kyllid by Myſhap, and that than as it chancyd bothe my Fellowes, Hig ford and 
Lygon were away, and Mr. John Atwode was to go into Scotland, who than did 
report muche to my Lord, at Supper-tyme (Sir Nicholas Throkmorton being 


there) my Lord called for me, and bad me wright one Letter to my Lord of 


Murrey, and an other to my Lord Ledington. Theffe& of that to my Lord of 


' Murrey was, that my Lord hopid all Things wold go well, and that the Quene 


of Scotts, if he wold help to it, wherof he dowtid not, might be reſtorid be 
Compoſition ; and that the Quene's Majeſty might the better be brought to yt, 
he prayed hym, he wold perſwade with the Lord Ledyngtom to come into England 
aboute that Buſines, etc. The Letter to Ledington was, that he ſhuld not bers 


to take that Labor upon him, alleaging how muche good he might do. 
was Theffect of bothe the Letters to my Remembrance; more than the "EG

3. I ſuppoſe certenly, that whan thoſe Letters came from the Quene of Scotts, 
that ther were other Letters, as well from the Pope, as from his Nuncio ; and 
ſure I am that eyther than, or ſhortlie after, ther were Letters from the Pope, 
of a Reſtitution of the Quene of Scotts to the Churche, with ſome other com- 
fortable Sentences, that ſhe ſhuld not diſtruſt, but that he wold fo provide for hir, 
as ſhe ſhuld have Cauſe to thank hym, and that he wold embraſe hir and all 
them that toke hir Part, Sicut gallina pullos ſuos; and that he did diſpence with 
all them that wold rebell againſt the Quene of England, and take them as Filios 
Eccleſiz. From his Nuncio ther were Letters alſo, of the good Diſpoſition of 
the Pope to helpe the Quene of Scotts, and that any Tyme that ſhe cold make a 
Party here in England, he wold beſtow 100,000 Crownes, beſide any other Ayde 


and Helpe that he cold procure ; and in the meane Tyme, that he had given 


Order, with his welbelovid Factor Ridolphi, to releife ſuche Noblemen and 
Gentlemen as had alredy begon the Matter, that they might be mayntayned 
honorablie, till Tyme might ſerve to -reſtore them home againe, which he 
hoped wold be ſhortlie, onleſſe the Warre of the Turks did let it for a Tyme. 
And all this I movid to my Lord, who anſwered, Well; and ſayd no more.

that was cheif and principall. Which being ones done, other good Things 
wold follow, as the Releif of the Quene of Scotts, whoes Cauſe alſo my Lord 
wold follow with all his Power. Thirdly, the renewing of the old Traffick 
betwene the Houſe of Burgandie and us, wherin my Lord wold, with all his 
Frends, do the beſt Service he cold for the King his Maſter. Thembaſſador

And have bene chargid and 
commaundid to utter my full Knawlidge towching the ſame; and that notwithe- 
ſtanding neyther upon my Examynacion, had before the Righte Honerable the

as muche as I knowe, or have bene made pryvie unto, towchinge anie of the 
Artycles wherupon I have bene examynid, and towchinge the Matter of Rebellion 
in the Northe Partes. I take God to be my Judge, 1 was never Partie pryvie, 
aſſentinge, or agreinge therunto, neyther at anie Tyme hadd anie Knawlidge 
theroffe, before they wear riſen, and in Armes, and the ſame brewtid abrode, 
and openlie talkyd of in London.

For God be my Judge, as I was never Partie, nor 
pryvie to the Matter of Rebellion, ſo dyd . never underſtande of anie that wear 
Practizers in that Behalfe, And wolde to God, the Quene's Majeſtie wolde be 
perſwadid of my Dewtie and Loyaltie to hyr Highneſs: Althoighe, I muſt nedes

them by the expreſſing therof. Which Summe, as the Exchange now ſervithe, 
makith muche after che Rate of TWO Thowſande Pounds Sterling. The other 
Thre Thowſande they thought good to commytt unto me, aſwell for the

The two Perſons, which he nominatithe, be bothe ſinguler Men; D. Knott, a 
Civilian, a Man of great Gravitie, and well languaged; Mr. Fenne, Maſter of 
Arts and Preſt, a Man verey cloquent and wittie, of whom, in ſumme Dealings, 
] have had ſome Experience. Yet is there a thirde, D. Ahn, the moſt finguler 
Man, in myne Opinion, next to Mr. Sanders, on this Side the Seas; if he might 
be hadde, I thinke you could not have the Choiſe of the like, when ſo ever God 
ſhould ſend you hither. - Yet, as I am deſirous to have ſuche as be wiſe to joyne 
with me in your Affayres, and to teſtiie my Doings, ſo will I not take upon 
me to make Choiſe of eny other then it ſhall like you to aſſigne, and therfor do 
geve you both D. Sanders his Opinion and myne one, ſubmytting my ſelf to 
whom you ſhall appoint; and fo ſhall reſt to kepe them ſtayed, as farre as I may, 
untill your own cumminge, which I truſt by ſuche good Meanes as may be 
procured, wilbe ſhortlie, or untill I heare agayn from you. I truft you do ſe 
to get into your Hands or into ſafe Cuſtodie as muche of your ,owne oute of 
England as you may procure. Micbaell and Witherington, as I write to you before, 
beſt knowethe where they are, and how nedefull it will be for you to have as 
muche in Store as ye may get, being in a ſtrange Contrey, I doubt not but you 
will confider.

ſee and learne, and there dothe wante altogither. When it ſhall pleaſe God to 
make you readie to cume hither, beſids that it is not neceſſarie that eny more be 
previe therunto, or do accompanye you, than ſhalbe nedefull, ſo is it thought 
that you do not drawe eny more after you from thence. untill you ſhalbe heare 
ſetled, and may judge of your owne Caſe : But that ſuche as you leave behinde 
be ſtayed there iD good. Words and Hoape, untill you ſende backe, and ſignifie 
; . .yout 
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your Pleaſure what your Will is for them to do, as then by Experience you 


ſhalbe hable to determyne, and take for them the Direction that ſhalbe leaſt 
hurtfull to your ſelf, and moſt for their Commodite. A write this other Letter 
to you that you may ſhew' the ſame” to the Larde, if you thinke it ſo good, and 
for that I heare it from France, that the Larde is perfwaded that you ſhould have 
from the Pope and the King 10,000 Crownes towards your Redemption; for 
whiche Cauſe; he ſaid (as I heare) he dyd exacte the more, ſeing it was to cume 
out of their Purſes; I do all that I can to have the ſame Perſwaſion pulled out of 
his Heade, and that he may be otherwiſe occafioned to thinke, when he per- 
ceavithe that the Matter fallithe not furthe as he was perſwaded to beleve.

| alſo for James your Man's Cauſe, to whom I have uſed the like Words, bicauſe 


I feare, throughe his Wante of Experience, and his to much Raſshnes, the 
ſame came to the Lard's Underſtanding bifore, and thooghe 1 have no Miſtruſt 
of his Truthe, yet, I thinke it not mete to have commytted the full Certentie to 
his Knowledge, and wold'do what I could to bring the Larde to ſome. reaſonable 
Conditions. Vou may do verey well to write your Lettery of Thanks to Robert 
Redman, who hathe taken great Paynes in your Sewte, in the ſoliciting therof 
with this Duke, and other wher ; and alſo to ſuche others, as it ſhall pleaſe you 
to appoint me to uſe ther Adviſe and Healpe, it were good that you did write 
and require them to affiſt me. I do not dowbte but your Lordſhip will fo forſee 
all Inconvenience in the Choiſe of ſuche as you ſhall take to deale for you, and 


in the Order of your Proceeding, as neither your Credite that way, nor any 


Perill by that Meane may falle upon you; but that you will ſo reſolve and work, 
as ſhalbe moſt like to take your deſired Effecte, putting awaye all Feare; and 
God, I truſt, ſhall ſo ſtrengthen and aſſiſt you, as you ſhalbe hable to atteyne to 
Thende of your Deſire. And touching the State of their Procedings heare, I, 
finde in them ſo many Changes and Alterations, as I dare not write eny thing 
therof, nor affirme eny thing for certen; their Secrecle withall ſo great, and our 
Nation ſo farre out of Credite, and they ſhoting all togither (as I feare) at their 
owne Commodite, that it is verey harde for me to eume to eny Knowledge of 
their determynate Meanyngs; but thus muche I am in certen Hoape, that it 
can not choife but breake furthe, and that preſentlye, that either England and 
Spayne muſt joyne togither, and patche up an olde League, whiche is farre un- 
likely, or otherwiſe will burſt furthe to openne Warres; as upon the cummyng 
away of the Spamſhe Ambaſſador from England, and the Duke of Medina Celi 
his Arryvall heare, who hathe bene long looked for, and was ſet furthe in 
December and by contrary Wynds turned backe, and looked to be heare by 
Mydde Aprile at the furtheſt, by whiche Tyme I looke to heare from D. Sanders 
from Rome, and do every Day looke to heare from Mr, Chamberlayn from Spayne.

What ells will followe God knowethe, for when 
the Lord Seton ſeing this wold not ferve his Miſtres's Turne, wold have 
to Rome, and into Spayne, he can not be licenced by this Duke, but is ſtill kept 
with many- good Words. What will followe God knowethe, but I hoape well. 
God is right wiſe, and will, I truſt, provide ſome Remedie ; for. to hange as it 
dothe it can not. For the Lord Flemyng, he hathe gotten Supporte, of Money 
of a large dumme in France, and reſtith further in hoape for Fyve Hundrethe 
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them or not, I know not; but ſeure it is, that he hathe obteyned a large Summe 
of Money. For the State of France, it is as muche devided as England is, and 
looked dayly when it ſhould fall out to an Inconvenience emongſt them; the 
Duke of Guiſe hathe bene here ſecretlie with this Duke two Monethes paſt, and 
it is thought that that Houſe dothe lynke with Spayne altogither.

And arre theye not nowe Frynds? fayd I. Yeas, outwardly, 

but for all theye can not abyde my Lord of Suſſex, becauſe he lovythe the Duke, 

whoſe Head ys the Marke theye ſhoote at. ons 

Item. The next Tyme of our Metinge, he dyſcourſed with me of the noble 

Fame that Poltrot wanne, thoughe he ſuffred Deathe for his Labour, by kyllinge 

the Duke of Guyſe ; and of Hambleton, that kylled the Regyent of Skotland, 

ſayeinge unto me, Whye ſhould. not we here enterpryſe the lyeke, tendeinge 

for the Preſervation of our Countrye, beinge ſo governed as yt ys be meane Men, 

and not by the Nobylyte, whome they ſeke to cutt off? I anſwered him, That 

neyther Poltrot nor Hambleton dyd attempt ther Enterpryſe, without ſome Reaſon 

or Conſyderatyon to lead them to yt, as thone by Hyer, and Promyſe of Pre- 

ferment and Reward, thother upon deſperate Mynde of Revenge for a lytle 

Wronge done unto him, as the Report goethe, accordinge to the vyle trayterous 

Dyſpoſyſyon of the hoole Natyon of the Shottes.: I ſee noo ſuch: Reaſon to lead 

any Man to do for the Duke, and ſpecyallye for my Parte, for neyther have I 

4 Ws Bee receyved 0 
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received at anye Tyme Courteſye, Countenance, or Frendſhippe by him, to cauſe 
me to attempt the Hazard of my Lyfe, nor any Hoope of Reward of Money, or 

other Hoope of Preferment anye waye. No, nor yf a Man would, upon a 
deſperate Mynd, hazard himſelfe to do the Duke good, I fee not the lycke 
Cauſe accydent for a Man to fave him ſelſe, as ther was in Fraunce for Poltrot, 
and in Skgtland for Hambleton, confyderinge the Cyvyle Warres throughe bothe 
Countryes were redy Reſkew far bothe ther Saffetyes. In whiche Dyſcourſe, I 
found he ment my Lord Burleyghe ; thoughe, God ys my ryghtfull Judge, he 
dyd not at any Tyme openlye name him unto me. But the next Night followinge, 


to put me out of Doubt, he ſayd unto me, That yf a Man ſhould kyll my Lord 
Burleygbe, there were Wayes to be beaten for his Saftye. I aſked him how it 


were poſlyble ? He anſwered me thus, That a Man muſt be provyded in this 


Order, he muſt be provyded of two good Geldinges, a Calyver, or 
thone Horſe redye fadled at Charringe- Croſſe, thother one thother Syde the 
Theames, and a Boote redye to paſſe him over the Water. Theſe Implyments 
beinge- redye, to take his Stand at Charringe-Croſſe, redye to mete my Lord 
Burleyghe comeinge from his Houſe to the Courte, and there to dyſchardge his 
Pece upon him; after the doinge therof, to take his Horſe and to ryde downe 
St. James's to the Water-ſyde, there to take Boote, to recover his other Horſe 
on thother Syde the Water, and fo to put Spurres to Horſes, and ryde into a 
Place in Surrye; where, he ſayd, a Man myght lyethe ſafe without beinge found, 
and after the Matter blowen over, when theye thoughte he were eſcaped, eaſylye 
to gooe over beyond the Seas. Which Place neyther he told me the Name of, 
nor where about, but in Szrrye he ſayd yt was, and the beſt Place in the World 
for ſuche a Matter.

One other Nyght, ſtyll perſeveringe in his former Talke, he aſked me, Yf 
I would doo as he would doo, not nameingany thinge unto me. Ifayd, That looke 
what he dyd, I woulde accompanye him.

Burleyghe, upon the Receyte of which Letter my Lord Burleyghe dyd weare 
Weapon and ſecrett Armoure; wherbye, ſayd he, yt ſhould appere ſome great 


Matter, and therfor, ſayd he, I hoope our Byll we ſett up, and other Letters 


and Wryttinges caſt oute, wyll do the Duke good, and yf theye do, locke you, 
ſayd he to me, for a good Reward; and yf thoſe Wryttinges wyll do him no 
good, we' wyll do (amcthives ells that ſhall' more greve them; but what he 
ment he dyd not tell me, I thinke he thought to refene bim upon his coming 
abrode; for the Hoope he had, that I was aſſuredlye redye to joyne with him as 
I promyſed, made him he would not desde fo Iyberallye with me, as he dyd with 
Heark and others. For his often dealinge with me Cyreumſtance made me 
thinke he dyd not greatly truſt me; ſo that I anſwered him, Do not doubt me, 


yt you do never imparte any ane me, but call me, ſo yt be in ſuche Tyme 
. 1 as 


of Queen ELIZABETH. 
as I may be provyded 


Yeas, fayd he, I warrant you, we wyll be provyded, for A. D. r57r; 


1 mynd for my owne Saddle to have the beſt Geldinge I can byeghe for my FN 
Moneye, with ane excellent good Caſe of Snap Hannces or Pyſtolls; and yf nation of 


Godd ſend me good Loucke, ſayd he, I wilbe the next Terme bothe brave in 
Apparell, and well mounted. And becauſe you ſhall kepe Companye with Mr. 
Hearle and me, we wyll lend you one Frydaye next Fyve or Six Pounds to byeghe 
your ſelfe ſome better Apparell ; for, ſaythe he, you arre verye muche behould- 
inge to Herle, who hathe a good Openyon of you, therfor uſe him well and refuſe 
not to do as he ſhall advice. But hetherto I hard not his good Advice, nor, I 
moſt humblye thanke God, I ſhall not. 

Tem. Emonge the Reſytall, as yt weare, of his often Dyſcourſes, he tould 
me, That he had ane other Wrytteinge for me to ſett uppe ; marrye, he would 
have yt ſett one my Lord Burleyghe his Gate. I anſwered him, God ys my 
Judge, rather to fede his malycyous and buſye Humour, than upon anye Wyll 
of my owne Parte, that yf he would byd me, I would ſett yt upon your Lord- 
ſhippe's Noſe, meaninge your Gate, a Place ſome what to neare, yf I had had 
the Grace to have conſydered my Dutye; at whiche Anſwer he tooke great 
Pleaſure.

One other Thinge I muſt note unto your Honors, that emonge thes Dyſ- 
courſes, he aſked me, What I would do? I anſwered, I could not tell, except 
to goo ſeke Intertaynement beyond the Seas, yf any Warres grewe betwext 
Fraunce and Spayne. He aſked fne, Whiche I would ſerve? I anſwered, The 
Frenche. Theye arre eyell payd, and therfor I advyſe you to gooe to Flanders, 
and there, by my Lord Weſtmerland's Ayde, you maye have Intertaynment, and 
yt he chaunce to come into Skottland, to come with him, and by that Meane 
in Tyme I myght gett, yf the State dyd chaunge, a Penſyoner's Roome, and ſo 
come to ſome thinge ; for nowe you ſe here ys nothinge to be had, all ys to 
lytle for Dauncers, who arre preferred before Men of Service; to which he craved 
my Anſwer what I would do? I anſwered, I could not do anye thinge for 
Want of Moneye. So that you wyll frame to this, ſayd he, I wyll procure 
your Frynds to helpe you. And for his owne Parte all his Stodye and Care 
was to fynde Wayes and Meanes to make Debate by wryttinge of Letters, and 
gyveinge out of Bylls, betwext my Lord of Lecefler and my Lord Burleyghe ; 
the whiche, yf he could compaſſe, ſhould ſoone bringe his Purpoſe to Effecte. 


Tus, my ſinguler good Lords, I have reſyted what comythe to my Mynd, 
and yf ther be any thinge behind that ſhall come to my Remembrance, I wyll 
reveale yt. And for my grevous Offence herin, I onely appeale to the Quene's 
Majeſtie's Mercye, and that by your Lordſhippes good Meanes I may receyve 
her Grace's Pardon, beinge concealed and drawen to yt upon Neceſſyte, whiche 
raſythe the Mynds of thoſe that be well bent; whiche I moſt humblye beſeche 
your good Lordſhippes ſo to deme of yt, without anye falſe and trayterous Harte, 
ayther to her Majeſtie's Royall Eſtate, or to anye of your Honours. Wherof I 
take God to be my Judge, truſtinge, and fo ryght well aſſuringe my ſelſe to 
take this for ſuche ane Example, as never to conceale or conſent to the oo.

Ryght Honorable my finguler good Lo Rs, 
C\Y THENS my fyrſt Confeſſyon, wrytten and ſent unto your Honours, I have 
8 called to Remembrance ſome other Matters paſſed in Talke betwext us, 
whiche I thought my Dutye lyekewyſe to confeſſe: That, wheare in the Paper 
ſett uppe by me and Mather, Chalenge was made of the Combate to be hadd 
ageynſt anye that would ſaye the Duke was a Traytor to his Prince and Countrye, 
he aſked me, That yf anye did chalenge the ſame, whether I would performe 
his Offer? I anſwered him, That I would, fo that I myght be aſſured, that yf 
I dyſcovered my Name, I myght not be hanged. He fayd, To prevent the 
ſame, he would worke ſafelye inoughe bothe for him ſelfe as for me; for ſayd 
he, we wyll crave two of my Lord Burleyghe's Sonnes for Pawnes for us, which 
ſhould be ſent to the Duke of Alva, or to the Lord Męſimerland, that yf we dyd 
myſcarye here, my Lord's Sonnes myght dye the ſame Deathe we ſhould ſuffer. 
A good Aſuraunce for us, ſayd I, yf yt were doone, for then we myght be the 
boulder to dyſcover our Names without Daunger. 
Emonge muche Ttalyan Talke betwext Mather and Hearle, dich I dyd not 

well underſtond the Depthe of the Matter, they once brake out in Engliſbe, and 
Hearle ſayd, How myght a Letter, or anye other Wryttinge, come to the Duke's 
Hands? Marrye, ſayd Mather, the fyneſt Waye, and of all leſte to be ſuſpected, 
ys to wryte upon fyne Hallond Clothe, whiche, ſayd he, would beare Yncke as 
well as Paper, and to lyne hys Hoſe with the ſame, and ſend yt unto hym by his 
Ttalyan Taylor, who not longe ſythens bare him a newe Payre of Hoſe, to which 
Taylor, as Mather ſayd, he called to Sr, his Hoſe, fayeinge unto hym, 
Yt ys ſayd, I here ſaye, that I ſhall not lyve to weare theſe Hoſe out, but I 
truſt yeas, or ells I ſhall have worſe Lucke than I looke for ; which Words, as 
Mather ſayd, were tould unto the Leyftenant, who ys the Duke” s mortall Enemye, 
and ever hathe byn, and by the Leyftenant tould to my Lord Burleygbe, and ſo 
to the Quene's Majeſtye. Whiche, ſaythe he, makythe them to thinke that he 
hoopythe to lyve, and yf he dothe, ſayd Mather, and God ſpare me Lyfe, I 
meane to be his Secretorye ; for ſayd he, thoſe that were his Men have over- 
throwen him by tellinge and diſcoveringe his Pretence in all his ene, ſo 
chat theye deſerve not to be had in any Truſt. 
Aboute thre or foure Dayes before our Aprebenſyon; Mather and Hearle weare 
in hand to have me ryde into the Countrye with them, and they would hyer 
Horſes for me; but to what Place, or into what Countrye, they dyd not tell me, 
but as I geſte yt was to vewe the Place in Surrye, that ſhould be to hyde hym 
that dyd murther you, my Lord Burleygbe. for that was, next de the Duke 
good, the cheffeſt Matter e * 9 as unto wah vin dd 07 | 
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of Queen ELIZABETH. 
I call to Remembrance alſo, that one Tyme he talked of Therle of Surrye, 
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aſkeinge me, Vf I thought that he could do any thinge in his Countrye to helpe 1 
his Father ? And I tould him, I was ſuer no wyſe Man would deale with a nation of 


Chyld of his Years, about anye ſuche Matter. For all that, ſayd he, if he would 
ſtomake his Father's Trouble, be myght have ſome in his Countrye to joyne 
with him. Peradventure ſo, fayd I, for yf I my ſelfe, when I uſed in my 
Countrye, would have attempted. any Myſcheffe, I could have had Forty or a 
Hundred to joyne with me, and could yeat have, yf I would attempt any thinge; 
and therfor yt ys lyeke that ſome in his Countrye would joyne with him, beinge 
the Sonne of the Duke, the Cheife of our Countrye. Thus, my verye good 
Lords, he fedd me from Tyme to Tyme, darkelye gyvynge me to underftond 
of ſomethinge he went about, but never dyſcovered the Name fo precyſelye, I 
myght bouldlye or ſaye, that ſuche Perſons weare a Counſell with him, 
or he with them. So that I take Godd to be my ryghtfull Judge, my good 
Lords, I ame not precyſelye able, upon anye open Confeſſyon unto me, to name 
the Conſpirators with him, but onely upon ſuche Suſpition as I have gathered 
the reſt, that yf one of theſe two Earles, Surrye or Suſſex, or bothe, be not thoſe 
that they ſtoud upon, I can not imagyne who they ſhould be, for Mather never 
dyd name anye unto me. Moſthumbly beſecheinge your good Lordſhips, bathe 
to thinke that yf I weare able to tell what theye be, I would not hazard that 
Hoope of her Majeſtye's Favour, which of your Honours yt hathe pleaſed you 
to compfort me with, by concealeinge yt, weare yt to appeale in this Poynt the 
deareſt Frynds I have. So, yeldinge my ſelfe wholy unto the Quene's Highnes's 
Favour, and to you, my good Lords, I moſt humblye beſeche God, for my 
Dyſchargde, and your Honour's Satysfactyon herin, the Trewth maye ſoone

at whiche he aſked me, Yf I would joyne with him and others? not nameinge 
anye one ; and I anſwered, I would be glad to ſe the Daye. So you ſhall, ſooner 
chan you Thinke yt Thall; at which Tyme do as I and others weyll do, and you 
ſhall have a Houſe was never built for you; without which, ſaythe be, ſuche 
poore Gentlemen as you be ſhall never gett anye thinge; for our tryme Myſtres, 
meaninge the Quene's Majeſtie, wyll kepe all for her ſelfe and her Carpett-

With ſuche Wards he followed me everye Night in our Chambre, as I myght 
well perſeyve he ment in Tyme, yf he could ayther by Moneye, Which he 
thought would allure me, beinge in greate Neceſſyte, or ſome fuch Perſwaſions 


as he might by Adviſe uſe unto me, drawe me in Tyme to conſent to do the 
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We Highnes, in ſayeinge, She ſpent her Treaſure by maynetayninge Rebells | 
Fourayne Countryes, as he termed them, meaneinge the Prince of Conde in 
France; and that her poor Subjectes ſhould be racked for yt, as they hadd byn 
ſo lounge, as ſhe had beggared them all; but yf they dyd well, theye ſhould 
prevent yt, for ther was never ſuche, and ſo manye Devyſes to deceyve the 
Commonaltye as hathe byn in this her Reighne ; with moche moore Talke of 
Lord Burleygbe, and of his Death; which, as I wrott in my fyrſt Confeſſyon, he 
drewe unto me, but never but by Circumſtance, and not playnelye, becauſe his 
Tyme was not come of dyſcoveringe the hoole Conſpiracye of her Majeſtie; 
but yf we had not byn apprehendyd the ſame Tyme and Howre we were, I had 
byn Partaker of the hoole ; for comeinge from the Three Tonnes in Newgate- 
markett, where we ſupped, after Herle and we were departed, he beganne to ſaye 
unto me, That he hadd great Matters to breake unto me, but in anye wyſe I 
muſt be ſecrett; for, ſayd he, as you have Cauſe by Profe, accordinge to my 
poore Abylitie, to thinke I love you, ſo I truſt you ſo well, as I wyll imparte 
unto you that I would not do unto my one Brother; ſayeinge, that he had a 
Thinge for me to write, which ſhould be loſt in the Chambre of Preſens, and fo 
delyvered to the Quene's Majeſtic. But before ayther I ſawe the Letter I ſhould 
have wrytten, or hear that good Confpiracye wherof he was full frayted, we 
were both taken ſhorte and apprehended; ſo that I take upon Deathe, I ame 
innoſent and cleare of all the hoole Matter, more than ſuche as I have imparted 
unto your Honours, both of the Deſyre he had to do the Duke good, thoughe 
yt weare by kyllynge the Quene's Majeſtie, which was, as yt maye appeare by 
his Words howe darke ſoever he delt with me, the Marke he ment to ſhoote at, 
yf he could have found ſuche Oportunyte as he wyſshed ; for all his Dyſpite 
was to ſee her Majeſtie governe ſo well, and his great Maſter the Duke 
locked up, wheare he could not come to make him a Counſell of his good 
Pretence. 
5. And becauſe I > can, or 3 excuſe my ſelfe to be acquaynted with 
thus muche I have declared, ſo I confeſſe, that his Perſwaſyon, and the Hoope I 
hadd of ſome Preferment, beinge in great Neceſſyte and Myſerye, the rather 
beinge urged by his contynewall Perſwaſyon and Relyefe, both to conceale that 
he ſpake unto me, as alſo to joyne in anye Rebellyon whatſoever, which I dyd 
promyſe him from Tyme to Tyme upon his Motyon, ſayeinge, We wyll have a 
Daye. But for the kyllinge the Quene's Majeſtie, I proteſt upon my Conſyence, 
he never drewe unto me the Manner of the doinge, the Tyme, nor Place where 
yt ſhould have byn doone.

HEY Write from Flaunders, that the Noblemen there weare aſſembled 
'E together to conſult uppon the Tenth taxed uppon them by the Duke of 
Alva, who being advertiſed thereof, ſent unto them two Spaniſh Gentlemen to 
tell them he was verie glad of their Aſſemble, and that he hoped the Conſideration 
of their Dutie towards their Prince would take ſuch Place with them, as they 
would agree and conclude to pay the faid Tax, and by their good Example move 
the People to conſent therunto the more willingly : They anſwered, That they 
have ſuch Dutie unto ther Prince as was fitt, as ſhould well be proved by ex- 
poſing to Danger both their Lives and Goods for hym yff Occaſion ſo required. 
But concerning the Tax, they did ſee it to be ſuch extreme Tyrannie, that they 
flatly denyed to conſent to the Payment therof. Adding further, that they would 
ſend to the King to knowe whether it weare his Will that they ſhould fo doe; 
for that they judged that this Crueltie ſhould proceade only from the Duke him 
ſelf. This Anſweare, being told unto the faid Duke, did ſett him in ſo greate a 
Coller, that he ſware that they ſhould not only pay the Tenth, but the Firſt, 
and Third, and their Blood and Lives alſo, yf he woulde.

Iyſhemen come into the Lowe Countres, of whoſe coming, bothe the Quene and 


hyr Council doo wel knowe, and ſo that hathe bene writtin unto him out of 
Inglande, by thoſe that doo know that wel enou; whiche Letters be ſent he- 
ther to the King to ſee; ſo that the King ys veri angry wythe the Quenes Grace, 
and as I have harde ſay of thoſe whiche doo very wel knowe, that he hathe 
ſworne, that he wyl be revengid in ſuche forte, as bothe the Quene and Ingland

Of this Sort in 
this. Realme, thoughe ther be manie, yet greater is the Number of thoſe that 
favour them; wherof fome; I chinke, ar perfwaded that they hold with the 
Frathe, and ſo in Conſcience: incline unto them; others, no doubt, ar Papiſts 
indeede;. and becauſe they dare not openlie promote Poperie, egge them forward 
ſecretl is to deface the Goſpell; others ar Atheiſts, and altogether without Ro- 
ligion, and ſett them on, neither for anie hatred they beare unto the preſent 
State, nor. for anie Love they beare unto: a better; but becauſe they gape for a 
Spoile of the Clergie, which: they hope moſt eaſelie to bringe to paſſe under Co- 
wur of Reformation. Therfore they ar reſolved and fullie bent to promote and 


to preferre the Cauſe; and wold be more buſie, but that they perceive that her 


Majeſtie, and the Honorable of her Counſel! (without whoſe Countenance they 
know they Labour in Vain) doe nothinge incline unto their Purpoſe. Yet will 
they not gyve over, but ſecretlie deface the preſent State, as muche as they can, 
hopinge therby, in Time, to winne their Cauſe ſome Creditt. Wherfore it is 
high Time, not onlic for the grave Fathers of this Churche, to look better to 
their Charge than of late they have done; and to ſee that ſingular Phanſies of 
privat Men be not preferred before the generall Order eſtabliſhed by publique 


Authoritie, confirmed and collected out of the Word of God ; but alſo for the 


civil Majeſtrate to defend the Lawes againſt wilfull nennst, Vf it had bene 


looked unto about 9 Yeares agoe, this hurle burle had not now happened; and 


if it be not looked unto now, it is like that ſome greater Inconvenience will in- 
fue. At the Begynninge, it was but a Capp and a Surplice, and a Typett ; bur 
now it is growen to Biſhopps, Archbiſhopps and Cathedrall Churches, and the 
overthrow of Order eſtabliſhed, and (to ſpeake Plaine) to the Quenes Maieſtie's 
Authoritie in Cauſes ecclefiaſticall. The ſupreme Authoritie (yow know) in ec- 
cleftaſticall Cauſes was julthe taken from the Pope, becauſe he was an Uſurper, 


and gyven to the Prince within his Realme, to whome of Right it doth apper- 


taine ; but thefe Reformers take it from the Prince, and gyve it unto themfelfes, 
with the grave Segniorie 1 in eyery Pariſhe, For by them wold they have-everie 
Cauſe debated when anie arifeth in the Congregation. If they cannot end it, by 


the Miniſters and Segniories of the Pariſhes adioyninge; if they cannot determine 


it, by a nationalt Counſel ; if it cannot be ended there, then to be referred to a 
erall Counfelt of all the Churches reformed, They make no Mention of the 
ne's Authoritie. 1 warrant yow, the muſt drawe furth her Sword, and ſee 


5 Wh Order of theirs be obſerved and kept; and more ſhe hathe not to doe, 


1 we beleve ſome of them. But to come nearer unto the Matter, your Lord- 
dothe underftande Right well, I doubt not, that of the late Writers there 
bh qe, that thinke not verie well of the Supremaſie of Princes in all Cauſes 
ectleftaſticall, 28 Calvine, who, in the Government of the Churche, -afcribethe 
not ſo mache to the civill Magiſtrate, as dothe Muſculus and others, who attribute 
che ſame 1A to him, that we doe to her Highnes by the Lawes of this 
Rene. Iv e fay, that che Prince i is not only PvAag vous, Cuftos Legis, armed 
with the Sword to defend bothe the Tables of Mies, and to ſee that bothe God 
de dulie honoured, and everie Man by his Neighbour well uſed ; but alſo hathe 
Authoritie to abholiſhe Idolatrie aud Superſtition, to make and conſtitute ecclefiaſti- 
call Lewes for the Advancement of trew Worſhipp of God; and if the Mini- 
ſters toe not their Daitie to puniſhe them and to diſplace em. and to a ppoint 
Were pre. faithful Ag h in their Rowmes. We tay alſo, that in civill 
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and temporall Things the Prince is the Vicegerent of God, and repreſentethe A. D. 1573. 
heare in Earthe the Perſone of God; and in Scripture is called by the Name f 
God, and that the Maieſtie of a Prince is a ſacred Thinge, and therfore that 
the Prince's Laws, bothe eccleſiaſticall and civil, not contrarie to the Word of 
God, but tending either to edifie the Churche, or to profitt the Commonweale, 
may not with a ſafe Conſcience be diſobeied of any Subiecte. But ſome of theſe 
Reformers ſpeake more prophanelie of the Prince, and fay, that the Prince 
rulethe in the Commonwealth herſelf, and in the Churche of God ſeethe that 
all be ruled of the Lord; wheras, indeede in bothe, ſhe rulethe but as Vice- 
gerent, and ſeethe that bothe be ruled of the Lord; and it is an hard Kind of 
Doctrine to ſay, that the Prince's Lawes, though they be good, yet bind not the 
Conſcience ; ſeeinge St. Paule exhortethe us to obey the ſuperior Power, not 
onlie for feare of Puniſhment, but alſo for Conſcience Sake. But the Diſtinction 
is more hard in genere and in ſpecie, that we muſt obey the Magiſtrate generallie 
for Conſcience Sake, but not in Specie particularlie for Conſcience. As if a Man 
ſhould ſay, we muſt obey the Magiſtrate for Conſcience Sake, but none of his 
Laws for Conſcience Sake. I know that of Things, ſome are ſimplie good, ſome 
ſumplie evill, and ſome indifferent, and that Things indifferent doe not binde the 
Conſcience ; but I ſay, that Lawes may be made of Things indifferent, either 
for the Profitt of the Commonwelthe, or for Comlines in the Churche; and fo 
Things indifferent made not indifferent, but to be obeyed, even for Conſcience 
Sake. TI confeſle alſo, that this Kinde of Lawes bindethe not the Conſcience in 
ſuche forte, as doe the morall Lawes of MoiJes, wherunto we ar always bounde, 
without reſpect of Time and Place, or Man, or Man's Lawe ; but as the Cere- 
monies of Mozſes's Lawe, while they were in Force, might not he violated with 
a ſafe Conſcience; fo the good and godlie Lawes of Princes, thoughe they be 
nat gyven from God ymediately, nor equal to God's Lawes; yet becauſe they ar 
the lawfull Commanndements of his Annointed and Vicegerents heare in Earthe, 
may not be broken without Diſobedience unto God. Wherfore I thinke it 
muche better to fay with Muſculus, that the good Lawes of Princes binde the 
Confrience, than to fay with others the contrarie, thoughe by a quiddity in Learn- 
inge it might be deſended. For thoughe Caluins himſelfe be earneſt to move 
Men to Obedience, and to diſwade them from rebellious Diſobedience ; yet I can- 
not tell how it comethe to paſſe, that manie which hold this Opinion, ar moſt 
Contemners of Authoritie, ſtubberne, wilfull, diſobedient, and what more will 
ipfue God knowethe. Some hold an Opinion, that the Prince ought not to take 
away by anie poflitive Lawe, that Libertie which God hath gyven in Things in- 
different; this Qpinon dothe overthrowe manie Statutes of this Realme, wher - 
unto we ar to obey, not for that the Things themſelfes do binde the Conſcience, 
but becauſe they are eſtabliſhed by lawfull Authoritie, wherunto St. Paul 
willethe all Men to obey, even for Conſcience Sake. I have hard others fay, 
chat rather than they will offend their Brother, they will diſobey the Lawe, al- 
thoughe it be made by publique Authoritie, and may be obeyed with a ſale 
Cogſcience. Wherunto (Weg I have replied, that in breaking the Lawe they 
doe not only offend the Quene, whome they ought at leaſt to account for their 
diſter, or rather for their Mother, for Princeps ef pater patriæ ; but alſo i 
offend all them that like well of the Lawe, and by their Example move them to 
Diſobedience. They alleged St. Paul, 1 Cor. x. and when I anſwered that Bf, 
Paul indeede doth ſpeake of Things of themſelfes indifferent, but not by the 
lawfull and chriſtian Magiſtrate commannded or forbidden 3 oy” were-driven- 1 5 
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this Point at the Length to ſay, that the Magiſtrate ought not by Lawe to make 


any Reſtraint of thoſe Things wherin we may ſhew our Charitie towards our 
Brother, in not. offendinge him; wher indeede neither may a Subiect reſtraine 
the Prince in Things indifferent, and it is a better Worke of Charitie, charitablie 
to obey the Quene and her good Laws; and alſo lovinglie to deale with thy Bro- 0 
ther in a frendlie Perſuaſion, not to be offended at thy doinge, than diſobeyinge 
the Laws and God's Vicegerent, to beare with thy Brother's Error, leſt tho 
offend him. Furthermore, wher as we ſay, that it is a Parcell of the Prince's 
Authoritie in Cauſes eccllefiafticall, to appoint Biſhopps and Archbiſhopps, and 
other Miniſters, either by herſelfe, or other wiſe and learned, and to remove 
them, if they do not their Duitie, as Salomon did remove Abiathar, and placed 
Sadoc in his Rowme ; theſe Men wold not onlie have an Equalitie of all Mini- 


ſters (the Mother of Confuſion, and Nurſe of Contention) but alſo wold deprive 


the Quenes Highnes of this Authoritie, and gyve it to the People; that every 
Pariſhe ſhould choiſe their owne Miniſter ; which Lawe, if it were putt in 
Practice in this Countrie, divers Pariſhes wold have none but a Papiſt, others 
wold have the beſt Companion at Tables, not the beſt Preacher in the Pulpitt; 
and wheras they allege, A. xiv. that Thappoſtles by Voices, and liftinge upp of 
the Hands of the People, did appoint Miniſters in everie Churche, thoughe that 
were granted (for there ar divers Opinions) yet dothe not that bind the Churche, 
but Miniſters may be appointed other Waies; for neither were there at that 
Time any Chriſtian Magiſtrates to whoſe Office it did appertaine, for then. was 
the Propheſie of David fulfilled, Qyare, fremuerunt gentes, etc. as St. Auguſtin 
fayeth; but now ſeinge that is fulfilled which folowethe in the ſame Place, Et 
nunc rtges intelligite, etc, and the ſayinge of Eſaias, Et reges nutricij tui et reginæ 
nutrices tuæ, a" Chriſtian Prince, by the Advice of the ſage Counſell of the 


Realme, and the Counſell of the grave Fathers of the Churche, can better dif- 


cerne whome to place over Chrifte's Flocke, than the Multitude, which have 


comoalie manie Heads, manie Witts, but not the beſt Judgement; for wheras 


ther ar three States of Commonwealths, Regnum, Ariſlocratia, and Politia, or 
Timocratia, wher one, or few, or manie indued with Virtue, governe not fot 
their owne Welthe, but for the Wealthe of the Commonweale ; and contrarie- 
wiſe, where there are other three States wicked and corrupt, Tyranns, Oligarchia, 
and Democratia, whete one, few, or many wicked, do governe for their owne 


Commaoditie, and not for the Commoditie of the Commonweale; yf the Goſpell 


be preached and received in anie one of theſe three laſt, it will no doubt alter it, 
and make it good, not onlie in Part, but alſo in Whole; yf it be received in anie 
of the other three States, which ar good, it will make them better. And wheras 
the civill Laws of a Kingdome, and the Laws of that State that is called Ariſto- 
cratia, and of that which is called Politia, or Timocratia, ar fo differinge one 
from an other, that if all the good of one were uſed in an other, they wold be 
the Overthrowe of that State; yet the Goſpell of Cbriſt will agree with them 
all, and will ſubvert none of them, but rather make them better; yea, the eſſen- 
tiall Points of the Policie of the Churche will agree with them all. The Goſpell 
in every one of them may be trulie preached; the Sacraments duilie miniſtred; 
the Power of the Keies and Diſcipline of Excommunication orderlie executed in 


them all. As for the accidentall Points of eccleſiaſticall Policie, it is not nede- 


ful that they ſhould be all one in all States, nor at all Times, but they are to be 


framed, as they may beſt agree to that Commonwelthe where the Goſpell is re- 


ceived, ſo they be not againſt the Word of God, but tend to Comlines and Edi- 
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fication. In a popular State it is mete the People ſhould Rule in Ariftocratia, A. D. 1573 
the wiſe and grave Magiſtrates; but in a Kingdome, the People may not beare 
the Sway without doing Injurie to the Prince that repreſentethe the Perſon of 
God. Therfore to compell this Realme to all the eccleſiaſticall Policie of the 
Church of Geneva, which is Ariſtocratia, a State differinge from a Kingdome, 
or to all the accidentall Points of the Policie uſed in the Appoſtles Time (when 
there was no Chriſtian Magiſtrate, but great Perſecution) is more than can be 
vouched by the Word of God, and alſo danngerous to the preſent State, and 
derogatorie to her Maieſtie's Authoritie. For as Calvine likethe beſt of that ec- 
cleſiaſticall Policie, which agreeth better to a popular State, than to a Kingdome ; 
ſo dothe he hold an Opinion, that the State called Ariſtocratia, or one mixed of 
it, and that which is called Politia, doth farr excell all other States. Whether 
he wrote this for the great Diſorders and Cruelties that then were in the King- 
dome of France, from whence, for the Truth Sake, he was then baniſhed, or for 
the good and quiet Government that he ſawe at Geneva; or Strauſbrugh, where 
he then did frelie preache the Goſpell, or for that he thought the Governement, 
in the Time of the Judges, a ſufficient Argument, or for ſome other Reaſon not 
expreſſed, I cannot tell ; but ſuerlie neither by Divinitie nor Philoſophie can it 
proved, but that Rem, a Kingdome governed by good and godlie Lawes, and 
by a Prince that ſo rulethe his Subjects, as a Father dothe his owne Children, is 
the moſt excellent State of all other Common welthes. I doe not write this to 
the Diſcredit of Calvine, who ſuerlie was as worthie, and as learned, a Man, and 
hathe profitted the Church as muche as ever did anie fince Thappoſtles Time, 
but to ſhew that he was a Man; and that as he thought not ſoe well of a King- 
dome, as. of a popular State, ſo did he like beſt of that eccleſiaſticall Policie, 
which agreethe better to a popular State than to a Kingdome. 1 will not come 
to Particulars, Mr. Deane of Lincolne, who is bothe learned and wiſe, and hath 
taken in Hand to anſwere the Platforme, which in manie Points i is drawne owt 
of Calvine, I doubt not will fatisfie them that be indifferent. And yet if there be 
Things to be amended in the Churche of England, as it is hard to have a Thin ge 
ſo perfect, but it may be amended; God hath bleſſed her Majeſtie above the Ca 
pacitie of her Sexe with ſingular Learninge, her honourable Counſell (ſome of 
them eſpeciallie) are paſſing well learned, and the grave Fathers of the Churche, 
ſo manie in Number, ſo zelous in the Truthe, ſo well learned in godlie Learninge, 
as I dare boldlie ſpeak it to God's Glorie, were not in England at one Time ſince 
Chriſt's Religion was firſt preached in this Land; lett them gather themſelfes 
together in the Name of Chriſt; lett them conſult without Affection; lett them 
talke with the Authors of Thadmonition and Platforme; lett them Anſwere them, 
and ſatisfie them alſo (if it be poſſible) by Reaſon and God's Word; and if ther 
be either Defe& in the Laws, or Diſorder for want of Execution of the Laws, 
let it be reformed by publique Authoritie ; onlie let us not throughe bitter and 
uncharitable Contention hinder the Coutſe of the Goſpell, gyve Occaſion to the 
Enemie to reioice and gratifie them that gape for the Spoile of the Clergie. 
Your L. by your Office hathe the chiefe Care of the Treaſure: of the Realme, 
and the chiefe Treaſure of this Realme, doubtles, is that her Majeſtie's Subjects 
be knitt all altogether in Unitie of Truthe; and the Truthe of God's Word, 
that we worſhip God rightlie, obey her Highnes, and her Laws, even for 
Conſcience. Sake, and Love one another not in Word, but in Hart; which 


Thinge, no doubt, wold come to paſs, if this unhappie Controverſie were well 
appealed ; wha I beſeche your Honour to take a ſpeciall a th it

Moſt humblie J beſceche your Honours, 


T. conſidre in Matters of Accuſation, not onlie Woords, but alſo the Manet 
| of ſpeakinge muſt be Witneſs of the Truthe ; elſe our Sauiour Chriſte loſt 
the Innocencie of his Cauſe, who was charged but with the Woords of his 
owne Mouthe, Matt. xxvi. 62. Jobn ii. 19. And indeede the moſt perfect Woords 
as they be ſpoken in there Order, maye have a verie evill Sownd, yf yow will 
draw them a Parte, when Chri/te ſayd, He that will be his Diſciple, muſt hate his 
Father and his Mother ; yf yowe change his Purpoſe and Manner of Speakinge, 
yow ſhall open wyde the Mouthe of the Slawnderer unto muche Bitternes. 
This Example of our Saviour Chriſie it is pretiouſe, and deere unto your Honours ; 
ſo that yow will never receaue a Report of Woords, but in good Warrant of the 
Manner of Speakinge. And (mie verie good Lords) the more plentifullie yow 
haue receavy'd Grace, and the Spirite of Government, feare the more leaſt the 
Accuſer ſhowld heere deceave yow. Contanſtin, that excellent Emperour, manie 
Times juſtefied Abanaſius againſt his Accuſers, yet at the laſt he was overcome, 
and beleivinge the ill Report baniſhed an excellent Byſhop. Theodofius, a ſingu- 
lare Man, and of a meeke Spirite, yet he was caried away, and decreed againſt 
Cyrill, a fingulare Biſhop. David, a Man accordinge to the Hart of God, be- 
leevyd a falſe Accuſation againſt Mepbiboſbethe, and did his faithfull and good 
Servant wronge. Theſe Examples make me ſomtimes feare, and therfore I be- 
ſeeche your Honours to pardon me, thoughe I weare bold to alledge them. And 
for all the Things wherof I am accuſed, firſt I beſeeche God, reveale the Truthe, 
and then before God I profeſſe unto yow, to write the Truths of that I know 
I have ſpoken. 
Againſt Godfathers and Godmothers, apm onlie the date I ſpake nothing. 
I know they are uſed in refourmed Churches, and I confeſſe the Uſe is good, 
and they that ſpeake againſt them, I thinke they are woorthie to be pooniſhed. 
Of the Charge geven to them to ſee the Children brought up, to exhort them to 
heare Sermons, Cc. and therof to make Promiſſe in the Churche of God, which 
yet they did not keepe, 1 fayd it was verie ill; and Paradventure I added one of 
the woorſt Things in the Booke of Service; wherin I alſo blamed the Frenche 
Booke, not-onlie our owne. More then this on mie Part was never thought, and 
thecfare I am ſure not _m by me. hah it is ne rauen inn me that 
Iyde, 0 & 61 0 
The Statute for; the. Provifion far the Pore: was no ber alex Way deviſed 
for 25 or aine ſuche Woords, in which I might ſeeme to blame ether the Act 
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A. P. 1578. -. patlement or the Makers of it. Jutterlie denie it, as a moſt impudent Re- 


port, and ſutche as it grevethe me once to remember it. I thanke God I have 
better learned, then in Diſhes and Cupps to blame ſo prowdlie the State of a 
Kingdome. I allowed of the Statute, I comended it, I ſayd it wanted onlie the 
good Will of Men to execute it. Wher it is further objected, 

That I could provide for the Poore two Waies; the one was, I could comitt 
them to the Nitche to be kepte to ſome two, to ſome thre, Gr. an other Way 
was, to what Purpoſe is this Superfluitie, or What doe we with ſo muche Plate. 
This all I utterlie denie as the Words which I never ſpake, and the Thoughts 
which weare never yet in mie Hart; and yf I ſhowld haue ſpoken the one or 
other, I had ſpoken wickedlie, and deſervyd Pooniſhment accordinglie. 

And thus mutche I profeſſe and proteſt uppon the Warrant of a Chriſtian 
Man's Word; before the Scate of Juſtice; Where I dare not lie. And to prove 
mie ſayinge trew, I have brought the Hands of thoſe that were preſent. Vf con- 
trarie Witneſſes come againſte me, as I underſtand Mr. Toy, Mr. Willett, and 
Mr. D. Cbaderton will doe, I beſeeche your Honours geve me Leave to except 
againſt ther Teſtimonie, and yow hall; heare more plainlie what I have to ſay, 
onlie this now/ſhalbe ſufficient. Mr. Toy confeſſed before Mr. K:/legrwe, and Mr. 


D. Fulte, he heard me ſpeake nothinge of Plate, nothinge of the Booke, hothinge 


of comittinge the Poore to the Ritche, onlie he remembred I ſaid at Diner, To 
what Purpeſe is this Supetfluitie, and of the Charge of Godfathers, whoe did 
verie ill that they looked no bettet to it. Mr. Millet fayde to Mr. Fulle, “He 
„ would he had not byn ther, for indeede mie Woords, except they weare ſtrong- 
lie conſtrued againſt me, might be well taken; Mr. Chaderton praiſed me 
mutche at the Table, and ſaid, © He was ſure the Univerſitie would willinglie 
++ , geve me againe ie Grace to comencè this next Yere.” And after Diner, pri- 
vatlie to Mr. Hadg ſow, he uſed mutche fayre Speache of me; and fince he ac- 
cuſed me, he wrote hil Letter to me, that he had ſpoken nothing but as Occaſion 
was offred, and he meant no evill in his Woords towards me. And it muſt needes 
be thought ſomwhat ſtrange, that ſo ſpecialt Woords; fo full of Offence, ſo bold- 
lie repotted by Mr. Chaderton, ſhould be temembred by none but by his two Bro- 
thers.

It is acurſed to 
Comunitie that takethe this Bleſſinge from us; and Satan tournethe himſelfe into 
an Angell of Light, when he makethe ſutche Entrance into the Pathwaies of 
Love. God hathe geven to everie Man Goods to difpence, to ſome more, to 
ſome leſſe, even as be would; and unto all a Propertie in the Things they have, 
which Truthe ſhall ſtand, when Heaven and Earthe ſhall paſſe, for it hathe the 
Strengt of the Lawe of the Lord, Thow ſhalt not fleale. And uppon it Chriſt 
will build up the Inheretance of his Saints for, ever; when he ſhall fay 1 unto them 
on his Right- band, When I was hungrie, yew gave me Meate, &. As likewiſe 
with it he will condemne his Enemies, and make it knowne, he gave unto everie 
one a Propertie in his Goods, when Feare and Terrour ſhall teache them his 
Judgments; and in his Wrathe he ſhall ſpeake, Goe ye curſed intoe euerlaſtinge 
Fire, prepared for the Devill and his Angells; when I was hungrie, yow gave ne no 
Meate, &c. Then, this it is that I doe beleeve, and this I doe teache, ther i 1s no 
ſuche Comunitie in the Church of God, nor ought to be, nor ever was ſince. God 
firſt created Men uppon Earthe, They have opened wyde Glaſſe-windowes for 
Anabaptiſts to entre intoe our Commonwealthe, that of late haue written, that 
in the Apoſtles Times all Things weare common; lett them preache on ſoe, and 
the End cannot be good, we know no ſutche Comunitie, nor the Churche of God. 
The Apoftles are our laſt Schole- maſters, and ther Goſpell we will hold to the End. 
It is written, They that beleevyd, had all Things common, and they fold ther Poſſe Mons and 
Goods, and gave it to everie Man as they bad neede, Acts ii. 44. but they ſold it them- 
ſelves, and gave itthemſelves; and Barnabas ſold all, and Zaccheus ſold but halfe, and 
yet our Saviour Chriſte ſayd he was a trew Ir aelite ; ſo that ſellinge or geving it 
was ſtill ther:owne; and what can be more plaine then the ſayinge of Peter to 
Ananias, ſpeakinge of his Land, When thow hadeſt it, it was thine owne ; and 
when thow hadſt ſold it, it was in thine owne Powre, Acts v. 4. And therfore ther 
was then no Comunitie ; thoughe ſome ſold ther Lands, as the Time required, 
they did it by the Motion of the Sprite of God, they did it not by Comandment 
or Law of the Churche:: But I neede mot ſay more of this, for all is but Colour; 
they doe not thinke me an Anabaptiſte, that doe moſt accuſe me, and 1 would 
they did remember, Non eget verlum Dei menducio, ut loquamini pro eo dolos; it is 
as trew now, as it was in the Daies of Job, and it teſtefiethe as well now a Want 
of Truthe, wher anie Thinge. is holden up by Falſhod and Dedeite. And now 
to lay. more, what 1 thinke expedient, and humblie to bringe aur Honours in 
Remembrance of the Peace of the Churche, I would agrcate-mianie-Preachers | 
in London, whiche are unlearned, and gaſhe, of Speache, Wenrt ad moniſhed by 
the Biſhops of ther Doings : For while they flatter to gatt Lyvinge, they make 
the Pulpitt to be cantemaed., I hard gf leer one in he weide UHHehe of Pulls] 
preache mutche for Ayahoritic, pf, Rips, and What a Thintga At ene to. habs 
them honourable z and ſayde thus, I would five or ſix of the Cownſell weare 
I Aarons; 
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8 te Aarons ; 1 would the Lord Keeper weare a Biſhop (not that I thinke Juſtice ill 
ye er miniſtred, but I would have the Cleargie in Honour) I would a Biſhop were 
% Maſter of the Rolls; I would all the 6 Clarks of Chancerie weare Prieſts ; 
«this would make the Order in Eſtimation. In Times paſt a good Juſtice of 
«© Peace durſt not offende a Pariſhe, or hedge Prieſt ; now everie Bromeman in 
* Kent-freet will controll Biſhops.” Theſe Woords they doe not edefie the Con- 
ſcience of Man, and he ſpake not as St. Peter comandeth, Tanguam eloquia Dei. 
It grevethe me to ſee one pretend the Perſone of Chrifte, and to ſpeake Woords 
of ſo greate Vanitie ; and yet this is but one Man amonge manie, whom yf it 
pleaſed God I would your Honours did heare ; but, becauſe I am not now to ac- 
cuſe other, but to purge mie ſelf, I leave this, and will anſwere to one other Ac- 
| cuſation which is yet againſt me as towchinge mie Lorde of Canterburie. 

I am charged, that I putt of my Cap, bade them harken, and ſayde now I 
"will Prophecie, te Mathw Parker is the laſt Archbiſhop that ever ſhall ſitt in that 
e Seate ;” Mr. Cartwright ſhowld ſay, Accipio omen. To this I anſwere, that I 
bave confeſſed what I ſayd, and heare I ſend it witneſſed by ther Hands that 
heard it. I put of no Cap, nor ſpake of anie Prophecie ;” but Mr. Blage 
comendinge mutche a Book which he was abowt of the Archbiſhops of Canter- 
zur ies Lives, I ſayd merelie as before a ſicke Man, in whoſe Chamber we weare, 
That he ſhowld do well to be ſomwhat longe in this Biſhopp's Life, for par- 
'« adventure he ſhowld be the laſt that ſhowld ſett in that Place.” I do not ex- 
cuſe theſe Woords, but leave toe your Honours to conſider the Weight of them ; 
and I beſeeche*God, geve me that Grace that herafter I may be carefull, that I 

ay ſpeake ſo as St. Paule ſaithe, That in all mie Woords I maye bringe Grace to 
the Hearer. Onelie this I beſeeche your Honours with Fauour to remember, 

that einge mie private Speeches ſo longe Time haue byn ſo narrowlie ſearched, 
yf mine open preachinge had byn more faultie, it had byn more eaſelie knowne. 
And thus I leaue further to trowble your Honours, offring mie ſelfe readie in what 
Place ſo ever I may be thought profitable in the Churche of Chrif. And I be- 

ſieeche the livinge God longe to keepe yow to his Honour and Glorie, and your 
endleſſe Comfort. Amen.

We hear no more of the uence Majeſtic” s Othe, but that they are ſatisfied 
with Reaſon. 

At the Departure of the Deputies, the King accorded unto them a walled 
Town for Exerciſe of Religion in every Gouvernment, which are 16, Where- 
as the Bailliages are many in Nombre; but becauſe thoſe Townes are to be in

I WAS both glad and ſorry to receaue your Lordſhip's two Letters, glad to heat prom the 
from you, and ſorry to perceave how much you are greved with the Matter Original. 


whereof I did lately wryte to your Lordſhip from Kennekworth ; whereof I wold 
not haue wrytten at all, but that communing frendly with my Lady your Wiff 
amongſt other Thyngs, I told hir how I had moved hir Majeſty for the Sercher 
of Graveſend, whom I commended to hir Majeſty both in your Name and of 
mine own Knowledge. And ſo having ſome Words concerning your Lordſhip, 
though not directly, but as it ſeemed directly, touching the ſayd Sercher, as 

though he had permitted certen Juells of the Quene of Scotts to paſs out of the 
Realm unſtayed. And ſo though I found no playne Offence in hir Majeſty, yet 
my Lady required me to wryte to your Lordſhip thereof ; and ſo the rather I 
did, becauſe it might be, that your Lordſhip had hard of ſome ſuch Matter, and 
yet therein nothing touched at all. But now I ſhall be ſorry, if your Lordſhipp

Where I advertiſed in my laſt Letters of ſome Attempt againſt my Lord of 
Arbrothe by the Erle of Murray's Frends, thus much more hath enſued. The 
ſayd Lord of Arbrothe ſent for his Frends to accompany him to the Regent; his 
Way lay thorough Fyfe, and wolde nedes paſs by my Lord of Loughleven's 


| Bounds, who was the Cheff of them which lay before in Wayte to have ſlayne 


him, and a Brother to the late Erle of Murray, who ſuſpecting the worſt, ſent 
for his Frends, and was above 1200 Men. Arbrothe came as far as Cooper in 


Hyfe from Arbrothe, and was nere a thouſand Horſe, The Erle of Ribe being 
Frend to them both delt to take up the Matter for that Tyme. 


He delt with Lowghtever to fuffer Arbrothe to paſs. Loughleven was contented 
he ſhould paſs with his own Houſeholde, fo he came not within his Bounds; 
but if he ſought to preſs with more, he ſhould not paſs unfoughten withall. 
My Lord of rale would not paſs after that Sort ; and in Fine, being the 
weaker Part, he retyred back again to his Diſcredit. Whereupon my Lord 
Claude Hamilton and my Lord Seton, his Father-in-Law, came to the Regent to

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ing, alledging, that the Erle of Arrayne was alyve; and that my Lord of Arbrothe A. D. 1575. 
could neither make her a ſufficient Joynter, nor leave his Children any Lands; © Y 
but for all this it is feared, the Regent (onleſs he be perſuaded to the contrary) 
will in the End yeld to this Mariage. 

For the Erle of Arrayne is kept as a Priſoner in the Caſtle of Draffien, v whence 
he cannot come, nor any repayre to him, but ſuche as my Lord of Arbrothe and 
my Lord Claude do appoynt. 

It is ſayd alſo, that the Erle of Arrayne is often Tymes in perfect Memory ; 

and that if he were at Lyberty, and well uſed, there is Hope of his Recovery. 
I hear he will ſubſcribe to any Wrightings for any Thing his Bretheren or Frends 
can perſuade him. 

Item. This Mariage taking Place, will by all Apparance alienate from the Re- 
gent all the Myndes of them, which tendre the King's Preſervation. 

Tem. The Regent, for any Thing I can lerne, is not hetherto fallen from her 
Majeſtie's Devotion, nor joined with Fraunce yet. I have lerned, that there hath 
bene Offers made to him out of Fraunce, promiſing to reconſile him with the 
Quene his Miſtreſs; and if he would draw his Frends to joyn with other Princes 
to procure her Liberty, it ſhould be greatly for his Suerty and Advanſement ; his 
Anſwer, as I lern, was, that he was choſen by the Eſtats to be the King's Re- 
gent, during his Minorytye, and that he knew no other Soveraigne, nor would 
he, ſo long as the King lyved. 

4s for the Frendſhip between the Regent and Sir James Bafoure, it is of ſmall 
Waight; for he doth now and then peradventure twice in a Year uſe him to ſerve 
his Turn, when he would contrarye the Miniſters or the Cytiſens of Edinborough. 

For I am informed, that where Sir James, at his laſt being with the Regent, 
ſewt for his favorable Letters to the King of Sweden in the Favor of his Bro- 
ther, detained there Priſoner, he was flatly denyed thereof by the Regent. 

The Regent hath no Garde aboute his Perſon ; he goethe without Fere of any 
Enemye, almoſt alone, both a Hunting and Fiſhing, which many do wondre at. 

It cannot be denyed but ſince this late Acccident the Scotzzfhe Borders have 
bin kepte in ſuche good Ordre, as England, for any Thing I have hard, cannot 
complayne of them ; a Matter not heard nor ſeen in many Ages before. 

And although I ſay, that onleſs hir Majeftie had had one here at this Time, it 

had been unpoſlible to have kept the Peace. 

Mr. George Douglas, that practiſed the Scortiſhe Quene's Eſcape out of Lougb- 
hoes, hath made Means to me not only to procure | her Majeſtie's Paſſeport to paſs 
thorough England into Fraunce; but alſo, that it wolde pleaſe her Majeſtic to 
give him Leave to ſpeak with the Scottiſhe Quene, not ſecretly, but in the Pre- 
fence of my Lord of Shrewſbury, or any other. The Cauſe of this Sewt hath 
been declared unto me by my Lord Lindefleye, a Nobleman whom I dare truſt. + 
He aſſureth me it is for no other Cauſe, but to have her favorable Letters into 
Fraunce to have his Money there dew unto him, which obtayned, George pur- 
poſeth to come home, and is alredy affured to a rich Widow, called the Lady 
of Barery in Fife, not far from Loughleven, George was with his Brother at this 
laſt Aſſembling of Men in Fife, and is thought ſo be won to that Syde. To

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My Lord Hume, the Lady of Lydington beſought me likewiſe, and Robert 
Melvin F rendes, to be a Means for their Cauſes to the Regent; to whom I an- 
ſwered, That although her Majeſtie had pytyfull Conſideration of ther humble 


| Sewts, and given me Direction accordingly, how to deal with the Regent's 
Grace therein; yet by Reaſon of this late Accydent, I was reſtrayned from

Now touching the Cauſes of theſe Burgeſſes detayning, I lerne cher be two; 
the one is for that the Regent hath bene informed they ſhould have ſayd, That 
as they ſett him up, ſo they were able and wolde pull him down. This I take 
to be a falſe Report. The other is, That the Regent's Diſpleaſing of them, I 
mean the Burgeſſes 1 in Townes doth win unto him the good Will generally of all 
the Artifycers in Scotland, which tendeth more to his Strength, by ten to one, 
than the Frendſhip of the Burgeſſes. 

Now touching the Miſliking betweene the Regent and the Miniſters, it is upon 
this Ground; the Regent would induce into the Church of Scotland the Liberty 
uſed by the Magiſtrates and Biſhops of the Church of England, which they like 
not of; and. ſo it ſtandeth between them as yet undecyded.

payed. Diverſe, gf the Italian Horſemen, to-the Noble of goo, which were 
placed, in Garriſon in Flanders, as at Ipres,  Tournay, and other Townes nighe, 
for importune demanding of their Stipends, were ſhut forth of the above- 
mentioned Townes, which are now fled into Fance; which Thing was done, 


the Commendador being alive. Wherefore to keep the Reſt in Obedience, he 


was compelled to ſell diverſe particular Houſes. of the King his Maſters, as at 
Gant, Ipres, Brug uchlin, and in other Places. Since his Death, diverſe Poſts 
have been diſpatched towards Spayne, to the Intent the King might ſend one 
hither auctoriſed 1 gouverne under him in the Lowe Countries. The 


Commendador not long before his Death, peaceaving that he could not live long, 


i ſent a Poſt unto , Count of Mansfelge, that he might come to the Court, 
to take the Charge of the Gouvernment, he being ſicke, until the King ſent 
another, or he recovered his Health. Since whoſe Death, the Eſtates and Privie 


Councell have ſent another Poſt unto him, being Gouvernour for the King in the 
Dutchy of Luxembourch, that he would haſt, and embrace the Gouvernment, as 


the Commendador had before his Death admonyſhed him. They ſay, for that 
1 is the moſt antient Knight of the Order of the Teyſſon d'Or, that therefore, 


confimili Interregno, it ſhould be his to gouverne. There be others which ccaſe

for the Quietneſs of their Countrie. Not long ſince the King had reſolved to 4. D. 1575. 


ſend hither Den Jon d Auſtria as Gouvernour, and the Commendador thould 
have been ſent to Naples, to execute the Office of Vice-Roy there. Aud it is 


yet thought, if the Turtle doth not avance himſelf, with his 300 Galleyes which 


he hath, towards Malta, that then Den Jon d Auſtria ſhall be the Gouvernour of 
the Lowe Countries. He is at this Tyme in Vicerene in Lombardie, 28 
Years of Age, for he was born in Germany, Anno Nativitatis D. 1 547. 
Touching the Inclynation of the Spanyards here to Peace, this is moſt certayne, 
that the moſt prowdeſt of them all deſireth Peace, and would be content to ac- 
cept any Condition, ſo that the Prince would make no Mention of Religion, 
and that he would return to the King's Obedience. For in theſe two Termes 
they conſiſt, in which they ſtand ſo ſtifly, that they will rather looſe all the whole 
Lowe Countries, than grant that any Religion ſhouldihere be permitted. Wher- 
fore I ſee not how any Peace may be made by Way * Reconciliation or Com- 
poſition. 

The Spanyards doubt themſelves greatly of looſing theſe Countries, and do 
foreſee great and dangerous Changes which may happen; and yet do think it 
meeter for them to trye the worſt, than to conſent, that ay Exerciſe of Religion 


ſhould here be granted. They truſt to recover the Copmtry againe hereafter, if 
it How ſhould be taken away from them. Some Spapyards, great Men, dif- 


courſing of theſe Matters, affirme, that the Lowe Counties doo but ruyne the 
Kingdom in the Tyme of the Peace, in robbing Spayne of his Gold; beſides 
that, they ſay, the King is hindred (they ſay) to eſtabliſhe his Dignitie and An- 
thoritie in India, and other Iſles nigh unto him, becauſe he always muſt have 


an Eye to the Lowe Countries. Theſe Things I write that your Lordſhip may 
know what extreme Cogitations they have, and what may be 


think few will remayne there, after'they ſhall. aj of the Death 
of the Commendador, which by this Tyme they may be advertiſed of. They 


| have ſtopped the Channel of Zirichſea in ſuche Manner, that they of Fluſhinge 


ſhall not be able to vittayle the Town that Waye any more. To the Intent they 
might ſafely bring their Shipps unto the Head of Ziricbſea; and not be en- 


damaged 'by the Fluſhingers, they have made a Channel from Vianen in Dune- 


lundt unto the Head, Monſieur de Hiergs is here looked, for dayly. Julian 


Romezo commandeth the Soldiers which be in Bruxell, and Places nigh. The 


Commendador could obtain nothing at the Hand of them of Bruxell for all the 
Garriſons he ſent thither. As concerning the Rebelles two of the Nortons are 
about Bruges ; and my Lord Morley, with his Wife, is in Maeſftrecht. Some of 
them are at Cambray; but the moſt Part are at Liege, where is Jennye, who hath 
cauſed there to be printed a Poeſie of his in Verſes, for the Defence of the Quene 


of Skottes. The Counteſſe of Northumberland lieth in an Abbey, within two 


Miles of Liege. I am credibly advertiſed, that they have their Penſions till 
from the King of Spayne. News are here further, that the Duke of Savoy is 

departed, who hath appoynted, the Count of Ayamante, Gouvernour of Myllan, 
to be the Overſeer and Tutor of his Son and Countryes; after whoſe Death, the 
Councellours of Piemont and Savoy ſent their ybunge Prince towards Spayne. 
With which Matter the French King and Quene : Mother are grevouſly offended,

by the Prince of Parma; by the which we found ourſelves moſt maliciouſly 
charged with twb notable Crimes; no leſs hatefull to the World then moſt re- 
pugnant and contfric to oure owne natural Inclination. The one with Ingra- 
titude towards the Ring of Spain, who (as the Author ſaiethe) ſaved our Lief, 
being juſtly by Sentence adjudged to Death in our Siſtar's Tyme —The other, 
that there were Perſons procured to be corrupted with great Promiſes, and 
that with our Intelligence, as the Reporter addeth in a Parentheſis in theſe

1 THANK you with all my Heart, for your long and Reni Letter, and con- 
ſidering the Weightynes of the Cauſe, and the great Diligence and Care that 


you uſed in the ſame, I cohld not but many Ways commend your Sufficiency, 


and the zealous Loyalty that you bere to your Soveraigne here, and to the Coun- 
try and your Frynds there: Which I have not fayled to ſet forth in ſuch Sort, as 
I hope, that I have to ee. diſcharged the Part of a trew Frynd. 

Firſt I delt with Mr. Wynter and Mr. Beal, declaring how much you thought 
yourſelf beholding to them for their Favors ſhewed unto you on that Syde, and 
how redy bothe you, and I, and all your Frynds here were redy to deſerve it, de- 
firing them to contynew their ſayd good Will to you and to your Cauſes, and now 
that the Occaſion was preſented, to let her Majeſty and her Councell underſtand, 
the carefullneſs of Mynd that you had to do her Service, and to deſerve well of her 
Majeſty, your Cohntry, and of her ſayd Councell, which they not only promiſed 
to do very faithfully, but had, they ſaid, begon alredy the Matter, giving your 


| Commendation to me, that you were an honeſt and trew Gentilman, and had 


Worthyneſs and \Sufficiency i in you; which as I was glad to here, ſo did I in- 
creſe it with the beſt Skill I had.

Liking of the Courſe that you had taken. 

"Whom I left not till he had written you an Anſwer at large from Havering to -

And yet 
if the French King ſhould in Shew inclyne him{elf to ayd the Prynce, it were 
rather to intrapp him, and to betray the Cauſe, than for any trew Help, that he 
would give thereunto ; whereof if the Prynce be ignorant, then hath he not that 
Sufficiency and Perfection that he makes Shew of. Now to remedy all this,

lyce, too heavy for them to abyde: And yet, if they ſtill provoke her with their 
Robberys, (which God and the World is grettly offended with) it will light too 
foon upon them, and then too late to be conſydered of, or to be withdrawen. 

And where they object, that it is a general Cauſe, and common with her Ma- 

jeſty, that they mayntayne, both for Religion and Surety of her Eftate with theirs,

mult aſſiſt them of very Neceflity, and conſequently endure all other Things at 
their Hands, alack, they be ſo far deceved herein, though it were as true, as 
they imagine it untruly.

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make Mention of you and Monfieur Buys. But I found her ſo altered by the A. D. 1576. 


Zealanders Doings, and the Prynce's Sufferance-of them, and by ſuch other out- 
ragious Proceedings, that ſhe was juſtly provoked with, as I ſcarce durſt open 
my Mouth to ſpeak a good Word of them; yet ſurely her Majeſty for the Per- 
ſon of the Prynce, and for grett pryncely Qualityes that be in hym, which the 
made good Accompt of, ſpeaking pryvately of him, gave him the beſt Words of 
the World; yet when ſhe came to diſtinguiſh of his Actions and theirs, how im- 
periouſly, or rather impiouſly they delt with all Men, ſpecially with Chriſtians, 
and thoſe that they were much bound unto; and then how ignorantly they delt, 
knowing that all their Foundation ſhould Jepend of her good Countenance and 
Help towards them; which when it were decayed was both their Decay and 
Ruin; that I was put to Sylence. Yet beholding her Majeſty's good Nature in 
ptayſing privately in the Prynce that which was prayſe worthy, and publickly 
condemning the Abuſe that ſhe: found, and was tyed by pryncely Duty to ſee ſe- 
yerely reformed, I did conſyder, that if a ſpeedy and convenient Plaſter were ap- 
plied to this corroſive Sore, it might be holpen, and wholly remedyed. Which 
I think my Duty to. diſcharge to you and Monſieur Bas, as to the Lovers of the 
general Cauſe, if there be any in that Place. 

And thus much to the Anſwer of your Letter, ſaving that I took Occaſion to 
ſpeke of you to her Majeſty, who hath a very good Opinion of you; and if now 
we could fynd Means to abate the Papiſts Pryde and Mirths, who hope that 
they do even. poſſeſs the Quene Majeſty's Ear, to egg her on to the utter Ruin of 
the Proteſtants beyond the Seas, to the End that with the ſame Glave, they may 
afterwards cut our ;Throats at home; your being Author of the contrary ſhall de- 
ſerve more, than you did in all your Actions hitherunto. But till you work an 
Inclynation there to begin humbly and ſubmiſſively with her Majeſty, there is no 
Deling with her, how grett ſoever the Party. or Suggeſtion is that may be prepared 
to entertain her. I talked with my Lord Leceſter of you, to whom certainly you 
was much beholding, and thanks you much for your Letter, promiſing to write 
ſhortly unto you, and will not forget what ar write unto him of, commending 
you many Ways withall. 

Mr. Vynter was charged why he had not written ce to her Majeſty, who 
ſayd playnly, that there was fach ſwift Intelligence even of thoſe Things that her 
Majeſty did moſt. ſecretly, that he durſt/not write before his own Comyng; and 
would not deliver your Articles to her Majeſty but with-own Hands, and thoſe 
alſo ſealed; which her Majeſty told me herſelf.

next Day would not fayle to geve me Audience ymediately after his Dynner. 
At which Tyme I reſorted to the Court, where I found his Majeſtie alone in his 
Chamber, neither anie of my Trayne were ſuffered to enter. Manie Conjectures 
may be made what was the true Cauſe hereof; but the moſt lykely in my ſymple 
Opinion. is this, that he doubted to receive ſome hard Meſſage, which he would 
debate pryvately with me. I declared unto him, that his Ambaſſador had ſigni- 
hed unto your Majeſtie, that his Maſter had been informed of Munition ſent to

could not be eaſylie induced to beleye it, that your Majeſtie was a Princeſſe, and 
had manie Subjects, ald therefore could not be ignorant of the Duty of Subjects 
towards their Princes; that by the Treaties of Amyte paſſed between you, your 
Maj eſty might not give ane Aide or Comfort to his Rebells; that he truſted you 
l cave his Realme ayd People to his Order and Government, as of his Part, 
he had never done anie Thing chat might tend to the Trouble of your State; that 
he deſired nothing more than to continew. in Amyte with your Majeftie ; that 
he would deal roundlie and playnly ; that if your Majeſtic would. do the lyke, 
there could be ng Breach between you ; that if yoy would mayntayne his Subjects 
7 ä he bad the Hart of bis Father and Grandfather, and had Power and

which were open and profeſſed Enemies to my Crown and State. 


I replyed, that I was verie glad to hear that he was ſo well affected to kepe 
Amyte with your Majeſty; that he was ſo well perſuaded of your good Affection 
promiſed all Roundnes and Sinceryte i in his Actions and 
Dealings; that he had now good Cauſe to perſever in this good Diſpoſition, con- 
ſidering how friendly and faithfully your Majeſty had fatisied him in all his 
Doubts and Suſpifions ; and that ſeeing the good Concurrency of both Sydes, 
there was no doubt of long Continuance of good and perfitt Amyte between you. 
T told hym it was no new Thing that diſcontented Subjects are ſometimes re- 
ceived in the Territories and Dominions of other Princes, but that the Diſ- 
friendſhip conſiſteth in this, if the Subject be comforted and aſſyſted i in any bad 
Enterpriſe againſt his Soverainge, wherof there has been ſome Likelyhood and 
Probabilitie in this Matter of Fitgmorris; and therfore I prayed hym to take ſuch 
Order, as your Majeſty might be aſſured to receive no Offices from hym, or from 
anie other by his Aſſent, as were not worthie of the good; Amyte between you. 
The King, after ſome Mention made of Meru, and of ſome Comfort ſayed to 
Have ben given unto hym, which he would not beleve (herein he was very ſhort) 
gave me his faithfull Promiſe with long Proteſtation, and requiredme to aſſure 
your Majeſtic therof in his Name, concluding, that if Fitzmorris returned into 
this Realm; he ſhould know that he had not done well to wryte or report ſo untrew- 
ly of him. Then I proceded to the other Parts of your Majeſtie's Inſtructions, 
and ſayd unto the King, That your Highneſs's Subjects were robbed; ſpoyled, and 
that they had made ſundrie and often Complaints, that 

no Juſtice was miniſtred unto them; that ſome of them had ben conſtrained to 
leave their Sewtes for the Safegard of their Lyves; that your Majeſty could not 
ight Order for Redreſs of the 
like Inſolences committed by any your Subjects; that your Highneſs had com- 
manded me to aſſure him of the dewe Performance of this your Direction; that 
if he looked to have that Correſpondency of your Parte, which be deſired, he 
muſt anſwer your Majeſty with like OY: and give you full Satisfaction! in all 


towards hym; that he

your juſt and lawfull Griefs. 


The King anſwered, That he was verie ore to bear that your Majeſty" $s Sub- 
jects were moleſted ; that the ſame was to be imputed to the Malice of this 


Tyme ; that he had taken ſtreight Order for Juſtice to be dewly adminiſtred ; 


rongs done to them, and of the 
ſhort Juſtice which they found in, England; that Tyme. would redreſs theſe 


that his Subjects complained no leſſe of the v 


Things, and in this mean Tyme his good Will ſhould not be wanting.

he hath rather ſhewed what he would have, than what he hath obtayned of 


hym; that he never made hym Promiſe of Men, Shippes, or Munitions ; that 
- when he moved hym in ſuch Matter, he anſwered hym playnly, that he ſhould 
look for no Comfort at his Hands in anie Attempt againſt your Majeſty ; that he 
was departed from hym with Intent to goe to the Pope, or he knewe not whe- 
ther; that he never intended to aſſyſt him in this Enterpriſe of Ireland, which 
if he had done, Je vouldrois (fayeth he, I looked for ſome great Othe, which 
And whereas he hath made his 

Abode in my Realme, I have done no more, ſayeth he, than hath been done unto 

Was not the Vidame of Chartres, was not Meru received in England, 


I re- 
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Treplyed, That I was commanded to aſſure his Majeſty, that his Subjects found 
good Juſtice in England, yea, with Favour and Expedition: I prayed hym not to 
faffer hymſelf to be abuſed, and to be content to beleve, as all others beleved to 
their great Grief, that there was no Juſtice in France. I told hym England would 
be aſhamed that anie Pirate or Murtherer, notoriouſlie knowen, ſhould, eſcape un- 
puniſhed; but our Engliſh Marchants could name the Shippes, that have robbed 
them, of what Port they are, who are their Captains and Owners, and where 
they dwell, and yet there is no Redreſs; and for better Proof hereof, I ſayd, I 
had even then receaved a Bill from your Majeſty of ſondrye Piracies committed 
now latelie, by the which all theſe Things would be verified, and having this Bill 


in my Hand, did profer to ſhew it unto hym. 


The King anſweted, "That he had been accuſtomed to refer theſe like Matters 
to De Foix, but becauſe he was not now here, he would appointe ſome one of 


his Counſell, of whoſe Name 1 ſhould be advertyſed the next Day by Gondy, and 
would take Order with hym, to give W with Expedition upon theſe and all 


other Complaints occurring. 
I told the K ing, that there remained yet one other Complaint, which ſeymyd to 
be of greater Importance than the former; I ſayed, That the Merchants of Eng- 


land, during the Tyme of the Kings his Predeceſſors, had been always well re- 


ceived in all Parts of France, well intreated, favorably uſed, and alſo gratified with 
ſondrie Liberties, and Privileges, to their great Comfort and Commodytie, and to 


the great Benefits of the Kings of France which then raigned. But now of late 
it is enough, that they are robbed and ſpoyled, on the Seas, if alſo they be ill in- 


treated in Matter of Cuſtoms, and other like Duties; and not onlye their antient 


Liberties are taken from them, but they are alſo charged with new Impoſitions, 


and ſo manie other Things, and fo ill uſed, that it was not to be excuſed. I told 
hym, that he had to conſider herein his owne Profit and Commodyte, who re- 
ceaved great Benefit by their Entercourſe. I concluded, that this Alteration con- 
teyned in itſelf, ſmall Demonſtration of that good Amyte, which was required by 
his Ambaſſador to continew and increaſe, betweene theſe two Crownes, and 
therefore prayed his Majeſty to conſider of it according to Equity. And having 
made a ſhort Note of theſe Griefs, and holding the ſame in my Hand, he required 
me to deliver it unto hym, and promiſed to take ſuch Order therein, as ſhould 
appertaine' to Reaſon ànd Juſtice. Then I declared to the King that I was come 
to a Concluſion, being commanded by your Majeſty, to ſay playnly unto hym, 
that onleaſt La Roche was ſtayed from proceding in his Preparations, and your 
Subjects both better ſutisfyed for the Spoyles which they have heretofore ſuſ- 
tained, as alſo Proviſion made out of Hand, that they may not hereafter be ſpoyled 


as they have been, your Majeſty ſhall be forced, contrarie to your owne Diſ- 


poſition, to reſort to ſuch Remedies as you would be loth to put in Execution, 
otherwiſe than conſtrayned by Neceſſitie. The King anſwered, That touching 
the Merchants, he would not fayle to take the beſt Order he could, having 2 


ready given ſtreight Charge to La Roche to attempt nothing againſt your Majeſty, 


and had received his Promis for it. He ſaid, It was a Thing uſual to all Princes, 


to lycens their Subjects to go to the Seas upon reaſonable Conſiderations, and 
* her Majeſty might not take his going out in ill Part. 

ed, That your Majeſty could not be ſatisfied with this Anſwer, and that 

you 1 bene dewly and credably informed of his ſyniſter Intents againſt you, 

and therefote did look that the King ſhould ſo conſider of it as your Majeſty

might ſtand aſſured, What can I do more, ſayeth the King, than to require his 4. b. 1577- 
Promis? And if he break it, to puniſh hym at his Return, which I ſhall not 3 


fayle to do. I.told hym La Roche was his Subject, and was not yet departed, as 
I was informed, and therefore it were eaſy for hym to brydle hym in ſuch Sort, as 
your Majeſtie might be well ſatisfied. He ſhall, quoth 1, go to the Seas; he ſhall 
invade the Countries of my Soveraigne, and be puniſhed for it when he returneth, 
as though the Puniſhment of twenty La Roches could recompence the troubling 
of the State and Kingdom of my Myſtres. He fayd, He could not let his Sub- 
jects to go to the Seas, and as he thought ſome Shippes were departed already. 
I anſwered; That I truſted he was aſſured theſe Shippes would attempt nothing 
againſt your Majeſty. Nay, ſayeth the King, I am not aſſured that they are de- 
parted ; but if my good Siſter your Miſtreſs deal playnlie and friendlie with me, 
ſhe may be aſſured, that my Subjects will do her no Diſpleaſfure. And this was 
all I could get of hym. 

Then taking my Leave of the King, I was conveyed to Quene-Mother's 
Chamber, where, before I entered, Monſieur Gondye aſked me, if I would not 
refreſh myſelf after this long Talk, before my next Audience ; wherin his Mean- 
ing was, that the King might have Leaſure to ympart unto his Mother the Con- 
ference betwene hym and me. I told hym that I was ready when it pleaſed the 
Quene, and ſo entered into her Chamber, where I attended her Comynge, who 
brought the young Quene with her. There I declared to Quene-Mother, that 
having received Commandment from your Majeſty to ſignifie ſome Matters of Im- 
portance to the King her Son, I wolde. not fayle, conſidering the Place ſhe hold- 
eth, to acquaynte her with the ſame, and the rather, becauſe the good or bad 
Handling of theſe Cauſes, might brede Good or Ill to theſe two Realms; and ſo 
ymparted unto her all that I had in Commandement to ſay to the King; and 
when I had ended, ſhe anſwered, That your Majeſty could not be ignorant of her 
good Affection towards you; that for Confirmation therof, ſhe had profered unto 
you all her Sons, her onlye Jewels in this World ; that it had pleaſed your High- 
nes to do her that Honour to call her by the Name of Mother; that therfore, 
ſhe would not fayle, after her accuſtomed Faſhion, to deal playnlie with me your 
Ambaſſador, and did not doubt but that your Majeſty would take it in good Part. 
The Affection and Dewtie, ſayd ſhe, which ſhe oweth to the King her Son, did 
bind her to do her beſt Endeavour to conſerve his Eſtate, which to effectuate ſhe 
bath not thought anie other Meane more neceſſarie, than to conſerve theſe two 
Realms in good Peace and perfect Amyte, as a Thing honorable and profitable 
for them both. The King her Son was no leſſe affected to this Union, and had 
not fayled from Tyme to Tyme to do the Offices of a Brother and good Neigh- 
bour ; that his Realm being now in Combuſtion, he truſted to find you of like 
Affection towards hym; that inſtede therof, he received nothing but fair Words 
and unkynde Dedes ; that it was dangerous for Princes to comfort and cheriſh 
Rebells ; that the like Occaſion happening in England, your Majeſty would not 
like that the King her Son ſhould ſupport your bad Subjects againſt you; that the 
Prince of Condes Letters had bene intercepted ; that in theſe Letters he had writ- 
ten to his Friends, that your Majeſty required hym to come into England, and 
that you would provyde hym of Men and Money; that the Rebells of this 
Realm were received and cheriſhed in England; that as the King her ſon deſired 
nothing more than to continew in good Amyte with you, ſo he was deſcended of 
a Houle that cared little for their Enemies; that his Quarrel was juſt ; that God 
would defend hym ; that by the Treatie of Peace betwixt your Majeſty and hym 
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A. D. 1577. you were bound to ayde bym againſt his Rebells, if he did require it; that he 


neded no Help to deal with them, and could do well enough, if they were not 


otherwiſe aſſiſted; that he deſired nothing but the Obedience dew to a King and 


Soveraigne; that ſhe wiſhed your Majeſty to conſider of theſe Things in Honour 
and Equity; and finallie, that ſhe thought ſhe might be bold to utter her Mind 
franklie to your Highnes. 

I anſwered, That I thanked her Majeſty moſt humbly, that it had pleaſed her 
to deal thus playnlie, and that I did not doubt but that the ſame would be agree- 
able to your Majeſty. And although I had no Commiſſion to reply, yet I be- 
ſought her to give me Leave'to ſay ſomewbat as of myſelf. Fir/?, I truſted ſhe 
would confeſs, that your Majeſty had forborne to do manie Things during this Tyme 


of the civil Warrs in "_ which your Majeſty might have done, and which 


anie other Neighbour in your Place would have done; and if there were nothing 
elſe, I thought this worthy of ſome Thanks. 24h), Iprayed her to remember that 


your Majeſty, as one that wiſhed well to the King her Son, and his Crowne, had 


at manie other Tymes, and now laſtlie at Blois, exhorted hym with many in- 
vincible Arguments to make Peace with his Subjects, a ſufficient Teſtimonie that 
you took ſmall Pleaſure, in his Troubles. And 3dly, I told her, that thoſe ſhe 
called Rebells dane two Parts; wherof the one Part was in Arms, the 
other was a Multitude of poor and ſimple People, which, to enjoy Libertie of 
Conſcience, and Exereiſe of Religion, were content to leave their Lyvings and 
Commodytes, and were repaired ſome into England, ſome into other Places, 
where they lived in great Miſerie and Poverty. I ſayd, ſhe ought not to find it 
ſtrange, if your Majeſty, a Chriſtian Princeſſe, endued with Chriſtian Charity, 
had received ſome of this latter Sort into your Realm, eſpecially being ſuch as 
agreed with your Majeſty i in Religion. Touching the other Sort, whatſoever the 


Prince of Conde or anie other had ſayd or written, I told her the Effect did well 


ſhew, that the King her Son and ſhe had received nothing, from you but Offices 
worthy of good Friendſhip between you. I ſayd, if you would give Credit to 
Fitzmorris's Letters, the Quarrel were now open between you. Theſe Things, 
ſayeth ſhe, are not ſo eaſelie excuſed, Do not you remember what the Quene 
your Miſtres did at Newhaven? I anſwered, That I remembred well the Tyme, 
but was ignorant of the Occaſions, which I doubted not were verie ſufficient. 
And now latelie, ſaythe ſhe, Cazimir hath told me, that he had 50,000 Crownes 
of your Quene, anch it is ſo ſett down in the Treatie between us. Madam, 
quoth I, I muſt ſay as I have ſayd, that Fi:zmorris hath ſayd and written as hath 
bene moſt for his Advantage. Why then ſayth ſhe, doth the Quene foſter and 
nouriſh the King my Soh's Subjects? Whie doth the King your Son, quoth ], 


receive ſuch of our Nation as pretend to come hither for the Cauſe of Religion? 


I know none ſuch here, ſayeth ſhe. I know them, quoth I, and know divers of 
them to be Gentlemen, and of good Calling. Do you know, ſaythe ſhe, that 
they have ſecret Acceſs to the King, as La Perſonne had to the Quene your Miſ- 
tres? Madam, quoth I, can ſay little in this Matter, but you may not find it 
ſtrange, if a Gentleman of Quality and Calling paſſing thorow the Realm hath 
had Acceſs to her Majeſty. I muſt be playn with you, Monſieur PEmbaſſageur, 
ſayth ſhe, we have had nothing but Words theſe 1 5 Years, we would be glad 
now to receive ſome Dedes. Our Rebells are ayded openlie, or comforted ſe- 
cretly, which was the Manner of Lewes the XIth ; your Miſtres would not be 
content to receive ſuch Offices from us. If ſhe mean playnlie and friendlie to- 
wards my Son, ſhe will require and counſell ſuch as bear Arms againſt hym, to 

ſubmit

Tubmit themſelves unto hym, and in Cauſe of Refuſe will tell them playnlie, A. D. 1577. 
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ſhe will aſſiſt my Son againſt them. And I pray you, ſayth ſhe, fignifie thus 
much to the Quene your Miſtres from me. Madame, quoth I, I will not fayle 
to make trew and juſt Report of all your Speeches as neere as I may. And lyke 
as you look for great Offices from the Quene my Miſtres, ſo it may pleaſe you 
to conſider of ſuch Things as I have proponed unto you in her Majeſty's Behalf, 
touching Fitzmorris, La Roche, and the Engh/þ Marchants. Wherin, becauſe 
there paſſed no other Speche, in Effect, than ſuch as hath bene alreadie recited in 
my Diſcourſe with the King, I will not trouble your Majeſty with new Repeti- 
tions: And yet the Truthe is, I debated all theſe Points at greater Length with 
Quene-Mother, than with the King. Onlie this was added, that Quene- 
Mother was content to give her Word, and that I ſhould aſſure your Majeſty 
from her, that neither the Ships alreadie ſet forth, if any ſuch were, neither La 
Roche ſhould attempt anie Thing to your Majeſty's Prejudice, if the King her 
Son received no other Offices from you than ſuch as were worthie of his good 
. Siſter and Friend. And in the End of our Conference touching our Engliſh 
Merchants, ſhe ſayd, that their Complaints ſhould be conſidered, not for anie 
other Reſpect, but becauſe Juſtice and Equity did ſo require it. I will not pre- 
ſume to make anie Interpretation of theſe Words, but in my ſimple Opinion 
her Meaning was to move me to think that the Conſideration of the Merchants 
did not procede of anie Fear that was conceaved of anie Thing your Majeſty 
could do; and if I be not deceived, this Interpretation is no leſs favorable than 
trewe. Leaving the Conſideration of the Premiſes to your Majeſty, I will only 
be ſo bold, moft humbly to pray you to conſider, that all your Doings touching 
the French are regiſtred and layed up againſt a Day, and that nothing is for- 
gotten, no not Things done before the laſt Treatie. 

I may not forget to advertiſe your Majeſty, that Quene-Mother, i in the End of 
our Speach, told me merylie, that I found theſe two Realms in Peace and Amyte 
at my Comyng hether, and if I did not leave them ſo at my Departure, ſhe 
would lay the Fawte upon me. Indede, no Subject in England hath greater 
Cauſe to wiſh the Continuance of Amyte between England and France than I, in 
Reſpect of the little Charge I have under your Majeſty of the Iſle of Terſe ey, 
which 1 beleive verilie will be the firſt Thing that will be attempted. But I had 
rather twenty Jerſeys were ſo many Fiſhpooles, than that your Majeſty's Perſon, 
Crown, and State, ſhould be endangered by too much Security. When I had 
ended the Premiſes, and was now ready to diſpatch my Meflenger, attending on- 
lie the King's Anſwer touching the Merchants Cauſes, and to that Purpoſe had 
ſent that Morning to Monſieur Pynart to know the King's Pleaſure touching 
thoſe Particularities; ymmediately after Dinner, Monſieur Gondey comyth unto 
me from Quene-Mother, to require me to come unto her, ſaying, that ſhe had 
ſome Matter of Importance to ſay unto me. 

I repaired forthwith to the Court, where Quene-Mother aſſyſted with the 
French Quene declared unto me, that ſhe defired nothing more than the Con- 
tinuance of good and perfect Amite between the King her Son and your Ma- 

' jeſty ; that ſhe had employed all her Means from Tyme to Tyme to that End; 

that her Son was likewiſe affected; that ſhe truſted to have found the like Diſ- 

poſition on your Part; that ſhe was now advertiſed of four of your Majeſty's 

Shippes furniſhed with 1200 Sowdiers gone to Rocbel, of three others of. your 

Shippes, accompanied with other ſmall Barks, either gone alreadie to the Seas, or 
ready to be gone, and finallie, of manie of your Subjects gone in other Veſſels to 
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A. D. 1577. the Reſkew of Rochel ; that thoſe were not the good Offices which the King her 


1 


Son expected to receive from your Highnes; that theſe Things were contrarie to 
the Informations of my laſt Audience; that ſhe would not hyde them from me; 
that the Remedie of them, if there was anie, was to be ſought in the Beginnings; 
that her Son could not, and would not, endure theſe Injuries, Q il en reſſentiroit 
Juſques d la derniere Goute de fon Sang; (becauſe theſe Words were of Weight, I 
thought good to uſe her own Terms) that he was able as well to defend hym- 
ſelf, as to offend his Enemie, praying me to conſider theſe Things. 

I anſwered, That I was verie glad to ſee her good Inclination to conſerve the 
Amyte between theſe two Crownes ; that there was no readier Way to effectuate 
this good Meaning than to deal roundlie and playnlie ; that I thought her Opinion 
to be verie good to ſeke Remedy! in the Beginning; that theſe ſurmiſed Injuries 
were verie ſtrange unto me that I conceaved of them as of untrew and fayned 
Reports; that in Honour the could do no leſs than to reſerve one Ear for your 
Majeſty ; that theſe ſeveral/pretended Injuries had their ſeveral Confiderations ; 
and that if it would pleaſe her to give me Leave, 1 would ſaye my Opinion of 
them ſeverallie. I told Her, that touching the Surmiſe of the four Shippes ſup- 
poſed to be gone to Roche! with 1200 Men, I could in no Wyſe be induced to 
believe it ; that 12 8 5 the other three Shippes and ſmall Barks ſuppoſed to 


be ſet to the Seas, if it were indede tre we, ſhe ought not to find it ſtrange ; and 
that conſidering the Prętenſes of Fitzmorris, and the Preparations made by La 
Roche, your Majeſty had good Cauſe to arm by Sea. Here Quene-Mother inter- 
rupted me, ſaying, What Cauſe hath your Miſtreſs to ſet Shippes to the Seas? 
Fitzmorris is no more here, he went from us ill Content, and is gone to the 
Pope. And touching La Roche you have been ſatisfied, who hath bene com- 
manded to attempt nothing againſt the Quene of England, or her Dominions, and 
if he do, he ſhall, be puniſhed for it. I replyed, That I was commanded by 
your Majeſty, to pr the King your Son to take Order with La Roche to ceaſe 
his Preparations, that otherwiſe your Highneſs could not be ſatisfied ; that the 
King's Anſwer was not ſo effectüal as I could have wiſhed; that to have com- 
manded hym, and to threaten Puniſhment for Breach of that Commandment 
was not enough; that the Puniſhment of manie La Roches could not counter- 


vayle the Troubling of your State and Kingdom; that it had pleaſed her Ma- 


jeſty to deal more largely with me herein, than the King had done; that being 
make trew Report of her Anſwer herein, and that I knew her Majeſty would 
may be, ſaythe ſhe, that my Son anſwered as you 
ſay; but I can aſſure you} that he will anſwer for his Doings againſt your Miſ- 
tres, and ſo you may inform her, Madam, quoth I, I am verie glad to receive 
this Anſwer, and will not fayle to make trew Report of it. And touching the 


ready, when ſhe of be me, to diſpatch my Meſſenger, I had not forgotten to 


' laſt ſurmiſed Injurie of ſome Engh/hmen gon to Rochel, I told her, that if it were 


trew, ſhe ought not to find it ſtrange ; that young Men finding themſelves at 
good Leaſure, would-ſeke their Advantage; that divers of your Majeſty's Sub- 
jects, yea ſome that were of honorable Houſes, did ſerve the King her Son 
againſt the Proteſtants; that if anie Number were gone to Rochel, 1 thought 
your Majeſty was not acquainted with their Doings, and would not avow them. 
It is not enough, ſaythe ſhe, that the Quene your Miſtres doth not avowe them; 
this was the Practiſe of Lewes XI, but theſe Shyfts will not laſt for ever. La 
Perſonne, and now another, whom ſhe named not, are received in England, whye 
doth not the Quene command them and the reſt to ſubmit themſelves to their 
4 . | - King 
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King and Soveraigne, who is ready to receive them with Favour ? Madame, X. P. 177. 
quoth I, I fynd it ſtrange, that you would ſo brydle her Majeſty, as it ſhould not 


be lawfull for her to ſpeak with La Perſonne, a Stranger paſſing thorowe her 
Country; well ſaythe ſhe, I wiſh theſe Things were amended, my Son may no 
longer bear this Kind of Dealing; he is readie to be a Friend, if he may be ſo 
received; and if not, he is able to be an Enemy. She ſayed your Majeſty ought 
not to think, that when the Troubles here ſhall be pacified, they will ſet upon 
you, which was not meant nor intended. They defired nothing more than to 
live in Peace with you, now and ever. I told her, I might be bold to ſay, that 
your Majeſty was no leſs affected to keep good Amite with them; that you would 
not attempt any Thing to the contrarie, but conſtrained by Neceſſitie; that this 
Intelligence was greatlie neceſſary for the one and the other Kingdom; that the 
Greatneſs of France did mayntain the Greatneſs of England, and ſo of the other 
Side ; that for my Part, I loved Peace ſo much, as I would wiſh the King her 
Son had made a good Peace with his Subjects, and that I thought it would be a 
happie Peace for both Parties. To conclude, I prayed her to inform me, what 
aſſurance ſhe had of the certain Trewth of theſe ſurmiſed Quarrels ? She an- 
ſwered, That ſhe did not remember the Particularities, but ſhe would ſend one 
unto me that ſhould inform me, and ſo praying me to make Reports of theſe 
Things to your Majeſty, 1 was diſmiſſed, % 
In the Evening Monſieur Pynart was ſent unto me to my Lodging from 
Quene-Mother, to inform me that the Advertiſements given to the King and 
Quene-Mother, were theſe. Fir/t, That ſeven or eight Enghſh Shippes, ap- 
pointed in warlike Manner, were gone of late along the Coaſt of Bretaigne, and 
paſſing by Bret, the Captain there ſent a Pynace after them to vewe their Doings, 
and doth report for Truth that they are gone to Rochel. adly, That there are 
arrived at the Iſle of Wight four Ships, and eight or ten Hulkes, in the Name of 
the King of Navarre, the Captains Engliſh, the Maryners Engliſb, all the 
Shippes and Hulkes Engliſb, and all other Proviſions Engli/# zaly, That four 
of your Majeſty's Shippes are ſet to the Seas, in the which are 1200 Men, and 
have bene ſeen making their Courſe towards Rochel, as it ſeemyd. Laſtly, That 
your Majeſty armyth three other Shippes, which ſhall be followed with ſmall 
Barkes to kepe the Seas, and to do ſuch further Enterpriſe as ſhall be thought 
meet, But ſayeth he, theſe Advertiſements come not from Monſieur Maulua- 
fre; and this he repeated three or four Tymes, but by other Means. Monſieur

Pynart made great Proteſtation of the good Affection of the King and Quene- 


Mother towards your Majeſty, and received the like agaln/from me. We had 


great Conference in manie Things, and eſpeciallie in the Marchants Cauſes ; 


wherin he was content to yeld to the Trewth, and to confeſs ' that all Things 
here were in Diſorder, and that the French Havens were full' of Pirates and 
Theves. He promiſeth Expedition in all Cauſes that ſhall concern your Ma- 
jeſty's Subjects, and deſireth me to uſe hym for my Sollicitor upon all Occaſions

Surely, I cannot commend unto your Highnes enough, as well his willing 
Readines, as his plain Dealing in Matters concerning your Majeſty's Service. 
He complains of ſome Wrongs in general Terms, wherof he will give me the 
Particularites; and alſo findeth great Fault with the exceſſive Charges, which 


the French ſuſtayne in the Proſecution of their Sewtes in England in Matters of 
Depredation.

It is thought, that the 
End of this Siege will be no les dangerous than chargeable to the King; the 
. Duke of Maine having advertiſed of late, that onleſt ſpedy Order be taken for 
. new Supplyes, he ſhall be forced to depart with ſome Shame and Diſcredit. This 
3 Matter "of Brougge troublyth this Court marvellouſly, and eſpecially becauſe the 

Honour of the Houſe of Guiſe is touched herein.

Man right for ther Goods, Lands, and Inheritances. And to that End, ſhe muſt:

Crimes that do greatly offend hir People in generally; that is, Pyraces and Fe orgers 
of fals Moneys, Faults not pardonable by Laws of other Contreys; and alſo it is 
more than nedefull, that penall Laws be not diſpenſed withall for privat Mens 
Proffits; a Matter generally miſlyked by all good Naur and a Meanes io move

VS wherof ther may be many a proffitable Collection, it is moſt probable that ſhe

ſiſt ther Maſters to oppreſs the Cauſe of Relligion. 

It is therfor very nedefull for hir Majeſty to conſider how theſe two Kyngs Continuanee 
may be ether contynued in domeſticall Trobles, or that they wold yeld to ther ade“ 
Subjects in good Suerty the Exerciſe of the ſame Relligion which hir Majeſty 
proffeſſeth; and to that End, hir Majeſty ought to underſtand what Aydes the 
oppreſſed Subjects have Nede of, and not to ſpare to yeld it them in Men, or 
Money, or in both; and therewith conſyderyng the Kyng of Navarr is a Kyng A Leag | 
abſolute, with whom hir Majeſty may juſtly contract a League of Amyty of- ANY 
fenſyve and defenſyve for Relligion, it ſhall be good to procure the ſame, which 
for hir Honor may be ſought by him in the Name of all the Proteſtants of France 
and the Low Contryes. 

And beſyde this Kynd of dyvertyng of the Warrs from this Realme, it ſhall The Realm 
be nedefull for hir Majeſty to put all hir Realme in Strength, Dern by Sea and ant od n 
Land, to defend any Offence to be offred from abrode. 


And to this End; and alſo to ayd our Frendes abrode, ther weld be procured Proviſion for 
ſufficient Treſure of the Gife of the Realm, which fuerly aboutideth in Riches, Tele. 
as may be ſene by the generall Exceſs of the People in Purchaffyng, i in Buildyngs, 
in Meat, Drynke, and Feſtyngs, and moſt notably in Apparell.“ 

And to content the People to yeld the gretar Sumes, only to ſerve the pub- A Subſydy to

ſhall lyk the Perſon offred. 

By Mariadg with Monſieur ſhe is lykly to have Children, becauſe of his — by 
Vowth; and if ſhe have Children, than the Danger of the greteſt Gulf, that 
allweiſs by the common Judgment of all wiſe Men n boch in Parlement and other- 
wiſe hath bene feared to devour the State, if the trew Relligion ſhold be ſtopped; 
which was, that if hir Majeſty ſhold dye without Ifſew to inherit the Crown, the 
fame ſhold fall into quarrellyng for lack certenty of a right knowne Heyre: And 
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A. D. 1579. as by Contention for the Crown, all the People of the Realme ſhold ſuffer intol-

lerable Callamyties by Meanes of Factions and civill Warrs; ſo hath it bene the 
greteſt fear all weis conceaved, that the Sword might bryng it to ſuch a Perſon as 
wold wholly extyrp by Fyre and Sword the Profeſſion of the Goſpell; which 


Danger without hir Majeſty's Mariadg and Iſſew, the Uncertenty of the Suc- 
ceſſion continuing, is by no Witt or by Imagination avoyded; and therfor ſeing 


of all wordly Miſcheeffs, this hath bene allwais the greteſt above all others, any 
other Thyng havyng leſs Perills, and theſe but accidentall to happen, or not 
happen, wold be aventured and admitted, as natural Raſon techeth, E duobus 


Semper malis minimum eſt eligendum. 
And though it may alledged, that the Mariadg with Monſieur may, in Pro- 


| ceſs of Tyme, bryng the Realme to the lyk Perrill, yet the Fear thereof is con- 


ditionall, and not certen. And in a Matter that is but conditionall, and depend- 
eth upon ſondry Matters ſutur, ther is not that Feare, that is in a Matter abſolute 
and without Condition; and therfor in Election, that is firſt to be avoyded, that 
bringeth certen and inevitable Danger; and if that be to be taken, becauſe ther 
is no other Choiſe, what may upon certen Accidents be dangeroſs, and uppon 
contrary may be good, therin Wiſdom muſt help to ſupply Helpes ; as the wiſe 
Man ſayeth, in Matters of eur Power than erthly Creatures, Prudens domina- 
bitur aſtris. 

Ageyn, If hir Majeſty ſhall lyk of the Conditions and Perſon of Monſieur, 
as without which no Mariadge can be allowed, hir Majeſty then ſhall have that 
Comfort in hir Liff, that ordinarely is to be looked for of Mariadg, as a Matter, 
that in all Ages and in all Nations, both Hethen and Chriſtian hath bene moſt 
allowed for Comfort in Society. 

And as this Mariage for the great Degree and royall Race may beſt Comfort hir 
Majeſty in hir own Perſon, and mak hir Children of royall Blood to the Honor 
of the Realme, ſo is to be conſidered what Proffitt it may bryng to the Realme ; 
wherin firſt is to be conſidered, that the greteſt Proflitt is alwaiſe that which 
avoydeth the greteſt Dangers; but beſyde that, it ſhall bryng to hir Majeſty an 
Alliance with a forren Prince which hitherto ſhe hath not. 

It ſhall alſo bring to hir Majeſty all Aſſiſtance and Power to joyn with hirs 
that ether he hath, or may have. 

It ſhall alſo be a Cauſe to ſtey the Dangers that are to be feared from the 
French King, in that when he ſhall fynd Monſieur his Brother, whom now he 
dare not offend for fear of his inclynyng to a contrary Party, to be Huſband to a 
Quene of a gret Realme, who alſo favoreth them whom the French King fear- 
eth in'his own Realme; he will than rather make fair Wethar, and offer Frend- 
ſhipp, than once dare to offend him. 

Ageyn, Though Monfieur doth not profeſs any other Relligion than that 


which is called Catbolył, yet all all his Procedings and Actions, yea his Proteſta- 


tions publiſhed to the World, do manifeſtly teſtefy, that he wold all them of the 
Proteſtants Relligion in France, and alſo in the Low-Contrys, be mayntened and 
preſerved in ther own Relligion ; and for lack of kepyng Promiſe to them by his 
Brother for ther Relligion, he both tok Arms, and denounced that to be on of the 
principal Cauſes of his Warr. 

Wherby is to be gathered probably, that wher in his own Contrey he did op- 
poſe himſelf to his Brother a gret King, to his Mother the Quene, whom he 
gretly reverenced, and that not without Perrill to his Liff, being impriſoned and 
ſtreytly kept, which with Hazard of his Liff he alſo eſcaped, he ſhall be here 
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in England, marryed to a Quene of a Realme, which ſhe commandeth abſolutly, A. D. 1579. 


and wher ſhe is generally loved and obeyed ; himſelf being but as a privat Man 
for Power to offend firſt the Quene his Wiff, and than hazard his Perſon and 
Liff ageynſt the Force of the Realme, which being ſtabliſhed as they ar, and 
maynteaned by a gratiooſe Quene, will not be f by the Force of the greteſt 
Prince of Chriſtendom. 

And yet to conclude, ther is no Benefit fuch by. this Mariadg, but except 
ther be alſo Proviſions accorded, and wiſely eſtabliſhed to withſtand certen ap- 
parent Perrills, no wiſe Man can make the Mariadg beneficiall; but being pro- 
vyded for as far forth as comonly the Wiſdom of Man can deviſe, the Event is 
to be left to God, according to the trew old Sentence, Wd homo proponit, Deus 
diſponit ; and therfor in ſuch difficult Matters, Interceſſion is to be made to God, 
the Director of Princes Harts, to direct hir to that, which ſhall be moſt for hir 
Honor, hir Comfort, and the Weale of hir Subjects.

marched againſt them with three Camps the laſt of this Month; and in every 


Camp god Men of all Sorts to be led in three Parties, by myſelf, Mr. Marſtall, 
and Mr. Treaſurer ; in which pretended Journey, the Plott was ſo laid, as God 


fayouring us, there was great Likelyhood that the Service ſhould have brought 
forth very good Succeſs. But, in the mean Time, the Obrines hearing of the 
Pacification Northward, and the Oath which Turloughe had taken to obſerve 


15 Peace, and being diverſly advertiſed of the Preparation made againſt e made 


mean, by Sir Henry Harrington, to be received to Grace, and albeit they had be- 
fore rejected the Benefit of her Majeſty's Pardon. A Matter generally refuſed 
both by them, and by the Cauenaug bes, Omoores, and Occonners; yet being de- 
ceived in their Expectation of T; urlough, they now offered Pledges, and reaſonable 


Conditions of Aſſurance of their Service hereafter; which, by Advice of the 


. Counſel, I thought micet to accept; and accordingly they have put in their 


Pledges,” and preſented themſelves here, and offered their Submiſſions; by 


whoſe Example; Fragie Mac- Hugh finding himſelf, by the declining or falling 


from him of. the;Obrines, to be greatly. weakened, hath likewiſe made humble 


_ Suit; for Pardon, offering his dwn Son, of the Age of eighteen Years, and his own 
cle, a tall Horſeman, as Pledges for Aſſurance of his good Behavour here- 
after: And albeit thatiFeaghe; for his notable Miſdemeanors, was by me exempted 


from the Pardon in the Preclamation, and is no Doubt a Perſon as meet to be 


made an Example of her Majeſty's. Indignation, as any in Ireland; yet becauſe 


in debateing of the Matter, it appeareth that he had in his Country little Relieſe 
for the Army, either of Graſs or bther Forrage, and that the Strength of his 
Faſtneſs is ſuch, as though not able to abide the Force, yet with Safety to fly away 


at en 1 were e ; and that whenſoever I leſt the Place, - 
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would again wie it, and 'be a noyſome Neighbour to the Pale this Winter; A. D. 1387. 
and knowing alſo that her Majeſty is pleaſed to accept of any, whom her High- 
neſs had not by ſpeciall Words excepted out of her Pardon, I have likewiſe, by 
Advice of the Counſell, received his Pledges upon the Conditions appearing in a 
Schedule herewith cloſed, Upon Likelyhood of which Submiſſion (by Intelligence 
which daily paſſeth between them) Connor Mac-Cormack Occonnor, being the 
Head of one of the two Septes of the Occhonnuors, deſired Saufe- conduct to come 
hither to me, which being for ſome Reſpects granted, he hath made his humble 
Submiſſion, offering his Service againſt any Rebell in Treland, if it might pleaſe 
her Majeſty to entertain him, with ſuch of his own Servants and naturall Fol- 
lowers, as depended upon him ; and becauſe we were not-ignorant that he, and 
his had not any Poſſeſſion, or Territory, whereupon to live, and that he was daily 
ſolicited by William Nugent, Brother to the Baron of Selvin, to join with him and 
Mac-Gorgen's Sons, and cheifly that he may be better enabled to proceed in a Quar- 
rell wherein Blood hath been already drawn, between him and Tiege Mac-Gil- 
patrick Occonnor, Captain of the other Septe, and of a far greater Number of the 
Occonnors then Colonel Mac-Cormack hath, it was reſolved, that for a Time he 
ſhould be entertained with 50 Kearne, to attend upon me in any Service that I 
ſhould appoint him, with other Conditions aſſigned unto him, to the which he 
was ſworn ; and for his farther Fidelity therein, he is to put in two Pledges into 
the Fort of Phillipſlomne, over and above ſuch as were delivered by him the Year 
paſt, Uppon theſe Conclutions, I learn that Captain Garrett and the Viſcount 
Baltinglas have prepared themſelves to fly towards the Omoores, and it is thought 
into Moun/ter, for whom I have laid the Strength and Foordes in all Places; and 
by the Departure of thoſe, and the reſt that be Strangers, from the Glynns (as in 
one of the Feaghe's Articles is contained) it may be conjectured, that theſe Parts 
ſhall be left in ſome quiet, ſaving for Phelim Stoole, a Borderer here, that during 
the whole Rebellion made ſhew of Obedience and Subjection, and yet relieving 
and aſſiſting Feaghe underhand, procured a Pardon for his Doings; and at my 
going into Mer, thinking that Turlougbe Lennough would have held me occupied 
in thoſe Parts, brake forth into Rebellion, notwithſtanding J had his onely Bro- 
ther Pledge upon Life and Death, whom I have this Day (upon arrogant Let- 
ters received from the ſaid Phelim) to the Example of all others executed, and 
do leave in his principal Houſe of Powerſcowte 200 Footmen, and 2 5 Horſe, un- 
der Captain Dennye to proſecute him in mine Abſence, as may better appear unto 
your Lordſhip by that which hereafter followeth thereof; as alſo the beſtowing 
of other Companies for the proſecuting of like Rebells in the Counties of Wex- 
ford, Leaxe, and Offaley, and guarding of theſe two Provinces of Lemfter and Ul- 
fler. This Pacification with the Ob:rns, Fragbe Mack- Heughbe, and Connor Mac- 
Cormack, howſoever it pleaſeth the Multitude (as indeed it doth) yet it is a Courſe 
(as I think) not the ſureſt for the State, becauſe the id are ſo addicted to, 
Treachery, and Breach of Fidelity, as longer then they find the Yoke in their 
Neck, they reſpect not either Pledge, Affinity, or Duty. And therefore I think 
none otherwiſe of the ſmoothing of the Matter, bat that it may break, as ſoon as 
oo ſhall recover Strength, or find an Opportunity of ſome ſtrong Aſſiſtance, to 
a new and more dangerous Confederacy, Nevertheleb, I win by it a Tume 
" bhbevient to look into Mounſter, where, becauſe there is not ſome one principally 
appointed to direct the reſt; I hear of ſome Diſorder and Confuſion amongſt the 
Bands, the Rebells being i in Force to do hurt; and others, under Colour of Sub- 
miſſions and Pardons, 24585 the Benefit of their Corn and mY and ——_ 
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A. P. 1881. hand ſuffering the Rebells to enjoy it, and great Likelihood of a new Revolt by 
them, as ſoon as they have made their Profitt of this Harveſt. So as I advance 


(God willing) towards that Province upon Mondy next, in which Journey I mean 
to viſitt all the Parts thereof; and do uſe this Expedition, becauſe I learn that Sir 
Warham Seintleger, before my Letters came to his Hands (ſignifying her Majeſty's 
Pleaſure for the Manner of his Government there) hath taken the Benefit of my 
former Paſport, and-embarqued himſelf for England eight Days ſince. Never- 
theleſs, howſoever the Neceſſity of that Service draweth me thither, I know it 
may preſent as great a Danger here, conſidering as well the Unſteadineſs of the 
Triſh of theſe Parts (whom no Pledges do ſufficiently tye) as ſpecially the Looſe- 
neſs of Tirlough Lennoughe, whoſe Word only, or Oath, is all the Band and Af. 
ſurance I have upon him for this late Peace ; which Oath is in his Religion to be 
diſpenſed withall by any of his Romiſb Prieſts, as ſoon as he ſpieth an Oppor- 
tunity to break for Advantage : Beſides, it might have required my Stay here, 
that Odennell and his Wife, with ſome of the Principal of Tierconnell, are now in 
their Way hither, as they have faithfully promiſed, to conclude upon the Treaty 
with Turloughe, and that Mack-WilkamCuter is alſo coming unto me out of Con- 
naught, but that the Affairs of Meunſter will ſuffer no Delay, or protracting of 
my Repair thither : And therefore your Lordſhip may ſce how great a Main this 
Government feeleth by Lack of a Preſident in thoſe Parts, which being well 
choſen out of England, might be the greateſt Aſſiſtance to me that could belong 
to this State. But for the preſent, to prevent all that might happen amiſs here in 
mine Abſence; I purpoſe to leave in this Place the Lord Keeper and Mr. Treaſurer 
for the Affairs; and that if need be, Mr. Treaſurer may have the chief Direction 
of the Forcies left here in Lemſter. I aſſign to the North Mr. Marſhall, as the 
onely fitt Man for thoſe Borders, though both he and Mr. Treaſurer do very 
unwillingly ſtay for accompaning me into Mounſter, and I as unwillingly ſpare 
them, but that I ſee great Reaſon to employ them in theſe ſeverall Charges: 
Sir Lucas Dillon is appointed to have Care of Wefmeathe, to prevent there the 
Hurts of the Netegents and Macgoigans. The reſt of the Counſell ſhall attend 
the Borders and Places of their Dwellings, only Mr. Waterhouſe I take with me 
into this Journey, partly for Diſtribution of the Victualls to the Army, and part- 
ly to ſupply Mr. Fenton s Place of Secretary till his Return : Nevertheleſs, for 
Victells I fee in mine own Opinion no ſmall Difficulty, becauſe the Want is ſuch 
already, as ſome of the Garriſons in Mounſter are driven to abandon their Places 
for Lack, and therefore I give no ſmall Adventure to encreaſe Number of 
Soldiers there, before I were furniſhed in the Places of Staple ; howbeit, the leſs 
4 Evil is to be choſen, -and rather to make hard Shift, and to live upon Diſcretion 
| for a Time then by long Suffering to give Scope to the whole Province to ſkake 
{ of all Obedience from her Majeſty ; and therefore it may pleaſe your Lordſhip to 
| _ give Order to ſupply LymerzeRand 77 ougbell with good Quantities, and ſome con- 
venient Proportions to Cork and Dingle. And becauſe the Omoores, and that Septe 
of the Occonnours, which take Part . William Nugent, may be the better pro- 
ſecuted in my Abſence, I leave Captain Macworth, having Charge of the Forts, to 
have the Direction of five Bands of Footmen, and certain Horſemen, with which 
I doubt not, he will not only keep them from doing any great Harm, but alſo 
either baniſh them, or greatly diminiſh their Companies before my Return. The 
like Commiffion I have given to Sir William Standley, with Affiſtance of the 
Seneſchall of Wexford, and 400 Footmen and 50 Horſe, to have the following of :

And thus I have diſcorſed to your Lordſhip my full Purpoſe, the Succeſs 
Wb is in the Hands of God; and do think that upon the Repair unto me 
of Sir Nicholas Malby, who is now on his Way hither, I ſhall have Occaſion to 
enlarge further, touching his late Journey to Leeſer, and how his Province ſtand- 
eth, as well for Orwark, as the Earl of Clanricard's Sons; Orwark being yet in 
Hoſtility, though upon Treaty of Peace, the other (as I hear) refuſing their Par- 
don, whereof I will write more when I ſhall be better informed. 

Laſtly, For as much as Sir Warham Seintleger is now in England, and that it 
is Reaſon, I teſtifie unto your Lordſhip, how I have found his Service ſince my 
coming, I have thought good to witneſs with him, that he hath both been a very 
carefull and diligent Servant in the Place where he was imployed, which I deſire 
may be imparted to her Majeſtie, and that your Lordſhip will take — of 
it to his better Comfort: And ſo I committ your Lordlhipto God.

T HE Report which I heard at my being at Dublin of the broken State of this A D. tc. 
Province of Mounſter drew me hither with the more Expedition, eſpecially — 
for the Settling of the Garriſons, and for a more ſevere Courſe of Proſeqution of 
the Rebells, then hitherto hath been taken: The Want of a Commander in the 
Army, and ſome Emulation among the Captains, hath been the Occaſion of great 
Slackneſs in Service; and becauſe by the ſudden Departure of Sir Warham 
Sentleger into England, I could not accompliſh the Direction concerning him; 
and that it was moſt requiſit, that ſome one ſhould be preſently appointed to the 
principell Charge, I have therein partly followed the Advice of your Lordſhip and 
the reſt of that Board in your late Letters; ſaving that I have not r 
truſted to mine own Opinion, but rather referred the Choice of the Partie to the 
Captains and chief Officers of the Army, who with one Voice have made Election 
of John Zouch to be their chief Colonell and Director, which Choice I have al- 
lowed, and do hope, that the Gentleman will well difcharge the Truſt com- 
mitted unto him, becauſe there hath bene ſufficient Tryall of his Valour, and 
that I know him to be an honeſt Man, and therefore cannot but expect well af 
his Diligent proſecuting of the Cauſe, the rather for that he hath a Body as able 
and as apt to travell as any that taketh Pay of her Majeſty here, But when I look 
into the Proviſions, out of which theſe Garriſons muſt be fed, I ſee the Wants to 
be ſuch as overthroweth all good Purpoſes, as may appear to your Lordſhip by the 
Remain, which even now I received of Mr. Waterhouſe ; and comparing it with 
the large Impreſts, which I am ſure your Lordſhip hath ordered ont of the laſt 
Treaſure to the Purveyors uppon the Coaſt, for victelling Cauſes, I cannot but 
marvell at their great Slackneſs to looſe ſuch an Opportunity of an Eaſternly 
Wind, as hath till now continued twelve Days together; wherein I heartily be- 
ſeech your Lordſhip to take ſpeedy Order, becauſe I would be glad 1 the 
Captains ſhould avoid all ſuch Excuſes towards me, and I not forced to alledge 
theſe Lacks to her Majeſty : Beſides the Obſtinacy and Diſcontentation of the 
Towns is ſuch, when the Soldiers lieth uppon their Coſt, as breedeth Quarrell 
and Diviſion, and can hardly be done without Offence of the better Sart, and 
the Famine and conſuming of the poorer Sort, uppon whom the Soldiers are for 
the moſt Part placed. I find among the Country People of theſe Parts, that 
upon the late Proclamation of Pardon, all Freeholderg have preſented themſelves 
before the Commiſſioners to take the Benefit of the Pardon; but few have put in 
Pledge, one of them is Surety for another, and ſyffer their Sons and ableſt Fol- 
lowers to be abroad with the Rebells, and are no Way bound for their good Be- 
havour ; ſo as of ſeven Hundred taken in upon the Pardon here, there hath not 
appeared before me, upon my Proclamation now made for that Purpoſe, the 
Number of Sixty, and thoſe for the moſt Part ether impotent. or Men of no 
Action. Their Harveſt is wholy reaped, and carried into the Woods, where it is 
at the Devotion of the Rebell, who otherwiſe muſt have ſtarved, if the Pardon 
had not been publiſhed, whereby the Soldiers was letted from the Deſtruction af 
their, Gorn, - But with thoſe are now come before me; I have taken more. ſevire 
Order, both in altering their Sureties and cularging the Conditions of their Bands. 
The Cauſes of this County hath held me here ten Days, in which Time my Camp 
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A. D. 1581. was placed in the Rebell's Faſtneſs, and hath every Day made Roads and Journeys 

upon them, wherein ſome of the Rebells have been ſlain, though not Men of 
Name, and a grgat Part of their Proviſions ſpent. and conſumed ; the reſt I leave 
to the Garriſons now planted in this Place, and at Liſmore and Mellon, upon the 
great Water. 

And ſo do proceed in my Journey towards the County of Limerick, from 
whence your Lordſhip ſhall again be advertiſed of thoſe Parts. And fo I com- 
mit you to the Lord.

W HERE As we have very lately N Information Wa Matte: had 


ſpecial Commiſſion to moye the King to accept of an Aſſociation in the 

Government with the Queen his Mother, wherein we conceive he hath already 

dealt with him; we do therefore think meet, that if the 25 have not of r, 
ſe 
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ſelf acquainted you with the Matter (as we conceive he hath not, for that we hear A. D. 1584, 
nothing from you thereof) you ſhould in our Name let him underſtand, that we N 
looked that according to his former ſolemn Promiſſes and Proteſtations, to direct 
himſelf by our Adviſe and Counſell in his weightieſt and moſt important Cauſes, 
he would now have made you our Miniſters acquainted with a Matter of ſuch 
Conſequence to himſelf and his Eſtate, as it is. And if he have imparted the ſame 
unto you, then our Pleaſure is, you ſhall lay before him the Inconvenience that 
muſt needs follow by his yielding to accept of the ſaid Aſſociation, which cannot 
but call in Queſtion the Validity of all that hath been heretofore done, both by 
himſelf, and by all others in Authority under him, during the Time of his ſole 
Government, as you, Bowes, have formerly been directed to declare more parti- 
cularly unto him; and that we do beſides find it very ſtrange, that the Queen his 
Mother ſhall now Cauſe that Matter to be thus propounded unto him, without 
our Knowledge and Privity, having eſpecially aſſured us by our Servant Beale, 
one of the Clerks of our Privy Counſell, ſent unto her about a Year paſt, that ſhe

of which Manner of Dealing towards us doth give us juſt Cauſe to become jealous

And for the French Ambaſador, in Caſe you ſhall find it to be true, that be

| Proceedings have been towards him, he ſhall then eaſily judge that as our Do- 
ings have only tended to the Preſervation of him and his Realm; fo ſuch Offers 
as have been made by France have been to no other Purpoſe but to diſquiet his 
Eſtate, to deprive him of his beſt Servants, and to eſtabliſh in that Realm the 
Tyranny of the Pope.

My very good LoRD, 


ARRYVED heere at Dover, Monday 23d of September, at Noone, and had A. D. 1583. 
I thoughte at the Night's Tyde to have inbarqued my Horſes, but the Weather — Y > 

and Tyde was ſo extreme fowle, that we kowlde not; this Day we inbarke our 
Horſes, with the Grace of God, and our Horſes goe owte this Night, and owr 
owne that paſſe us into the Roade ; and yff Wether ſerve in the Morn- 
inge, with the Grace of God, between four or five a Clock, we meane to im- 
barke ourſelves to God's Pleaſure. Theyre came this Afternoon Paſſingers from 
Fluſhing, who ſay, as they kamme away, News was brought that Southwyk, a 
Towne of Holland, was newly ſurpriſed by the Malecontents ; which they that 
know the Towne think to be of great Importance againſt the Prince of Orange 
and the States. They ſay further, that the Prince is at Hage in Holland, wheere 
the States ſhoulde have mett; but as they ſay, a great many of them will not 
come, by Reaſon the Prince greatly preſſeth the Reacceptation of Monſieur, and 
they will by no Meanes heere of ytt. Theyre came certen Frenchmen Yeſterday 
Morninge from Bullen, that ſay, that Monſieur is at Cambray; Puigaillard, with 
all the Companyes of Ordinance of France, at Chatelet; that Monſieur beateth 
Catemeambrefis, and that ytt is ſuppoſed he hath taken ytt; that nevertheleſs, the 
Malecontents be ſo ſtronge, that there is no Sally made or Enterpriſe owt of 
„ but the French are beaten. Some ſay, that Monfieur cometh into 
France from Cambray, and leaveth Governor both of ytt and the Citadell, and 
the whole Contrey therunto belonginge, the Prince of Epinoy; but the French- 
men that came ſrom theyre, that towlde me the reſt, ſaye, that Monſieur putteth 
ytt into the French King's Hands, and that Puigaillard ſhall enter into it as 
Lieutenant-Generall for the French King. Which I do rather beleeve, and from 
the Beginning have ever beleeved the Eand ſo. | 
I have ſent your Lordſhip herein incloſed a Letter I receaved the Day I came 
from Londen from Sir Henry Cobham ; 1 the rather ſend ytt your Lordſhip, be- 
cauſe that Part of ytt which I have noted and crofſed, in my Opinion, I may 
heere of ytt heereafter ; how farre unlyke ytt is, that he leaveth ytt paceable, 
I leave to your Lordſhip and all the World to judge the Lykelyhoode ; I ſhoulde 
be contented, iff I had beene in his Place, to have left T hings as they are, and 
not as they ſeeme. I am the rather pricked with ytt, becauſe J know I have ſo

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the Letter weere a verie true Advertyſement, and Things grewe verie hott uppon A. D. 1583, 
a falſe Bruite of two or three Places takinge in Languedoc, but ſence the Bruites 
being aſſured to be falſe, Matters be not ſo hotte; yett theie do not leave to levye 
the Companyes of Men at Armes, and to increaſe the Bands of Footmen, though 
not in ſuch haſt ; and as they ſay, they ſhall remayne in the Provinces in Garriſons 
under the Government of the fowre N and ſhall everye one goe home to 
theire Quarters, | 
Some heere now give owt, that the King dach this to have Men in Ready- 
neſs uppon this Bruite of the King of Spaine's coming downe with ſo great Forces 
into Flanders, havinge ſo littell Cauſe to increaſe the Nomber ; but that doe I 
think but a Coppye of their Countenance, thoughe theie have good Cauſe, yf the 
olde Genoroſity that theie talk on ſo much of France weere not quite forgotten; 
for the King of Spaine giveth them good Cauſe, havyng at this Inſtant delt ſo 
evyll with the King, in ſekynge to drawe the moſt Cantons of the Switſers from 
his Alliance; beſydes, againe the laſt Treaty of Peace buylding a Forte, and forte- 
fying La Ferte, more within the Countrye of France then Tory, by almoſt two 
Leagues, which theie have almoſt already made highe enoughe to byde any Of- 
fence, and dailye work at ytt, and will lett nether Travellers nor any to come 
within a Mile of ytt, but continually watch and ward, to forbyd any to approache.

him, and tould the Places heere in Paris where he was lodged, and havyng, as 
he ſayed, ſondry Changes of Lodging, but could not yett be got to confeſſe, nor 
tell his Name, nor where he was. 

Uppon this, Eſpine was ſent hether with the Declaration of the white, and 
erneſt Letters and Requeſts to the King to give Autoritie and ſtronger Hand to 
the Help of ſendyng owte ſuche Perſons, as by Eſpine ſhould be tould him; 
which the King preſently did, and gave the Chevalier du Get and his Provoſt 
Commandment to goe with this Eſpiney and Monſieur Fay, that is Monſieur's 
Agent heere, who preſently went 2 the laſt Night, and burſt open and 
ſearched all ſuch Howſes in Paris as theie thought good. 

' Having founde no Bodye, there remayneth heere a great Hourlybourly and 
great Muttering, with the Diverſitie of Men's Judgments ; of this, ſome ſay that 
Monſieur wille not ſay ytt openlye, but he giveth owte privatlye Wordes to make 
Men to dowbt that ytt is the King; but ſurelye Monheur's owne Servants here 


in theire Judgments quite cleere the King of any ſuch Thought. Beſydes, the 


King's earneſt Pourſute for the fynding, and the great Extreamitye of his Coller 
at the Hearinge of ytt: And in Truthe Men of the beſt Judgment of both Re- 
ligions do not think that the King would any Way have yet, the Death 4 Mon- 
fieur being a Ways to abridge the King's Dayes, 

Others think that ytt is the Queen of Navarre, who is fo nba bent 
uppon Revenge uppon both her Brothers; the one for defayming her, the other 
for not deffending her; and that to think to pleaſe her Houſband: withall, hath 
enterpriſed this; and this not feweſt Men's Opinions. 

Others think ytt is the King of Spazne, or at leaſt his Ambaſſador heere, that 
fyndyng that the King, rather then he will not have Monſieur occupied, and fo 
ſett him a Work owte of France to keepe him from enterpryſing in France, will 
let him ſlippe into the Low-Countryes this Spring, helpyng him underhand ; which 
I heere was agreed uppon in the ſecret Conſell within this ten Dayes, and Order 
given for the preſent Levying of four hundred thowſand Crownes to that Intent, 
which moſt Men ſtay theire Judgment uppon; and with Likelyhood, the King 
of Spaine having determined to bond himſelf wholly to reduce the Low-Countryes 
this Somer, and fyndyng no Body more lykely to give him lett then Monſieur, 
who, I think, indeed rather then be ydell, will be occupied in eaterpryſing againſt 
the King of Spaine, or any Body elſe. 

Others that be of a contrarye Humor, and being Lyklyhoods for ytt, eſpe- 


* cially knowing their Humours that be abowte Monſieur, as Fernaques, ſpeciallye 


do think that ytt is but a ſuppoſed Matter by them that mak ſuch Advertiſements 
to be given to Monſieur, to keepe him till in a Miſtruſt of his Brother, for feare 
leaſt Neceſſitie drive him to go to the Cowrt ; and yf he go to Cowrt, then they 
know theie be undon, which the keepinge of him at Chaſteautrevy that is taken, 


and not ſending him Help to be examined and puniſhed, giveth to ſuſpitious 


Men ſome Suſpition of knowynge, that Monſieur, being not his Houſehold 
Servant, can execute no Body without the King's Juſtice in no Part of his Ap-

Others, and that is nether the feweſt nor the fooliſheſt Sort, think ytt is a 
Fetch of Monſieur's owne, to have a Quarrell to pyck to enterpryſe any Thing 
againe the King, of which, for my Part, I will not judge ſo hardlye of a Prince. 
But the Eand of him that is taken will bring both the laſt owt of Dowbte; for 
yf he be put into ordinarye Juſtice, hardly and extreamly uſed for to make him 
to confeſſe, no Dowbt of ytt but ytt muſt be known whence ytt cometh; for the 
Man hath not receaved a Token, nor enterpryſed ſuch a Matter at any Bodye's 

Requeſt, but he knoweth by whom ; but yf the Man be not ſent by Monſieur,

thither, to have, beſydes my Frende and one of myne owne that I have theire al- 

readye, more Eyes and Eares theire to ſee what is donne; eſpeciallye Yeſterday, 
the Queen-Mother being uppon theſe Bruites gon thither in haſt, and Picard 
ſtayed, who ſhould have gon, as I writt in my laſt, to accompany her. 

- Uppon his coming back, yf theire be Matter worth the ſending him, he ſhall 
wayte uppon your Majeſtie himſelf to bring you the Newes, or elſe your Majeſtie 
ſhall be adyertyſed by ſome other expedient Waye. 

And in the mean Tyme, I pray God keepe cheifely your Majeſtie, among all 
other Princes accounted of God, from all violent Diſpoſitions, and preſerve you 
from all your Enemyes.

A. P. 1883. have harde credibly a great while ſeance, maketh me to give ſome Credit to ytt; 


that theire were ſo many Officers in France, that what Somme ſoever the King

The King ſeeketh all the Wayes he can to get Money, and to that Intent ytt 
is reſolved, that the next Quarter through owt all France ſhall be brought in pre- 
ſently, and that no Officers Wages at all ſhall be paid, but ytt ſhall all redound 
to the King s Powrle ; beſydes 2 50,000 Crownes, which, uppon the Credit of 
theſe I writte to you in my laſt Letters, hath beene taken upp heere in Paris 
in ready Money, and remayneth in fowre principall Howſes heere in 
Paris, to be employed 1 in an Howere's Warninge, whereſoever the King will ap- 
pointe ytt. 

Theire is an Edict, the next Day after our Twe/f-day,, here ſent owte, to for- 
byd, uppon Pain of Lyfe, and Confiſcation of Lands and Goods, any Body to 


mak any Levyes of Men. The Cauſe is put in, becauſe the King of Spaine by 


his Miniſters hath aflured he meneth no Breache of League and Amitie with 
France, but onlye the bringinge under Subjection of his owne Subjects, which 
the King will render unto him with all the lyk, in keeping any of his to enter- 
pryſe uppon him in any Waye. 

This indeed the Spaniſbe Ambaſſador hath from the King, and the Prince of 
Parma hath lykewyſe aflured the ſame ; but moſt Men's Opinions are, the King 
rather doeth ytt, to have no Men levyed by other Men, for the Intereſt he hath 
in ytt himſelf, and the Suſpition of ſuche Matters for any Thing elſe. 

Theie of the Relligion looke about them, and know not what to truſt to, be- 
cauſe of theiſe Levyes for the King; yet moſt of them are rather of Opinion, 
that the King doeth them, dowbting ſome Enterpryſe againe him; or, for the 
Intereſt-I writte to you in my other Letters, to keepe Men under for ſtirring 
uppon any Occaſion, or other Cauſe given them, rather then any Mynd he hathe 
to have Warres with any Bodye. 

Of the King of Navarre I write nothing, nor of any Thing don in thoſe 
Partes, becauſe I am ſure you ſhall have one of my Acquaintance come from him 
that will be with you afore theſe Letters; but by the Way that Men's Opinions 
be heere, that he will be driven (for avoyding of worſe) to take his Wyfe againe ;

$ I writte to your Honot by my laſt, I deſyred nott Audience uppon the Let- 
A ters I receaved from the Queen's Majeſty .uppon Sonday laſt, becauſe the 
Pope's Nuntio, Lord Saton, and the Spaniſhe Agent had their Audience, and I was 
defirous to ſtay Audience after all them, firſt ro heere yf I kould gather by any 
Adyertyſement what they treated of, to be the redyer to anſweare at my Audience, 
yf the King did ſpeake any extraordinary Matters. Then to ſee uppon theire 
Speeches how I ſhould fynd the King diſpoſed after theire Audience, becauſe I did 


ſuppoſe uppon theſe threes Audience aſking together, and theire often Conference 


afore, theie had taken by diverſe Wayes in Effect all one Courſe ; but I was de- 
ceaved, for the Pope's Nuntio's Cauſe of comyng I kowlde not fynd any that 
kowlde tell.

I muſt tell you by the Waye, that afore he came to the King, he was fayne to 


tarry uppon the Pointe of two Howers in the Gard-chamber, tyll the Lord Seton 

was come and gon into the King another Waye, and come back againe from the 

King, wheratt he chaſed extreemlye. 

The Lord Seaton, with the Biſhop of Glaſco, who alwayes hath the upper 

Hand, weere brought in to the King by the Duke of Guife and Duke Joyeuye; 
theie both, eſpecially the Duke of Guiſe, countenaneing him all the Wayes he 

kowlde, and preſenting of him to the King, towld him that he wiſhed with all 

his Harte that all the Noblemen in een weere lyk him, for he was a good 

Catholyk, and greatlye his Servant. 

The Effecte of his Speeches to the Ws weete the Commandment he had 
from his Maſter to viſite him, the Offer of his Maſter to be diſpoſed by in all his

The King to the firſt, anſwered. the accoſtomed Compliments, for the laſt he 
ſayed he would with all Favour maintain the ancient Leagues made between 
Scotland and France, and that he would aſſiſte him in any juſt Cauſe with all 
the Help he could; that he. hoped the King would govern himſelf. ſo wyſely 
both at home and with his neereſt Neighbours; that theic ould haye Cauſe to 
be contented and ſatisfyed with him; that he thought ytt was his beſt to love his 
old Neighbours, and to truſt uppon the Aſſurrance of his old Allyes; that newe 
Frendes., weere, never ſureſt, and new Allyances weere commonly the fyckleſt; 
that he gave him the beſt Adviſe he kowlde, as to his Brother or his Sonne; that 
in Flowing of ytt he ſhould fynd bim a Father to him in Care, and a Brother i in 
good Will, and bydd him aſſure himſelf of ytt. 

_ The Lord Seton anſwered with great Thanks, and at that Tyme had no longer 

he with him, but he deſyreth againe Audience, ſome Day this Weeke. 
His whole Addrefle is to the Duke of Guiſe from the King his Maſter, from 


whoſe. Elhowe almoſt he never is; often at Diner and Soupper with: bim. The

that was openly under Coulor of the Agent's viſiting him, but theie had twyce A. D. 1583,

I have ſome Intelligence of his ſecret Commiſſions, but to be certen I will 
ſtaye the advertyſing your Honor tyll the next Diſpatche, for I think in the 
mean Tyme he ſhall have againe Audience of the King; yff he have, I ſhall 


be certenner of his Charge after he hath delivered to the King then now, for he- 


bath no Want of good Counſell, and theire Matters be kept verie ſecret amonge 
them. 
Theire is a Determination that he ſhall remayne here Leager for the King of 
Scotts; and yff he doe, the King is determyned to ſend one Leager into Scotland. 
Yt was a Thing eyther determyned afore he came hether, or elſe a Counſell of the 
Duke of Guiſe, by whom he is directed in all his Actions ſence he came hether, 
that he ſhould remayne heer, therby to give the King Coulor better to ſend a 
Leager into Scotland, whom theie mean as neere as theie kan to have at theire De- 
votion to favour all theire good Enterpryſes all the Wayes that may be. 

Duke TJoyeuye goeth ſhortlye abowte his Circuit along the Sea Coaſt, I ſhall be 
fayne to have a Man to wayte uppon him. 

Don Antonio's Folke be departed this Weeke to imbarke ; theire goeth for him 
800 French Souldiers, and 130 Portingalls, with fyve Shippes ; ; theire arc other 
Shippes a Rigging, but no great Number ; what theire Intent is I ſhall ſhortly be 
advertyſed, and then your Honor ſhall knowe. 

I ſpake the laſt Day with Don Antonio, who told me that Neceſſitie had no 
Law, and therefore he was conſtrayned to have any Waye or Meanes to do ſom- 
whatt to imploy ſuch as he kowlde gett, and that thoughe he did not look, that, 
thonghe a Portingall of his was in Name the Chyfe of this Enterpryſe, but that 
yff any good weere don, the French wolde be the Maſters, being the greater Nom- 
ber; yet he was determyned to do the King of Spaine ſome harme, rather then 
no harme, and to ſeeke to gett half a Lofe, rather then to have no Bread. 

Warres, and feare of Warres, are very hott heere, and great Preparations made 
for them, generally all Men are in Feare of the Preparations ; and the King de- 
lyvereth to diverſe Perſons ſo diverſe Cauſes of ytt, that generally all Men ftand in 
Awe of ytt, ſavyng three or fowre of the Cabinet, as the two Minions, Villeroy, 
Retz, and Chinerny; the reſt ſtand at the Gaſe. 

The Houle of Guiſe and Nevers weere aſked ſuch a Queſtion laſt Daye uppon 
a ſudden at the King's Hands, as they both remained amaſed ; the one of them 
could never be gotten to anſwere. any Thing ; the other, viz. Nevers, uppon 
mutche preſſinge, anſweered to the Queſtion, which was this. 

He ſayd he had Advertyſment from Venis, That ſome of the Chyfe of that 
State had conſpired againe the State, and for the Change of the Goverment ; that 
the Senat had ſent to him to aſk his Adviſe what Courſe theie weere beſt for the 
Suretye of theire State to take in ytt, and therefore he aſked Counſell of them 
what Adviſe he had beſt give them; Nevers anſwered, that ſeeing ytt was his 
Pleaſure he ſhould ſpeak his Adviſe, he thought ytt was beſt for them, firſt to 
inquire diligentlye, whether the Matters ſurmyſed againſt them weere trewe, for 
feare that beleevinge an untrewe Reporte, theie mought not bring them that weere 
honeſt in Suſpition, and afterwards being trulye known, ytt was a Caſe diſputable, 
Whether Rigor of Juſtice, or a gentell Admonition firſt, weere the better Waye, 
with the [eſt Harm to the State,

The Shippe that brought him, as I am advertyſed, is ſtyll at New Haven, and 
the poore Maſter of the Shippe heere daylye Weepinge, whom he will not per- 
mitt to retourne ; and yett he himſelf is ſo needy, that being not able to give the 
poore Man anye Thing, he 1s forced to feede his Men to laye every Fortnight one 
of his Peeces of Ordinance to Gage, 

I have alſo written to her Majeſty of the Duke of Eſpernon's Voiage into Gaſ- 
cony, and of the Conceates that he had of ytt diverſlye, and which of them I fynd

SIR, 


H AVYNGE receaved your firſt Diſpatche by Mr. 7/odford, Taſked Audience, 
as I writt to your Honor in my laſt, but I kowld have none tyll Yeſterdaye, 
the King having beene at Boys de Vincennes, and not come owte thence of a 


good while, where being, no Bodie duſt come at him. In the meane Tyme re- 


ceaved another Pacquet by and a Letter by Naron that was in Ingland, ſent 
by the Duke Toyeuſe, of the which I beganne to him firſt with the Queen's 
kind Offer of ſending him the Garter, which I declared with as manye Wordes 


of Kindneſs as I kowlde, the which he accepted with as great Thankfulneſs 


and Kindneſs as anie Thing I have ſeene, as by his Anſwer and Countenance ytt 
was eaſie to judge, with ſo manye Thanks to the Queen, as in Truthe I had rather 
leave the Judgment thereof to her Majeſtye, then I would trouble eyther your 
Honor with the Readinge, or the repeating of ytt to her Majeſtye, aſſuring 
withall, that him that ſhe ſhall ſend, he will honor with as mutche Honor and 
Courteſye, as her Majeſtye's great Courteſye to him hath deſerved. 

Next, according to your Direction, I declared to him as mutche as I receaved 
from you abowte Mauveſierès going into Scotland, the which he greatlye lyked

He added to me, as I heere no Waye elſe, that he loſt his Hedd, and that the 
King pourſued them that fledd to Barwyk Bownds, and took a great manye of 
them by the Waye, and honge them upp, which alſo J have hard no other Waye 
elſe. 

I fownde him ſo undiſcreete, that he could not but burſt owte againe the 
Lords his cankered Hart, callinge them Rebells and Traytors againe theire 
Prince, and that he mervelled. the 2 would receave anye ſuche into her

I towlde his good Lordſhip that he was verie —_ deceaved, that her Mas 
jeſtye was no Receaver of Rebells; that fyrſt, what this Action was, I was not 
advertyſed ; what was become of them, I knewe not ; whether the Cauſe of 
theire ſtyrring, if theire weere any, weere Rebellion againe the King, I dowbted ;

SIR, 


A afore Monſieur's Deathe I was (as I dyd often write to your Honor) of 
Opinion, that 4 Eſpernon's Commiſſion was limited by Monſieur's Lyfe or 
Death; ſo do I now certenlye beleeve, and I think durſt aſſure, that his Treatyes 
with the King of Navarr, and uppon that his Retourne to the King, will make 
us wyſe to looke into ſome Lyklyhood what Effectes good or bad Monſieur's 
Death will bring us. We fynd already heere' that great Practyſes are made, and 
great Counſells are kept daylye of the contrarye Partie, great outward Shew that 
theie meane ſomewhat, and great Deſiers perfectly ſeen eyther by ſpredding of 
falſe Bruites, or by underhand practyſyng ſome bad Matter to ſtyre ſome Diſ- 
ſention, coulered by a Beginninge of ſome of the Relligion. For theie have 
made a Bruite come heere, and that is come from Entragues, Governor of 
Orleans; that at Orleans theie of the Relligion had berayed the Place where theie 
put Holy Water; and that ſence this Death of Monſieur, whereas there was 
none that had beene heeretofore known Proteſtants, but weere contented to go to 
Maſs, and to profeſſe themſelves to be of another Relligion, theire was now fowr⸗ 
teen hundred to their Knowledge that openlie refuſed ytt. 

To the firſt ytt is certenly thought, that ytt is themſelves bave berayed the 
Holy Water, to laye ytt uppon them of the Relligion, and ſo to mak a Styre, and 
to bring at this Beginninge the King into a Feare and Dowte of them of the 


Relligion; the other is certenly proved, that i in Orleans theire is not $weave of the 


Towne that come to Sermons. 

They lykwyſe make another Bruite to come, that theie of Calteaneuf, by 
Orleans, at a Proceſſion pulled the Pix owte of the Prieſt's Hand, and trampled 
ytt under theire Feete, all which is founde to be falſe, and nothing but Bruites 
to animate the King; and no other Autor of theſe but Entragues, and His Fol- 
lowers, that be altogether Gui/ians in theire Hartes. 

Another ſpeciall Token that theie meane ſomethinge, is the Dake of Guiſe 
and the Cardinall Bouillon's never beinge one from another, whom theie mak the 
Aſſe to beare theire whole Burthen : And theie themſelves do ſeeke and haunte 
owte openly all Monſieur's Servants, to flatter them all theie kanne, and beſydes 
aſſiſte him and prompt him to do ytt, as ytt hath beene ſeene openly at twoe ſe- 
verall Tymes; the one at the Eande of the Buriall at St. Denis, where theic had 
nothing to do, but for that Purpoſe ; the other the laſt Daye after theie had ſa- 
| luted the Queen-Mother altogether, wn the Cardinall Bouillon and the 1

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8 D. 1884. of Guiſe, to prompte him, attended them again, of Purpoſe at the coming owte of 


the Queen's Chamber to flatter them again, all one after another; and I praye 
God theire have not woonne to many of them. 

Heſydes this, theie mak a cownterfitt Letter of the King of Navarr's, to come 
abowte to a Prince of Germany, wherein he writeth, That he prayeth him ſuſpend 
his Judgment of his taking his Wyfe, being a Thing of Conſtraint, and that cere 
ytt be long, be will provyde well ynoughe for ytt; and all to mak the Queen- 
Mother and the King come into a Hatred with him. 

I think newe Matter will come everie Daye, and ſome extraordinary Thing 
happen, which everie Body looketh for, and yett theye cannot judge ww ytt is 
lyk to be, 

I Eand ftyll, that Efpernon's Treatye and Retourne will mak us wyſe in manye 
Things. In the mean Tyme I and. ſince two or three Days after Monſicur's 
Death, and now, a great Alteration in Men's Faces and Countenances, and 
Speeches of the King of Navarr, and find, by his Folke, theie find the ſame 
Changes towards them; for at the firſt, everie Bodie had a Reſpect, a good 
Countenance, and Eye towardes them, now theie are changed in Statu quo prius, 
and receave again the ſame Countenances theie had before the Death; and theie 
that afore ſpeak and looked gentlie, doe nowe plainlye ſay, the King of Navarr 
can never be King withoute Change of Relligion, and look as bigge as theie were 
wont to doe. 

The Queen-Mother (God hould her) is the moſt venimed Woman again the 
Spaxiards that ever I hard of, for that ſhe thinketh that the Beginninge of her 
Sonne's Syckneſs hath begun by theſe Matters of the Lowe-Countryes. She 
fwereth by ſome ſmall Oths, that ſhe will be revenged, and for that Intent would 
faine animate her Sonne, but as yett he is not ſtyrred ; ſhe would faine goe lye 
uppon the Fronteeres herſelf, and have the King to graunte ſome Forces under 
Coulor of the Preſervation of ytt, but yett nothing is reſolved uppon, 

Theire is heere almoſt everie Day newe Changes, both of Counſell of theſe 
Matters, and for Things of ſmaller Importance, as removes, and ſuch lyk, 
wherein we have Alterations everie Day. 

Theire is a Bruite come Yeſterday that Cambray is inveſted, and that the 
Malecontents and Spaniards have ſpoyled a great Waye-in France abowte Per- 
ronne; I would to God theie had taken that, and two/or three Places more, for I 
am affrayde the King wille never have any Felynge tyll he be bitten by the But- 
tock, at the leaſte. 

Some Newes is come within theſe twoe Dayes, that the King of Spaine is dead, 


and that theie feede theire Humors heere withall for the Tyme. But he hath 
| beene ſo often dead, that I will never beleeve that he be dead tyll he be rotten ; 


yf that did happen, and at this Tyme, I think theire never came ſutche a Perrill 
to the Pope's Crowne. But ytt is to $009 to be true, or at the leſt to pleſinge for 
me to beleeve ytt.

To ſome, this retiring into Goverments, is very ſuſpitious ; other ſome will not 
beleeve that the King will ſuffer them to retire themſelves, and that he groweth ” 
verie miſtruſtfull and jelous of everie Bodie. Theire is a Speech, that eere ytt be 
long he wille retire himſelf into Loraine, and remayne as Lewis the XIth dyd at 
Pleſſis les Tours, and that he groweth verie miſtruſtfull of his owne Eſtate, and of 
everie Bodie; whether that be trewe or no, Time and his Manner of Proceed- 
ing muſt mak us wyſe.

She ſent to me the laſt Day verie kind Meſſage, and great Offer for my par- 
ticular, and withall requeſted me verie earneſtly to keepe her in her Majeſtie's 
Favour, which as ſhe had ever deſiered, ſo now dyd ſhe more defier then ever, as 
at a Tyme ſhe had moſt neede of ytt ; I beſeeche you, Sir, mak her Majeſty ac- 
quainted with this when you have Tyme, for I dare not write to her for troubling 
her. Itt weere, in my Opinion, good for her Majeſty to ſhewe great Kindnefle 
to her, and to uſe her while ſhe may ſerve her Tourne, for I think ſhe will not 
live long to doe ytt. 

Itt is thought all Princes will ſend expreſsly to condole with the King ſome 
Bodie of Purpoſe, and that theie will all make an Obſequie for him. I thought 
convenient to advertyſe your Honor of ytt, that her Majeſty knowinge of ytt, 
may be one of the firſt, or the firſt of all. 

This Newes of the Death of the King of Spaine is held of ſome to be trewe, 
and the more, becauſe I and others, that have Intelligence owte of the Houſe of 


Guiſe, do know, that theie be in a great Dompe at yt, WhOe are ordinarily well 
ypough advertyſed of Matters of Spaine.

After theie had longe tarried theire, at length Rolan was ſent to them to knowe 
by the King's Commandment the Cauſe of theire Cominge, and what theie 
brought, which was delivered to him. The Effect of the which was the ſame 
almoſt as theie had brought afore to Monſieur, abowte the delivering of Sluſe, 
Offend, and certen twoe or three other Places to him, and to acknowledge him 
Soveraigne of Flanders and Arteys, and ſome other ſmall Offer, which carryed as 
theie thought hecre but Name, and no Effet; which Bruland having receaved, 
brought ytt to the King in Poſt, who hath returned Anſwer to them in Effect no- 
thing, but that he thanked them for theire Good-will ; that he kowlde not nowe 
deale with them, yet bydd them be of good Corage, and God would helpe them; 
and ſo licenced them againe to departe. 

All this was a pretye while ſence advertyſed of, which cheried to littell Lyke- 
Iyhood that ether theie would ſo ſlytelye Offer, or that the King would ſo ſlytelye 


Anſwer ; and yett go abowte'to keepe ytt o ſecret as theie dyd, that I ko w Ide 
not beleeve anye Bodie that delivered anye of theſe Things unto me. 


Butt in Truthe the Eande of theire Offers, and the King's Acceptation of them, 
is no otherwiſe in Effect but this, and thereuppon weere lycenſed to have de- 
parted ; which, I think, theie had donne, yf the Arryvall Yeſterday of Monſieur 
Torſey's Brother, that was Governor to Monſieur Stroſey, had not ſtayed them, 
who, uppon this Deathe of the Prince of Orange, is diſpatched from the States 
with other further Commiſſion, who, paſſing by Rohan, ſtayed them; and De- 
prenneaux is come from thence with him, and gon this Afternoon to the Cowrte, 
and Torſey with them. 

He deſiered Torſey to come to me to excuſe him that he came not himſelf, be- 
ing a Thing that perchance at the Cowrte wowlde not be well thought on, to come 
to me afore he had been with the King; which indeed I do conceave to be neceſ- 
farie, but ſent me in ſhorte the Effe of his Commiſiian, which at his Retourne 
be fayeth he will more at large declare to me. Which is an Offer to the King a 
great deale* more ample to putt themſelves into his Protection whollye, and for 
Suretyes he will helpe them, to put into his Choyſe almoſt what Townes he will 
putt Garriſons into; which, in the meane Tyme, I thought good to advertyſe 
your Honor of in Tyme to knowe her Majeſtye's Pleaſure howe ſhe lyketh of this 
: ee Offer of theires, and to receave Directions howe to govern myſelf in that 
Matter. | ; 
If I fee ytt goe forwardes, I will be à vetie warye Watcher of the Manner of 


Proceedinge from Tyme to Tyme, - and adyertyſe you alſo from , Tyme to Tyme of 
the Occurrents that fall owte. 


This Manner of delinge of 11150 $ Brother with me, as I had good Cauſe to 
ke of ytt, fo had I but bad Cauſe to lyke of them that weere heere before, who * 
3 never «Seat to have Conference with me; and when theie weere ſowght uppon, 12 5 
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D. 584 and. by others perſwaded to yt, as 2. Thinge for their own. good, verie neceſſarie 
| for them to have Intelligepce with the Queen's Majeſtye s Miniſters in all Places, 


theie refuſed ytt, and chewing to be angrye at the Motion, ſayd, Theie knew 


Well ynoughe what theie had to doe, eſpeciallye Caron, who was long heere; 


which afore now I woulde not adyertyſe your Honor of, becauſe I would have 
feene whether theie woulde better, at length, have remembred themſelves; nor 
nowe that I doe advertyſe you of ytt, becauſe ytt is a Truthe, I do not thinke 
neceſſarie (under Correction) 1 her Majeſtye ſhould knowe ytt, who mought 
perchance not take ytt well at theire Hands.

Don Antonio ſent to ſpeak with me the laſt Daye in 28 haſt; ' wheere de- 
claring the Affection he had to her Majeſtye, declared to me a verie certen Adver- 
tyſement he had from a verie good Place, and beſydes owte of the Spaniſoe 
Agent's Houſe, that the ſame Practyſe that hath been executed uppon the Prince

HE Abſence of the Queen-Mother and all others, heere being no Bodie 
left, maketh that I have no great Matter to write to your Honor of at this 


Tyme, but onlye ſuch Waye as the Kocwlodge of our Humors F Om h 


Matter to write of. 
And firſt to beginne at the Hedde, we all toodel, "mn at gaze, looking for 


| ſome great Matter to come of this ſo haſtie Journey to Lions, and thought that 


having left ſo great Cauſes behind bim, and flying in ſuch haſt thither, Men weere 
of Opinion that ſome great Matter had been the Cauſe, but as farr as Men can 
fynde, Parturierunt muntes; for in Truth theire hath been nothing but Daunſing, 
Bancquettinge from one Houſe and Company to another, Brauderie in Apparell, 
Gluttening lyk the Sonne; onelye one Thing is donne to make Men to lyk att, 
and perchance ytt is a Thiog of Purpoſe: donne, to mak Men's Mynds occupied 
that theire is ſome great Matter in Hand, Which is, that uppon the Duke of 
Seveye s ſending the Prince of Genereys to the King to Lions (he himſelf remayn- 
ing ſtyll at banken) the King hath ſent the Duke Joyeuſe to him; which

As unhappy as the poore People is to have ſutche a King (who theie ſay ſeek- 
eth nothing but to impoveriſh them, and to inriche a Couple) and that careth 
not what cometh after his Death, fo that he may rove on whileſt he liveth, and 
that careth neyther for doinge his own Eftate good, nor his Neighbours State 
harme. So, in my Opinion, ſeeing we kanne not be ſo happye to have a King to 
concurre with us to do anie good, yet are we happy to have one that his Humor 
ſerveth him not to concurre with others to do us harme ; and I beſeech you, Sir, 
that ſeeing no 'Waye can be founde as yett to mak him look into his Eftate to do

6 as Suddenneſs and Strangneſs of the Newes that I ſend you, with the Im- 
portance that the Conſequence therof may bringe, is the Cauſe of my Diſ- 
patche of this Bearer, 
I writt to your Honor afore, that the Duke of Savoye was paſſed the Mounte, 
' and come to Chamberry, which in Truth is nowe knowen to be one of the chiefeſt 
Cauſes of the King's Voiage to Lions, to have ſpoken with him, and to have made 
the Marriage between him and the Prince of Lorrain, thinking the eaſter to have 
brought it to paſs, becauſe that the Duke of Savoye was ſomewhat offended at the 
King of Spaine's lingring with him, and the Duke of Savoye himſelf made ſhew 
of ytt; but as ytt falleth owte, ytt appeareth ytt was but to make the King of 
Spaine come of the better, which indeed, by the Duke of Savoye's cunninge Uſage 
of the Matter, he hath brought to paſſe, 
For to bring the King of Spaine in Feare of his allying himſelf heere, he firſt 
gave owte his Jorney a this Syde the Mounte, and afore his Departure, he re- 
moved owt of his Garriſons all them that weere affected to Spaine, and left behind 


him, as disfavored in a Manner, all them abowte him that weere Spamſhe, and 


brought with him, when he paſſed the Mounte, none but ſuch as weere knowne 
to be affected to France. The King of Spaine's Imbaſſador theire ſeeing this, dyd 
preſentlye diſpatch to his Maſter, who, fearing an Allyance at this Tyme with 
France, ſent Commiſſion preſently to his Imbaſſador to conclude the Mariage be- 
| tween his ſecond Daughter and the Duke, which with all Expedition was don, 
and the Articles of both Sydes agreed uppon, ſigned, and ſealed. 

The Duke of Savoye heruppon ſendeth to the King to Lions the Prince of 
 Generroys, the Duke of Nemour's Sonne, by this Wyfe, and with him his Baſtard 
Brother, who who weere gretly accomanyed to offer his Dutye and Service to the 
King with the greateſt Humility that mought be, and weere there at the cominge 
by the King greatly intertayned and made of; they never ſpak of this Matter, 
which was a concluding at the ſame Inſtant theie came to the King.

therefore deſired to be excuſed for his not cominge, aſſuringe him that he would 
remayne the King's moſt humble Servant in any Thinge that he mought, 
This Anſwer being brought to the King by the Duke of Joyeuſe, he ſtormed 
greatly at ytt, and preſently came from Lions, and is in a great Dampe at the 
Suddenneſs of ytt, and miſlyketh wholye of ytt: Some that will judge Prince's 
Actions, according unto Reaſon, doe think that the King, ſeeing the Conſequence 
of ytt, wille and doeth think better of ytt then he doeth make ſhewe, and that he 
wille provide for ytt; but for my Part, I have ſeene Matters of ſo great Im- 
portance neglected heere, that I think this maye and wille ſcape amonge the reſt 
negligentlye ynough conſidered. 

He that I writt to you about the laſt Daye that came from the States, is a Frenche 
Captaine, one Preaux, who is ſent from them of St. Andrew's to declare to the 
King how franklye theie offer themſelves to him, and, that thoughe others leſs 
affected then theie conſult what theie have to do, and theruppon there is ſome 
ſtaye, theie beſeeche the King that theie may not in the meane Tyme be loſte 
for Lack of Helpe, and ytt will pleaſe him to ſend them ſome in the mean Tyme, 
eyther in his own Name, his Mother's, or in whoſe.

ſo many Yorns every where in the Fier. 

More Newes is come a owt of Spaine, that whereas the king had once 
for his Helthe taken his Reſolution, as followinge the Phiſitians Advice for his 
Helthe Sak, to give over his extreeme Paine he took in Affaires, he hath nowe 
reſolved to continue his old Cowrſe ſtill, and venter himſelf to God's wille, rather 
then to abandon his old Coyyrſe. 

Vtt is for certen heere ſayed, that the King of Spaine doeth preſentlye marrye 


the Dowger of France, and that the Emperour marieth his other Daughter ; and 


ytt is thought yf the King of Spaine marrye, he will not live an Yeare to an End. 
Whenſoever the Mariage be, I woulde to God the Effecte weere true; for yff ytt 
be not by ſome ſuch handy Work of God, I am affrayd Thinges will not go lo 
well as I woold wyſhe.

ENCE the ſealinge upp of my Letters, I receaved a Pacquet from your Ho- 
8 nor by a Servant of my Lord of Warwick's, for the ſurpryſed Letter of 


Morgan's in Cyfer, which you ſent; I wille doe according to your Direction, and 
by the next you ſhall heere what may be pycked owte of ytt. 

For that which you write that by Letters from hence theire ſhould be con- 
ceved ſome Suſpicion of ſome Meyning to wrangle with Spayne, by Taifis laſt 
cominge to me, and by Opinion, that afore he had divefſe Conferences with me, 
as alſo of his cominge into England, that the Pringe of Parma hath ſent, 
trulye I marvel] much at ytt, and I doe not think theire is any ſuche conceate. 
For as for her Majeſty's deling with him the Prince of Parma hath ſent, I kanne 
aſſure you theie are advertyſed heere, that her Majeſty would not heere him; and 
that ſhe appointed him to deliver his Meſſage (yf he would) to my Lord of Leſter 
and your Honor, or elſe not at all, which he hath refuſed to doe. |

but ſeeing nothing cometh which I thinke to be the Truth, I thought ytt neceſ- 
farie not to ſtaye anye longer withowte Writinge. 

Some badd diſpoſed People have made divers Brutes to be ſcattered abroad 
heere, of a great Sturre in Ingland, of hard delinge to impriſoninge all Papiſts, 
and confiſcatyng theire Goods; that the Queen of Scotts ſhould be dead, and 


that the King her Sonne ſhould have mervelouſlye eſcaped a great Plot layed 


againſt him, to the great Danger of his Parſon ; and this is ſo common, as divers 
bothe of my Frendes beinge ſorrye for, and others of good Qualitie not ſo well 
affected being deſierous, as 1 think, to be aſſured of ytt, have often Tymes, and 


divers 
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divers of them this Week, ſent to me to knowe the Truthe of ytt; I anſwer A. D. 1584. 
them, as ytt is a Truthe, but all of them doe not beleeve me, that I have not 
harde a greate while owt of Ingland, but with Aſſurance, that theſe Reportes are 
not true.

It may pleaſe your MajzsTy, 


N oT long ſithence it was my happe to be with the Spaniſbe Embaſſador, 
who fell into talke of yowr Majeſty's Sonne, and marvelled moch at the 
Cowrlſe that he did followe in taking the Supremacy of the Churche, in refuſing 
Conference with Catholikes, and in treating with the Queen of England, which 
he ſayd was a manifeſt Signe of his Reſolution to remayne a Proteſtant. And 


that adding thereunto his Coldneſſe of the making of an Aſſociation with your 


Majeſty, did confirme, as it were, in him ſmall Hope of any good to be done by 
his Meane; I anſwered, that faving his Correction, I was of a contrarye Minde, 
that ſome Things, which he did interprete agaynſt him as Tokens of Diipayre, 
were to me by probable Reaſons manifeſt Signes of Comforte. For Firſt, The 
taking of the Supremacye upon him and other. Actions of his beſides mani- 
feſtlye declare the great Diſlike he hath of the Miniſters, in ſeking to abridge 
them of theyr Authoritye and Creditt, which I ſayd way a verye good Degree to 
come to knowe the Truth, by declining from the Evill, which, being once 
knowen to him, he might the caſelier diſpoſe the Supremacye, being in his owne 
Handes, to the Perſon it was due, rather then when it was at the Diſpoſition of ſo 
manye. For the Second, Which was for not conferring with Catholikes, I ſayd 
he was not ſo much to be blamed, conſydring the dangerous State he ſtode in not 
having any about him of his owne Nation that was to be truſted, or of ſufficient 
Learning to talke with him, on leſſe it were ſome Jeſuite or Preſte, who, if it 
ſholde be diſcovered, had once Conference with him, were enough to procure 
ſome trayterows Acte agaynſt his Perſon. And for mine owne Parte, conſydring 
what open Favor he ſhewed to Catholikes in ſuffryng many to live there with 
Savetye, what great Diſlike he ſhewed to the Miniſters in driving ſome of them 
out of the -Contrye,. and the ſmall Relefe he hath of forren Princes, I marvelled 
how his Majeſty eſcaped Danger; and that I onlye imputed the Cawſe thereof to 
God's Goodneſſe, rather then any Thinge els. And further I ſayd, that for the 
accompliſhing of this Poynt to good Effect, there was no Way ſo mete as that 
ſome Bodye of Marke, Learning, and Humors fit for his Majeſty were ſent from 
the Duke of Guiſe to treate with him of, ſome T hinges concerning the Com-

ment of that Accident to Frendes unto us; wheruppon my Lord of Glaſgo and 
others ſollicited the Kinge erneſtlye for me, leſt I ſhold be delivered into Eng- 
land, whieh was ſo erneſtlye ut for. Thowgh for that Time the Erle of 
Darbye departed without me, yet to ſatisfye the Importunacye of them of Eng- 
land, I was removed from the Place where I was put impriſoned, to the Baſtile, the 


beiße ſame Day that the Erle of Darbye departed towardes England; and in the 


Baſile have I bene cloſe Priſoner ever ſithence, and fo remayne well contented 
with whatſoever it ſhall pleaſed God to lay upon me. And now I heare Made is 
rpc fe Embaſſador from her of England, to thanke this K inge for his 
gagayn Tm me in Fayor of her, and to entreate this Kinge to deliver me into 
Sa which 1 thinke-cannot be done with the Honor of this Realme, wherof 
Þdoubte' not but the Kinge will have due Regarde, But hitherto the Matter is 


in Delibaration, and not concluded and if it be, I hope it be rather in Favor of 
my: Cauſo, then agaynſt it. I hear by Charles Pagett and Throgmorten that my

ſeche your Majeſty moſt humblye by yowr next Letters to thanke him, although A. D. 1585. 
the Cauſe of God and Service of yowr Majeſty, and the Preſervation of my Life TC Meta 


and Conſervation of the Quiet State of others, worthy to be reſpected, required L 
his Labors and Endevors in this Caſe of mine, wheruppon ſomewhat dependeth. hoy 
This Troble cometh to me in a ſtrange Contrye, and at ſoch a Time as I am un- 
provided to beare the Burden and Charge annexed to the ſame, not knowing of 
any Support that I ſhall recover of any living, yowrſelfe excepted, as my Re- 
fuge under God in all Fortunes: And to God I have reſigned this Cauſe, and my 
Life, and Death, with that Confidence alſo, that he will of his Mercye diſpoſe of 
my Life to his Glorye and my Comfort. And I take no Diſcoragement in this 
State, but rather Pacience : But ſo farre forth, as I remember that my Captivitye 
or Death may be any Decay to yowr Service, 10 am I indede trobled ; which con- 
ceate, I beſeeche yowr Majeſty humblye, to holde of me living, or departing 
owt of this Life. For I ſhall live and dye yowr Majeſty's faythfull and loyall 
Servant: And if I erred in yowr Service, of a zealous Affection to yowr Service, 
apprehending depelye (God is my Witneſſe) yowr long Captivitye, which goeth 
not to ſo many Hartes as I wold it did, I beſeeche yowr Majeſty .to forgive me, 
and in the reſt of the Dayes I have to live to conſerve me in yowr good Grace, 
and in the good Grace of all yowrs, and to Charge my Lord of Glaſgo, and ſoch 
as ſhall have Charge under yowr Majeſty, to yelde me that Honor and Comfort 
in this Captivitye, or wherſoever I be, that I may heare of yowr Majeſty's State, 
which I truſt to God ſhall never be unprofitable to yowr Majeſty, whome I ſhall 
ſerve whilſt I live, and Honor with the Effuſion of my Blood, if it be the Lott of 
Life to me aſſigned by God. 

There was taken in my Lodging, when I was zpprchenited, 6000 Crowns, of the 
Proviſion of the Lord Paget ſent to him owt of England ſithence his Departure 
oute of that Realme, which he left with me to be tranſported to his Service, 
whereſover he ſhold happen to be. All thoſe Crownes, and ſome few of mine 
owne, and whatſoever I had beſides, be ſeaſed to the Kinge's Uſe, and ſo yet re- 
mayne; and they of England mayntayne, that the ſayd Crownes were ſent to 
me oute of Spayne to do ill Offices. But God, and my Conſcience, and others 
dan Witneſſe the contrarye, which is alredye here proved to the Diſhonor of them 
of England, which wreſte Thinges ever to the worſt Sence, the ſerving of theyr 
Purpoſe. 
>. Having to do with many of diverſe cone and therebye dalye Letters and 
Intelligence, I cold not choſe but have ſome Papers in my Lodging, which I wold 
be loth (hold come into the Handes of Adverſaryes ; yet, as I ſayd before, there 
were no Papers concerning yowr Majeſty, or from yow, one little Cifar excepted, 
which came to me from Sir Francis Englefeld out of Spayne the ſame Night that 
I was apprehended, and one Packett of Letters in Blanke, which I had made 
longe ſithence prepared to be addreſſed to Germin Ireton, wherein is contayned no 
Matter wherof yow nede to care, which I tell yowr Majeſty to put yow out of 
Doute, and that yow be not terrified with the Bragges of the Adverſaryes, al- 
though I hope they nor any of the reſt ſhall come to theyr Handes to be ſur- 
vayed, and for the preſent they remayne in the Handes of Monſieur Pinart, who 
hath uſed ſome Grace towardes me, by ſecret. permitting of the ſayd Throgmorton 
to repayre to me ſometimes in this Captivitye, wherbye I was moch releved, and ſa⸗ 
tisfyed in many Pointes which cloſe Priſonners want here. ; 

Charles Paget and Throgmorton do labor erneſtlye for me, bein g theyr 
. as yow know. It ſhall be a Comfort to me, if yow lett both them * 
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A. D. 1585. that theyr dealing with me at this Time is gratefull to yowr Majeſty ; and many 
7 more of the Engliſh here be redye to adventure theyr Lives to releve me out of 
Letter to the this Captivitye, I thanke them, and do minde to reſiſte my going into England,

and Service, the Gentleman being well qualified, and like to be a profitable Servant 


onleſſe the King ſend a ſpeciall Garde for the Purpoſe, which I truſt his Majeſty 
will-never doe. Yet it is good to prevent the worſt, and hope the beſt, as I doe, 


concluding that to be beſt for me that it ſhall pleaſe God to lay uppon me ; yet 


this troble cometh in this Time of Diffidence betweene this King and yowr Ma- 
jeſty's Parentes, and theys Confederates in the League accorded among them, 
whereof I dowt not but yow ſhall heare amplye by my Lord of Gig, and others 
at Libertye. | | my 

The Queen-Mother went on eight Dayes paſt to Monſieur de Guiſe, who is at 
Chalons, to ſee if Thinges may be accorded betwene the King and them, and the 
reſt, and uppon Monday laſt I perſeave that that Queen ſpake with Monſieur de 
Guiſe, but how they agree I truſt yow ſhall heare otherwiſe better then by me. 
I will conſyder, as dulye as I can, that my Captivitye or Death do not hinder 
any Service of yowr Majeſty by me continued in Times paſt, and, as long as I 
live, I ſhall be carefull of yowr Majeſty's Eſtate, and do my beſt for the Ad- 
vancement of yowr Service. Now that Gray hath, I heare, diſhonorablye ac- 
quited- himſelfe of yowr Majeſty's Service, there be ſome Inſtrumentes that lay to 
me, that I procured his Credit here, and with yowr Majeſty he was commended 
out of Scotland by Father Holt to ſome others of that Societye here, who gave 
him all the Credit they cold to the Duke of Guiſe; and my Lorde of Glaſgo en- 
tertayned Gray with great Reſpect of him, and all Matters were to him imparted, 


God is my Witneſſe, never by me, but he colde tell me many Particulars, which 


when I harde, I was ſorrye to heare that the ſame were ſo diſperſed ; and thereof I 
advertiſed yowr Majeſty, teſtifying the Devotion he ſhewed to have to yowr Ma- 
jeſty's Service. And indede I thowght that a Gentleman of his Qualitye and 
Relligion cold never ſo ingratefullye and undutifully forget himſelfe towardes his 
Soverayne Ladye and Miſtrefle ; and ſo I hope yowr Majeſty will not impute to 
me anye blame for his lewde Parts, whereof he ſhall heare at my Handes if I live 
to ſpeake with him. 

Fulgeam is here for his Penſion, Yow know that Francis Throgmorton and he 
were familiar, and the ſame Courſe he kepeth with his Brother Thomas that is 
here, who is a good one. The ſayd Thomas Throgmorton repayring to me in this 
Captivitye, ſignified unto me full modeſtlye and diſcretelye, that Fulgeam had ſig- 
nified unto him that he had a Pention of yowr Majeſty, for which Cauſe he was 
come hither at this Time, Fulgeam committing Error by revealing any Thinge to 
Thomas Throgmorton. For thowgh he can retayne Secrecye, and uſe Diſcretion, 
and ſo wille, ſpeciallye where the Matter concerneth yowr Majeſty ; yet by this 
revealing of Thinges one to another in this Diſtreſſe and Baniſhement of owrs, 
whereunto many Croſſes be annexed, Thomas Throgmorton ſeing yowr Liberalitye 
to all that have engaged themſelves, may preſume ſo moch of yowr Honor and 
Goodneſſe, as that it will pleaſe yowr Majeſty to have ſome gracious Conſyderation 
of him utterlye ſpoyled by the Fall of Francis Throgmorton : By my Knowledg of 
the Devotion of that Familye towardes yowr Majeſty, and by Conſyderation of 
theyr preſent State ſo ſpoyled and maliced by the State now regnant, I am of 
verye Conſcience and Dutye moved to beſeche yowr Majeſty humblye uppon my 
Knees, that it will pleaſe yowr Majeſty to eſtabliſh ſome Order for ſome yearelye 
Proviſion. to Thomas Throgmorton, whereof yowr Majeſty ſhall have both Honor

firme that Conceipt of theyres by yelding ſome preſent Support to Thomas Throg- 
morton, and ſome yearelye Penſion for the Time to come, which I aſſure mſelfe 
yowr Majeſty ſhall finde well beſtowed p and this Favor at yowr Majeſty's 
Handes ſhall reſtrayne me from troubling yowr Majeſty in the like Caſe hereafter. 
I beſeeche yowr Majeſty retorne yowr Pleaſure for Anſwer herein with the firſt

in Favor of the ſayd Throgmorton. I do thus remember yowr Majeſty, becauſe I 
know not what ſhall become of me in ſoch a broyling Time as this is, and when 
as the Queen of England hath more Credit here then ſhe deſerveth, or ever will 
be for the Commoditye of this Realme. | 

My Lord of Glaſgo viſited the Earle of Darbye, and found him courteous, as 
of his Nature I hold him not malicious, thowgh caried away to ſerve the Appe- 
tite of them of England. | 


I underſtand that Sir Amyas Poulet is appoynted to wayte uppon yowr Majeſty. 
He is a Gentleman of an honorable Familye, a Puritane in Relligion, and very 
ambitious, of which Humor yow may take holde. He is courteous, and I hope 
will know his Dutye towards yowr Majeſty ; but he will be verye curious and 
watchfull abowt yowr Majeſty, and yowr People, and reſpecteth Secretarye 
Walfngham above all the reſt of the Men in the Service of that State, and I beleve 
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do holde me one of the beſt Witneſſes they have of theyr Devotion and Service to- F

Walfingham was the Procurer of him to that Charge. The ſayd Poulet was, 


within this Twelvemonth, farre out of liking with Leycefter, and I pray God the 
Matter be not altered betwene them; the ſayd Poulet is Gouernor of the Ile of 
Gerſey, belonging to that Crowne, which is worth to him a thowſand Powndes 
by Yeare at leſt. The Hope he may conceave of yowr Majeſty's Favor towardes 
him and his Houſe, and that they may continue in that Charge, and receave ſome 
Advancement otherwiſe, may bringe him with Time to be carefull and tender of 
yowr Majeſty, farre contrarye to the Expectation that is conceaved of him. 
They that ſerve that State deſite nothing els but Commoditye preſent and Ad- 
vancement, which yowr Majeſty may aſſure him, and make him and his Houſe 
for his Service another Manner of Aſſurance of the ſayd Iland, then ever was 
given to Subject of that Realme of a Thing of like State and Nature. For yow 
may give him the ſayd Iland for manye Yeares, or in Fee, if he deſerve it, where 


he hath the ſame at this Time but for Terme of Life to himſelf and his Sonne at 


the moſt. He may diſpende in Landes of his owne one thowſand Powndes b 
| Yeare, his Sonne and Heyre is maried to the Dowghter of the Lord Norris, a 
Proteſtant, and out with Leycefter, onleſſe they be latelye reconciled. The Wie 
of the ſayd Poulet is a playne Gentle woman, and was the Dowghter and Heyre 
of Mr. Anthonye Harvye, a Catholike Gentleman of the Weſt Contrye of Eng- 
land: But he is dead a good while fithence, whereof I am the more ſorrye, as 
the Caſe now falleth out; and the Wife of the ſayd Poulet was a Catholike during 
her Father's Life, but her Huſband hath altered her fince, but not ſo farre, by 
there muſt remayne in her ſome of the good Inſtructions and Examples of her 
Father. I do thinke of all the Means I can to find out amongſt Poulet his Frendes 


and Followers ſome to ſerve yowr Turn, which God will ſend yow, There is 


one 
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A. D. 1585. one Hot man, a Frenchman, that moch hanteth the ſayd Poulet, whoſe Children he

browght upp both here and in England. The ſayd Hotman is a great Hugoenot, 


Letter of the and moch addicted to Leycefter, as farre as I perceave: The fayd Hotman is a 
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Kinſman to Hofman that ſerveth yowr Majeſty in yowr Cownſell here, whereof, 
uppon theſe Occaſions, I will give Inſtructions to my Lord of Glaſgo to deale 
with olde Hofman, and to ſee wether the other may be made an honeſt Man, 
and an Inſtrument to ſerve 5 Majeſty, which he n do without all 
Suſpicion. 

Having written thus Girts, I perceave Wade hath gotten Audience of the Kinge, 
and was marvelows erneſt to have me delivered into England, which the Kinge 
wold not grawntthem. But Wade and the Lidger Embaſſador do ſtill proſecute the 
Matter with gratefull Offers of Pleaſure and Aſſiſtance of two Millions of Golde 
to this Kinge, to make the Warres in Flanders, and agaynſt Monſieur de Guiſe 
and his Adherents; ; ſo as I remayne but in a tickle State here. But the beſt is, I 
have committed myſelfe to the Providence of God, and for that this rude Writ- 
ing of mine in haſt may peradventure be the laſt that yowr Majeſty ſhall have of 
me, I ſhall uppon my Knees moſt humblye deſire yowr Majeſty firſt, whatſoever 
become of me, to conſerve with yowrſelf a gracious Memorye of me for the De- 
votion I have borne to yowr Service, which, God is my Witneſſe, bath bene ever 
ſincere. and faythfull. And if I ever committed any Error, which never pro- 
ceded of Malice or Negligence, I beſeche yowr Majeſty in like Manner to pardon 
me. If it be my Lott to be tranſported into England, there to ſuffer Death for 
that, I hope well in God yowr Majeſty ſhall live with Joy-and Honor, and ſee a 
better Worlde in England. I ſhall moſt humblye beſeche yowr Majeſty to caule 
two Maſſes to be ſayd for ever for my Soule everye Day in Powle's Churche in 
London, by the Adviſe of my Lord Paget, Docter Lewes, Doctor Allen, Charles 
Paget, Charles Arundell, Thomas Throgmorton, Richard Gilford, and Godfrey Ful- 
jambe, which be my Frendes in this Baniſhement. I ſhall deſire alſo yowr Ma- 
jeſty for the longe Conjunction and Amitye I have had with many Perſonages, to 
whome I deſire to leave ſome Memorye of my Good-will towardes them all, that 
it may pleaſe yowr Majeſty to give to everye of the Perſonages here named ſome 
Jewell to remayne with them in Memorye of me. And whereas I wrote unto 
yow that I had taken to the Uſe, in my ſayd Letters mentioned, 500 Crowns of the 
Goodes of Thomas Somerſett, I ſhall deſire yowr Majeſty to repaye the ſame to 
him, and to doe the like, if I ſhall be forced, as I am ſure I ſhall in this Capti- 
vitye, to take upp ſome Monye here for the Service of my Neceſlitye, wherof [I 
ſhall have nede, of the Biſhop of Glaſgo, Charles Paget, and Thomas Throg- 
morton. I recommende to yowr Majeſty my poore Familye and two Brethrene of 
mine, the one named Henrye, who hath lovinglye remembred me in this Baniſh- 
.ment; my other Brother is a Man of the Churche, and prayeth for yowr Ma- 
jeſty whereſoever he be. Rowland Morgan, Thomas Morgan, Edward Morgan, 
Edmond Morgan, Rice Morgan, and Thomas Lewes, be the Gentlemen of my 
Name and Blood, which I recommende unto yowr Majeſty, being all well placed 
in theyr Contry, and I hope will ſome Time ſerve yowr Majeſty. I pray yow 
give ſomewhat to the Poore to pray for me; I recommende to yowr Majeſty 
Francis Throgmorton's Wife and his onelye Childe, and Thomas Throgmorton and 
his onelye Brother, de Courcelles, and one Hubert, a Brother-in-law of the ſayd 
'Courcelles,, dwelling in this Towne, having merited well of me in the Service of 
yowr Majeſty ; wherfore I pray yowr Majeſty to gratifye the ſayd Hubert with 


ſomething to Us Value of a hundred Crownes; and as for Courcelles, 1 truſt yow 
have 
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have him in Recommendation, and Arnault and Paſguier. Some of Arnault's A. D. 1589. 
Frendes by his Meanes be in this Time tender of my Caſe and State, as many of bong 
good Perſonages elſe be (God rewarde them) and murmure that I ſhold be Letter to the 
Priſoner at the Inſtance of her of England, by whoſe Life and Raygne this no- g. 


ble Realme hath been pityfullye embroyled and infected with Hereſye, and the 
Cauſe of the Death of many notable Princes, and ſpilling of moch innocent 
Blood here and elſwhere, whereof God give her Grace to repent. 

Albeit this Cifar were taken as I told yow ; yet there was no mention in my 
Letter that it was for yowr Majeſty, and whenſoever I ſhalbe thereof examined, 
I will alledge that the ſame was for ſome other. There is a diſcrete Ladye, called 
the Ladye Pope, who was maried to the foreſayd Poulet his Father. She is a 
Catholike, by whoſe Meanes it may be that yow ſhall draw ſome Service of 
Poulet, and ſome of his. Becauſe I may not in this State practike with the ſayd 
Ladye, I have remembred her and ſome other Inſtruments to Charles Paget, and 
withed him to deale with them for yowr better Service ; wherto I have put my 
helping Hande, being verye ſorrye that the Force of my Captivitye or Death 
ſhold decay yowr Service any way, for the which I will provide as well as my 
Caſe and State will beare. 

If this Kinge and his Mother doe ſtay me here, and not ſende me to England, 
as I truſt they will not, I thinke it ſhall not be amiſſe that yowr Majeſty cauſe 
yowr Embaſlador to thanke them in yowr Name, as he hath alredye alledged to 
the Kinge and others that I am yowr Servant, as I am to the Death. But this 
Poynt I leave to yowr Majeſty's Wiſedome, praying yowr Majeſty alſo to write to 
yowr Embaſſador, and to the Duke of Guiſe, that during this Captivitye I may 
not want Neceſſaryes for my Furniture, wherein (God willing) I will be fownde 
as profitable as may be. 

It ſholde ſeme to me that all the Noblemen and Gentlemen of the North Part 
of England, from London to Barwicke, do receave a great Checke, in that the 
Queen went to the Weſt Parte of the Realme to picke owt Poulet to attende 
uppon yowr Majeſty, and colde not finde any of the Nobilitye and Gentlemen 
betwene London and Barwicke to take that Charge ; and as it is a Checke to all 
the Northe Partes as I wold have them to take it, fo it is alſo a great Argument 
of the Diffidence which the State hath of the North Partes, thowgh it be to 
yowr Honor, as I have alledged and written as fone as I harde of the Reſo- 
lution that Poulet ſhold wayte uppon yowr Majeſty, I thinke it ſhall not be 
amiſſe, for the Service of yowr owne Turne, that yow Cauſe ſome of yowr Frendes 
of thoſe Partes to viſit Poulet, and to doe him ſome curteſye, which will brede 
ſome Amitye betwene them, which may turne to yowr Service ; wheras, if 
Poulet be left there alone like a Stranger, it will breake Occafions of repayre to 
the Place of yowr Continuance, which the more it be, the more will ſerve for 
yowr Turne, which I deſire, as God knoweth. 

Mine owne Conſcience, now here a Priſoner at the Mercye of God, and this 
Kinge, beareth me Witneſſe, that I have trulye ſerved yowr Majeſty, as my Dutye 
bownd me, which maketh me the more bolde to defire yowr Majeſty my hum- 
ble Petitions abovementioned, when God pleaſe to repayire yowr State, and to 
give yow that which is due unto yow. In the meane Time, I beſeche yowr 
Majeſty to ſhew yowr Goodneſſe and Favor to Thomas Throgmorton, which Pe- 
tition, being perhappes one of the laſt I ſhall make unto yow:r Majeſty, I truſt 
yow will not denye me, for ſo good a Member and Servant to yowr W bs

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underſtand that yowr Service and Intelligence is diſcontinued. But if I had A. PD. 1585. 
bene at Liberty, as I have bene a Priſoner theſe five Monthes almoſt, yowr In- Aga 
telligence ſhold have bene renewed before this Time; although I finde that the Letter to the 
Tyrannye of the Time in England hath brought them both at home and abrode —4 * 
to a marvelous Feare, and with that I finde amongſt them no good Conſent, 
wherof I am full ſorrye. 
I harde ſome Dayes before I was taken Priſoner, that yowr Majeſty was to be 
removed to Tutburye, and Sir Amias Poulet ſholde attende uppon yowr Majeſty ; 
wheruppon, of Care of yowr Service, I wrate forthwith to Mr. Chriſtopher Blunt, 
having ſome Charge thereaboutes to have ſpeciall Reſpect to the Honor and 
Service of yowr Majeſty. Sithence which Time, I have harde that he hath 
bene about Tutburye to vewe the State of the Contrye and People there- 
aboutes, and to frame Intelligence with yowr Majeſty. For about fiftene Dayes 
paſt, or thereaboutes, there arrived here a ſpeciall Meſſenger from Londen, ſent 
hither expreſslye by Mr. Blunt unto me, with Letters declaring by the ſame, that 
he was bound to ſerve and honor the onlye Saynt that he knowes living uppon 
the Ground, ſo he termed yowr Majeſty ; and that Meanes wold be found to 
make an Intelligence with yowr Majeſty, wherein he had and wold Labor, though 
it coſt him his Life; and ſo recommended himſelfe to my Handes, Fayth, and 
Frendſhipp, deſiring me to have Care of him, and that he ſhold not be diſ- 
covered, and to ſend him ſome Inſtructions for yowr Majeſty's better Service, de- 
claring withall, that he was moch greved to heare of my Captivitye ; which 
bringer of Blunt's Letters is a Gentleman, and named Robert Poley. J am, as I 
was, till a Priſoner, and he cold not be permitted to have Acceſſe unto me, be- 
ing ſtraightlye handled by this State all this while, and deprived of all Acceſſe of 
Frends unto me, or Intelligence, but that I get by Charges and extraordinarye 
Meanes. This Poley rencontred here with an Engliſhman, that loved me well, 
and entred to talke with him of me, and aſked for Thomas Throgmorton, and con- 
feſſed that he had ſome T hinges of Importance to deliver unto me ; wherof I 
was advertiſed,” and perceaving that he did know Thomas Throgmorton, I ſent to 
the ſayd Poley to deliver whatſoever for me to the ſayd Throgmorton, which Poley 
refuſed to doe, declaring that he wolde not deliver his Charge to none living till 
he ſpake with myſelfe, or harde me ſpeake. Some Frendes here began to doute 
the ſayd Poley was ſent by England to practiſe my Death in Priſon, by one Meanes 
or other, and ſo dehorted me“ *  * ® ® to ſpeake with him, or to accept any 
Thing from him. To which Perſwaſion I gave no Place, leſt he might have 
ſome Matter of Conſequence to declare unto me for the Service of yowr Ma- 
jeſty, of whome I dreamed the Night before this Newes came ; ſo as when I cold 
not be permitted to have him to me, and that on the other Side he wolde not de- 
liver my Letters, but to my owne Handes; I founde the Meanes to have him 
conducted as nere as tnight be to the Windowe of the Chamber, where I am a 
Priſoner, and through the Windowe I ſpake ſo moch to him, as ſatisfyed him, 
who at the laſt delivered the Letters where I appoynted, and ſo they came to my 
Handes with ample Inſtructions of the State of England: All which I did with 
ſpede imparte to my Lorde of Glaſgo, and to Charles Paget, and prayed him to 
communicate the ſame to Mendoza, that they might all conſyder of the Letters, 
and hope of Service offred to yowr Majeſty, which was done, that yowr Majeſty 
might be the better informed both in yowr private Aﬀayres, and of the Fewa of 
the Wotlde beſides, by them. And now at the Departure of de Aubeſpin and 
Arnault to England, they will all write. I truſt to yowr Majeſty, and I do what

beſpin very well of me, and delt with the King and Queen-Mother for me, as 
ſone as I was Priſoner, ſo as I holde myſelfe moch beholding to d' Antragues, 
Arnault hath delt frendlye with me in this Time, and ſo many good Perſonages 
have put to theyr Handes for me. Hereafter I ſhall moſt humblye pray yowr 
Majeſty to thanke de I Aubeſpin for me, when yowr Intelligence with him ſhalbe 
well ſetled. And as for Arnault, I pray yowr Majeſty to lett him know that his 
good Offices done towardes me are agreable to yowr Majeſty. 

I have bene and ſtill am marvelouſlye aſſaulted by the Malice of England, 
and theyr Partakers, who | hope ſhall have a Fall at laſt; and by theſe Trobles 
of mine, wherof all the Worlde is informed, I am made * * * notorious, and 
ſpeciallye in this Court and Countrye; and yett for the beſt I hope, although 
God knoweth I had rather have paſſed leſſe knowne to have ſerved God, and yowr 
Majeſty, and my Contrye, with leſſe Brute of me then is at this preſent. 

To the Ende I might the better trye the Negociation of the Gentleman ſent 


| hither. to me by Blunt (for I am alwayes of ſoch, as depende, or have to doe with 


Leyceſter, onleſſe I know them, full jealous) I found Meanes, though to my Charges, 
to ſpeake ſecretlye with Poley, wherwith he ſemed marvelouſlye well pleaſed : 
For that diverſe Reportes were in England that I was not alive, but diſpatched 
away, and the Adverſaryes trobled many in Priſon, and ſome others at Libertye, 
making them afrayed that theyr Letters were taken in my Lodging uppon mye 
Apprehenſion, and ſent by this King to gratifye the Queen of England. But 
thankes be to God, they had not only no Writing or Letter to hurte any in the 
Worlde; but after theyr old Manner, they have forged ſome Writings, by all Ap- 
pearance, to terrifye the good People of England, whome they ſuſpect, and hate, 
as they doe good People. And ſo uppon Conference and Conclufion with the 
ſayd Poley, I found nothing but that he ment well, and a Catholike he ſheweth 
himſelfe to be, and moch diſpoſed to ſee ſome happye and ſpedye Reformation in 
that State; and this Poley is at Blunts Devotion, and he knoweth that I was a Meanes 
under God to. preſerve the Life of Blunt, and-that I had bene his Frende other- 
wiſe, and indeed his Letters now ſent me do acknowledge the ſame. So as I have 
no Cauſe butt to conceave well both of Blunt for the Teſtimonye of his Duty, 
full Care of yowr Majeſty; and of Poley for his Paynes taken, though he did not 
know the Contents of Blunts Letters and - Diſpoſition to ſerve yowr Majeſty. 
But I have retorned Poley in fine well contented, and confirmed I hope to ſerve 
yowr Majeſty in all he may, but I wrote not one Line with him, but fignified 
that Blunt ſhold heare from me by ſome other Meanes, This Blunt is a tall 
Gentleman, and valiant, and hath bene well brought upp, by his carefull and de- 
vout Parents, which be good Catholikes ; and this Blunt is of an ancient Houſe, 
and his Father, who was kinne to Leycefter, honored him and his Father moch of 
a long Time, but was by both moſt ungratefullye requited in the Ende, Yett

uppon, I did ſigniſye unto” him the Decay continuallye growing in your Ma- 
jeſty's Dowrye, and thereby your Majeſty's Meanes diminiſhed, to rewarde 
thoſe that merited well; and yett Fencoraged him neverthelefle, the beſt I 
cold, to honor and ſerve your Majeſty. Laftlye, Bruce deſired, that it wold 
pleaſe your Majeſty to recommende him by your Letters to the King your 
Sonne; and further, that I wold teſtifye my Opinion of him to yous Majeſty. 
Theſe be the particular Poyntes that he revealeth to me, as he writeth in his 
Letters, that he remitted fome to my reporte. 

When I hard all this, and the Courſe ſettled for the imploying of Brace i into 


1 Scotland, wheteof 1 doute not but my Lord of Glaſgo eyther hath or will adver- 


tiſe your Majeſty, I thought it my Duty nevertheleſſe to give the Gentleman 


all Incouragement poſſible (finding all Thinges imparted unto him) and yett 


have Regard to the Manner of his Depeſche, and order to him. preſcribed by 
my Lord of Glaſgo, to give your Majeſtye Satisfaction and Aecompt of his 
Service in Scotland. And finding with Conference with the ſayd Bruce, that 
he had no ſoch Direction given him, but that all Intelligence ſhold be con- 
tinued between my Lord of Glaſgo and Bruce onlye, and your Majeſty by that 
Meanes to attende to be informed of Bruce his Actions in Scotland through 
this Contry, which is the longe Way aboute, and ſubje& to many Delayes and 
Hindrances of your Majeſty's Affayres. I found no Falte therwith by Con- 
ference with Bruce, but yett adviſed him according to my ſmall Diſcretion to 


conſider well his Dutye towardes your Majeſty, and to offer your Majeſty his 


Service in moſt humble Manner, to whome the ſame is due, by his owne Penne, 
and to receave your Majeſty's Advice and Direction i in his 'Procedings, wherby 


| Thinges might be the better advanced, and by all his Travell to further and 


intertayne a ſound Union between your Majeſty and Sonne in all Cauſes, and 


to doe the like between the Miniſters and Servants of both your Majeſtyes, as 


the Way and Meanes to pleaſe God, and to further all good Purpoſes. I founde 
Bruce hereunto well diſpoſed, wheruppon he wrote the Letter above ſayd, and 


prayed me to addrefſe the Meanes to ſettle ſome good Intelligence between 


your Majeſty and him, if it ſo pleaſed your Majeſty. Foreſeing nevertheleſſe, 
that my Lord of Glaſgo ſhold not knowe therof, till ſoch Time as your Majeſty 
may utter the ſame, without putting of Jelouſye between my Lord and Bruce, 
at whoſe retorne hither, I ſhall cauſe him to ſende your , Majeſty an Alphabet, 
wherby your Majeſty may the better have Accompt of his Service, and alſo 
direct him as your Majeſty ſhall ſee cauſe, and. finde his Meritts to deſerve. 
And I hope in God that your Majeſty | ſhall finde redyer Meanes between that 
Contrye and Scotland to ſerve for your Majeſty's Intelligence, then to attend 
the ſame by this Contrye, onleſſe in Caſes of Neceſlitye.

For as moch as Bruce is to be employed by the Meanes above reherſed, I thinke _ 
your Majeſty ſhall not doe amiſſe, if it ſhall pleaſe your Majeſty to recommend 
him to the King your Sonne, and to remember his Service heretofore, as you 
may, which will encourage him the better to your Majeſty's Service. And for 
my own. Parte I holde him to be devote towardes God, and affectionate to your 
Majeſty's Service, and to carry a ſincere Minde to do ſo good Offices, as may be 
expected of a Gentleman of his Yeares and Qualitye. And he telleth me, that 
he hath ſome Frendes in Place of Charge and Creditt about the King your Sonne, 

wherby he is in hope to do the more good. 

Monſieur 4 Antragues hath been here theſe Dayes paſt, and I have viſited him, 
and the rather at this Time, for that I perceave de ] Aubeſpin and he be great 
Frendes ; and d Antragues hath promiſed me that he will worke de I Aubeſpin 
for your Majeſty's Service, wherof I will be mindfull, as my Dutye doth binde 
me. 

We expect here, within theſe few Dayes, the Erle of Darbye, who cometh 
accompanied with 250 ; and this Kinge is determined to treate him well, having 
alredye given Order to prepare his Lodging, and to allowe him 2000 Frankes by 
the Daye, towardes the Charges of the ſayd Earle and his Companye. Theſe 
Embaſſadors of the States of Flanders have bene in this Contrye theſe three 
Weekes, but they cold have no Audience untill Darbye was arrived, with ample 
Inſtructions from her of England, who ſo erneſtlye traveleth to Se this 
King as ſhe did his Brother in the Matters of the Low-Contryes. For which 
Purpoſe chefelye Darbye and the Embaſſadors of the States come hither at this 
preſent; although Darbye his coming is covered with the Order of the Garter, 
which he bringeth to this King ; but theſe Pratikes be well enough diſcovered, 
and the King of Spayne doth provide therfore. This King of his owne In- 
clination is diſpoſed to Peace, and not to make Warres ; and everye wiſe Man 
doth thinke that he will ſhew himſelfe in theſe Matters, notwithſtanding all the 
Sollicitation of her of England, and of them of Holland, to the contrarye. And 
trulye the State of this King doth require, in Reſpect of the evill Contentment, a 
Multitude of the beſt Sort of this Realme, and the inferior Sort alſo, have of this 
King's Governement, and the Greatneſſe of the King of Spayne, that he live 
quiett, and not offende his Neygbers. There be infamous Libells throwen here 
abrode agaynſt the Kinge. 

Sir Francis Englefeld wrote to me of late to know of me how your Majeſty's 
Intelligence with Mendoza (from whome you ſhall receave herewith a Cifar) was 
continued ſince the ſayd Mendoza his coming to this Charge, and prayed me to 
frame Thinges in that Sort, as Mendoza and he might have Intelligence together. 
1 wolde comporte myſelfe towardes your Majeſty, as my Dutye and your Favor 
doth binde, and towardes Sir Francis Englefeld as becometh me, but to write to 
him with whome your Majeſty's Intellgence is continued or diſcontinued is no 
Part of my Dutye to reveale to Sir Francis Englefeld, or to any other, thou gh 
they be in ſome Charge imployed for your Majeſty, onleſſe your Majeſty did frſ 
Warrant and Licence me ſo to doe, and therefore Sir Francis is like to have no 
Anſwer of me uppon that Poynt; and yett will Ltravell to ſettle ſome Intelligence

The Biſhop of Roſſe laboreth for Means to make his Viage into Scotland, 
wherof the Pope alloweth well, but giveth no Support as yett ; and, uppon Con- 
ference with this Nuncio for the Relefe of the ſayd Roſfſe, he adviſed him to write 
to Rome to Doctor Lewes to ſollicite the Pope for ſome Support; and, uppon this 
Occaſion, the ſayd Nuncio began to commende Lewes moch, and to aſſure the 
Biſhop of Roſſe and myſelf, that Lewes was advanced to a ſpeciall good Place 
about the Pope, and had often Acceſſe to his Holynefſe. If your Majeſty take 
Occaſion to thanke Lewes for his Favor towardes Raſſe, it wilbe a. great In- 
coragement to Lewes to ſerve your Majeſty and all yours, and he is in Place to do 
your Majeſty Service, and willing to ſerve and honor your Majeſty, and doth not 
forgett your Majeſty where he is.

| bred the Biſhop of Ry/e to deale by Letters with her to Practicke with her 


Frendes in England to ſerve and honor your Majeſty, ſeing they have the Op- 
portunitye ſo to doe. The Biſhop of Raſſe hereuppon prayed to frame the Let- 
ters to that Effect to the ſayd Dutcheſſe, and to joyn with him in Writing, and fo 
we have done alredy. I will not forget to ſollicite the Lady Morley, who is new- 
ly arrived to deale with her Brother the Erle of Darbye, though he be not fo 
wiſe as I wolde he were, to reſpe& and honor your Majeſty, and to acknowledge 
your Favors towardes his Houſe, and particularlye towardes her in this Ba-

Our Lorde helpe us; there is ſome Accident or other that falls ſtill in the Way

It may pleaſe your moſt excellent MajzsTy, 


HE Revolution which hath bene touching your Eftate, your Sonne's, and 
mine with my Frendes, fince the Intelligence betwene your Majeſty, and 
your Frendes and Servants hath bene broken, hath bene very great. For wee ſee 
your Keper is changed, and you more ſtraightlye kept then heretofore, the Go- 
vernement of the State of Scotland altered, and ſoch as your Sonne made moſt 
accompt of, removed; the Lord Paget, Throgmorton, Morgan, and myſelfe de- 
nounced Traytors, and our Livings and Goodes ſeaſed into the Queen's Handes, 
and we all driven to ſeeke Relefe of forayne Princes, who be not ſo fervent in 
the Conſyderation of our States in particular, as were to be wiſhed, and in Truth 
our Neceſſitye requireth. Not any of our Penſions yett payd : But God diſpoſeth 
all for the beſt, and ſpeciallye for the Benefitt of our Soules. And in the Ende, 
I doute not, but he will give you Recompence for the Croſſes you have endured 
for his Sake, and will do the like to all others, according to theyr Callings that 
have endured for him. In the meane while, none is to be diſcoraged with what 
Loſſe ſoever happen, but both by Speache and perſonall Apparance is everye 
Way till to do what lyeth in him to the Advancement of God's Cauſe, and your 
Majeſty's Service and Comfort. Albeit your Majeſty may well perceave, (beſides 
the ineſtimable Grefe I have, and alwayes ſhall have, in that you remayne uncom- 
forted) the great Sorow I have had to ſee my Houſe ruinated, and my deare 
Frende murdred, which the Enemyes of God and mine by printed Booke ſay he 
did himſelfe. For that Villiam Shelley (as they fay) ſhold confeſſe, that I had 
revealed ſome Practiſes I had with the Erle, to him. Herein, as I ſhall anſwer 
at the Day of Judgement, they ſay moſt untrulye. For that I never had talke in 
all my Life with the ſayd Shelley, but ſoch ordinarye Talke as the Counſell might 
have harde, being indifferent, Vett there is no * that can happen by God's 
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Grace which ſhall ſo diſmaye mes as thereby I will be the leſſe affectionated to 
ſerve/your Majeſty; but contfutyewiſe ſhalbe meane to encreaſe my Affection to 
your Majeſty now ; and therfore truſt it will be more gratefull to you.

And firſt to beginne with the State of Scotland, as that which moſt importeth 
your Majeſty, that for ſomoch as I can learne and judge uppon that which is there 
paſſed and the preſent, I find, that the Matter being well managed, that which 
the Queen of England had thought to have wrought to the Ruine of your Majeſty 
and your Sonne, may prove to her owne Deſtruction and your Advancements. Fer 
your Sonne is in Minde leſſe at the Queen of England's Diſpoſition, then he was 
afore, and ſoch as be nereſt about him and of greateſt Force in the Contrye be of 
the ſame Minde, and may be drawne not onlye to be at your Majeſty's Devotion 
(as 1 heare they be alredye) but alſo to be Miniſters to do what Service they can 
for the Advancement of God's Cauſe and your Liberty. Wherin J am putt in 
the better Hope, for that the Lord Claude Hamilton is reſtored to all his Dignityes 
and Livings, and to your Sonne's Favor, who beſides hath ſent a ſpeciall Letter for 
his ſpeedye Retorne, with a Poſtſcript undernethe of his owne Hande; he willeth 
in any wiſe that he ſhold retorne with ſpede, as writing that, without the Privitye 
or Conſent of any about him, which ſheweth he meaneth to employe him. My 
Lord Caine ſhie wed me your Sonne's Letter, and knowing me to be your Majeſty's 
faythfull Servant, defired me to write to your Majeſty of him, that as he hath al- 
wayes caried a faythfull and dutifull Minde towardes your Majeſty, being redye to 
make good the ſame with the Loſs of his Life, ſo now Occafion being offred, 
wherein he may by his Preſence in Scotland effect the ſame, he will playnelye 
make it appeare unto your Majeſty, in firſt obeying whatſoever your Majeſty ſhall 
commaunde him, and then next your Sonne, and will then travayle by all dutyfull 
and good Meanes to cauſe your Sonne to acknowledge his Dutye towardes your 
Majeſty; as appertayneth.

Majeſty did not onlye obſerve this Courſe, but alſo write a very gracious Letter A. D. 1585. 
unto the Lord Claude, taking knowledg of this, I have written unto your Majeſty, Chowk Pare 
yelding him ſoch Favor, and Thankes and Meanes, as that therby he may be to the Queen 
made a notable Inſtrument to ſerve your Majeſty in all Eſſayes and Services. Ms 
And - therfore were it very good alſo that to that Ende, your Majeſty did aſ- 
figne him ſome Monye from hence to be putt in his Handes to be employed to the 
Advantage of your Service, knowing right well that without Monye there will be 
no good done in Scotland. And to this Ende is your Majeſty to call uppon the 
Spaniſh Embaſſador here in this Towne, for the 12,000 Ducates, which was pro- 
miſed to be payed longe ere this for the Advancement of your Afﬀayres, and is not 
yett payed. And for my Part, I ceafe not to remember the ſayd Embaſſador of- 
ten therein, who ſayth he often hath written touching the ſame, and hath not re- 
ceaved Anſwer therof. To ſay trulye, finde hime greatlye affected to do your 
Majeſty Service, and very deſirous is he to here Anſwer of the laſt he ſent your 
Majeſty, by any Meanes, and to be directed by you what you wold have him to 
doe touching the Affayres of Scotland, as alſo touching your Particular, which I 
wold wiſhe your Majeſty to ſett downe at large, ſeing nothing ſo ſure nor ſo ho- 
norable (and as that which will ſtirre Princes to releve your Eſtate) as the Aſſo- 
ciation betwene your Sonne and your Majeſty to be accorded: And then all 
Travell and Perſwaſions uſed, that your Sonne may be made Catholike, and ſe- 
cretlye by ſecrett Meanes to ſignifye as moch to his Holineſſe, and the Catholike 
Kinge; and ſo ſhall he be aſſured to have all the Helpe and Ayde they can give 
bim. Other wiſe, they ſay to comfort him, being a Proteſtant, were agaynſt the

I I cannot but be verye ſorrye, that the Intelligences % cloſed upp betwene your 
Majeſty, Sonne, and your Servantes, which of all Hands is to be repayred with 
all poſſible Spede. And both I and Morgan have, and will uſe all poſſible Meanes 
for the Recoverye therof; and better wold your Services be performed, if your 
| Majeſty's moſt faythfull Servant Morgan were at Libertye. The which to pro- 
cure I have bene as carefull, as if it were for myſelfe; and yett do I not finde, by 
ſoch as ought moſt to reſpe& him, that Forwardneſſe that were to be wiſhed, and

The Prince of Conde is latelye married to Monſieur de. la Tri- 
moville his Siſter, by whome he preſently hath 10,000 Frankes a Yeare of good 
Lande, and is in hope to have the whole Inheritance, which will..amount to 
200,000 Frankes. For Monſieur de la Trimoville is unmarried, and one of 
weake Speritt. The Queen- Mother is thought a Favorer of the Catholike 
League, and the Queen of Navarre hath. openlye diſcovered herſelfe on that 
Side; for the which ſhe hath bene apprehended of her Brother, and for that and 
other Cauſes remayneth in his Majeſty's Diſgrace. And the Creditt of the 
Queen -Mother is not encreaſed ſince the Begining of theſe Troubles, and ſhe and 
the Mignous do not well agree, but if ſhe live, ſhe will truſte ſome! of them.

This King beſtowed goo Crowns upon the ſayd Lord, and the 
Queen- Mother recommended your Majeſty's Service unto him, and prayed him 
in her Name to deale with your Sonne, to ſerve and honor your Majeſty, and to 
ſett forward the Matter of the Aſſociation fo long differred: As J writt before,

Having written thus farre, 1 bens that this King is verye deſirous and 
erneſt for the Duke of Guiſe his coming to this Court, and promiſeth both by 
Worde and Mouth all Aſſurance and Contentment ; ſo as Monſieur de Guife is 
expected here uppon Sonday next, both his Alﬀeſ® and Monſieur de Mayne la- 
bored erneſtly with this King and his Mother for me.

But the King excuſed this Matter towardes 
eanes the Biſhop of Berganco that ſerved Pope 
t , continueth, here in his Charge, by whoſe Meanes, 
like as by Lewes his Alphabet, your Majeſty may write to the Pope, and to the 
Cardinall d'E/te, if ajeſty ſo thinke good ; as I thinke good your Majeſty 
ſholde call uppon them, and informe them both of your owne State, and the

A few Dayes befoxe Chri/tmaſſe there departed hence an Embaſſador towardes

Courcelles (who was once with me here) is gone with him, but gaye me no 
Reaſon hitherto for 200 Crowns , receaved by him in England, for the which. I 
am engaged, but there is no Remedye, I may not diſpute with him, nor offend

: bim, though Inever haye the ſame, for feare leſt he abuſe Frendes and Servantes 


to your Majeſty in England, whome he knoweth to be Priſonners there at this 
preſent, and fome of them in the Towre, among, whom Mr. Thomaſett is one, 
God comfort him, and deliver him from his Enemies; and de Courcelles know- 
eth that they had Intelligence with me, and will do them no. good if it be, diſ- 
covered, the Feare wherof .maketh me lett him paſſe with Silence. But as I 
writt unto your Majeſty, if you beſtow any Recompence of Service uppon him, 
1 pray you ſend me the Ordennance for the ſame, for therebye perhappes I may 
recover the 200 Crowns, _ 

The King of Spayne maketh great Povidon by Sea, ad; it is Time Gp him 
to ſturre himſelfe. Leyceſler is entred with all Magnificence to Holand and Ze- 
land, and with him many honeſt Perſonages, which will never retorne with him 
or ſerve him there. If I were at Libertye, I ſhold draw ſome of them to do good 
Service, but in this Caſe I dare not deale with them; albeit, ſome of them have 
written unto me, and therby encorage me to deale with them, which J forbeare, 
not in Reſpect of her of England, but for feare of this King, who concurreth to 
firme with ber in thoſe Matters. There hath paſſed a good while ſome Speeche 
that the Duke of Savoy ſhold come downe to be Lieutenant- Generall of the Low- 
Contryes, and that the Prince of Parma ſhold be otherwiſe employed. 

Wheras ſhe of England addreſſed the Scottiſh Rebells into Scotland, thinking 
to ſettle a ſtronge Partye there for her gervice; yett I hope in God they or the beſt 
Part of them ſhall come to your Majeſty's Service, wherof the Lord Claude Ha- 
milton giveth great Hope, and ſpeciallye of his Brother the Erle Morton, and ſome 
others.

Paget to take the ſayd Lord in Hande, and to comfort him by all Meanes poſ- Fe 
able and he receaved Contentment in Paget his Frendſhippe; and now being Letter oo 
called by the King your Sonne backe into his Contrye, he hath kiſſed this King's 2 ö 
Hande, and taken his Leave of Monſieur de Guiſe, and is become a Catholike, 
and therin promiſeth to live and dye, and ſerve God and your Majeſty, and your 
Sonne with all Fidelitye. I have wiſhed Paget to deale with him by his owne 
Penne, to acknowledge his Falte, and to crave pardon of your Majeſty and to 
offer his moſt humble Service, and to ſend your Majeſty an Alphabet, wherby 
you may the better, in theſe watchefull Dayes, demaunde the ſame.

In Truth, this Pope and the King of France wete not in | fk Termes a great 
while, as the one wold deale with the other; but, J hope in God, Thinges will 
be well betwene them. Your Majeſty will marvell that for as moch as I do hear 
talke of your Majeſty's Parentes, and other honorable Perſonages, that have uſed 
me well in this Time, I fay nothing of your Embaſſador : It is an olde Saying, 
and verifyed in manye, that when a Man is viſited with adverſe Fortune then 
weake Frendes do fayle a Man, and Adverſaries and malicious People take theyr 
Time to utter theyr Malice ; yett I will not report of your Embaſſador, or of 
any Bodye, but that I may, in the Sight of God and Man, verefy, although I 
have bene by many Meanes informed that.

IKE as I have, travayled for God's Service and yours, theſe Yeares paſt, as - 
Dutye doth commaunde me, and wherunto the reſt of my Dayes be ſin- 
cerelye vowed, ſo by God's Goodneſſe and yours, 1 receive in this Captivitye of 
mine infinite Conſolation by your Letter of the 17th of January, which came to 
my Handes the 1 5th of this Inſtant, and, the 22d of this Month, my Lord of 


Glaſgo bad Audience, which he had demanded before the Recept of your ſayd 


Letter. I do moſt humblye thanke your Majeſty for your manifolde good Fa- 


vors ſhewed me alwayes, which conſerved Life in me theſe Yeares paſt, and is 
like to give Continuance thereof the longer ; ; though I ſhall never make Difficul- 
tye to beſtowe it to proſitt your Majeſty, whoſe, 5 moſt injurious Affliction, 
I hold ever at my Harte, and wold gladlye redeme the fame with my Blood, and 
hold the ſame happely beſtowed in ſo royall a Quarrell ; wherin though it be lit- 
tle that I can doe, yett God knoweth what Deſire I have to offer unto his divine

Your Cifars encloſed in mine marked for the Duke of Guiſe and for my Lord 


- Glaſgo, I ſent unto them by Charles Paget; and for that I doubted the Cifar 


for the Duke of Guiſe was written in the Alphabet by your Majeſty, appoynted 
to ſerve betwene you and the Duke of Guiſe for the Aﬀayres of England, and 
committed to my Charge, I ſent the ſaid Cifar and Alphabet to the Duke of 
Guiſe by Paget. But uppon the opening of the Cifar, the ſayd Alphabet wold 


not ſerve for the decifring therof ; wheruppon the Cifar was retorned to me, with 


Requeſt that I wolde decifar the ſame, which I cold not doe; and to confeſſe the 
Truth to your. Majeſty, preſuming that the ſayd Cifar was of your Goodneſſe 


| partelye in Favor of me, I did choſe rather that the ſame ſhold be decifred by 


others then by myſelfe; albeit, rather then the Service ſhold have bene undone, 
L wold have done my beſt to have decifred the ſame, for that there might have 
bene ſome other Matter therein contayned concerning yourſelfe. The ſayd Cifar 
was (as I have ſayd) thus marked # in the Indorſement, and I was appoynted by 
yours to myſelfe to deliver the ſame to f, which. I holde for Monſieur de Gui/c, 
unto whome I have retorned the ſame; and by my Letter adviſed, that he ſhold 
ſeke ſome former and elder Alphabet for. the Decifrement of the ſame, in defalt 
wherof, I prayed the Duke of Guiſe that the ſame ſholde be retorned to my 
H andes to attende your Minde, about the explaning of the Error in the Direction 
of the ſame, if there be anye. 

I was never charged or examined by this State for any Fact 5 me done, or 
thought to be done, agaynſt the fame, or any particular Member, great or ſmal! 


therof. But rather founde ſome honorable Miniſters of this King of France tut 


teſtifyed my Deportements of this Realme to have merited Favor and Com- 
mendation ; beſides, that in all Partes of the Worlde where his Majeſty" s Em- 
baſſadors and Agents do reſide, they have, by Meanes of ſome Frendes and Ad- 
quaintance of mine, as I have ſome in all Places, found ſo moch talke Dero- 
gatorye to the Honor of this King and this Realme aboute my Captivitye, as - 
of themſelves they have advertiſed his Majeſty therof, as a Matter to be con- 
ſydred. And I know full well, that the King hath bene moch trobled about my 
Captivity, and confeſſed that he wiſhed he had ſpent- 50,000 Crowns, rather 
then to have committed me to Priſon; and the little Contentement and Honor 
that his Majeſty hath will ſtay him that he will never in haſt do the like agaynſt any 
of my Nation, for the Pleaſure of her of England; and if my Captivity bringe 
forth Profitt any Way to my Frendes and Contryemen, the ſame ſhall troble me the 
leſſe; and T belive it doth profitt ſome, -otherwiſe Je tmerland and other of the 
Engliſb cold not ſo quietlye walke this Contrye as they doe, as Weſtmerland bath 
bene here this twelve Monthes, or thereaboutes. Some other of the beſt and 
greateſt Part of this Realme have comforted and viſited me here; yet your Ma- 
jelly may conſyder by the Nature of the Worlde, that whereas I have lived ſo 


longe in this Contrye, and now a Priſoner this Yeare paſt, if I had offended this 
State, or any particular Member of the ſame, they wold have come forwardes in 


chis Time (as commonlye in Diſtreſſe the malicious and envious People ſhew 
'theyr Malice) and wolde have charged me with all they colde have done to MY 
Prejudice. But, I thanke God, I can aſſure your Majeſty to my Comfort, that 
there never came forth any Member good or badde of this Realme, or of any 
other Contrye, to * any 2 to my Charge ew this State, or any par- 


ticular, 
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_ ticular, the common Adverſaryes of England and theyr Adherents excepted, who A. D. 1586. 
care not what they do or ſaye to ſerve theyr Appetites. And that which they A N 
urged agaynſt me was, not by any orderlye Procedings (which is not to be loked Lener to tho 
for. at theyr Handes) but by untrue Suggeſtions, beating into the Heades of this r * 
State, that which themſelves holde alſo for untrue ; otherwiſe, by all Likelye- 
hood, they wold have examined me theruppon all this while, which they never 
did-as yett entende to do the ſame, as farre as I perceave. When was arreſted, 
and ſo detayned Priſoner ſome Dayes before I was committed to this Place, by 
Way of Argument with the King's Officers, and not otherwiſe, of the Proced- 
ings uſed agaynſt me, I ſayd it was a ſtrange and new Ordet of Proceding, and 
moch agaynſt the Honor and ancient Libertye of this floriſhing Realme to uſe me 
in that Sorte, being a Stranger and a Gentilman, and no Way ſubje& to this 
State; and having rather ſerved then offended the ſame at the Inſtance of her 
of- England, whoſe Inſtruments ſought my Life, both at home and abrode, and 
longe fince ſpoyled me of all my Patrimonye and worldlye Good, and had ſo 
ſettled Hereſye and Diviſion in this Realme, and elſwhere, and continued the 
ſame in ſoch Sorte, as it cold not be extinguiſhed in the Dayes of the Living, nor 
in many Veares aſterwardes. Uppon this Occaſion a Gentilman anſwered, that I 
ſhold have no harm, and that the King wold not conſent to deliver me into Eng- 
land, which was then and afterwardes moch preſſed. I replyed and ſayed, That 
I truſted ſo moche to the Equitye and Honor of his Majeſty, as he wolde not ſo 
moch abaſe himſelf, and ſo exalte her of England, as to become an Officer to have 
her of England ſpoyle innocent Blood, then ſought and daylye practiſed in Eng- 
land, wherof all the Chriſtian Worlde did admire, and attended by the Goodneſſe 
of God and Helpe of his Majeſty, that ſoch Injuſtice and Crueltye being daylye 
Exerciſed, as it were at the Portes of this Realme, ſhold be redreſſed, and not 
ſuffred to take any longer Roote, to the Offence of God and all good Members: 
Fheſe Speches of mine were delivered to the King and his Counſell ; wheruppon 
this King ſent me Worde, that I had a right Opinion of him, and that he wolde 
be no Officer to her of England, and charged the Captayne of the Place where 1 
am, to treate me well, and aſſured me that I ſhold take no harme. Yett I was 
kept cloſe'enough by the Space of ſix or ſeven Monthes, and none permitted to 
come unto me, but my poore Servant, who ſerved me trulye Tonge, and wold not 
quitte me in this Time. Saving that Baraſino, by his Labor, wonne the Meanes 
to come unto me ſome Time, and afterwardes Paget procured Licence from the 
King to have Acceſſe unto me, and during the ſayd Time I was forced to beare 
the Charges of this Captivity, which brought me depelye in Debt in a ſhorte 
Time. Wheras the ſame wold have ſeryed me longer Time to have lived after 
the Rule of my former Life and Expences. And as at Libertye, I was redy to 
ferve your Majeſty and all yours, moſt bounde ſo to doe; ſo had I in this Capti- 
vitye, a ſpeciall Regarde that your Majeſty, or at leſt your Parents, ſhold have the 
Honor of the Recoverye of my Libertye, for the better Incoragement of others 
to ſerve your Majeſty and them. hereafter. But finding nothing done by them in 
all this Time, eyther for my Libertye, or eaſe of my Charges, to heavye for me 
to beare, which I doe not .impute to wante of Good-will in your Majeſty's 
Parents and Miniſters, but to the Time and Difference, and great Diffidence be- 
twene the Kiog of France and all yours, and the Diverſitye of Affayres and Buſi- 
neſſe they had in ſo buſye a Time to compounde all Matters, and to repayre the 
Condition of Frendes that joyned with them in the Action. The Lord Paget 
and D. Lewes moved his Holynefle in Favor of me, who of his Goodnoſſe, 15 
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ſieur Villeroy, the King conſented to beare the Charges of my Dyett from thence- 
forwardes in this Captivitye ; and wolde have done the ſame from the Beginning, 
if I had bene well affiſted ; bat all Frendes labored and ſtill expected my Liber- 
tye; and there was an Impreſſion entred into the Heades of this State at the 
firſt, that the Monye of the Lord Paget taken in my Lodging when I was arreſted 
was myne owne; as for your Service chetelye, and ſome Relefe of mine owne 
Eſtate, I wolde it had bene ſo; the Lord Paget had bene no loſer. And that 
erronious Conceate, ſettled in, this Eſtate a good Time, made them to regarde my 
Caſe: and Charges the leſſe, and to give more Credit to the Adverſaryes, till the 
Truthe of this Monye Matter was erneſtlye examined, and the ſame theruppon 
founde to be, as it was indede, the Goodes of the Lord Paget left with me-at his 
Departure into /talye. And uppon this Subject of the Monye, many other of 


_ the nedye Sorte of the Engliſb, which never wanted my Good-will and Labors to 


do them good, entred raſhelye into Unkindneſſe with me, thinking the Monye to 
be yours or mine; and ſayd that I was ingrate, that it was not imployed to the 
Relefe of the common Neceſlitye, and fo deſcanted of the Matter, and of me allo, 
at theyr Pleaſure, according to the Nature of the Malcontents of our Nation, wher- 
of there be ever ſome (the more is my Grefe to ſpeake it) that ſhew their defects 
whereſoever they goe, which hinder in common and in private. But if any of 
what Condition ſoever, labor to putt any ronge Information of my dealing in 
God's Service and yours, I ſhall eſteme it no ſmall Favor, if it ſhall pleaſe your 
Majeſty to commaunde me to anſwer the ſame, and, in the meane while, to con- 


ſerve me in your Majeſty's wonted good Grace ; and if I doe not theruppon 


give your Majeſty, and all yours, agreable Satisfaction, I ſhall be content with tie 
Loſſe of your Favor, which I wold not wante for all worldlye Good. It is true, 
that the common Adverſaryes of England, who, as I fayd before, care not what 


they do or ſay agaynſt God himſelfe, and the greateſt of theWorlde beſides, to icrve 


theyr Turne, informed agaynſt me as followeth in this Courte : Firft, That I 
had many Yeares paſt ſeduced her Subjects of England, and corrupted many of 
hem, to the great Diſpleaſure and Unquietneſſe of her Eſtate; 2dly, That I 
had lived manye Yeares of this Side the Seas, doing evill Offices, not onlye agaynſt 
her, but alſo. agaynſt this King and his Brother the Duke of Alenzon; 34, 
That I was a Penfionarye of the King of Spayne, and receaved of his Majeſty 
great- Sommes, of Monye yearelye for the Entertayning of diverſe Perſons of 
ſondrye Nations, to the Service of the King of Spayne, and Hindrance of his 


' Majeſty moſt Chriſtian, and his Brother, theyr in the Low-Contryes, and 
_ that I had ordinarye Intelligence with Mendoza and Taſſs ; 4thly, That I was 
participant of the new League of Princes; and Laſily, That I conſpired the 


Death -of her of England. By manye Meanes of all this I was informed by 
Frendes, but never therof examined by this Eſtate, nor like to be hereafter ; for 
as ſone as this State founde his Holyneſſe a Favorer of my Caſe, that bridled them 
all from proceding in any Sorte agaynſt me, though yett continued at the great 
Inſtance of her of England to holde me Captive here; and yett though his Ho'y- 
neſſe was brought to favor my Caſe as agreable with his Place, for manyc Czuics 
1 diſcontinued the Solliciting of his Holyneſſe therein, the Honor wherof, and of 
all that dependeth uppon the Recovery of my Libertye, and of my Life, or Death, 
1 wiſhed principallye to your Majeſty's Parents, the leſt wherof may commaunde 
my Life and Service for your Sake; and for that they be Princes that deſerve well 
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in the publicke, and of me particularly. But as I was committed, even then A. D. 1586. 
they retired to take Armes for Advancement of Relligion, and by that Meanes FN 
leſt able to releve me; yett as your Majeſty royallye ſayd by your Letter to my Letter to the 
Lord of Glafgo, which revived me not a little to ſee your Goodneſſe and Cate of — 15 
me, which I hope I ſhall never forgett, I have bene comprehended in the Agre- 
ment afterwardes betwene the King and them, wherof both your Majeſty and 
they ſhold have recovered great Honor, and encoraged others the more to your 
and theyr Service. But I colde not, in mine owne Caſe, ſollicite that Favor; and 
on the other Side, God rewarde your Majeſty, I doe not expect to be ſo well 
reſpected of others, as of your gracious Goodnefſe you doe remember me, and 
will doe it hereafter I hope. And that good Conceate and Grace of yours to- 
wardes me doth moſt amplye Supplye whatſoever others have omitted, or doe 
omitte, But being well informed of the continuall Inſtance that the common 
Enemye made for the Continuance of my Captivitye, which is for theyr Honor; 
and finding the Likelyhode of a continuall Jelouzye betwene this King and your 
Parents (which I fear to be ſo ſettled as it will never be removed) and the ſmall 
Appearance I found of Recoverye of my Libertye, or of the Reparation of my 
State, by any Meanes of Authoritye uſed in Favor of me here, I applyed 
Mendoza, and his Majeſty” s Catholike Embaſſador in Rome, and D. Lewes, with 
his Holyneſſe, to revive the Matter of my Libertye to theyr Majeſtyes here, 
wherein all three labored effectuallye; inſomoch as his Holyneſſe conſented to 
deale for me. The Biſhop of Paris (who is the Duke of Retz his Brother) was 
ſent of late in haſte towardes Rome for his Holyneſſe conſent to the Alienation of 
ſome Goods of the Churche for the Warres prepared here agaynſt the Huguenots, 
in which Caſe his Holyneſſe hath ſatisfyed the King and the Clergye of France 
theyr Requeſt; and his Holyneſſe at his laſt Audience given to the Biſhop of 
Paris (where D. Lewes was preſent) recommended my Caſe erneſtlye to the fayd 
Biſhoppe ; ; and charged him in like Manner in his Name to deale with theyr Ma- 
jeyes to reſtore me to my former Libertye ; and to that Effect ſome others of the 
Cardinalls at Rome, at Lewes his Inſtance, delt with the ſayd Biſhoppe. And 
ſome Dayes paſt he arrived here, and hath remembred with Effect his Charge to 
theyr Majeſtyes ; fichence which Time the ſayd Biſhop hath ſent to me, putting 
me in good Hope, that I ſhalbe put at Libertye. And fince the Biſhop of Paris 
his Retorne from Rome, your Majeſty's gracious Letters came to my Handes, 
which hath quickned your Embaſſador, and his laſt Audience, which was the 
23d of this Inſtant. At which Time he had a good Anſwer for me; and the 
Duke of Guiſe hath bene in this Court this Month and more, and hath alſo re- 
membred my Caſe to theyr Majeſtyes, by all which Meanes concurring in this 
Sorte, there is good Appearance of my Libertye. But whether the ſame ſhall be 
with my Continuance in this Realme, or Abſence, I know nott ; but yett rather 
thinke I ſhall be ordred to abſent myſelfe for a Time, as though I had eſcaped 
out of Priſon, untill ſome Time and the Labor of your Majefty and your Frendes 
may worke my Revocation, and admitt my former Libertye in this Contrye to 
offer your Majeſty my wonted Labors and Service, from the Exerciſe wherof, 
nothing can ſequeſter me (having your Favor) but Death. Hitherto T have trou- 
bled your Majeſty by recitall of mine owne Eſtate, wherto I have bene the more 

. encoraged, for that I finde your Majeſty's Goodneſſe and Care of me, for the 


which I can but moſt humblye thanke your Majeſty ; and now under your Cor- 
mae e I ſhall talke of other Matters.

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When I harde your Majeſty ſhold be removed to the Garde of your Hoſte, 
that now is, whome I knew to be a curious, vigilent, and ſevere Gentilman, I 
treated forthwith, when I was at Libertye, for the Good of your Service. But 
my Captivitye, though it be but little that I can doe, - hath. bene ſome Hindrence 
to your Majeſty, and to the common Good; yett the Force of my Captivitye 
colde not extinguiſhe in me my wonted Care of your Majeſty's Service, wherin 
(as this State of mine wolde permitt) I have diſcharged my Dutye many Wayes, 
though ſoch Effects be not yett come to Light as I deſire; and this and ſoch like

your Servantes on this and that Side, who have growne dull and fearefull on that 
Side, and therfore - have the more nede to be called uppon, and ſpurred for- 
wardes ; and yett nevertheleſſe, I finde to my Grefe, that your Majeſty hath this 
longe Time wanted all Intelligence with your Frendes and Servantes, which putt- 
eth all good Purpoſes backewardes,. and which is principallye to be reſpected, fo 


moch importeth your Majeſty's owne Perſon, ſo deare to the Worlde, and this 


great Inconvenience is moch furthered for Wante of ſome ſpeciall Inſtruments on 
that Side to attend your Majeſty's Service, and by the Diviſion, Diffidence, and 
Jelouzie amonge the Catholikes themſelves (by whoſe Meanes good Service there 
and towardes Scotland may be properlye advanced) and by the Tyrannye of the 
Time under the Rayne of Heretikes ; and laſtlye, we, that live abrode with Care 
of your Service, and may as well as our Condition and State will permitte there 
for the Advancement of your Service, with ſoch as we holde fitt for the Purpoſe, 
want all Support to doe ſoch good and neceſſarye Offices; which Povertye in us, 
being Members whome you truſt, and at whoſe Handes you may of Dutye in 
us expecte all the good Services we may performe, is a Defe& of the Conſolation 
and Service that I am moſt bound to labor to yelde to your Majeſty; although 1 
proteſt before God and your Majeſty, that of the ordinarye Proviſion that I have 
had by God's Goodneſſe, and yours, and my Parents, theſe Veares paſt, I have 
imparted and ſpared a good Parte of the ſame from mine owne Body and Backe, 
in other Degree then I ever uttered, where the ſame might honor your Majeſty's 
Quarrell and Service, and fo will as longe as I live, and holde myſelfe bounde fo 
to doe ; and although with the Moyens, that God and your Majeſty, and Frendes 
ſhall ſpare me (though I am made odious in England to expect Relefe from 


' thence hereafter) I may do ſome good Offices, and entertayne ſome good Service 


and Partyes neceſſarye, yett that is nothing to the Wayght of your Majeſty's 
Service, and the Reputation and Marke now holden of me, after longe follow- 
ing of the ſame, and to the Occaſions that ſhalbe therebye to me preſented and 
ſought by me for your Majeſty's Good, which I regarde inwardelye, with that 
Care and Conſcience I ought to doe. For Remedye wherof and for that it is a 

Reſolution in the State to holde your Majeſty as longe as they can with all Se- 
veritye, deprived of all Conſolation and Intelligence, I holde it moſt neceſſarye for 
the Good of your Majeſty's Service that you imploye your Authoritye and Creditt 
for to procure ſome Store of Crownes firſt, for your owne Furniture, wherby 
yourſelfe on that Side may worke ſomewhat according - to the Opportunity and 
Place that you ſhall have there. Secondlye, that your Majeſty appoynte ſome 
Store of 'Crownes to remayne on this Side for your Majeſty's Service, to remayne 


| in the Handes of my Lord of Glaſze, or Fontenay, which may be ever redye to be 
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ment; and for that Paget and I live here (which is an exceding chargeable 


. 


Place) for no other Cauſe but to aſſiſte your Service, and to entertayne Intel- Letter to che 
ligence with that Contrye and People, by whoſe Labor many good Offices are to get. 


be done, both there and towardes Scotland, it ſhalbe moſt expedient for the good 
of your Service that it may pleaſe your Majeſty to give Order likewiſe to ſoch 
bere as ſhall have Charge of the ſayd Crownes, that whenſoever Paget or I joynt- 
Ne or ſcverallye ſhall demaunde ſome Crownes, the ſame be delivered unto us, 
or to eyther of us, wherein we ſhall not excede, but conſider as becometh your 
preſent Eſtate, and with all I promiſe your Majeſty for mine owne Part, as 1 
dare alſo for Paget, by the Dutyes that wee owe to your Majeſty, never to be- 
ſtowe any of the ſayd Crownes, but to continue and advance your Service in ſoch 
Caſcs, as yourſelfe, uppon Notice therof, ſhall full well allowe ; and although it 
is a jelous Matter and a jelous Charge, to intermeddle with Monye Matters, and 
Diſtrebution of the ſame, yett under, Correction, I knowe by longe Experience, 
and by the Occaſions daylye occuring, that it is verye neceſſarye that your Ma- 
jeſty give this Creditt, as is ſayde for the good of your owne Service, which may 
not be ſuffred to go to decay. This Motion I wold never make to your Majeſty, 
but attende your Pleaſure and Direction in all Thinges, as becometh me to doe; 
but alas! your Majeſty is ſequeſtred from us, and by that Meanes not able to lay 
downe your Pleaſure in Thinges ſo ſpedelye, as your Service requireth, wherbye 
manye Opportunityes and Occaſions for the Advancement of your Service are loſt, 
or at leſt hindred ; and it is a pityefull Caſe conſydring your Dignitye, and what 
dependeth of your Life and Service, that there is nothing to be had here for the 
good therof in Caſes ſo moch importing your Majeſty ; but that your Majeſty's 
poore baniſhed Servantes do deducte from theyr owne ordinarye Provifion, to 
them aſſigned by God's Goodneſſe and yours. It may therfore pleaſe your Ma- 
jeſty to conſyder herof, as ſhalbe beſt to your Service, and to pardon my Bold- 
neſſe and Libertye this Way, and many other with your Majeſty, which procede 
from me, uppon juſt and urgent Reaſons and Experience that I have ſene in Times 
paſt, and I ſce encreaſe in the preſent, to the Diſadvantage of your Service, 
which I do remember with Grefe to yourſelfe, and have not forgotten longe 
fithence, and of late alſo, to doe the like to ſoch as ought to harken to the Mat- 
ter, and to labor to helpe-to repayre the ſame. wt 
It is alſo requiſite, that ſome Perſonage of Accompt be called to follow the 
Service of your Majeſty in London, and to entertayne and encreaſe your Majeſty's 
Frendes by your Authoritye and Letter, which advanceth not a little all good 
| Purpoſes. In which Caſe I will deelate unto your Majeſty what I have done al- 
readye out of this Captivitye. | | | 
Being ſo well placed and frended in the Partes where you be, II is well able 
to do your Majeſty Service, and to beare ſome Burden and Charge in theſe harde 
Dayes ; I have written unto him that he was fortunate for the Worlde many 
Wayes, but above all worldlye Good 1 told him that he was moch honored by 
your Favor and good Conceate of him, and like, therby, to recover more Honor 
and Contentement hereafter, he performing of his Parte towardes you that 
which is due to your Majeſty from all Engliſb Hartes, and ſpeciallye from thoſe 
that love God, and theyr Contrye. I wrote unto him alſo that being ſo. farre 
advanced in your Favor and Service, and yourſelfe repoſing ſo moch uppon him 
as you did, and as you doe for the preſent above any other, he cold not, with 
good Conſcience and Conſervation of his Reputation, give ypur * ſo 
> | ſlipperye 
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by the French Embaſſador; albeit, I tolde him, that I marvelled not a little, that 
he had not all this while addreſſed ſome other good Meanes, ſo to doe by his owne 
Labor. I have not yett harde any Anſwer from him, but ſoch as I have, I will 
imparte unto your Majeſty to informe you the better of his Determinations, I 
write to him by Throgmorton's Brother, who liveth about London ſince he was 
Priſoner, and remayneth towardes your Majeſty as the reſt of that Familye and 
theyr Frendes; wherof he prayed me alate to aſſure your Majeſty, by an Engliſh 
Gentleman of a good Familye, that latelye arrived here out of England, and came 
to viſit me in this Place. 
I have written alſo to the Lord Harrye Howard to have a ſpeciall Eye to your 
Majeſty's Service, for that I underſtande he hath convenient Libertye, though he 
be ordered to live in Sir Nicbolus Bacon's Houſe ; and for that the Lord Harrye 
was not acquainted wirh the French Embaſlador, I have given him ſome Addreſſe 
how to eſtabliſh his Acquayntance with the ſayd Embaſſador, and further offred 
him to make the ſame the ſtronger by your Frendes oute of theſe Partes, till your 
Majeſty had Comoditye to do it. And therfore prayed him to give me Notice 
from hence what he wolde have done in that Poynt, and it ſholde be performed. 
I have not yett harde from my Lord Harrye for Anſwer to my Letter ; as I heare 
from him, ſo ſhall I advertiſe your Majeſty ; likewiſe, as Things have fallen out 
in England ſince Leyceſter his Departure for Hollande and Zealande, onleſſe I be 
moch -deceaved the Lord Harrye-ſhall have good Meanes to doe your Majeſty 
Service, and therfore your. Majeſty ſhall doe well to revive your Intelligence 
with him, and the ſoner you do it the better; and the Meanes to do it, I will 
impart unto your Majeſty before I make anende of theſe my Letters. 
I have alſo written a good Letter to the Lord Lumley, to frame him to harken 
to your Majeſty's State and Service, and ſent him alſo a few Lines to ſerve to 
make the Intelligence betwene your Majeſty and him; and withall I ſent him an 
Alphabet, and wiſhed him to ſend your Majeſty a Coppye therof, to ſerve be- 
twene you, and for that the French Embaſſador ſhewed me Courteſye in this 
Contrye, and continueth the ſame, I deſired the Lord Lumley to thanke him for 
all his Favors towardes me; and albeit, I have not as yet harde from the Lord 
Lumley for Anſwer of my Letters, yett I perceave he hath done that Office with 
Care of me to the Embaſſador ; and as I ſhall heare from the ſayd Lord Lumley, 
ſo will I advertiſe your Majeſty, onleſſe I may perceave that he hath made an In- 
telligence with your Majeſty, which I wolde have done. 
All which Dealings of mine I truſt your Majeſty will take in good Parte, for 
that I ſeke nothing therby but the good of your Majeſty's Service, which by all 
Meanes poſſible I wolde puſhe forwardes, as I am bounde : And the Cauſe why 
I travell to retayne the old Servantes is, becauſe they or theyr Frendes, or both, 
have ſmarted for this Quarrell, and attend theyr Reputation by your Fortune. 
And it is difficile to draw anew ſo manye, as I wolde to your Majey's Service, 
for that they be terrified by ſome Examples paſt, and by the preſent cruell Go- 
vernment. Beſides that, I am there in England indited of Treaſon, with the 
Pagets, Throgmorton that is on this Side the Seas, and Arden, which terrificth 
others the more to deale with us, and my poore Familye alſo feeles the heavye 
Indignation of the State the more for my Sake. Nevertheleſſe, I will ſerve your 
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Corage I wiſhe them to be, and wold give me agreable Correſpondence, which, 
by your Majeſty's Favors towardes me, may be furthered, like as the ſame hath 
bene ſome Way diſcontinued, in that I cold not entertayne the former Intelligence 
by Meanes of this Captivitye of mine. 


The Counteſle of Arundell is a very noble Woman, and ſo hath ſhewed her- 


ſelfe by her Conſtancye i in Fayth towardes God, and by all other honorable De- 


portements, and is towardes your Majeſty as ſhe ought to be, as you know, and 
ſhe excedeth, in this trobleſome Worlde, all the Men and Women in the Partes 
| where ſhe liveth, and no doubt wold thinke herſelfe happye to have Place to ſerve 
and honor your Majeſty, which ſhe ſhall be able to doe with leſſe Suſpicion then 
if ſhe were a Man; and I am of Opinion that your Majeſty ſhall do well to em- 
ploy her, and to write to her according to the Tenor of ſome few Lines I ſhall 
ſende you herewith, which I truſt you thinke I preſume not to drawe to ſhew 
your Majeſty what you ſhold write, but to informe your Majeſty of ſoch Poyntes, 
as I holde good your Majeſty ſhold inſerte into your Letter to her; to the which 
you may adde at your Pleaſure, and that being done, your Majeſty may ſende your 
Letter for her to the French Embaſſador, and lett him or his Wife deliver the 
ſame, as they may do, for that the ſayd Counteſſe is at London, © I hope in ſhort 
Time that God ſhall ſende your Majeſty ſome other capable Perſonage of that 
Nation to ſerve that, and ſoch like Turnes, which were beſt, for that ſhe with 
him and he with her might treate more ſoundelye then ſhe can with the Prench, 
whoſe Language ſhe doth not underſtande perhappes. The ſayd Counteſſe hath 
good Intelligence, as I am crediblye informed, with the Lord Harrye Howarde, 
to whome ſhe may convey your Letter for him, being a neceſſarye- Inſtrument to 
take the Opportunitye, as I hope for the good of your Majeſty's Service. 

Leycefter, before his Departure out of England, labored to make foure new 

Counſellors to the State to helpe to backe him in all Cauſes. The Counſellors 
whom he ſought to preferre were the Erles of Huntington, Penbroke, and Kent, 
and the Lord Graye ; but Burghley, who was weake of Frendes in the Privye 
Counſell, in Leyceſter's Abſence, hath made that Queen admitt of the Privye Coun- 
ſell the Archbiſhoppe of Conterburye, the Lord Cobham, and the Lord Buck- 
burſte, being all three for their Lines oppoſite to Leycefier, and to his Deſſeingne- 
ments, although all three be depelye overcome with Hereſye ; though yett ſome 
holde Buckburfte for a Catholike in his Harte; but if he be, he diſſembleth the 
Matter egregiouſlye. Buckburſte his Sonne and Heyre is maried to the Siſter of 
the Erle of Arundel! that now is, and by that Alliance Buchburſte in all Reaſon 
is made firme to that Familye, by Meanes wherof the Lord He may worke 
moch with Buckbur/te. 
The Erle of Arundel! is now a ſound Catholike, and his Affliction, which fol⸗ 
lowed in ſhort Time after his Reconſiliation to the Catholike Churche, hath with- 
out Doute done him infinite Good; and Bucłburſte was long ſithence well 
enough diſpoſed towardes your Majeſty, and he hath rather cauſe to 'encreaſe his 
Devotion towardes your Majeſty, then diminiſh the ſame, ſo as he is the more 
apt to be wrought for your Majeſty, wherof Arundell and his Wife, and the 
Lord Harrye Howarde may be the moſt profitable and be the beſt aber that 
I can thinke of preſentlye for the Purpoſe. 

My Lady Cobham beareth a great Stroke over vibe Hoſband, who towardes 
your Majeſty is not evil inclined : Your Majeſty may conſyder how to revive your 
Intelligence with my Lady Cobbam, and you may take Occafion to congratulate of 
the Eſtimation of her Huſband, and that he had wronge that he was not 10 
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A. D. 1586. to that Place rather, and that you doubt not but he will uſe his Creditt it that 
. Place to the Honor and Good of the Realme, and to his owne Commendation, 
70 a . and that he will ever favour Equitye and Honor in all your Cauſes. But I know 
not well how to inſtruct your Majeſty how to finde your Letter well delivered 
to the Lady Cobham by a Partye zealous unto your Majeſty's Service, and agreable 
* to her alſo, which ought to concurre in this Poynt. Francis Bertye were a Man 
for the Purpoſe, if they continue Frendes, as I harde there was fome Difference 
betwene them; if it be ſo, he is not to be employed, and therfore the Coun- 
teſſe of Arundell may do this for your Majeſty, although I know well at what 
Termes they ſtande, though I heare rather well then otherwiſe ; and I hope the 
doing of this Office will encreaſe liking betwene them, for the good of your 
| — 4 though Giftes and Preſents be Thinges that ſhalbe welcome to the Lady 
Cobham, and worke moch with her. But your Majeſty knoweth beſt how the 
Lady Cobbam ſtandeth towardes your Majeſty {till ; and can conſider for the beſt 
how to procede to degle with her, and by whome, and whether ſhe may profitt 
your Majeſty. For if ſhe ſholde not uſe your Letter well, there might grow 
ſome Inconvenience- therbye, which I muſt leave to your Majeſty's good Con- 
ſyderation. My Lady Cobham was moch diſpoſed towardes the Lady Cavendiſbe, 
otherwiſe called the Counteſſe of Shreuſburye, and if theyr League be great ſtill, 
then is the Lady Cobbam to be delt withall with more Diſcretion, or Rirbeppe not 
to be delt with at all. 

Within few Monthes after I was  Prifaner: there was GP others of this Nation 
in the ſame Predicament, though for other Matters, and were detayned more 
ſtraight then I was. It was neceſſarye for Mendoza, for the ſpeciall Advance- 
ment of the Service of his Maſter in a oth of great Conſequence, to have In- 
telligence with one of the Priſoners. Hereuppon Mendoza wrote unto me erneſtlye 
to pray my Helpe to frame an Intelligence betwene him and the Priſoner, or to do 
the Office myſelfe by Mouth betwene them; Being in this State I ſent him 
Word, that it was no Time for me to imbarke myſelfe for the preſent in ſoch 
Matters, if I did reſpect myſelfe and my Caſe as I ſhold, Yett afterwardes find- 
ing Mendoza erneſt in the Matter, I wrote unto him, that I had receaved ſundrye 
Charges from your Majeſty to ſerve and honor his Maſter, the King of Spayne, 
and him alſo, as I did at all Times. And further I added, that it hold never be 
founde that I wold omitte in my Condition, or Fortune that might enſue to me, 
to ſerve your Majeſty, and your good Allyes and Frendes, of which Nomber 1 

held both his Maſter and dicaſelfe to be, for the which he thanked me moch by 
his Letters. Aud in fine, I ſerved the Turne required at my Handes to the good 
Advancement of the King of Spayne his Service and Commoditye. But whileſt 
12 Matter was in ing I remembred to take Opportunitye to remember 


Mendoga about your Monye Matter fo longe attended, and as it were almoſt for- 

__ In which Caſe I wrote to him erneſtlye, and remembred unto him your 

_ Majeſty's preſent Eſtate ; and ther fore prayed him, in fo ſtraight a Time with 
your Majeſty, to teſtifye by Effect, what Care he had of your Majeſty, and uppon 
that Condition aſſured him ever of my Service then fo moch required. He an- 
ſwered me by Writing at large, and more amplye touching the Matter then ever 
before, and confeſſed unto me, that the ſayd Monye was once here redye for your 
Majeſty in the Handes of Taſi, and, uppon his Departure, or ſome Time before, 
was otherwiſe employed, her by there was ſome Falt in ſome. Vet Mendoza wrote 
unto me at large, as hy Mouth he confeſſed unto me heretofore, that he never had 


any Charge from your Majeſty about that Monye Matter, which he expected to 
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have from yourſelſe, wherin his Service ſhall be demanded. Nevertheleſſe he A. P. 1386. 
aſſured me, that he wold write to the King of Spayne in the Cauſe ; and ſince Fb 
ſent me Word by Paget, that he had written twice about that Monye Matter, Letter to the 
wherof I thought good to advertiſe Sir Francis Englefeld, that he might revive the ogg of 
Matter alſo for his Part. Sir Francis Englefeld anſwered me and Paget, that he 
was glad that I had procured Mendoza to putt Life in the Cauſe, which had bene 
longe covered from him, ſo as he knew not where the Impediment was, that the 
ſayd Monye was not come to your Handes, wherof, by his Letters of late written 
to Paget and myſelfe, he giveth us good Hope, and that the ſame wilbe re-- 
covered; inſomuch, that Sir Francis Englefeld was in Hande with us to know 
how the ſame ſhold come well to your Handes, for that theyr Meaning is the 
ſame ſhold not be carried from your Majeſty by other Miniſters. By the Way, 
for that I cold not entertayne with Sir Francis Englefeld the like Intelligence, as 
heretofore, I prayed Paget to do the ſame for your Majeſty Service, and that is 
done, and Paget and Sir Francis Englefeld good Frendes; and Paget and I wrote 
agayne to Sir Francts Englefeld to travell, that the ſayd Monye might be convayed 
hither to the Handes of Mendoza, Our Meaning is to deale with Mendbæa when 
the Monye is arrived, that it remayne in his Handes till you ſhall Ggnifye unto 
him your Pleaſure, how the fayd Monye ſhall be ordered, onleſſe for ſome urgent 
Cauſe wee ſhall ſee Occaſion to demaund ſome Part therof for yout neceffarye' 
Service, Now it may pleaſe your Majeſty to write to Mendoz# (as you ſhall re- 
ceave his Letter to accompanye theſe unto yourſelf ) and to thanke him for all 

Offices, and for his Favors ſhewed me in this Time of my Captivitye, 
which he wolde gladlye releve, and to that End hath beſtowed his Labors, as I 
have ſayd, and to give him Direction to whoſe Handes the ſayd Monye ſhalbe 
delivered, out of the which wold be deducted the 6000 Crowns fo long expect,” 
to ſatisfye Paget and Charles Arundel, and others, about the which at the laft: 
Charles Arundell for his Part hath. broken all Patience, and fell to diſorder after I 
was Captive, and not in Caſe to intertayne and ſtay him as before about- his 
Monye. And I mult nedes ſay, that Pager, of his Brother's Store and his one, 
reſpecteth your Majeſty as becometh him to doe, and Charles Arundel! as a 
Frende to furniſhe him in his Diſtreſſe with 100 Crowns, which otherwiſe was 
not to be recovered here to have ſaved Arundells Life, which for want of Monye 
he was at a Poynt to have putt in Hazarde, and to have retorned into England to 
the blemiſh of us all, which Inconvenience imminent I did impart to my Lord 
of Glaſgo, and out of this Captivitye write therof to the Duke of Guiſe, fore. 
ſeing the Diſorder, wherunto Arundel was like to growe, being but yonge in 
Baniſhinent, and not acquainted with adverſe Fortune, wherof both tis Betters 
and his Equalls, and of other Sortes have taſted, in other Sorte then ever he did; 
and as his Frende, that wiſhed him all the good in the Worlde, I am aſhamed of 
his Diſorder and Exclamation about his Monye Matter, the Want whetof 
brought him out of all Order. Yett to comfort him, he had a Penſion by your 
Goodneſſe of 80 Crowns by the Month of the King of Spayne; in which Cafe, 
Mendoza for your Sake delt verye well with ie” Lord Paget, Charles Pager, 
Charles Arundell, and Thomas Trogmortori. And this Provifion Arundel. might 
have had for the going for, as did the Lord Paget and Mr. Throgmorton ; and this 
Provifion wold have ſerved a right good Man to have contented himſelfe to have 
ſerved God in Baniſhement ; 20 now Arundell is gone to Spayne for his fayd' 
B and for the © Arrerages of the ſame. Howbeit, with a dontefull Con- 
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A. D. 1586, * of his Departements, as I am to my Grefe informed, which moves me to 
n pray to God that he holde a good Courſe. 


For the other 6000 Crowns your Majeſty may diſpoſe therof as you ſhall 
thinke beſt ; but I hold it beſt that your Majeſty draw the beſt Part for your 
owne better Fenin and it is nedefull ſome Crowns be ſent into Scotland to 
recover Service and Servantes there. The Lord Claude Hamilton promiſeth 
moch, and is holden a capable Perſonage and well diſpoſed: to do good Offices, 
having Support, without the which there is no good Service to be expected from 
thence ; and I wold to God that having Support they deliver good Service for 
the ſame. I thanke the Lord Claude, he was at the Gates of this Houſe, and a 
baniſhed Biſhoppe out of Ireland, to have viſited me, but they they cold not be 
permitted to come to me; for that few. Dayes before the Engli/h Embaſſador 

complayned to the King, that I had to moch Libertye, and withall there was 
ſome.. new... Priſoners not longe before brought in hither, that had ſome Way 
ſerved in the League of Princes. For the which Cauſe I was the more re- 
ſtrayned at that Time, the rather, for that it was knowne I was yours; and by 
Conſequence at the Commaundement of the Duke of Guiſe, which I never de- 
nyed, although that Conceate at the firſt did not helpe me, but I hope will in the 
Ende, By which Meanes I loſt the Opportunitye to conferre with my Lord 
Claude, and the ſayd reverend Prelate; but by Paget and Fontenay (who conferred 
at large with the ſayd Lord Claude] I heare that they have good Aſſureance of 
him, and hold him for the preſent the beſt Member to do good in Scotland; 
albeit; to tell your Majeſty mine owne Opinion, I had rather you had ſome other 
then they of that Familye to relye uppon for your wayghtye Affayres in Scotland, 
where it is highly Time to finde the Meanes to draw your Sonne to a good 
Courſe, wherin the Lord Claude may perhappes be a good Inſtrument, and the 
rather for the Conjonction and Amitye he hath with the $etons, whome I hold to 
be zealous Subjects and Servants to your Majeſty, and Maſter Alexander Seton is a 
diſcrete. Perſonage; and a Man fitt to be employed; and I perceave there is a 
fincere Amitye betwene the Lord Claude and the ſayd Alexander Seton; wher- 
uppon I bilde the better uppon the Lord Claude, with that I heare otherwiſe of 
him, he and Alexander Seton concurring ſoundlye be able to do ſignall Service. 

Now talking of Scotland, I remember that II hath a fitt Man to helpe to 
make and to entertayne an Intelligence with Scotland; and, I thinke; for the bet- 
ter Advancement of Thinges it ſhall not be amiſſe, but neceſſarye, that you de- 

maunde by your one Letter II his Labors. Vou may ſend. your Letters for 
him by the Name of Godfrey Sutton to the Handes of the French Embaſſador; 
and I will ſende Worde to 7. brogmorton's Brother, who is about London, and great 
with IT, that he repayre to the French Embaſſador for ſoch Letters hg ad- 
dreſſed, and, being receaved, he deliver the ſame fafelye to Il. In your Letter 
to the French Embaſſador, your Majeſty may call, Tbregmorton by the Name of 
| Nicholas Germin, which Name I will inſtru him to retayne at his Repayre to 
the Embaſſador; this Throgmorton behaved” himſelfe, in his Captivitye with his 
Brother Francis, very honeſtlye in all Cauſes, and adventured in his Captivitye 
very moch for the Relefe of his ſayd Brother. If you reſolye to write to II, by 
this Means it is very like, that he will import the ſame to-George,Throgmorton ; 


wherfore it may pleaſe your Majeſty. in the ſayd Letter to take ſome Occaſion to 
condole the Death of Francis Throgmorton, and to commende moch the honeſt 


and commendable Deportements of both his Brethren, and to pray II to com- 
fort both them and theyr good Mother, and the 2 Wife of the ſayd Francis 
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Throgmorton, and to aſſure them all of your Favor and Helpe to repayre theyr &. D. 1586. 
decayed. State, and loſſe of Francis Throgmorten, which was a great Loſſe, all AD

Thinges conſydred; and thus moch from your Majeſty will moch comfort them Letter to 1 
all, and retayne them and theyrs to your Service. — a 
Somerſet is a Priſoner ſtill in the Tower, as I heare, otherwiſe I wold write to 
dim about your Service, as I wold write to all others that I thought wold be pro- 
fitable unto your Majeſty ; and your Majeſty may write yourſelfe to Somerſet, 
when you heare he is at Libertye, and that you ſhall have Meanes to do it, wher- 
in I will helpe the beſt I can, though he wilbe fearfull, after his Captivitye, to 
meddle with any Thinge. 
And I holde it to good Purpoſe, that you write yourſelfe to the Lord Lumley, 
which will bringe him the more forwarde to your Service, which he is able to 
advance many Wayes, living as he doth in London, and about London, and in the 
Court. The Lord Lumley and the Lord Claude be well acquaynted, and, in 
Truth, the Lord Lumley gave ſound Counſell to the ſayd Lord Claude, when he 
came firſt to the Courte of England, and adviſed him to beware of the Pratikes 
of the State, which the Lord Claude ſemeth to take in verye good Part, as he 
ought to doe; ſo as if your Majeſty wold Charge him with any Thinge towardes ' 
the Lord Claude, I thinke the ſayd Lord Lumley wold execute your Pleaſure ; 
and the ſayd Lord Lumley hath Landes and Tenantes beſides Newcaſtle and 
| Northomberland, wherby he may do ſome good Offices for your Majeſty towardes 
Scotland; and if the Lord Lumley enter into Intelligence by Cifar with your Ma- 
jeſty, it may pleaſe you to thanke him for the Care he Bagh to favor my Libertye 
by his Travayle with the French Embaſſador. 

The more I thinke of the Counteſſe of Arundell, the more nh "OA I thinks 
it for your Majeſty to enter into Intelligence with her, having Devotion. to ſerve 
your Majeſty, and able to do it many Wayes ; ſhe is one of the Daughters and 
Heyres of the Lord Decres of the North, which, I thinke, your Majeſty remem- 
breth, and by that Meanes hath Landes and Tenants on the Borders of Scotland, 
and many Frendes which ſhe may and will conyert to ſerve your Majeſty's Turne 
for Intelligence with Scotland; and therfore your Majeſty may boldlye call uppon 
her for chis and other Offices, for ſhe hath bene to my Knowledg long ſince in 
Hande with ſome Frendes to have ſome fitt Thinge to be preſented from her to 
your Majeſty. And conſydring the Honor of the Lady Cobham, I holde it not 

amiſſe that your Majeſty pray the Counteſſe of Arundel to beſtowe ſome Token 
uppon her in your Name to ſoch a Valew, as your Majeſty ſhall. thinke good. 
The ſayd Counteſſe will do this and the like Offices willinglye for your Majeſty, 
and ſhe is able to do it, and will attende till your Majeſty may make her amendes. 
Vett to herſelfe you may ſend ſome Token of no great Charge, which coming 
from you, nevertheleſſe ſhe will moch Eſteme. My Lord Sturton is a Catho- 
like, and maried the Daughter of the Lord Cobham; and the Lord Sturton, be- 
ing in that Degree of Alliance with that F anulye, were a fitt Inſtrument to be 
imployed towardes the Lord and Lady Cobham. : Sir . Fobn, Arundell maried the 
Lord Sturton's Mother, being Siſter to the Erle of Darbye that now is; and Sir 
John Arundell were a fitt Man to, puſhe on the Lord Sturton for your Service. 


But Sir John is kept under by the State, and verye fearefull to intermeddle with

- out of Spayne prayed his Brother Charles to come and live with him, wherloever 
he ſhall remayne, wherof the ſayd Charles made me privye. I have as moch as 
in me layed diſwaded the Purpoſe by my Letter to the Lord Paget, and by Mouth 
with Charles Paget, for that he is here for many Cauſes neceſſarye for your 
Service, and verye carefull therof. But in Truth it is chargeable Living here; 
yett for that I know not how my Lord Paget and Charles will reſolve uppon this 
Purpoſe, I am of Opinion under your Majeſty's Correction, that you ſhold do 
well to require Charles Paget in any wife that he do not depart hence, where 
you finde his Service agreable unto you; and to the Ende he may the better 
bear the Burden and Charge of this Place, it may pleaſe your Majeſty to com- 
mend us both eftſones to the Duke of Guiſe, my Lord Embaſſador, and to Men- 
dsa, as olde faythfull and moſt humble and bed Servants to your Majeſty, 
in'whome you confide uppon long Experience of our faythfull Service. And 
to defire Mendoza to provide ſo with his Maſter, as Paget may have his Penſion

by the Name of Traytor and Villayne, now in his Abſence. And there be In- 
ſtruments that helpe to puſhe forward this Subject to his Ruine. He taketh the 
Matter uppon him where he is, as though he were abſolute King of the Con- 

trye, and hath many Perſonages of good Place out of England about him, the 
beſt Nomber wherof defire nothing more then his Confuſion, and ſome of them 
be gone with him rather to avoyde the Perſecution for Relligion i in England, 
then for any good Service they wiſhe him. I heare that Mr. William Grene and 

Mr. Blont, of whome I have made mention heretofore to your Majeſty, be with 

'Leycefler. Some others that be there have demanded me to come into the Low- 

Contryes, if I were at Libertye to putt any helping Hande to theyrs, to do ſome 

good Office agaynſt Leycefter his Deſſeingments; wherin, if I were at Libertye, 

I might perhappes do Han good which 1 cannot in this State. Yett my poor 

"Adviſe and Labor ſhall not want to give Leycefter all Diſhonor, which will fall 

him in the Ende with Shame enough, though for the preſent he be verye 
in the Felde and in the Townes of that Contrye: But his Greatneſs there 
doth moch weaken England, which, in the olde Time, Scotland and theyr an- 
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cient Allyes wold ſonne have ſpyed, and have diverted that Proceding of Leycefter, A. D. 1586. 
by making of ſome Incurſion and Warres uppon England. Vivres be ſcarce and F 
very deare in Flanders, and to helpe the Matter, this King hath made Prohi- actor 

bition that no Corne be tranſported out of his Realme into Flanders, which — ” 
weakneth the good Sort, and advanceth the Enemyes Commerce ; but God of 
his Goodneſſe will eyther ende or mende this Worlde. 

A Gentilman of this Contrye, with whome I had honeſt Frendſhippe in this 
Place, being a Perſonage of Accompt, and knowing my Devotion towardes your 
- Majeſty, by Way of Diſcourſe. with me talking of your Majeſty, told me that 
your Majeſty in this Time being ſpoyled of your Right, was evill ſerved in the 
Affayres of your Douaire, and for your Majeſty's Service wiſhed me to adviſe that 
you ſhold putt your Douaire to farme for three, four, five, or fix Yeares, and ſo 
ſholde you have yearely anſwered 30,000 Crowns, and have ſubſtantiall Far- 
mors to pay the ſame in Paris, or where you ſhall appoynt, and ſo be the better 
able to helpe your Affayres and ſoch as depende uppon you, and are employed in 
your Service, Wheras now the Multitude of exceding chargeable Officers go 
away with the whole Comoditye in Effect, and leave yourſelf the leſt Part. 1 
have not had Time to conferre with ſoch Servantes of yours uppon this Poynt as 
I defired, for the good of yoor Service; yett the daylye Decay I heare to be in 
your Majeſty's Douaire, and the Neceſſitye of Reparation which your State and 
Affayres require, do move me in Dutye and Conſcience to tell your Majeſty 
what I have hard offred in this Poynt, wherof it may pleaſe your Majeſty to 
think. And as you: ſhall thinke good to propounde to your Counſell, that for 
your urgent Affayres you muſt retranche the Multitude of chargeable Officers 
that you have to ſmall profitt to you, and lett your Dourye to farme, to your beſt 
Advantage, and therein require theyre ſincere Adviſe and Aſiſtance, though 
happes to ſome of them this Motion will not be acceptable; and indede if your 
| Majeſty were in your priſtinate State, I wolde not in haſte make this Motion unto 
you to make any Alteration in your ſayd Dourye. And for that I do not well 
know how this Matter may well take Effect, and be ſettled to your Majeſty's 
Advantage, but ſeing how the World goeth, and that your Majeſty can have no 
Support to advance your Officers, it will not be found ſtrange that you ſhall 
make your uttermoſt Comoditye of your dwne; to the Furderance of your owne 
Service, 

Where I moved your Majeſty to beſtow of 80 Crowns by the Yeare uppon 
my honeſt and faythfull Servante and yours (for ſo ſhall he be if he be mine) 
Gilles Morig neau, it may pleaſe your Majeſty to convert that Penſion into ſome 
Office of Notarye or Sergent, or ſoch like Charge. 

Now heare that your Cifar ſent at this Time to the Duke of Guiſ cannot 
be diſciphred, for that hitherto the Alphebet betwene your Majeſty and him for 
that Purpoſe is loſt betwene Sear and Pericar his Secretaryes, or at leſt cannot be 
yett recovered, which is a great Falte, and wold be remembred to me ſeven Yeares 
hence, if I had done the like; but there is no Remedye but Patience, and that 
your Majeſty remember to ſende the ſayd Duke of Guiſe another Alphabet, and 
a Coppye of the olde to decifar this, which. the Duke hath now receaved from 
your Majeſty.

Letter to the Nuncio, 4 al I ſhold have remembred rather. But in ſhort Time after I well 
= 1125 underſtode that others of the Fathers of the Jeſuiſtes had the Matter amongſt 
them, and had written therof to ſome Frendes of theyrs in England, which then 

terrified me moch; yett for that I well hoped that the Matter ſnhold not come 

out of good Men's Handes>to the Enemyes, I ſayd nothing then, whatſoever I 

thought; but having ſene the ſayd Examination and Confeſſion of Father Creygh- 

ton, I was not a little trobled, inſomoch that I told my Lord of Glaſgo that I was 

aſhamed to live and to intermeddle with Thinges of Importance, and to have 

the ſame in ſoch Sort diſcoyered by the Adverſaryes, and ther fore prayed my

I delivered alſo the Night before I was Priſoner, the ſayd Confeſſion 

of Father Creyghton to Father Odo the Provinciall of that Societye, and made to 

him the like Requeſt that I made to my Lord of Glaſgo, For I cannot ſerve and 

diſcharge: with Honor, where Thinges of this Conſequence are thus handled, 

and ſo moch or more I fayd to my Lord of Glaſgo, and the ſayd Provinciall, 

But thankes be to God, ſo moch as was diſcovered and came to the Knowledg of 

the Adverſaryes (wheruppon Creyghton was examined) did not concerne your Ma- 

jeſty, wherbye the Adyerſaryes cold have direct Matter to charge you withall, 

though now I remember that your Majeſty wrote unto this Contrye of the like 
Matter, wherwith you, had bene there charged, though agaynſt all Equitye, and 
yourſelfe altogether of this Matter ignorant, here begonne by the Duke of Guiſe, 
dhe fayd Nuncio my Lord of Glaſgo, Father Claude, and myſelfe; and God

I Tremembred your Majeſty. by my former Letters * write to his Holyneſle, | ' 
and ſo diſcharge your owne Obedience towardes the ſame, and alſo reporte the 
Calamitye and Miſerye of that whole Iſle, and of the Perſecution of the Chriſti- 
ans, which nevertheleſſe you may alledge to be manye, to encourage his Holy- 
neſſe to have ſpeciall Regarde to that Contrye. You may alſo informe that by 
the Tyrannye of the Heretikes all Intelligence, is ſtopped betwene your Majeſty | 
and your Sonne, wherby you may alledge truly that you cannot worke that good 
uppon him and in Scotland that you deſire to doe, and are alſo bound to doe; 
wherfore your Majeſty may erneſtlye commend that Iſle to his Holyneſſe, and 
your Sonne alſo, and deſire bis Holyneſſe of his Goodneſſe to take him to his 
ſpeciall Protection in Time, for the better Service of God and his Churche, and 
Extirpation of Hereſye.

ſerve in good Purpoſe, that you Advance ſome of the Engli/h Preſtes here in Ba- Letter to the. 
niſhetnent to ſome Prebendes of your Majeſty's Donation, wherby you ſhall the — of 
more oblige theyr Prayers and Service; and beſides, if you follow my poor Ad- 
viſe in the doing therof, I will pick you out ſoch to be Partakers of this Favor, as 
{hall ſerve and honor your Majeſty on this Side, and draw ſome of theyr Frendes 
on that Side to do the like, in ſome Sort or other to your Contentmente I truſte. 
For though I know no Catholike Engh/> of any Judgment, but pray for your 
Majeſty, yett when they feek of Comfort or Advancement to them or theyr 
Frendes, that puſheth them more forwardes, and maketh them zelous to do 
your Majeſty Service; beſides that, the Demonſtration of your Care, to provide 
for the Engliſh baniſhed Preſtes, is acceptable to God, and will wunde moch to 
your Honor before his Holyneſſe, and the Cardinells in Rome. Where there are 
continuall Sutors of the Engliſb, ſpirtuall and ſecular, for Support and Help; and 
your Majeſty ſhall not do ſo little a Worke of Charitye, but I ſhall labor to 
make it be knowne to your Good and Honor, by God's Power. 

As your Majeſty ſhall ſettle any new Intelligence, or entettayne any new 
Servantes, I hope your Majeſty will therof advertiſe me, and comprehende me 
with them with your Favor, to the Ende I may the better holde my Handes, to 
the backing, and mayntaying of a ſounde and diligent: Correſpondencye, 
wherbye Thinges may be, by the Labor of Members, ent at one Marke, the 
better advanced, and Inconvenience prevented. 
When you ſhall thinke good to write to Sir Francis Englefeld, I pray you lett 
him know, that I have advertiſed your Majeſty of his Care, in ſolliciting the 
Monye Matter, and that Thomas Throgmorton is one; whoſe good Fortune you 
tender, wherof Sir Francis Englefeld will do good, for the Throgmorton is 
his Godſonne, and his Kinſman of the beſt Familye, wherof he can derive him- 
ſelfe. 

Having written thus farre, I receaved Letters out of England from Lad. from 
Poley, in my former Letters mentioned, who writeth unte me, that he hath bene 
in the Partes where your Majeſty remayneth, and there addreſſed the Meanes to 
convey ſoch Letters, as I commended to his Care, to ſerve to make an Intel- 
ligence with your Majeſty. Wee have applyed him this twelve Monthes, or 
thereaboutes, and have founde him to deale well, and very willing to ſerve your 
Majeſty, as Paget can tell you. He was firſt recommended unto me by 
Chriſtopher Blunt, who never abuſed me, but continued well affected to ſerve and 
honor your Majeſty; and I am of Opinion, t that you entertayne the ſayd Poley, 
who, by Blunt's Labors and my Adviſe, is placed with the Lady Sidneye, the 
Dowghter of Secretarye Valſingbam, and by that Meanes ordinarylye in his 
Houſe, and therbye able to picke out many Thinges to the Information of your 
Majeſty, Blunt and he, in Favor of your Majeſty and by my Inſtruction, have 
done notable Service to the French Embaſſador at his firſt arrivall in England, 
When as he was ſo narrowlye loked unto, as few or none of the Engliſb durſt ap- 
proche his Houſe, moch leſſe conferre with him, or any of his Houſe. Accord- 
ing to your Wiſedome your Majeſty may in ordinarye Sort entertayne Poley in 


Writing, and uſe his Labor, for the Convoy betwene your Majeſty and the French 
Embaſſador, and geve Order there or here to us for ſome Conſyderation of his 
Service, which with Time may be very profitable for us. I have ſayd he is in a

of the common Enemyes. 

I am informed out of England, that the Laird of Ferniberft | is departed this 

Life, wherof I am ſorry, for that I held him a good Servant to your Majeſty, 
and pray God to have Mercye of his Soule. His Sonne and Eleyie was well 
brought upp, and I hope will make a good Member, and cherfore it may pleaſe 
your Majeſty to holde your Favor towardes him; and the Lady Pernbur/t, which 
Lam moved to deſire by the Obligation of my honeſt Acquaintance in this Ba- 
niſhment, and for that I founde them ſo well diſpoſed towardes your Majeſty. 
I have harde many Dayes paſt that Randolf? was to be ſent Embaſſador into 
Scotland, who is both dogged and craftye. Your Majeſty will well perceave 
uppon whom you buyld in Scotland for your Service, and ſo theyr Condition on 
the one Side, and the Pretikes of this Time do require on the other Side; albeit, 
I make no Doute, but your Majeſty may finde many faythfull and capable Mem- 
bers in Scotland for your Service, for which Purpoſe I holde Mr. Alexander Seton 
a fitt Member, having hene chriſtianlye brought upp, and deſcended of a loyall 
and an honorable Familye, and able, by Reaſon of his Experience, to take an 
honorable Charge, and he hath competent Proviſion for the Purpoſe.  . 

Of the State of the Aﬀayres of the Worlde my Lord of Glaſgo doth, by his 
Letters which you ſhall receave herewith, informe your Majeſty, and ſo doth 
Mendoza likewiſe ;, and therfore I will ſay nothing therof. And in this State 
Thinges 80 ſo uncertayne, as a Man cannot write therof with Honor. The Pre- | 
paration outwardes is to make the Warres agaynſt the Huguenots; but the King 
of France doth inwardlye deſire rather Peace then Warre, and is ledd to make 
Warre agaynſt his Will, wherbye your Majeſty may diſcerne how weakelye he 
will indede advance the Warres, and what inwarde Conceipt he hath of the Duke 
of Guiſe, and the reſt that advance the Warres, which for the preſent make your 
Majeſty and your Service to be here the leſſe reſpected ; and therfore I pray God, 
that the Iſſue of the Warres here begon, may in fine bringe Reparation of your 
State here. The King of France was in Hande with his Holyneſſe to provide 
that nothing ſhold be attempted agaynſt England; wheruppon his Holyneſſe 
pleaded Ignorance, and yett nevertheleſſe anſwered the French King, that if 
there were any ſoch Enterpriſe in Hande, that it ſhold not lye in the Power of 
the French Kinge to reſiſte the ſame. I beſeche God to inſpire the French 
King's Hart to be profitable to the Churche of God, or at the leſt not to hinder 
the Labors of others dedicated to that Ende. 

The King of Navarra and his Faction demaunde a Counſell-Generall, wher- 
unto they promiſe to ſubmitt themſelves, and to bringe many other | hereticall 
Princes. The Duke of Saxe, who was of theyr Bande, dyed of late, but his 
Sonne is worſe then the Father was, and ſince his Death here hath bene a Speache 
that the yonge Duke of Saxe ſholde marye the King of Navarre's Siſter, which 
I was not ſorrye to heare, becauſe I wiſhe ſhe were beſtowed, and not reſerved 
to entertayne Talke of Mariage with your Sonne, as manye doe. The Queen 
of Navarre was verye ſicke of late, and ſtandeth in evill Termes with her Bro- 
ther the French King. If ſhe had dyed, it was here diſcourſed that the King of 
Navarre wold become Catholike, and marrye the Dowghter of the King of 
| Spayne. Monſieur de Mayne i is in Guienne, where he is honored of the beſt, and 
no Doute wold purge that Contrye from Heretikes in ſhort Time; but I feare 
me moch, he ſhall not be dulye aſſiſted to winne the Honor, but rather ſhall be 
croſſed, and perhappes abuſed. But God, whoſe Quarrell he hath in Hande, 
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will affiſt him I hope well. Monſieur Montpenſſer did not take Armes as was A. D. 1586, 
here alledged ſome Wekes paſt, but he doth adhere moch to the King of Na- - 2 
varre. Sir Philipp Sidney hath bene a good while ſithence in Germanye to draw Letter to the 
ſome from thence by the Inſtigation of England to aſſiſt the French Huguenots, _ 2 
and there is a great Speche of Preparation in Germanye for the Purpoſe; the 
\ Duke of Guiſe is aſſigned to have a great Armye to reſiſte them, wherin de Foyeuſe 
and de Eſpernon are appoynted to ſerve under the Duke of Guiſe, but that Ap- 
ma. tement will not long holde, I feare me; the Queen-Mother backeth the 
Duke of Guiſe verye well in this Time. The Mariage of the Duke of Ne- 
meure and the Princeſſe of Lorayne is differed till after Eaſter, and ſome Pretiques 
there have bene in Hande to beſtowe the ſame Princeſſe uppon the Count 
De Soyſon, being a Prince of the Blood, and by that Meanes to helpe to parfitt 
and make ſome better Accord betwene the Houſe of Lorayne, and the Houſe of 
Burbon; I have hard that the Ducheſſe of Savoy hath bene with Childe theſe 
| ſeven Monthes, which will moch comfort the King her Father, as it will diſ- 
corage ſome others that attende to poſſeſſe the Duchye of Savoye. 

Eyther Rawley, the Mignon of her of England is wearye of her, or els ſhe is 
wearye of him; for I heare ſhe hath now entertayned one Blent, Brother of the 
Lord Montjoye, being a yonge Gentleman, whoſe Grandmother ſhe may be for 
her Age and his, wherof I thought good to advertiſe your Majeſty, wiſhing the 
ſame to entertayne Chriſtopher Blont, according to the Ogeafions that he ſhall, or 
may offer unto your Majeſty, and it ſhall be to ſome Purpoſe that you make the 
ſayd Poley to underſtande, that you have by many Meanes occaſion to thinke 
well of Chriſtopher Blont, who is for the preſent in Hollaflde with Leycefter, and 
hath ſent for the ſayd Poley to come to him, and hath alſ ſent the ſayd Poley an 
Alphabet to be ſent to me, which I have this Day receaved./ I knowe Blont's 
Mind, and Confidence he hath in me, more then in moſt Men living, having 
bene his Frende in his Proſperitye, and his greateſt Diſtrefle, He hath ſome 
Charge and Creditt where he is, and his Meaning is for thę Service of God and 
Advantage of the King of Spayne, to further the Deliverye of ſome notable 
Townes in Hollande and Zelande to the King of Spayne and his Miniſters, where- 
in nevertheleſſe he deſireth to procede with my poore Adviſe and Labors, him- 
ſelfe being for the preſent in a notable Place to do great Service to all Chriſten- 
dome, by ayding to the Expulſion of Heretikes, which uſurpe and invade the Poſ- 
ſeſſions of his Majeſty Catholike ; and it greveth me not a little, that I am ſo ſe- 
queſtred as I cannot furder as I wolde ſo good and godlye a Worke; yett in this

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Right truſiy and right wel-beloved Cous ix, 


IKE as we have bene informed of your moſt injurious Affliction, no doute 
but moch encreaſed by the like happened to your good Huſband, ſo deate to 

us: So wolde we not have bene the laſt to have ſignified unto you (if the Com- 
moditye had ſerved us, wherof we be both indignelye and wrongfullye deprived) 
the great Grefe we conceaved of the one Side of your Afflictions, and the Com- 
fort on the other Parte we toke to underſtande of that godlye Conſent and Con- 
ſtancye in you both, for the Defence of our Fayth and Relligion. A Matter for 
all good Chriſtians to holde in moſt precious Recommendation, and by how 


moch more you both have prefered me in worldlye Good and Honor in this Life, 
above others (which be God's Goodneſſes and Favor to you both) by ſo moch 


the more be you bounde to be Lanternes for Fayth and Honor to ſtay the weaker 
Sortes and to recover others by your godlye Example, which by Malice or 
Ignorance have declined from our Fayth and Relligion, which ought not to be 
neglected for Gayne or Payne whatſover. Though you may ſee nevertheleſs 
that by to moch Lenity and remiſſe Dealing in the Beginning by ſome of the 
Principalls of this Realme in ſo weightye a Cauſe, to what unſpeakable Incon- 
venience the Matter is brought to our no ſmall Grefe by yealding to Hereſye to 
take ſo deepe Roote, and ſo growne by Continuance to ſoch a Height, as it is 
moſt lamentable to beholde the ſame, and ought to move us all the more in- 

ſtantlye to diſcharge our Duties in this Quarrell ; and inthe mean while pray to 
God to afliſte us with his Grace to the Ende, wherin we ſhall affiſte you both 
with Prayers, and by all other Meanes agreable ; being not a little troubled 
with this forced and ungodlye Seperation of your woe, as whome God and Truth 
hath ſo well conjoyned to his Glorye (I hope) and to your immortal Honor and 
Reputation. 

We do not ſo little reſpe& the Weale and Honor of you both and Good of this 
Realme, but we have thought with ourſelfe longe ſince of both your afflicted 
States, and conſydred by what poſſible Labors of ours, with any Kinge or Prince, 
our good. Confederates and Allyes in the Worlde, we might procure the Libertye 
of your good Huſband, and repoſe of you both to ſerve God and your Contrye. 
But of the one Side, the greate Jelouſye of this State, and the Promptitude of the 
ſame to interprete the worſt of our Actions, though the fame tende to no other 
Marke, but to do good; and wante of Intelligence with you both, and due In- 

formation of your State, and what we might applye for the good thereof, have 
ſtayed us all this while from putting any Thing in Execution, for the Advance- 
ment of you both, leſt of Zeal to do you good (which abounds in us) we might 
have committed ſome Error nevertheleſs, and rather put your Caſe backward than 
forward; ſo as it is neceſſarye that we doe underſtande from yourſelves the 
Veritye of your State, and the Hope you conceave of the Reparation of the ſame, 


wherunto 
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A. D. 1586. wherunto our Labors ſhall not wante, but be moſt cooye where the ſame may 


honor and profit you both. 

Yow may eaſelye conjecture, that it is no ſmall Grefe to us, that our only 
Sonne, is by the Malice of this Time, and the wicked Practiſes of ſome Inſtru- 
ments, conducted to be ſo backward in Matters of his own Salutation, and for 
the Conſolation of this whole Iſle. 

In which Pointes as we never omitted the Dutye of a good Mother, as we 
colde recover Time to do it, being ſequeſtred from him from his Nativitye, ſo 
ſhall we never deſiſte hereafter to doe theſe good Offices, though the Labors of 
the Enemyes of God and this Iſle tende to breake all Intelligence between us, and 
to divide us with Practices; how horrible they be, in the Sight of God and all 
good Chriſtian People, we geferre ourſelves to God and all the Chriſtian Worlde 
that heare and ſee the ſamey with infinite other Injuries alredye and continuallye 
practiſed againſt us both. You ſhall receave ſome Letters incloſed, which are to 
be delivered in Scotland, to ſome good Servantes of ours, wherin we pray you to 
give us leave to employt your Care and Labors to ſo good a Worke; and that by 
the Meanes of your Frendes and Servants uppon the Borders, this Service, grate- 
full to God and us, may be ſettled and continued ee by your Care, which 
you knowe to be requiſite i in this Time. | 
Lou ſhall alſo receave herewith a Letter to my Lord Harrye Howarde, which 
we pray you likewi be well delivered. We have alſo written herewith a 
few Lines to the Lady Q bam, which we likewiſe deſire to be delivered to her, 
and pray you further to buy for us of the beſt Silkes or Velvets that you can finde, 
as moch as will ſerve to make her a cople of Gownes to weare for our Sake. 
Yet becauſe we wolde he very loth to committ an Error, which may be eaſily 
committed in ſoch a jealous Time, and not knoweing at what Termes of Frend- 


ſhippe you ſtand with the Lady Cobbam, which is requiſite in the beſt Degree, if 


you ſhold diſcover.ygur Intelligence with us; for the Inconvenience that may 
enſue by Diſcoverye ofyourſelfe, whom we moch honor and tender, we leave 
you to uſe your own Micretion, for the Deliverye of the ſayde Letter and Silkes 
to the Lady Cabham, or ſtay of the ſame ; though perhaps our Service may be 
ſome Way advanced by the Delivery thereof. But as we have ſayd, we remitt 
the Matter to your Diſcretion and Experience of her and of the Time. 

Of all which Charge, wherunto we put you to oblige, and of your own Eſtate 
and of your Huſband's we deſire to be informed by Meanes of the French Em- 
baſſador, from whom you ſhall receave theſe our Letters. We recommend him 
and his Wife moch unto you, as Perſonages of Honor, and to us well-diſpoſed. 
For which Conſiderations we know that you will reſpe& them the more; and 
when you ſhall receave Anſwer of all our ſayd Letters out of Scotland, which 
muſt come by the Care and Service of ſoch truſtye Servantes and Frendes as you 
ſhall appoint to this Charge, we pray you to ſende us the ſame, and all others by 
Meanes of the French Embaſlador, herby they ſhall come to our Handes by 
God's Grace, to whoſe Protection we committe both yourlalig,and your Huſband,

| W ILEST I attended the other Letters, here with ſent, I receaved ſome Let- 

ters out of England, wherby I finde moſt requiſite for many Cauſes, which 
I cannot finde Time to reherſe, that your Majeſty revoke the Licence you gave 
to this Bearer, who is marvellous well occupied to retorne to this Side, and there- 
fore in any wiſe require him to ſtay yet a while at the leſt, and lett him know 
that his Stay and Service is very agreable to your Majeſty, and that you will re- 
quite it towards him and his Parents, whoſe Merits you know ſufficiently, as they 
be indede ſpecial Members for your Majeſty's Service, and placed rounde about your 
Majeſty in the Contrye wher you be. From the which Contrye I wold not wiſh 
you ſhold remove untill God ſhall pleaſe to call you to enjoy your owne Right, 
which I hope in God you ſhall doe ſhortely, though it may coſt me my Life 
perhappes. 

If that happen, remember the humble Requeſt I made to your Majeſty I be- 
ſeche you, when as it was given out that I ſholde be ſent into England; and 
whether I live or dye holde me in your good Grace, and be gracious Ladye to 
the People I recommende to your Majeſty, and ever Witneſſe I beſeche you that 
you had and have a faythfull Servant of me, as you ſhall have me for ever.

of all other great Princes for to joyne with her. Then he chargeth her with 
Breache of Covenantes with him in two Poyntes, the one of Monye promiſed, 
and not performed; and the other about the ſettling him here in the Tittle of 
Succeſſion. As thus he chargeth her in the firſt Motion, and thus farre pro- 
ceeding of the League betwene them, that ſhe did alwayes agree, and ſometimes 
mould him by Wotton; Randall, and Keith, to draw an Inſtrument. of the Con- 
firmation of his Tittle, wherto ſhe alwayes' promiſed. to {ett her Hande, provided 
that alwayes in the ſayd Inſtrument of Tittle this Worde pretended ſhold be 
putt before the Worde Tittle.

I have ſent your Majeſty here en- 
cloſed an Alphebet, whereof he hath the Coppye, whereby he may offer your 
Majeſty his Service, and I have written to the French Embaſſador and to Cor- 
daillot his Secretary to entertayne an Intelligence betwene your Majeſty and the 
ſayd Abington.

'T is thought very fitt that a Bulwark ſhould be new made again where there 

- hath been one ſometimes heretofore, on the South-Eaſt Part of the Town,

were compaſſed and imagined, tending to the Hurte of our Royal Perſon, as 
well by Marie, the Daughter and Heire of James the 5th, late King of Scotts, 
commonly called the Queen of Scotts and Dowager of France, pretending Title 
to the Crowne of this Realm of England, and by divers other Perſons, with the 
Privitie of the ſaid Marie ; and where thereuppon we intending and determyning, 
that the Statute in that Behalf made at the ſaid Seſſion of Parliament, holden 
the 24th Daie of November, by all Things, and in every Reſpe&, ſhould be

Was ſo Feen with Diſpatch to be ſent with Monſieur du Bellievre, as for that 
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Time he would referr him to Du Trapps, and if he had lacked any Money, Du Appendix to 
Trapps ſhall furniſh him; and he prayed Stafford that he might ſpeak with * 1586, 
Mody as ſoon as poſſibly could be, which he ſaid he ſhould, And then Stafford 
went to Du Trapps Chamber, who aſked him whether he was reſolved upon the 
Matter or no, and he anſwered he could not anſwer thereto, untill he had ipoken 
with Medy, which as yet he could not; but on the firſt Day of January, Stafford 
ſpoke with Mody, who fell in Speeches how to kill the Queen, to whom he ſaid, 
that the French Ambaſſador was deſirous to ſpeak with him, which he ſaid he 
- alſo would gladly do, if he was freed out of Priſon ; but if he might ſpeak with 
one of the Ambaſſador's Secretaries, named Cordallian, he prayed Stafford to ſend 
him to him. And ſo Stafford, the next Day in the Morning, went to the French 
Ambaſſador's Houſe, where he found Du Trapps in his Bed, and told him that 
he had ſpoken with Mody ; whereupon he roſe haſtily, and went to the Ambaſ- 
fador, with whom he continued a Quarter of an Hour; and ſo they both went to 
Newgate, where they found Mody, who ſeeing Du Trapps, and ſaluting him, faid 
to Stafford, that he promiſed to have brought Cordallion, but Trapps anſwered, 
that Cordallion was ſo buſy about the Diſpatch of Monſieur Bellievre, that he 
could not come, but the Ambaſſador his Maſter had ſent him, and he promiſed 
upon his Soul, that whatſoever Mody would impart unto him, ſhould be as ſe- 
cretly kept as if he had uttered it to Cordallion; and then they two talked pri- 
vately together, about an Hour's Space ; Stafford and Du Trapps departed ; and 
Mody told Stafford the next Day, he had propounded to Du Trapps divers Ways 
to deſtroy the Queen, which Du Trapps liked very well, and promiſed to be with 
Mody that Night. And then Szafford faith, he went to Du Trapps early in the 
Morning, aſking him if he had been the Night before with Mody, as he had pro- 
miſed, and he ſaid no, finding him ſo changed as he required Stafford not to go 
any more to Mody ; for if it were not in reſpect of Szafford's Family, he would 
inform the Queen of the Enterprize ; and then Stafford required Du Trapps that 
he might paſs into France in his Company, and Du Trapps offered him that it 
ſhould not coſt him a Penny, if he would go with him, and at Calliſi he ſhould 
have the Ambaſſador's Letters, as was promiſed. 

Thus farr was declared to the Ambaſſador, what Stafford had confeſſed ; and 
next he ſhould alſo hear what Mody had alſo confeſſed ; and then alſo what Du 
Trapps had by his own Hand-writing declared. But the Ambaſſador uttered 
many Speeches of Reproach againſt Stafford, and was unwilling to hear the reſt;

Aftet this declared, the Ambaſſador was required to be content to hear what 
Du Trapps himſelf had confeſſed.

Things that had paſſed betwixt Srafford and Du Trapps, and alſo betwixt Mody 
and Du Tropps, ſhe had juſt Cauſe to cauſe Trapps to be firſt ſtayed, and now 
alſo to be detained, as he is: And as for himſelf, he alfo ſeeth in what ſort Straf- 
4 doth charge him; and though the Lords coming is not to accuſe him, but to 
form him of the juſt Cauſes of her Majeſty's Proceeding ; yet, if it ſo pleaſed 
the Ambaffador, he ſhall hear both yo. and Moay perſonally, who were near 
at hand. 
But with thoſe Offers the Ambaſſador was ſo offended, as he roſe up, and faid 
he would not hear them, nor any other to accuſe him; for that he ſaid he was an 
Ambaſſador to a King, and for the Honour of his Maſter he would not ſuffer to 
be accuſed; uſeing very hard Speeches againſt Stafford, charging him with many 
evil Terms. And then it was ſaid, that none of them ſhould be heard as Ac- 
5 cuſors of him; but becauſe he might ſee that the Speeches reported of Stafford 
; are not imagined, he himſelf was there at hand, to whom the Ambaſſador might 
ſay what pleaſed him to reprove him. But when the Ambaſſador ſeemed not to 
like that Stafford ſhould be produced, it was told him, that without his good 
Will he ſhould not come afote him: and ſo the Counſell gave Order to ſtay 
him, being afore ſent for to be at hand. And then the Ambaſſador of himſelf, 
unlooked for of the Counſell, required that he might be called for ; and ſo upon 
his Change of his Mind and earneſt Requeſt, he was called to the Place. Whither | 
when he was come, and began to ſpeak, the Ambaſſador interrupted him, and 
called him Meſchant, and told him he had moſt falſely reported him: for he faid 
that the lewd Words grew from Stafford himſelf, and that he threat'ned him that 
if he did not deſiſt from ſuch vile Practiſe, he would ſend him bound Hand and

But after the Ambaſſador had ſpoken very ſharply to Stafford, he kneeling ] 
down with moſt earneſt Speeches, taking witneſs of Almighty God, and upon 
pain of his Damnation, faid, that the firſt Speeches of the tres * meſchante Ac- 
tion againſt the Queen's Majeſty's Perſon proceeded from the Ambaſſador, and 
afterwards was purſued by Du Trapps with great Promiſes of Reward ; and, 
namely, from the Dukes of Guiſe and Du Moyn, and ſuch other Inſtigations to 
have had him to have cauſed Mody to enter prize the Fact; and that he required 
the Ambaſſador to think better of him, for he was ſo bound in Duty to his 
Sovereign Lady, and to his Countrey, as he could not forbear but to utter the 
Truth thereof, as he had done; and was ready to maintain it to be true afore 
the whole World. And then the Queen's Counſell charged Stafrd to have re- 
gard to his Soul, and not to deviſe ſuch Things for any reſpect: but he ſo per- 
fiſted therein, as the Counſell, finding the Ambaſſador greatly diſquieted, did 
command Stafford to depart, and forbear to call Mody thither, who was ready at 
hand to have affirmed all that againſt Du Trapps that was before reported, 
In the End, it was ſaid to the Ambaſſador, that though no Credit ſhould be 
to given to Stafford or Mody, and that the lewd Deviſes proceeded from them ; 
yet both Du Trapps confeſſeth that he made th' Ambaſſador privy of Stafford and 
Mody's Speeches and the Ambaſſador himſelf cannot deny but that he under- 
ſtood of ſuch wicked Matters from Stafford, for he confeſſeth that he did threaten 
him for the ſame ; and ſo her Majeſty hath moſt juſt Cauſe to think that th' 
Ambaſſador did not the Part of a good Miniſter to conceale ſuch treaſonable Of- 
fers, but to ſuffer them to have proceeded, if they had not been otherwiſe diſ- 
covered. Whereunto th' Ambaſſador faid, that he was not bound to utter the 
fame, nor any like Matter, howſoever it might concern the Queen; for he was 
an Ambaſſador, and thereby bound only to make accompt of all his Doings to 
the King his Maſter, and ſo only to make Report to him, and as the King ſhould 
direct him to conceale or to diſcover it, ſo to do. But it was anſwered, that 
howſoever he would pretend that he ought not to diſcover ſuch a Matter, as an 
Arabaflador, which was not agreed; yet m a caſe concerning the Saftety or Loſs 
of a Princeſs Life, as this did, - yea if it were the Life of any Chriſtian, he as a j 
Chriſtian and as Chaſteauneuf, was by God's Law bound to withſtand ſuch a 1 
wicked Purpoſe, as the Attempt of Murder. But he ſtiffly held a contrary 
Opinion, that he neither as Ambaſſador nor Chaſteauneuf ought to diſcover any 
uch Matter: and for the Reſpe& of an Ambaſſador, he repeated an Example 
of late Years, of an Ambaſſador for the French King in Spain, to whom 
a Spaniard had diſcovered an Enterprize againſt the Perſon of the King 
of Spain, and that he did not difcover it to the King of Spain, but ſent word 
only thereof to the French King whereupon there was ſome queſtion in 
the French King's Counſell, and in the End it was concluded in Counſell that he 
did well in not diſcovering it to the King of Spain, and ſo he made chat an Ex- 
ample for himſelf; and fo he departed for that Time. | 
his is the Declaration of all that which in Subſtance paſſed at the Meeting 
of us with the Trench Ambaſſador, as truely reported as we can wal remember.

\. -"x Ma- in Scotland, by divers Grants made by her Huſband King Francis and her, both 
nLord Burgh. to Frenchmen and Scoteiſhmen; and moreover, great Forces were continued in 
leyb'; Hand. Scotland after Peace made for England by the Queen's Majeſty, and the French 
King and his Wife for Scotland ; which Forces alſo were daily increaſed by ſend- 
ing great Numbers of Captains and Men of War by Sea into Scotland, and like- 
wiſe Levies made in Almaigne for great Numbers of Soldiers to be tranſported 
into Scotland, the Intention whereof was publickly known to the World to make 
Entry into England by the way of Scotland; the which being foreſeen by the 
Queen's Majeſty of England, and the French King and his Wife being required 
to ſtay the ſaid great Preparations, and to revoke their extraordinary Forces in 
Scotland, the ſame not being neceſſary to continue there, ſeeing Peace was made 
betwixt England and Scotland; to which Motions no good Anſwer could be had, 
but till the Preparations continued, with a Collour that they were to be ſent to pa- 
cifie certain of the Subjects of Scotland that were not obedient to the Queen Mothe 
the Regent, and others who were Cheeftaines and Counſellors being of the French 
Nation, a Quarrell only ſtirred up to give Colour to the coming in of their greater 
Forces, and poſſeſſing of the Caſtles and Forts within that Realm of Scotland ; 
whereupon her Majeſty was forced to ſend a convenient Power under the Leading 
of the Lord Gray, both to help the Nation of Scotland being oppreſſed in very 
many Places of the Realm with French Garriſons, and alſo thereby to withſtand 
with their Entries into the Realm of England. This her Majeſty's Foreſight 
being underſtood in France, andan Army of the French being on the Seas to ſail 
towards Scotland being by the Force of a Navy of England repelled, the French 
King and the Queen his Wife were content to ſend certain Ambaſſadors: to treat 
with others of her Majeſty for ſome Concord. And thereupon at Edenbourg, by 
Vertue of Commiſſion granted under the Great Seal both of France and of Scot- 
land in the Month of July, and by like Commiſſion from the Queen of England, 
a Treatie was had and concluded by the B. of Valence, and the Signeur de Ran- 
don for France, and Sir William Cecill, Knight, and D. Wootten for England. In 
which Treatie it was covenanted, that the King and Queen of France and Scot- 
land ſhould forbare to uſe the Arms, or Stiles of England, or Ireland, as being 
only due to be borne and uſed by the Queen's Majeſty of England, and by none 
elſe. And furthermore, . that the Captains and Men of War of the French Na- 
tion ſhould depart into France, and the Realm of Scotland appertainin g to the 
Queen of Scotts ſhould be governed for her by the Nobility and Nation of Scot- 
land, as of ancient Time it had been, For the Furtherance whereof, and Delivery 
of that Realm from the Oppreſſion of the foreign Forces, the Queen's Majeſty 
was contented to lett all the French have Paſſage, the great Part by Sea in her 
own Ships, and the principall Perſonages that commanded the ſaid Army to paſs 
through England by Land. And in like Manner all her Majeſty's Forces returned 
4 TI out 
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out of Scotland without detaining any Portion thereof, or demanding any Recompence Appendix to 
either of France or Scotland for hir great Charges. And ſo hir Majeſtie reſolved to &. D. 1586. 


keap firme Peace both with Scotland and England, and for the perfiting thereof, 
according to the Covenant and the Treatie, ſhe ſent hir Ambaſſadors into France, 
to offer the Confirmation on her Part of the ſaid Treatie, and to demand the like 
Confirmation of the French K inge, and the Queen of Scettes his Wief; but the 
ſame was refuſed by delaying of Tyme from September until December. In the 
Beginning of which Month the French King Francis, hir Huſband, died; and 
thereupon, both in January and in February, at ſeveral Times, the Confirmation 
was demanded ; the Demand at the later Time being made by the Erle of Bed- 
ford and Sir Nicoblas Throgmorton in Anno 1560. Whereunto the ſaid Queen 
made anſwer, ſhe would not doe any thing belonging to the Realme of Scotland, 
without the Adviſe of ſome of hir Nobilitie to come to hir. | 

In March following the Demand was reiterated, and yet delaied ; and in April 
the Lord James of Scotland being ſent by the Nobility of that Realme to the 
Queene, the Demand was renewed by the Queen's Majeſty's Ambaſſadors, not 
only by Speech, but by Letters from the Queen's Majeſty, one to the Queen hir 
ſelf, and another to the Cardinal of Lorraine, hir Uncle, and principal DireQor 


of hir Affairs; and at the ſame Time the Lord James was alſo moved to give 


his Opinion thereupon, who did not forbear to adviſe the Queen his Sovereign to 
yield thereunto, But ſtill Delay was made, and in June next following a new 
Demand was made thereof; and ſo continued at diverſe Times until Auguſt, that 
the Queen was preparing to paſſe into Scotland; for which Purpoſe ſhe was at 
Abbeville earneſtlie required, as ſhe ment to keap a good Peace with the Queen's 
Majeſtie, to ratifie the foreſayd Treatie: but by no means nor Perſuaſion ſhe 
would there perform the ſame ; but promiſed to accompliſh it when ſhe came 
into Scotland. All theſe Solicitations made by hir Majeſty weer manifeſt Argu- 
ments of hir Diſpoſition to live in Peace with the ſaid Queen of Scotts. Aftet 
this the ſaid Queen, in November following, was eftſoones by a ſpecial Ambaſ- 
ſador required to perform her Covenant for Confirmation of the ſaid Treatie ; and 
then ſhe beganne to quarrel with ſome Words in the Treatie, pretending that 
therein hir Title in Succeſſion to her Majeſtie was ſomewhat obſcurely taxed; 
wherof Remedie was offered to amend anie Ambiguity in, the Words, though 
indeade theare was none. And ſhe not contented with ſo reaſonable an Anſwear, 
demanded to have an Aſſurance made, to be declared by Parliament in England 
the next Heir to hir Majeſtie, alledging, that if ſhe might not have that per- 
formed, ſhe would not ratifie the former Treatie at Edenborough : And in the 
mean time, whilſt this Requeſte was ſo often repeated to hir to perform hir Co- 
venant, thear wear both in France and Scotland ſundry Books written, and ſe- 
cretlie diſperſed, to maintain the ſaid Q. of Scottes firſt Chalenge to the Crown of 


England, by which hir Majeſtie did well perceive the ſecret Diſpoſitions of the 


Queen of Scottes and hir Miniſters in refuſing to ratifie the former Treatie. And 
therefore hir Majeſtie had great Cauſe to foreſee divers Dangers likely to ariſe by 
the Factions of hirUncle's of the Houſe of Gi growen to much Greatneſs in France, 
by raiſing up of Factions theare, they having the principal Rule of the French 
King then reigning ; and by manię of their Behaviours ſhewing great Inſolencies 
to the Queen and hir Miniſters in France. So as there appeared to hir Majeſtie 
no ſmall Danger, that by their Greatneſs and Forces, which they had at theire 

Commandement, they were verie likelie for the Quene their Neice, either by 


the Waie of Scotland, or otherwiſe, to have invaded this Realme ; as it did many 
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Appendix to Ways appeare they had attempted, if theie had not in France provoked a Party 
A. D. 1386. againſt them, and ſo by the civill Troubles of thoſe Countries, they weare ſtaid 
manie Times from their Fayonn.

From the Ori- F WROT ER lately unto you, and would do offener, if ther werr any Matter herr 
ginal. 1 worth the writing. But I pray for you, perceaving by your Letter that your 
Lordſhip doth yet receave little Comfort from her Majeſty, for which I am moſt 
forry, and have no Doubts but that God will move her princely Hart to have 
dew Conſideration of your long approved, painful and faithfull Service. The 
Cauſe of her Offence, your Lordſhip ſeeth, is the ſame that is to others, and us 
all, as I hear; that ſubſcrybed to the Letter to my Lord of Shrewſbury. But 
your Place an Credyt heretofore with her makes it heavier to you, and more 
noted to the World, than to all the reſt. For ſhe herſelf hath acquyted us for 
our Loyalty and careful Dealing toward her Perſon. Somme Folks are not yet 
ob lyke fylle& ynough with the continual Perills and Dangers we dayly ſaw her 
in, nor cate hot for the Remedyes, ſo they may work Diſpleaſure to her Servants 
and Counſellors. But God defend her ſtill ; and J thank him evermore for that 
which is paſt, even for her only Sake; for her Perill ſett aſyde, which of us but 
might haye ſaved our ſelves? Well, I truſt he will dyrect hir and preſarve hir. 
My Lord, I receave Letters every Day from the Low Countries, which craves 
Help, Relyfe, Order, and Dyrection from me. I ſtand I know not how; her 
Majeſty would ſeem, that I muſt go, and yet ſhe takes.no Order for yt. Your 
Lordſhip doth know what reaſonable Sutes I made: ſhe will graunt none, no, 
not the Money leyd out of my Purſe for Horſe-leavy ; nay, more, hir Majeſty 
doth maryyll, that I remayn in Paye as her General yet, which doth argew in my 
Judgment, that ſhe meaneth not to employ me any more, I have for her Ser- 
vyce Sake written to her ſelf and to Mr. Secretary, to know her reſolute Pleaſure. 
For in this mean Tyme, for Lack of Help, Comfort, and Dyrection to her 
People, and thoſe of the Low Countries, all wyll be loſt. 
And yet, my Lord, what can I do, when I may not know, whether I am 
her General or no? It is more than ſtrange ; but what Remedye ! For my 
part I do return to Mr. Secretary all their Letters and Requeſts, and let him re- 
ceive her Majeſty's Pleaſure.

The 8 ubſlance of that was delivered me by the Embaſſader of Scotland 
upon the Report made by me of her Majeſty's Anſwer to his Propoſitions. 


ox the firſt Point, it ſeemed to him by that I delivered, that her Maje 
looked, that the King his Sovereign ſhould reſt ſufficiently ſatisfied for the 
Indignity offered his Mother, by the Report to be made by the ſaid Embaſſador 
of her Majeſty's Grief and ſevere Proceeding againſt the Actors in the Execution 
of his Mother. But he ſaid, that as he had propounded unto her Majeſty, ſo 
ſhe reſolved at his being with her, that his Sovereign ſhould receive a full Satis- 
faction touching the Proceedings, wherewith he findeth himſelf grieved, which 
is not only with the Execution, but with the Judgment by her Majeſty's Order 
and Permiſſion given againſt a ſacred Queen by Subjects. Whereunto it pleaſed 
her Majeſty, at his laſt Audience, to anſwer himſelf, that ſhe might lawfully do 
all that was done in that Behalf, upon ſuch Reaſons, as were by her Majeſty then 
alledged ; which Anſwer if it be her Majeſty's Pleaſure he ſhould report, he 
thinketh, that the whole Proceedings, and that which enſued thereof, ſhall be farr 
better juſtified, and a greater Appearance of princely Dealing, than this other An- 
ſwer, which gives more Advantage to his Sovereign againſt her Majeſty then can 
well ſtand with her Honour, ſhe by her Grief and Severity acknowledging the 
Injuſtice of the Action, and yet yielding no Satisfaction therefore. 1 
For the ſecond Point, he deſireth, that the Reſolution of the Judges, and that 
which paſſed in that Behalf before the Lord Treaſurer, &c. may be ſet down in 
Writing ; and that it would pleaſe her Majeſty to teſtifie and confirm the ſame 
under her own Signature and the Great Seal of England, as ſhe ſeemed to like and 
offer to himſelf. . | 
For the third Point, touching the Inheritance of the Lord Darnley, he faith, 
that he conceived by her Majeſties anſwer to himſelf, upon ſuch important Reaſons, 
as he alledged for the King's Satisfaction in that Point, that although ſhe could 
not in any wiſe for ſome Reſpects admitt him thereto, as by Right of Succeſſion ; 
yet ſhe would be content he ſhould enjoy the Lands as of her Gift, rather then 
he ſhould reſt unſatisfied. But, now, by my Report he findeth, that her Majeſty 
maketh the ſaid Inheritance litigious hetweemthe King his Sovereign and the 
Lady Arbella, which openeth a Window to a greater Inconvenience then her Ma- 
jeſty is aware of. For as the inſinuateth, that by the opening and unfolding of 
that Title, ſome what were likely to come to light, which ſhould not be to the 


It may be proper to obſerve, that the greateſt Part of the Correſpondence between the Earl and

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King's beſt Likeing ; ſo may the King his Sovereign, and his Subjects, and other

him as a Competitor, have juſt Cauſe thereupon to urge and preſs the Deciſion of 

their Controverſie by Parliament, which would alſo bring other Matters in Que. 
. ſtion then her Majeſty would perhaps like of. 

In Concluſion, he wiſhed for Service of both their Majeſtys, that a ſolid ſub- 
ſtantial Courſe might be taken for ſatisfying of the King by the Fruits and Effects 
of Love and Amity, and not by Excuſes, to the End that he may be disjoined 
from other Princes, that ſeek to draw him into an ill Courſe for himſelf, and 
united to her Majeſty for ſtrengthening of both their Eſtates and Realms. 

He furder prayed, in reſpect of the Incertainty and Variety of the Anſwers to 

Propoſitions growing from Speech and Reports, he may receive her Majeſty's 

reſolute Anſwer in Writing, both for more Certainty and his own Diſcharge to- 

wards his Sovereign. In the mean while, being of Neceſſity to write to his 

Sovereign at this preſent, he had thought good to hold him yet in Suſpenſe, rather 

then to encourage him to any certain Reſolution in theſe Affairs, till more fully 
and aſſuredly he may have her Majeſty's Meaning.

of Friendſhippe on his Part, but cheefly in regard of the general Loſſe, which

I did read unto him the Notes by me ſpoken of at Bruges, and ſhewed him, 
that the Commiſſioners for the Kinge greatlie deſired to have the whole Bodie of 
the Matter ſet down firſt, before they would confirm any thing demanded on her 
Majeſty's Behalf. 
| Thereupon Mr. Doctor did acknowledge, that manie Points neceſſarie to be 
ſpoken of in this Treatie have not yet comen in Queſtion ; as namelie, how 


her Majeſtye's Subjects travelling into Spain ſhould be uſed in Caſe of Religion; 


and that the Subjects of theis lowe Countries may retorne and repoſſeſſe their 
Goods and Lands, with diverſe other Points, mentioned in my Notegwere yet not 
ſpoken of, and of Neceſſitie muſt not be omitted. 
I adviſed Mr. Doctor Dale to make a Motion to the Lords, hir Majeſty's 
Commiſſioners, that foraſmuch as the King's Commiſſioners ſtode of, becauſe 
they found no Intention in us, as they conceaved, to deliver the cautionary 
Townes into the Hands of the King, that therefore Letters ſhould be written 
by my Lords Commiſſioners from hence to knowe her Majeſtie's abſolute Plea- 
ſure therein; and alfo to underftand what Aſſurance, other than that which is 
expreſſed in the xiith of my Notes, her Majeſtie will require, until the Strangers 
may be avoyded, in cafe Holland and Zealand not yelding Coreſpondence to this 
Treatye geve Occaſion to reteyne them for a Seaſon. 

I adviſed him further, that the Kingfs/Commiſſioners might be made pryvic 
by the Lords of this his Journey, to the ende they might be induced to further

HE going of my Lord of Derbie's Servants into England geveth me Occa- 
ſion to write ſomethinge unto your good Lordſhip, which otherwiſe I would 
not have done until the Retorne of Doctor Dale from the Duke of Parma, to- 
wardes whom he toke his Jorney on Saturday laſt; ſo as it is ſuppoſed he is at 
Bruges yeſterdaye. 
The Manner or Cauſe of his goinge is noe otherwiſe knowne unto me but as 
followeth ; Upon Thurſday laſt, about Fyve of the Clocke in the Afternoone, my 
Lord of Derbie and my Lord Cobham aſſemblinge the reſt of us together declared, 
that they had receaved a Letter from her Majeſtye, willinge them to direct 
Doctor Dale to the Duke of Parma, to whom he ſhoulde ſignifie, that her Ma- 
jeſtie deſited to knowe, what ſhe might expect concerning the Peace; for her Ma- 
jeſtie repoſed ſpeciall Truſt in the Duke. 

The Doctor ſaide, he wolde obey her Majeſtye' s Commandment, and deſired 
to have Conference withe me how to deale in the Matter, wherin I ſaid I wolge 
doe as the Lords ſhoulde comande me; and ſo being preſentlie required by their 
Lordſhips, I aſſented thereto. And the Doctor taking Leiſure the Fridaye next 
to prepare himſelf, came to me in the Morninge, with whom I had no more 
Speeche, than is conteyned in the Paper herincloſed. 


The ſame Fridaye at Night came my Lord of Derbie his Secretarye with a 
Letter, ſigned by his Lordſhip and my Lord Cobham, and requeſted me to put 
my Hand therto. I ſaid, I durſt not preſume to ſet my Hande to anſwer of a 
Letter perticulerlye directed to their Lordſhipes, except they wolde commande me 
ſo to doe ; and that their Lordſhipes wolde acquainte me with the Manner of 


the Doctor's Directions. 


Saturdaye in the Morninge, the Doctor came by my Lodginge, of whom I 
aſked the Manner of his Diſpatche, and what Inſtructions he had, wherwithe he 
wolde acquainte me nothinge at all. Then I expoſtulated with him of unkinde 
Dealinge, uſing ſome ſharp Speeches, and willed him to loke well to that which 
he had in Hande: For, ſaid I, yf this charitable Work we have nowe to deale 


in doe break, I wolde impute the Faulte to him. 


And I am to advertiſe your Lordſhip, that on Tweſdaye laſt, before the Re- 
ceipt of the ſaid Letters, the Lords commanded me to repaire to the Commiſ- 
ſioners on the other Side, to knowe, whether they coulde geve anie better Satiſ- 
faction then was expreſſed in their Anſwere of the xxxth of June accordinge to 
theire Computation; with whom I wrought ſo muche that they all required they 


might come the next Daye to my Lord of Derlies Lodginge, which they did; 


and then declared their Meaninge of the whole Articles in their ſaid Anſwere, 
which they had ſet down the more obſcurelie, becauſe they wolde draw us to 
put downe in Particularitie all ſuch Articles of our full Demande, whereupon 
the Treatie might be framed; for, ſaid one of them in the Talian Tongue,

Vt hathe alſo bene anſwered hearetofore, that ſuche Overtures, as Mr. Aſbebye, 
the laſte Sommer, made unto the Kinge, were onlie Matters of his pryvate Con- 
ceite, and not directed nor warranted theareto from her Majeſtie, nor frome anye 
of her Councell ; ſo as uppon the firſte Knowledge theareof to ſome of her Coun- 
cell, before her Majeſtic was theareof informed, to avoyde her highe Diſplea- 
ure, the Knowledge of his doinge was. kepte from her Majeſtie for a good 
Tyme, and he reprehended for the ſame, untill by his one Letters to her Ma- 


jeſtie he confeſſed his Offence, and craved Pardon, alleaging, that he had no 


evill Meaning thearein, but thought to ſhewe his Good-will to the Kinge, in 
ſeakinge to pleaſe him with ſuch Overtures. And for Proof, that he had none 
Authoritie to uſe ſuche Speaches, her en. is ſure he will u hie. yf 
it be offred unto him. 
This alſo hathe bene often aunſwered to, particuletlie, that her Nigel hathe 
thought yt meete, to forbeare the Inquiſicion of the Title of thoſe Landes,. of the 
Earle of Lennox, as a Matter that might broede more Offence eren to the Kipg

yea ſhe is verye certane, that ſuche, as favour the Title of the Ladye Arbell, have 
offerde to ſhewe her Title to be vearye good by the Lawes of the Realme. 
Her Majeſtie is ſo carefull for Juſtice to be donne to all Perſons, as nothinge 
E can be requyred of her for the Satisfaction of anye of the King's Subjects, that 
doe or ſhall complaine of anye Pyrates, but in Favour of the King, her Judge 
ſhal be ſtraightlie charged to ſhew as muche Favour to anye Scotteſheman, beinge 
the King's good Subjects, as to anye of her owne. And yf anye Doubt ſhal be of 
the Sinceritye of the ordinarye Judge, the Complaynauntes ſhal be allowed to 
have anye other competent Judge to determine theare Cauſes. 

Twiching the Repriſalles demaunded by Collonel Stewarde againſt the Hal- 
landers, ber Majeſtie thinketh yt a verie untimelie Matter to enter into that Courſe 
now, leaſte yt mought be thoughte he ſhoulde in that Action favour to muche 
the King of Spaigne, and ſo perhapps procure himſelfe more hurte then good 
thearbye. | | 

Her Majeſtie can deviſe no better Meanes then by her owne Example ſhe hath, 
and will ſhewe to the King, what Courſe is meteſt : That is, ſhe doeth provide 
to putt her good Subjects in Stfengthe by Lande and by Sea, to withſtand the

2 Lordſhip may pleaſe to know, that I learn that Mr. Richard Douglas, com- 
ing laſt from London, brought down one Robert Dale [Ottoman] who was Secretary 
to my Lord and Maſter the Earl of Leiceſter. The ſaid Mr. Richard found Means 
to prefer Ottoman'to the King's Speech, and himſelf delivered a Letter from the 
Earl of Eſſex to his Majeſty, with Credit. Both theſe were in Commiſſion from 
the Earl to deal largly with his Majeſty, to aſſure him of the Earls Service and Fi- 
delity, and Ottoman to carry back the Anſwer, what was not meet to be cominitted 
in Writing. He had a Letter from this King back again to the Earl beſides this. 


Theſe two had to deal with the King for the like Aſſurance of Ricardo [the Lord 


Rich] and Lady, but no Writings from the Lord, yet two ſeverall Letters from Ryalta 


the Lady Rich] written to Mr. Richard Deuglas, whereby ſhe remembers him of 


his Charge for his Friends, and a Nick-name for every one that is Partaker in the 
Matter; whereof the ſaid Mr. Richard hath a long Scrole, as an Alphabet of 
Sipher to underſtand them by. I can tell few of their Names, but the Queen's 
Majeſty is Venus, and the Earl the weary Knight, as I remember, but always 
that he is exceeding weary, accompting it a Thrale, that he lives now in, and 
withes the Change. She is very pleaſant in her Letters, and writes the moſt Part 
thereof in her Brother's Behalf, ſo as they ſhould be ſhewed to Victor [the King] 
which they were; and the dark Parts thereof expounded to him.

Whereupon he told me, that the Earl of Efex and all his Friends would be mine 
in any thing I had to do againſt his Mother, or whoſoever. Ryalta [the Lady 
Rich] eſpecially would be ſo, and had willed him to aſſure me of it, and needs 
he muſt have me write ſome few Lines of Thanks, that ſhe might know he had

Friendſhip, and the Earls, when I will in particular let them know how the 


may ſtand me in ſtead, and a Poſtſcript how much Mr. Richard Douglas loves 
me.

Matters, but in generall Termes by Mr. Richard, how much the Earl loves the 
King and honours him, and would fain the King were ſo perſwaded throughly.

here one Steven Beale a Dane travelled, and ſome Time in England. He brought 
Letters from the young Queen, and from ſuch Councellors, and great Men 
about her, and they were all indeed tragicall Diſcourſes, pittifull, for the ſaid 
Queen was in extream Danger of drowning; in her own Ship a Cannon brake, 
and flue eight Men afore her, and ſhook the Ship that hardly they could keep 
her above Water, but with extream Labour ; and being a ten huge Ships, they 


were all broſed and Wether-beaten, that they having taken a Sound in Norway, 


twenty Miles within the Land, they abode there, and dare not ſtur ; becauſe 
ſuch is the Preciſeneſs of the Dani Commiſſions determined in Councell, that 
they dare not bring the young Queen hither, what Wind ſoever they have, with 
fewer ſhips then they brought out ; and eleven of the great Ships are gone home 
to repair, being lightened of their heavy Ordinance, ſo there is but five ſmall 
Ships with the Queen, who lies in a miſerable Place for Vyttall, or any good 
Thing ; and they have been ſeven Weeks at Sea, and twice or thrice within fixty 
Miles of this Coaſt, and yet driven back again, When the King had, with 
many Sighs, read theſe long pittifull Letters, the next Day he determined in ſhew 
to ſend the Earl Bodwell, as Admerall, with fix Ships to fetch her home, and to 
claim her as his Wife, from the Daniſh Countries; but in the Afternoon the 
Councell ſitting, and the Earl Bodwel! preſenting Bills for the Charges of the 
Voyage, it could not be any way furniſhed, The Chancellor ſeeing the King in 
a great Perplexity, ſtands up, and makes Offer, that rather then the King's De- 
fire ſhould be fruſtrate, he and his Friends would ſet out five or fix Ships, well 
manned and furniſhed. He furniſhed himſelf a Ship of 120 Tun, and half an- 
other, Juſtice Clark one, and the Provoſt of Clanclowden, Carmibell, Barnbarrow, 
the Lord of Dingwell, Sir William Kethe, and divers others. Theſe Ships, ſpe- 
cially the Chancellor's, is ſo furniſhed and frawghted with good and delicate 
Vittall, as it was thought ſtrange, of ſo many live Cattle and Pulleyn, ſo much 
banketing Stuff, ſo much Wines of all Sorts. Then the principall Officers of 
every Office appointed to go under Collour to ſerve the Queen, andthe principall 
Mynions of his Chamber and Stable appointed togo; and many of theſe Things 
being obſerved, the wiſer Sort grew ſuſpiciouſs, that he meant to go himſelf, He 
was deſirous to have had me gone with the Chancellor, and I anſwered, I was 
yet but weak, and durſt not venter to Sea in this cold Time of Year; Aſter that 
he told me nothing of his Journey, nor any Creature elſe ; but now I have diſ- 
covered ſurely, that if God let him not by Wind and Weather (as he did Yeſter- 
day, being Sunday, when at fix o Clock at Night he thought to have ſtolen a 
borde, but a great Storm aroſe at North Eaſt and made the Ship drive) he in- 
tends it, and your Honour may be ſure of my Credit, that there is fo extream 
Secrecy uſed in this Voage, as not any Nobleman in Scotland knows of his ſtealing 
away, more then by Conjecture, but the Chancellor, Juſtice Clark, and Sir Wil- 
liam Kethe, for his Apparell ; and he leaves no Order for the Government here 
but in Writing, to be delivered when he is gone, and many Blanks : But to here 
the extream Rumour of the. People, better and worſe, that crys out "openly, 
ſaying, he ſhall know how he enters his Country again, and threatens bim ſharply. 
But ſurely I never thought the Chancellor ſuch a Fool to enterpriſe ſo great a 
Danger to the King, without making any of the ancient Nobility acquainted 
therewith ; but there is not one.

Yet, by 
Mr. John Cofuille's Councell, whom he much followeth, it is thought he will be 
quiet. The firſt Day he fat in Councell, he adviſed, that the Queen's Majeſty 
ſhould be written unto, to deſire her good Dealing and Aſſiſtance in the King's 
Abſence ; and all the Councell agreed thereto ; ſo that it is appointed to be done : 
-but-the Earl Huntley plays his Part in the North, for whoſoever was againſt him 
in his Rebellion, and with the King, that dwells in thoſe Parts, he ſets on 
them with Fire and Sword, and the Earl of Murray eſcaped him hardly of late:

Papiſts wiſhes it, and would have it ſo. There is a notable Man of that Sect

From the Ori- I HAVE received your Lordſhip's Letter of the third of May by Capten Morgan, 
ginal. and thinck myſelf happy, that it pleaſeth your Lordſhip in that fort to re- 
member mee. I find by the ſayd Letter, that thoſe Companies in this Town, 
which are not of the Cautionaries, are not to bee refuſed to the States when they 
call for them. The old cautionary Companies are onely five, which is to ſmall a 
Garriſon for, a Place of ſuch Importance as this is. Sir William Ruſſell did not 
thinck himſelf Maſter of this Town without twelve Companies in it, and had 
very good Reaſon ; for if I bee browght to five Companies, I ſhall precario im- 
perare. The Town beſydes is very greate, end wee have many Gates and many 
Cordegards.to keepe, ſo as when the Winter Nights ſhall come in, and the long 
Watches, the Gards wil not bee able to bee kept without exceding Toyle to the 
Soldiors; and if once they have the auxiliary Companies out, they wil take ſuch 
Order as I ſhall hardly get them in again. There were many other Reaſons to 
bee alleadged ; but all being already known unto your Lordſhip, and no Man fo 
well able to judg of them as yowr Lordſhip, I will not trouble yow with them 
at this Time, Heerafter I will take the Boldnes to write more at large, as Oc- 
caſion ſhall inforce mee; onely this I will add at this Time, that if any Stranger 
come thorow this Town, and fee it garded with 7 50 Men, he will thinck yt 
little aſſured for the Queene's Mony; and if any Suſpicion heerafter ſhowld fall 
out, with more Unquiet other Companies will bee browght in, then there may 
now bee kept that are within already. Towching the Party your Lordſhip writes 
of, that caried Cordage and other Proviſion into Spain, as ſoone as I can heare 
of him, I will cauſe him bee taken ; and the like Cours I will take with others, 
that I ſhall underſtand to deale in the fame ſort. I find no trouble hetherunto in 
this Town, but onely about the Debt of Captain Ming feld and Captain Randolpbs 


Companies, when they were in the States Pay ; and yet were heer as e 
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of Queen ELIZABETH. 645 
Companies. This Debt is to many poore Artificers, whoe ſay they are undon by A. D. 1590. 
yt ; and the Officers of the Town alledg, that by the Contract her Majeſtie is 
bownd to pay the Garriſon of Fluſhing; and therfore they are not to bee turned 
over to the States. As yt ſeems by the Captens, the tru Debt comes not to 
above 400 Pound Sterling. I would to God there might ſome good Order bee 
taken in yt, for yt is a Matter wil greately diſquiet this Government. The De- 
puties of the States have bin with mee again, and propownded many Things 
unto mee, which I have deſyred to have in Writing; and when I have them, I 
will ſend them unto your Lordſhip. They tooke hold of three Points in my 
Letters Patents; the firſt, that the Queene ſhould term yt Our Town of Fluſhing + 
but there being no ſuch Word indeed in the Letters, it ſeemed to have bin the 
Falt of him that wrote the Copy (which likewiſe they had left behind them) 
ſo as yt was eaſily decided. The ſecond was, that her Majeſtie gave mee Autho- 
rite over thoſe, that ſhowld reſort unto theTown; under which was comprehended 
all ſort of Strangers; and that, by the Contract, I ſhowld have to do onely with 
the Garriſon, and leave the deling with all other Perſons to the Magiſtrat of the 
Town, as it was ever before. To which I anſwered, that I underſtood no other 
but to obſerve the Treaty, neyther would I meddle with any thing beyond my 
Charg, onely eccept I ſaw Occaſion, that imported the Safety of her Majeſties 
Caution. With this Anſwer they ſeemed ſatisfied, and ſo went to the third, 
"which was, that I was commanded to obey any Directions from her Majeſtie, or 
of fix of the Privy Counſel ; wherby they ſeemed to infer, that I might bee 
commanded to do Things againſt the Treaty. I anſwered, that if I did any 
thing of mine own Hed againſt the Treaty, they knew where to complain of 
mee: if I did yt by Warrant, they were to take themſelves to thoſe that made the 
Treaty; for I was to ſtay heer as long onely as yt ſhowld pleaſe her Majeſtie, and 
in the meane Time to obey her Commandements. Mary I proteſted, that I neyther 
had, nor looked for any Commandement that ſhowld bee prejudiciable to the 
Contract ; for I found by them they were in doubt, whether I had any ſecret In- 
ſtructions or no. For this ſudden they were thus ſatisfyde; if they ſtand more 
upon yt heerafter, I wil advertis your Lordſhip, and wil humbly crave to know 
in what ſort I muſt make Anſwer. The Men, that were with mee, were Yalck, 
Preſident, Peter de Rich, and one Aileman. I have ſent over as much of the Ar- 
tillery as I could get Shipping for, which is at this Time very ſkant. The Queen's 
Ship was not able to cary yt over ; and I could not get Sir Thomas Sherley's De- 
puty to lay furth a Peny for the Fraight of the Ships, thogh hee ſaw yt was for 
her Majeſties Service; onely upon mine own Bil hee did diſbours the Mony, which 
I thinck comes to 30 J. I moſt humbly beſech yowr Lordſhip, that Sir Thomas 
Sherley may have Order to paſs yt upon his Accounts; otherwiſe I ſhall pay yt 
myſelf. And heer I moſt humbly take my leave, at Fluſhing the 14th of May

HER of late we gave Order to our Servant Thomas Bodeley, a Counſellor, 
for Letters in the Counſell of your State, to impart to yow the Oportu- 


' nite at this Tyme to avance your Affayres by employing all the Forces, which 
might be ſpared, to your Annoyance of the common Enemy, in the Abſence of 
the Duk of Parma, with the Subſtance of the Forces of Men of Warr, now 
moſt erneſtly employed ageynſt.the French King; we not knowing how you have 
embraced our Adviſe, have thought good to remember to yow, that yow never 
had ſuch Oportunite to tak Avantage of the Enemy as at this Tyme ; ſo the 
ſame be not delayed, wherby both the Enemy may be ether weakened, or, which 
is of moſt Moment, to abate the over Greatneſs - of the Spaniſb Tyranny, the 
French Kyng may receave Comfort and ſuerty, by withdrawing ether of the 
Duk of Parma himſelf, or of ſome good Part of his Forces, where with he forte- 
fyeth the King's Rebells ther: Uppon thoſe Conſiderations we erneſtly require 
yow, without Delaye, to gyve Order, that all your Forces, which may be any- 
wile | ot may, without Delaye, as the Tyme requireth, be ſent into the Ene- 
mies ( 
tunite may ſuffer : and to joyne with your Forces, we have given ftreight Com- 
-mandment to ſuch, as have Chardg of our Forces there, that they ſhall employ

| baſſador, and Sir Thomas Leighton, wee declared our Pleaſure to be, that 
both you and our Forces ſhould return from thence after the End of the two 
Months, according as was accorded afore your going thither; and having ſhewed 
and ſent to you in Writing very good Cauſes, which moved us thereto, ſuch, as if 
you have well weied them with a Mind and Judgment not blinded with vain Per- 
ſuaſions, either of your ſelf or of ſuch others, as do accompany you with their 
glorious'windy Diſcourſes, you would have readily aſſented thereto. Yea, beſides 
the Regard of our Honour, which hath been over-much blemiſhed by the King's 
Actions, even for your on Reputation, you would, without our Commandment, 
at the End of the two Months, which was the Time limited for your Charge, 
have returned: But yet, ſence our Commandment ſent for your Return, which 


we doubt not but you have diſpoſed your ſelf according to your Duty to have per- 
formed, we have lately conſidered, that ſince the winning of Gournaie in ſo ſhort 


a Time, whereof we are very glad, and that we purceive the Attempt of a

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and the beſieging alſo of Roan is begun, and like well to ſucceed ; wherein alſo A. D. 1591- 
we certainly underſtand, that our People, not only with their own proper Forces, > 
but with a Reputation of them, are like to give great Furtherance, and their Re- 
yocation great Hinderance ; and that alſo other the Forces of the King, which are 
promiſed to be ſhortly brought thither by himſelf, as we are made to believe, 
might percaſe be diſcomforted, upon Report of the Revocation of ours; and ſo 
alſo the Enterprize againſt Roan and Newhaven might fall to the Ground; and the 
Enemie's Forces, which are to come from ſondry Places, might have more Comfort 
to come towards Roan to raiſe the Siege thereof. For theſe Conſiderations only, 
and not to pleaſure the King at all, how earneſt ſoever he hath and may be to intreat 
us to ſtay our Forces there for ſome longer Time than by Covenant we have 
been bound, we are content, that if the King ſhall make due Paiment to our 
Army there for the Time of their aboad, after the two Months expired, then, 
notwithſtanding our former Commandments, you and our Forces ſhall, and may 
remain for one Month longer, or Days, fo as they ſhall be employed only to 
recover Roan and Newhaven, and for no other Service. And yet we think it 
meet, that ſuch of our Forces, as are growen by any Sickneſs infectious unhable 
to ſerve, ſhould be deſmiſſed and ſent home; but not to come to our City of Lon- 
don, nor to populous Towns, but for avoiding of further Infection. And this 
our Contentation, with the Cauſes thereof, you ſhall impart to the Marſhall Biron, 
and to others of the King's Counſell there, ſo as they may underſtand, that herein 
we have more Regard of the common Cauſe to be relieved, and the Dangers 
avoided, than particularly to gratefie the King therein, whoſe ſtrange Actions to- 
wards us in many of his Proceedings, contrary to our many Adviſes for his own 
Weale, hath bread in us a great miſliking, ſuch as though his Affairs may 
hereby receive Advancement, yet we will not require any Thanks from him for 
the ſame. Finally conſidering the former Enterprize at Roan, whereby beſides the 
Loſs of Devereux, there might have happened a great Loſs of our People, yea of 
the moſt principal Perſons was ſuch, as we had Reaſon in our former Letters to 
condemn it of raſh Ends; yet now, underttanding, that fince our Cenſure there- 
of, and the generall miſliking by many others, Roger Williams hath preſumed, 
in an audatious and fooliſh Manner, by writing to commend, yea to extoll it, as 
thereby apparently manifeſting himſelf to have been the Author or principall Per- 
ſwader thereof, ſo as we have juſt Cauſe to doubt, that he may, continuing in his 
Error, committ the like Offence again, the rather conſidering he hath the prin- 
cipall Office of the Field as Marſhall, and thereby, and by the Creditt he pre- 
ſumeth to have with you our Generall, we do think it very convenient to avoid 
all ſuch Occafions by his dangerous Adviſes, or raſh Directions: And therefore 
we will and command you, that no Action of any Moment be attempted by his 
Advice, either privately or publickly, without the Aſſent of Sir Thomas Laighton, 
and ſome other of the Captains of moſt Diſcretion and Underſtanding. And ſo 
we require you to obſerve this our Commandment ; for otherwiſe, it were better 
for our Service, that he were diſplaced, notwithſtanding we know he can ſerve

xx, after my Thanks for your honourable Letters, I will aſſure your 
| Lordſhip, that for my Part I have not failed to uſe the beſt Endeavours 1 
could, for the effecting of your Deſire in remaining there for ſome longer Time: 
but withall I muſt advertiſe you, that her Majeſty bath been drawen thereunto 
with exceeding Hardenes ; and the chief Reaſon, that maketh her ſtick in it, is 
for that ſhe doubteth your Lordſhip doth not ſufficiently conſider the Diſhonour, 
that ariſeth unto her by the King's either Dalliance, or want of Regard, having 
not uſed the Forces ſent fo friendly to his Aid from ſo great a Prince, and under 
the Conduct of ſo great a Perſonage, in ſome Employment of more Importance, 
all this while. Wherefore, both by her Majeſty's Commandment, and alſo for 
the unfaigned Good-will I bear your Lordſhip, I am very earneſtly to adviſe 
you; that you have great Care for the Accompliſhment of her Highneſs Inſtruc. 
tions effectually, and according to her Intention in thoſe Things, wherein you are 
to deal with the King. Further, my good Lord, lett me be bold to warn you of 
a Matter, that many your Friends here greatly fear, namely, that the late Acci- 
dent of your noble Brother, who hath ſo valiantly and honourably ſpent his Life 
in his Princes and Country Service, draw you not thorough Grief or Paſſion to 
hazard yourſelf over venturouſly. Your Lordſhip beſt knoweth, that true Valour 
conſiſteth rather in conſtant performing of that, which hath been adviſedly fore- 
thought, then in an Aptneſs or Readineſs of thruſting your Perſon indifferently 
into every Danger, You have many Ways and many Times made ſufficient 
Proof of your Valiantneſs; no Man doubteth but that you have enough, if you 
have not overmuch : and therefore, both in Regard of the Services her Majeſty 
expecteth to receive from you, and in Reſpect of the Grief, that would grow to 
the whole Realm by the Loſs of one of that honourable Birth, and that Worth 
which is ſufficiently knowen, as greater hath not been for any that hath been 
born therein theſe many and many Years, I muſt even, before Almighty God, 
pray and require your Lordſhip to have that Cercumſpectneſs of your ſelf, which 
is fitt for a Generall of your Sort. Laſtly, my Lord, I hope you doubt not of

My very good LoRD, 


OUR laſt Letters brought unto me are of the 18th of this Month, being From the Ori- 
* the Day after your Arrivall, whereby I perceive, that by reaſon of your _ 

Abſence, coming from thence, ſuch Numbers of Footmen are coming away, as 
you find there by Report but 2000 Footmen, and eighty Horſe of your own, 
and eighty of other Gentlemen. If any Horſemen be lacking of your former 
Numbers by their coming hither, I hope they will return to ſeek their Generall, 

but dare not affirm ſo for the Footmen. It were well done, that the Muſter Ma- 
ſters would particularly ſet down the Numbers of ſuch, as be miſſing now in every 
Band, beſides ſuch as remain there in France in Places known to be ſick, ſo as it 
might be here known, if hir Majeſty would ſupply the Numbers, to which of 
the Captains they might be ſent, and fo diſtributed. In a Breviatt of the Muſters 
ſent from Mr. Conning ſby, taken at Arques the 13th, it ſeemeth there are of every 
Band ſome fick, ſome at Diepe, ſome at Arques, arid ſome at Gournaie, of which 
there may be Hope by their Recovery to come to the Service of the Bandes: but 
for ſuch as be ſick further of, as at Noyon, St. Denis, and other Places farr of, 
left by Sir Roger Villiams, I doubt of their Recovery, and yet I doubt not but 
Pay is aſked for them. For the others, that are come into England, or for ſuch as 
have been ſlain, I think it were reaſonable the Pay for them might be ſpared, 
ſpecially conſidering what large Allowances the Captains have for ther Dead Pays. 

I am ſorry your Lordſhip can give no more Certainty from Monſieur Doo for 
the Pay of the Army, to the which, although your Lordſhip had Promiſe there 
ſhould be Victuells ſufficient delivered, yet, in the Letters ſent to me from Sir 
Thomas Leighton, dated a Day or two. before your Arrival, he deſcribeth a great 
Miſery in that Army, ſpecially for lack of Victuells: Whereuppon they have 
committed great Inſolencies in the Country, and are not corrigible for the ſame ; 
ſo as before your Lordſhip's coming thither, it ſeemeth he was ſo weary of that 
Government, as he made ſuit to be revoked. But now, upon your Lordſhip's 
return, I think he will change his Mind, and be ready to aſſiſt you in all kind of 
Services. 

Your Lordſhip required i in your Letter to be licenſed by her Majeſty to have 
repaired to Caudebec, which I did not move, becauſe the Meſſenger, which brought 
your Letters, did affirm, for Suretie, that the Town was rendered, but he could 
not expreſs in what ſort ; and yet I dare aſſure you, if it had been moved, her 

| Majeſty would not have agreed thereto : and to ſhow ſome Likelihood thereof, I 
am preſently commanded to charge your Lordſhip in her Name, that in no wiſe 
you ſhould, in your own Perſon, endanger yourſelf in the Enterprize intended 
for Newhaven ; neither muſt you hazard the Queen's People therein. 

Your Lordſhip ſhall underſtand, that we are here afraid greatly by the D. of 
Saxe Death, that the P. of Anhault will not long continue in France with the 
Army ; and much the rather, becauſe we fear the King is not able to make them 
full Pay ; which lack, I think, both the Prince and all the Cheeftaines that came 
from the D. of Saxe would have borne, if the Duke had lived, and now would 

ſeek Collour by his Death to return: which I know not how it may be remedied ; 

and yet I have moved her Majeſty to ſend ſome Letters with ſpeed to the Prince, 
both to condole with him for the Death of the Duke, and to exhort bim alſo to 
continue, with all ſuch Reaſons, as are convenient, in Reſpect of the great Ho- 


nour

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A. D. 1591. nour that he and his Army ſhall have to reſtore the King to his Eſtate. On the 
SY other Side, this Loſs of the Duke is ſome ways qualified by the Death of the 
Pope, as we hear it to be true; for thereby I think certainly the Popes Nephew 
and his Army will be glad to have a Collour to return, which cannot be but 
greatly to the King's Advantage, ſpetially if the D. de Nevers in his Quarters, and 
Dedegiers in his, might follow them in the Taile. Beſides, they think ſurely it 
will be long ere the D. of Parma will come into France, for he is yet at 
Breexelles, and is encombred greatly with new Mutinies of his Spaniards in every 
Place, and with the Diſcontentment of all the States in Flanders, Artoys, and 
Hainalt, beſides the Jealoſies that are betwixt him and the Spaniards and Wallons 
alſo : and thereto is to be added the late taking of Newmegen, with ſome further 
Intention towards other good Places. But if I had my Deſire, I had rather they 
would ſeek two'or three good Towns in Flanders, than any one in the other re- 
mote Part. Your Lordſhip might do well to deviſe how ſome Letters might be 
written into Roan to notefie the D. of Parma's ſtay from coming into France 
this Year with any Power ; which, if it might be diſperſed in Roan, with the 
Report of the Pope's Death, and return of the Itahan Army, it might gain ſome 
good Party to yield unto you before any Aſſault be given; and thereto might be 
added, which is true, whereof I doubt not but you have Knowledge there, the 
Revolt from the King of the Commons in the Kingdom of Arragon and Va- 
lentia, who are indeed in Arms more mighty than the King can have ready any 
Force to ſuppreſs them, although he had an Army ready to have entered into 
with Purpoſe to have taken Bayonne ; and by this Revolt of his People 
he revoked his Army towards Arragon, and yet the ſame not able to maſter his 
People. Theſe Kind of Deviſes may purcaſe doe as much good as a Battery, if 
it be well uſed, And thus, having no more Matter at this Time to write to 
your Lordſhip, I humbly take my Leave. Your Lordſhip's ſo liberall beſtowing 
of Knighthoods is here commonly evil cenſured ; and when her Majeſty ſhall 
know it, which yet ſhe doth not, I fear ſhe will be highly offended, conſidering 
ſhe would have had that Authority left out of your Commiſſion, if I, had not 
ſupplied it with a cautelous Inſtruction: But quod fadtum eſt, infedtum eſſe non po- 
zeft ; and ſecondly, hereby you have increaſed your State of Ladyes preſent and

AM ſorie my Service bringeth forth no other Fruites but unpleaſing Advertiſe- From the Ori- 


mentes : It is the Fault of the Tyme and my Unhappines; and it doth not 


onlie difcourage me, but make me alfo verie wearie of my Imployment in this 


Manner of Service and unhappie Tyme. Notwithſtanding, to diſcharge my 
Duetie, I muſt not, nor will not faile to advertiſe our Geſtas, though not without 
Griefe. : 

The 10th of this Month the King raifed his Seege, being ſuddenly advertiſed 
of the Duke of Parma's marching towardes his Campe with 12,000 Foote, and 
4000 Horſe, who was within four Leagues of Roan before we did riſe, and uſed 
all poſſible Dilligence in his Marche to ſurprize the King, and to defeate his 
Armye of Reglers in their Lodginges, and ours in our Quarters, before our rifing, 
which was only prevented by the Duke of Boum Diſcoveries and Advertiſement, 
who made his Retrait with the Reglers in Viewe of the Duke of Parma's Armye 

v3 | , with 
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A, D. 1592. with great Hazard and no Loſſe, but we forced to marche away in all haſt; and 
at our riſing had verie hot Skirmiſhes, without Loſs of anie, and Sir Roger Wil. 
kams Horſe ſhot, and his ſelf in two Places, who ſerved verie honorablie, with 
great Courage and Diſcretion, in the Viewe- of the King, greatlie to his Com- 

mendation, and with verie great Danger; and ſo did many of the Engliſh, who 
were the laſt made the Retraite that Day. Sir Mathewe Morgan alſo deſerved 
verie well, and the Engliſh Captaynes with Sir Reger Williams. 

That Nyght we marched within a League of Pont de larche, expecting the next 
Day the cominge of the Duke of Parma to geve us Battel, wherunto the Dukes 
of Maine and Villars did earneſtlie preſſe him; without the which they alled ged 
Roan would retourne to the former Miſerie for want of Victualles, and "Ag b 
Reaſon of the Kinge's Weakneſs of Horſe, and want of his Nobylitie, they 
might aſſure him of Victorie: whereof the King was immediatelie advertiſed, 
and that the Enemie had taken Reſolution to marche towardes him, and to geve 
him Battle before the coming of his Forces. Wheruppon the King hath made 
Choiſe of the Place of Battle, and doth fortifie and entrench the ſame, reſolving 
to accept the Battell, if it be preſented, and expecting the coming of the Enemie, 
wherof there is no great Probabilitie ; and if the Duke of Parma come not 
within four Dayes, he will gather together 1500 French Curaſſes, and as 
manie Harquebuſſies; wheras now he hath not above 700 French Horſe, and 
not 600 French Foote. 

The King was not able to make good his Siege for want of Horſe and Foote, 
neither to geve the Duke of Parma Battel ; otherwiſe he would never have raiſed 
his Seege ſo much to his Diſhondur. And it is conceaved, that the Duke of 
Parma cannot remaine four Daies on this Side the Ryver of Some for want of 
Victuells, having left Parte of his Baggage behind him, and wanting Meanes to 
victuell the Towne; and to victuell ſo great a Towne by Waggons in 
ſhort Tyme is impoſſible. And therefore the King geveth out he will retourne to 
the Seege again, bo8tkg 462 LS 1k Kdaraki, as alſo manie of his choſen Coun- 
cellors. 

The Duke of Parma lodgeth at Croſſtt, and his Armye along the 3 and 
hath entered Roan with ſome fewe; but his Guard could not be ſuffered to enter. 
He will put in freſh Companies, and victuell the Towne as much as may, and 
diſcharge the Towne of manie idle People, that conſume their Victuells there, and 
ſendeth to all the Caſtles and Gentlemen's Houſes, where there is great Store of 

Corn not far of, to cauſe them to bring it to Roan, which was our great Over- 
ſyght ; and the ſparing of thoſe Places will be greatlie to the King's Pre- 

judice. When he hath ſettled all Thinges here, as is thought, he will beſeege 
42878384, or elſe retourne to Xe, where he hath left ſome Companies 
within a League thereof. If the former take Place, Briſtoll cannot hould out; 
and great Feare is conceaved of Lenſter, for the Enemie doth in a Manner poſſeſs 
the whole Contrye. 
Uppon Saturday next Veſpafianus marryeth to 18 dg462n 8 with his, if be 
beſeege it, which waie Almodeus muſt needes paſſe, and cannot avoyde the 
32nn8vr, if Veſpatianus can get before him thither, unleſs Almodeus retourne by 
Shrewſburie, and our 2fh may be victualled from Briſtoll. In the meane Tyme 
Veſpafianus expecteth more Forces from Emanuell, and ſaith he will declare the 
3anng, or in Hope thereof, wherin I do altogether diſcourage him, and refuſe to 
write therof to her Majeſtie, being myſelf diſcouraged here with our ill Succeſs 
f and untowarde Proceedinges.

From the Ori 1 WR AT unto your Father how I am dealt withall by the Deputye, to whom 


my Diſgraces'Bave bynn highly cummended. Hee fuppoſed a Debt of Four 
Hundred Pounds to the Queen for Rent, and ſent order to the Shiriff to take 
away all the Cuttell my Tenants had, and fell them the next Day, unleſs the 
Money Weare payd the ſame Day. All Munter hath ſcarce fo mich Mony in it; 


and the Debt was indeed but fifty Marks, which was payde, and it was the firſt 


and only Rent, that hath yet bynn payd by any Undertaker. But the Shirife did 
as he cummanded, and tooke away five hundred Milch Kine from the poor 
People; ſume had but two, and ſume three, to releve their poore Wives and 
Children, and in a ſtrang Country newly ſett downe to builde and plant. Hee 
hath forcible thruſt mee out of Poſſeſſion of a Caſtell, becauſe it is in Law be- 
tween mee and his Cuſſen Winckfeld, and will not here my Atornes ſpeake. Hee 
Hath admitted a Ward, and geven it his Man, of a Caſtell, which is the Queen's, 
and hath bynn by mee new built and planted with Ingliſbe this five Years ; and 


would plant the Cuſſen of a Rebell in the Place of Inglifhe Men, the Caſtell 


\ ſtandinge in the moſt dangerous Place of all Munſter. Beſids ther is a Band of 


Soldiers, which a baſe phello O'do dall hath in Yobell, which duth coſt the Queen 
twelve hundred Pound a Yeare, and hath not ten good Men in it; hut our poreſt 
People muſter and ſerve hyme for Threepence a Day, and the. reſt of his Sol- 
diers do nothing but ſpoyle the Country, and drive away our beſt Tenants, If 
the Queen be over rich, it may bee mayntayned ; but I will, att three Days 
Warninge, rayſe her a better Bande, and arme it better tenfold, and better Men, 
whenſoever ſhee ſhall need it. And in the mean tyme it may ether be imployed 
in the North, or diſcharged ; for ther is in Munſter beſids a Band of Horſe, and 
another of Foot, which is more then needeth. In this, if yow pleas to move it, 


 yow may fave her Majeſtye ſo mich in her Coffers. For the reſt I will ſend my 


Man to attend yow, although I care not ether for Life or Lands; but it will be 
no ſmall weakninge to the Queen in thos Parts, and no ſmall Cumfort to the ill 
affected Irifbe, to have the Ingliſte Inhabitants driven out of the Countrey ; 
which are yet ſtronge enough to maſter the reſt without her Charge,

The Earle of Pembrook's Opinion for Milford Haven, Feb. 11, 1592. 
Moft gratius, and moſt excellent Soveraigne, 


T pleaſed your Majeſty by Sir Robert Cecill to command me to deliver mine prom the On- 
Opinion of an intended Fortification at your Highneſs Haven of Milford ; Zinal. 


wherein as my Duty bindeth me to Obedience, ſo reſt I very doubtfull how I 
ſhall be able to frame an Anſwere, which may ſatisfie your Majeſties Expectacion. 
For althoghe I come to this Service with a Mind faithfullie and carefully diſpoſed 
to deliver and ſearch out that, which in this Cauſe I ſhall conceave moſt behovefull 
for your Majeſtie; yet not being ſufficientlie experienced in the like Services, 
(wherein I have bin verie ſeldome imploied) and unacquainted with the Cauſes 
of your Intent and Meanes to performe it ; whereof my Dutie forbiddeth me to 
be inquiſitive, I ſhall, in a ſorte, as a blind Man, caſt my Staf, and rove arrandort 
at that, wherunto it were more fitt for me to make a certen Shoote. But ſeeing I 
may not deny what your Majeſtie doth require, I moſt humblie beſeech yo 
gratiuſly to accept and fayorablie to cenſure what I can doe, 

Whether it be convenient to fortefie at Mi/ford Haven or not? Before any ſuf- 
ficient Anſwere can be made to this Queſtion, many Things are to be conſidered : 
As * whi Fortificacions were deviſed ? * where to be erected? 3 and how the ſame 
ſhall be performed? For the firſt, * it is moſt certen, that all Fortificacions are 
intended either for our owne Defence, or our Enemies Annoyance ; and there- 
fore to be made in Places fitt for both, or one of theſe Purpoſes; * and to be 
made by ſuch Meanes, which may not occaſion more hurt then good: For if For- 
tifications ſhould be builded without Cauſe, or with intollerable Charge, then are 
the ſame in no ſorte to be undertaken. I muſt needs confeſſe, that the Nature of 
this Place and the Condition of this Time doth require this Haven to be ſtrength- 
ened ; for it is well knowen, that the ſafe keeping thereof will much availe your 
Majeſtic, and the Loſſe mightilie endamage yow; it being of that Quallitie, as the 
Enemy of your Eſtate and Perſon is thought exceedinglie to affect it, as well 
therby to gett a fitt Harbour for his Shipping, an Opertunitie to hinder your Ma- 


jeſtie from relieving of Treland, as alſo to poſſeſſe a ready Meanes by the River of 


Severne to annoy all the Counties confining therupon. Therefore, as I acknow- 


ledge it moſt neceſſary to ſtrengthen 1 N © bs cond, whether it will be 


beſt aſſured by Rampiers and Fortifications built there, or by a competent Force 


of Engliſh Souldiers called thither. Let me moſt humblie beſeech your Majeſtic 


Your Couſen, the dotinge Deputy, SAHA | 
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1592. to reſpitt the Delivery of mine Opinion heerin untill the End of this Diſcourſe, 
* and at this preſent let it be graunted, that a Fortification is moſt convenient. 

In Fortifications it muſt be reſolved, whether that, which is moſt ſtronge, or 
that, which is ſufficient onlie for a ſhorte Time to make Reſiſtance againſt the 
Enemy, ſhould in this Place be allowed. Some Men are of Opinion, that a flight 
Fortification is beſt, * in reſpe& of the ſmall Charge, wherwith it may be per- 
formed; of the ſhott Time, wherin it may be finiſhed ; 3 and for that it may be 
eaſelie relieved hefore the Enemie can poſſeſſe it. Where, if a og Fortifica- 
tion be intended, it will be grievous in reſpecte of the Charge ; ; * needles in re- 
gard of the Dainger ; 3 and impoſſible to be performed in Time convenient. 

Parton me, moſt gratius Soveraigne, if I diſſent from this Opinion; which I 
doe not, becauſe other Men allow it, but for that I conceave not ſufficient Rea- 
ſon to mainteine it. For it is to be doubted, leſt theſe ſtrengthles Fortifications 
x will be Occations of Expences without Profitt ; *.Shewes of Defence without 
Saftie ; 3 and daingerous Nouriſhers of hurtfull Securitie. I think the Mon 
il ſpent, which i is not ſpent to good Purpoſe and that Place not fortified, which 
is not Fortified ſtronglie ; 3 and where it is ſuppoſed, that a weake Fortification 
will endure the Enemies Force untill further Succburs doe approch, I pray God 

Four Majeſtie, do not find that this is an hazardfull Suppoſe. For the Relicfe, 
which muſt come thither, muſt be in Number, Provition, and Force, propor- 
tionable to the Power aſlailling, which can not bein a Moment prepared, nor 
brought. thither in an Iaſtant. But let it be yeelded, that all Furnitures and Pro- 
vitions are in Readineſs (which ; in truth they are not; for no great Ordinance is 

pointed, no Store of Powder prepared, no Directions geeven how the, Army 

Gall he victualled, nor any Captens of Conducte aſſigned to this Service, although | 
theſe Things by me have bin moved heertofore) yet their coming, thither muſt 
Waies 3 are ſo 1 and cumberſome, that not only the Ae will be forced: 

to march ſlowlie, but alſo the bringing of great Ordinance and Munition will be 
impoſlible, ſceing nothing can be carried over thoſe Places, by which the Army 
mult paſſe, but that which muſt be borne on Horſes Backs: ſo if the Army goe. 

by Land, it muſt goe ſlowlie and without Carriags. If it ſhall be tranſported by 
Water, then is there not only Proviſion to be made, that Shipping be in Readines, 

but alſo that the Army doe paſſe thither,while the Haven and River are free from 

the Enemies Power. But if the River of Severne be not aſſured, with what Saftie 

the Water Paſſage may be performed, I leave to be conſidered by your moſt ex- 
cellent Wiſdome. 

Where it is further ſaied, that a PMs Fortification will aſke a greater 
Charge then may be borne without Hurt, and a longer Time then can conve- 
niently be yeelded; to this I can ſay noe more, then it, is better it ſhould not be 
doonne, then not well doonne, and not to be begonne at all, then not in fitt 
Time to be ended. And as the Benefit is great, which doth proceed from the 
Haven while it is kepte, ſo will the Hurt be no leſſe, which will grow therby 
when it is loſt. Therefore mine Opinion i is, which I eyer ſubmitt to your gra- 
tius Cenſure, that the Haven is either to be fortified ſtronglie, that the Enemy 
may be diſcoraged from aſſalling it; or not to be with Rampiers fortified at all; 
5 that we your Subjects may be therby quickened by Force of Men to defend 

For as it is not unlike, that the Enemy will by eſpiall be advertized of what 
Strength the Fortifications are, and what other Means are provided to defend it; 


and if the Fortifications be weake, and the Defence unprovided, it * put 
em 
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them in hope caſclie to win it, and geeve them Courage ſpeedilie to attempt it; A. D. 1593- 


ſo will it in your Subjects on the other Side, who muſt put their Truſt in ſuch a 
worthles Defence, worke a fearfull Deſpeier to keep it. 

Now it reſteth to be conſidered how this Haven may be ſtronglie fortified ; 
whether it may be ſufficientlie fortified; > how it may be performed; 3 and 
with what Charge, I leave to be reported by Soldiers of Experience, and In- 
geners of Skill, whom your Majeſtie ſhall pleaſe to ſend thither for that Purpoſe. 
At my being there when the Spaniſh Navy made Attempt againſt this your King- 
dome, I carefullie viewed ech Parte of that Haven; I obſerved therin ſo much, 
as mine owne Underſtanding could comprehend, or any there with me informe 
me of. I then did find, that to make a ſtrong Fortification there would requier 
a great Charge, and a longe Worke; and when it ſhould be fortified, it could 
not be kept without a ſufficient Garriſon appointed therunto, nor the Garriſon 
alone could, upon any great Attempt of the Enemy, aſſuer it, unles your Ma- 
jeſtie ſhould alſo command an Army to be in Readines for the Reſcue. I beſeech 
your Majeſtie to conceave, that I meane not heerby to perſwade your Highneſs, 
that this Haven cannot be fortified at all: that is not my Meaning; my Purpoſe 

onlie is to lett it appeer unto yow, that it can not -be doonne either in a ſhort 
Time, or for a ſmall Charge. My Reaſons are theſe : The Haven is large, and 
therfore for the ſtrengthning of it, divers Places muſt be fortified, as the Point of 
Dale Rode, the Starkes, and the Iſland called Rats Iſland, or Ferne land. The 
two later ſtand in the Sea, and therfore all Things, which muſt be uſed in the 
Fortifications, muſt be brought thither by Botes ; which Botes, in reſpecte of the 
Swiftnes of the Current, and Nature of the Worke, wherein they are to be im- 
ploied, muſt be purpoſelie made for the ſame. As the foreſaid three Places 
being ſtronglie fortified will be ſufficient, in mine Opinion, to aſſuer the Haven, 
ſo are they not able much to hinder any Hurte the Enemy ſhall intend to the 
contrey ; for Forces may land at the Towne of Timby, and never come into 
Milford Haven. The Caſtle alſo of Pembroke may be ſurprized without Difficultie, 
and in ſhorte Space ſo fortified by the Enemy, the Place of it ſelf being natu- 
rallie ſtronge, that hardlie will they be driven thence. If, therefore, your Majeſtie 
purpoſe a Saftie both to the Haven and to the Contrey, in my fimple Opinion it 
is convenient, that the Towne of Timby and the Caſtle of Pembroke be re- 
ſpeed. | 

As I will now leave the Manner and Charge of theſe Fortifications to the 
Judgment of them, whom your Majeſtie ſhall imploy therein, ſo I moſt humblie 
| beſeech yow peeve me Leave in Generallitie to confider, how the Charges ſhall 
be defraicd. 

All Fortifications are made either at the only Charge of your Majeftie, or at 
the only Charge of your Subjects, or by your Majeſty's Acceptance of ſuch Por- 
tion, which towards the ſame your ſaid Subjects ſhall be commaunded to con- 
tribute. What your Majeſtie may or will diſburſe heerin, it becometh me not to 
ſeeke, untill it ſhall pleaſe yow to acquaint me therwith: onlie let me be bould 
to informe your Majeſtie, that the Counties of Pembroke, Cardigan, and Carmer- 
then, are but poore, and in no ſorte anſwerable to that Charge, which the foreſaid 
Fortifications-will requier. But if it ſhall ſeem good unto your Majeſtie, that 
ſuch Shires, which ſhall be Partakers of the Benefitt, ſhould alſo be Contributors 
to the Charge of Fortification, I think a good Portion, if a good Courſe be taken 
for the ſame, may be leavied to the Eaſe of that Burden, which would otherwiſe be 
to heavy to be borne by a few.

the return of them, whom it (hall pleaſe your Majeſtie to commannd to the View 
of Mitford Haven, and to the Conſideration both of the Manner, Number, and 
Charge of the Fortifications, which they ſhall thinke fitt to be made there, that 
either the Worke can not in convenient Time be finiſhed, or that the Charge 
will be to great to be endured; then I beſeech your Majeſtie to vouchſafe the 
hearing of that Courſe, which (Fortifications not going forward) I thinke fitteſt 


of any Attempt to be made againſt the ſame by the Enemy. | 
Firſt, 1 moſt humblie beſeech your Majeſtie not to conceave upon theſe Things 
alredy laid downe by me, that I am ſo ſenſles as not to perceave, or fo carcles as 
not to wiſhe prevented, all Danngers, which by the Enemy may be there occaſiond; 
for the Fitnes of the Place and the Diſpoſition of the Enemy geeves me Reaſon 
both to know he may, and to doubt he there will attempt ſomething; but that I 
think a Courſe of no leſſe Saſtie and of. as little Charge may. otherwiſe be taken 
to fruſtrate the Enemies Intention, and to eſcape the doubted Perrill. And that 
is, if your Majeſtie, havipg already appointed 2000 Foot to be taken out of the 


Place, would add therunto 1000 Foot more and 500 good Horſe (which Num- 
her I bave often wiſhed) all Engliſb, to be commanded by Leaders of Truſt and 
Skill, to be furniſhed with great Ordinance (a Thing moſt neceflaire to withſtand 
an Enemies landing) and cauſed to/repeier thither againſt ſuch Time as the Eni- 
mies landing is expected (becauſe his landing may with more Eaſe be impeched, 


with leſſe Charge that Aſſurance, which is needfull for your Majeſtie to deſier for 
that Place. Theſe Engliſh Forces may be brought thither with more ſpeed, ſhall 
be found better armed and better diſpoſed then many the Inhabitants of the el 
Shires adjoining the ſame, being in Relligion generallie ill affected, as may ap- 
ir Harbour of mafling Prieſts, their 
reteining of ſuperſtitius Ceremonies, and the Encreaſe of willfull Recuſants ; and 
therefore reaſon to feare, leaſt the Pope's wicked Perſwations by his Bulls, and 
the Spaniſh King's Corruption by his Piſtoletts, may, with a People ſo inclined, 


called thither upon Occation of Service, and being themſelves a competent 
Strength, ſhall not alone aſſuer the good Subjects in thoſe Contreies, but bridle 
them alſo, who through Opinions in Religion, or Practizes of wicked Perſons, 
are become unworthy to be truſted. , Some Armors may be without Charge pro- 
vided for theſe Soldiers, if the Armors now to be taken from the doubtfull Sub- 


Againſt this Courſe of ing which I have laid downe, ſome Reaſons may 
be made, which at the firſt Shewe doe ſeeme to prove it inconvenient. The firſt 
is, the Greatnes of the Charge; the ſecond is, the Incertentie of their Repeir 
thither and abode there ; the third, whether they ſhall ever be imploied or not 
reſteth very doubtfull. To the firſt I anſwere, let the Charge of the Fortifica- 
tions be confidered, together with the continuall Pay of the Garriſons, which 
muſt there be maintained; and it will, if not exceed, yet aſſuredly equall the 
Charge, which for 3000 Foot and 500, Horſe ſhall be required. Let it alſo be 


remembred, that if the F ontifications, be aſſailled, the Garriſons muſt alſo by an 
Army 
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diſcovered. 

To the ſecond, that the Time either of their Repeier thither, or Continuance 

there, will be incerten, and ſo the Charge may grow exceſſive, or theire coming 
rove fruteles, or theire Departure daingerus, ſeeing it is likelie, that the Enemy 
by his Eſpiall will underſtand of the Repeier or Departure of the ſaid Forces. 

To this the Anſwere is eaſy, for the ſame Benefitt of Eſpiall is common as 
well to us as them, and your Majeſtie may therupon diſpoſe of theſe Affaires ac- 
cordinglie. If they prepare to aſſaile, your Majeſtie muſt be ready to defend; 
if they, upon your Readines, leave. their Purpoſe, your Majeſtie, upon cheit 
diſcamping, may retire your Forces. And this I perſwade myſelf I may bouldlie 
ſay, their Chargs will exceed your Majeſties. So long as Intelligence ſhall be 
thought needfull to be cheriſhed by your Majeſtie, ſo long ſhall this ſecond Rea- 
ſon, in my poor Opinion, which I ſtill ſubmit to Reformation, be found of no 
ſmall Force to diſwade the ſtrengthaing of Miford Haven by Souldiers, not by 
Rampiers. | 

The third Reaſon doth anſwere it ſelf, for if the Forces be not imploied, the 
Charge is well beſtowed for preventing ſuch a Dainger. 

Thus, according to your Majeſties Commanndment, I have delivered mine 
Opinion, which I humblie beſeech your Majeſtie gratiuſlie to cenſure ; and upon 
returne of theſe experienced Souldiers and {kilfull Ingeners, whom it ſhall pleaſe 
your Majeſtic for View of Milford Haven to ſend thither, I will readilie prepare 

my ſelf for any Service your Majeſtic will commannd me. And fo beſeeching 
the Almightie long to preſerve your Majeſtie, I moſt humblie take my Leave, 
At Barnard's Caftle this 11th of February, 1592.

SIR, 


AM very ſorry for Mr. Villkinſen and the reſt, that, I here, are loſt in the Ri- 
ver of Burdens; but for my Part I was reſolved of the Succeſs before hand, and 


ſo much I told Villkinſen before his Departure. Of this 1riſþ Combination her 
Majeſty ſhall find it remembred to herſelf not long fince ; but the Trojan South- 


ſayer caſt his Spear againſt the wooden Horſe, but not believed. I did alſo pre- 
ſume to ſpeak ſomewhat how to prevent this Purpoſe, and I think it not over hard 
to be yet done; and if 1 had by any Chance been acquainted with the Lord 
Burgh's Inſtructions, I would have put you in Mind to have woonne the Earl of 
Argile rather then all the reſt of Scotland: For by him this Fire muſt be only 
maintained in U/fel/. But for me to ſpeak of the one or the other, I know my 
Labours are prejudicate, and I cannot hereafter deſerve either Thanks or Ac- 
ceptance. Leſs then that Number Men appointed, I take it, will ſerve the Turn, 
if the Garriſons be placed aright to impeach the Aſſemblies, and ſome ſmall Pi- 
neſes ordered to lye between Cautirrs and Odonells Country; but herein the Order 
and the Time hath moſt Power. There be alſo others in Ireland that lye in wait,

But the Queſtion now may be, whether for ſo great Expence the Eſtate be not 
leſs aſſured then ever? If her Majeſty conſider it aright, the ſhall find it no 
ſmall Diſhonour to be vexed with fo beggerly a Nation, that have neither Armes 
nor Fortification ; but that accurſed Kingdom hath always been but as a Trafique,

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tizements, he did uſe allways therein the Meanes of certen choiſe Perſons picked 
out by himſelf, in whom he repoſed ſpeciall Truſt; whereof a Portugall, called 
Manuel Andrada, was one, a Man ſometyme'attendinge on the K. D. Anlonio, 
both, as theire Countrymen ſay, of one Tribe and of Kindred. This Andrada, 
by Letters intercepted, was diſcovered to have practyſed the Death of the ſaid D. 
Antonio, and to betray him to D. Bernardin de Mendoſa, whom he knew to im- 
brace ſuch- Offers very greedely : hereupon he was comytted to Priſon. Never. 
theleſs, this Perſon being very inwarde to Doctor Lopes, and the Doctor ingaged 
anto him by the joint Practyſe they heald together, he was, by the great Labor

Theſe Practyſes held with this Andrada have appeared alſo by intercepted 
Letters aud many Prooffs ; and ſuch was the diſſoyal Dealing of this perjured 
Traytor, as contynuing the ſaid Practyſes with Andrade in diſcoveringe the Se- 
erets of this Eſtate, both of her Majeſty's Forces and Meanes of Defence, 2nd 
thoſe Occaſions he thought fitteſt for the King to take Advantage by, to annoy

The King not liking to have ſo meane a Perſon as Ardrade, who had been a 
ſuſpected Spie, both for the King of Portugait and the King of Spaine, to deale 
in a Matter of this Secrecy, writeth back to the Counte Fuentes, marvellinge he 
heard nothing of this great Matter from Steven Ferrara du Gama, being a Gentle- 
man of good Calling heretofore in Portugall, and one that had loſt great Wealth, 
Ability and Livelyhoode for his Affection to the K. D. Antonio; by whom allo, 
remayning here about the King, Doctor Lopes Services were made knowne, and 
had been recomended to the King and his Miniſters, inſinuatinge a Deſire, that 
Ferrara ſhould be rather truſted and ufed in this Matter then any other; and he 
being already diſtaſted and diſcontented with the K. Den Antonio, with the hope 
of Reſtitution of his Goods and State, might the eaſyer give eare to this Action, 
the only waye to work his Peace and Reconſilyation.

according to the Inſtruction of the ſaid Doctor Lopes, who bad him ſend out ſuch 
Newes as he toke up in the Straights, and yet he was furniſhed by the Count's 
Procurement of Money, of the ſaid King D. Antonio; and from hence ſuch was 
his impudent Treachery to procure her Majeſty to give Releaſe to him, that prac- 
tyſed her Death.

In 
the End it was reſolved, that Steven Ferrara ſhould write both to the Count 
Fuentes and the Secretary Barra, to aſſure them from the Doctor, that he was 
ready and determyned to undertake this fo uncouthe a Treaſon, any honeſt Mind 
| doth abhor to think upon, to take away the Lyfe of our Soveraigne Princeſs, fo 
gracious a' Miſtreſs for ſo treacherous a Wretche, and it ſhould be done with 
Poyſon, ſo as the King of Spaine would ſend him Aſſurance of 50,000 Crownes, 
which precyſe Somme was not choſen without a Miſterie and conninge Deviſe, 
becauſe the K. Don Antonio bad given Doctor Lopez an Aſſignment of ſo much 
to be paid in Portugall; and if any thing ſhould be diſcovered, he might excuſe 
it, by withdrawing his Affections from the King Don Antonio, that the ſame 
might be made good by the King of Spaine. - 
Thus the pretiouſe Lyfe of our Soveraigne ſacred Princeſs, upon whoſe Lyfe 
fo many Lives do depend, ſhould have been ſolde. Her Lyfe, I fay, that giveth 
Lyfe to manye, lothe to take away the Lyfe of any, though by Law convicted;

of Rome had but one Neck, that at one Blowe he might cut them all of at once; 
ſo her pretious Lyfe was ſought (for many wayes it is diſcovered) that thereby all 
our Lives might be deſtroyed : For the King of Spaine, ſay they, as longe as 
her Majeſtie lyveth, diſtruſteth in the Succeſs of his intended Purpoſes ; but if 
he could fodainly take her Majeſtye from us, ſo ſoveraigne a Head from the Body 
and Partes, he would hope to have a notable Revenge on us and the Realmes. 
Now, like wary Merchants (for theire Letters were written in Style of Mer- 
chants) that theſe Letters might be conveyed with more Safety and leſs Caſualty, 
the Doctor doth procure a Paſport for a Portugall, a meane Fellow called Gomes 
D' Avila, dwelling hard by Doctor Lopez, to go out and help Ferrara, with Money 
to defray the Charges of the Meſſenger. Gomes D' Avila was addreſſed to the 
Secretary Barra, and to Manuel Lowis; but as the Meſſage required wary 
Handelinge, he had precyſe Inſtructions, being injoyned ſtraightly to deliver the 
Letters he had for the Secretary barre, in the Preſence of Manuel Lewis, and 
thoſe for Manuel Lois before the Secretary. In the meane while, Ferrara was 
diſcovered to have Intelligence with the Enemy, and being committed to Priſon, 
Letters were intercepted by the good and diſcreete Order of a noble Perſonage, 
to whoſe Care her Majeſty committed this Buſineſs, diſcovering plainly his In- 
tercourſe with the Enemy; and the great Accompt and Reckoninge, that was 


made of his Traffique, by divers intercepted Letters was plainly and manifeſtly laid 


open, Shortly after, that Gomes D'Avila was apprehended at his Retourne 
ſetting Foot on Lande ; Letters were found about him very ſuſpitious, and written 
in dark Termes, by the which it did appear what great Accompt was made of 
the Pearles, as they termed them, ſent from Ferrara, and to aſſure him the moſt 
ſhould be gotten for them, and the Money made out as he would direct. 
Indeede this Pearle they meane, though brought forth in a northern Clymate, 
yet far ſurmounting all the orientall Pearles and Jewells, which the Eaſt or any 
other Partes of the World ever had or hathe. And as theſe develiſhe Spyrits, 
when they once admit theſe wicked Thoughts, are ſtyll caryed from one Mif- 
chief to another; ſo they, Count Fuentes and Secretary Barra, propound yet, 
like good Chapmen, another Bargaine of Muſk and Amber, which was to burn 


her Majeſties Shippes, and ſomewhat elſe, to ſatisfye a vendicative Humour to 


take away our Head and Walls, that they might the more eaſily overrunne the 
Realme and us: But the Anſwere was not yet come out of Spaine, but expected 
daily; and Manuel Lowis, who already was acquainted with theſe Villanies, Was 
appointed to bring it for the more Security, | 

Two Monthes after, Manuell Lowis was ſent out hether accordingly with the 
Anſwere and Reſolution ; and though he, like a conning Companion, would 
have given Shadowe to his Repair hether, under Color to offer Service, yet his 
comminge being before expected, his Conninge could not cover him; for he 
was ſo dealt withall, as the Letters were got from him, that the Count Fuentes 
and the Secretary Barra (upon the Reſolution come out of Sparne) had ſent to 
Steven Ferrara da Gama for the Execution of this moſt unchriftian inhumaine 


and develiſhe Purpoſe ; and two Letters of Credit for Money taken about him, 


that he brought with him, delivered to him by the Count Fuentes, which were to 
be ſhewed to the Doctor to incourage him to perform the Service with Speed, 
which he had wickedly undertaken, that they might make a merry Paſqua,

ſo mutche Money ſhould be paid him here as he would demande; the reſt ſhould A. D. 592.

rible "Fac And further to fett him on, he was to be put in minde, that he had 

Daughters to marry, for whom the King would provide, and what great Ho- 
nors and Rewards he ſhould have. 

Things being in theſe Termes, a little Ticket, which Ferrara wrote after his 
Reſtrainte in the great Care he had to conceale the Doctor, leaſt this evyll Treaſon 

ſhould come to light, the Diſcovery whereof he ſawe ſo earneſtly purſued in faithfull 

Zeal to her Majeſtie, as the treacherous Practyſe was by a divelliſhe Spirit wickedly 

fought; this glymeringe and Overture brought great Light to the further Diſcovery of 
this divelliſhe arid abominable Practyſe. The Doctor underſtanding Manuel Lewis 

was gon over, for the ſtay of whom, and the Reſolution which he brought, was 

pow all their Labor, by his altered Cheere and Countenance betrayed to many his 

guilty Conſcience. He was called in Queſtion hereuppon, reſtrayned, examined, 

and confronted, and the like Dilligence uſed with the reſt, who thought with 

Oathes and Conninge Devyſes, that they had ſo ſurely knitt the Knott of theſe 

Treaſons, as it could not be any wayes undon. But a noble and ſteady Hand 

havinge gotten once one End, it was never left untill every little Fold was undon;

wonderfully diſcovered ; ſo plainly, manyfeſtly and evidently laid open; ſo au- 
thentically, fully, and demonſtratively proved. And this was, amongſt other Proofes, 
moſt notable, that Ferrara, who did refide here, and Manuel Lows, who was

I cernynge Burton, Holmes and Upcorne ; whearin, as I wolde be verie readie to 
ſatisfie your Deſyer, yf I knowe which waye withoute open Wronge to the Sea 
for ever ; ſo hath Sir Walter, of all Men livinge, leaſt deſervyd the ſame, in Re- 
garde of his Unkyndnes and Wrongs doone to me, which I can not redreſſe bye 
anye good Meanes. Firſt, he hathe abatyd the Rent 6 J. bye the Yeare leſſe 
then ever was payd before : He layeth uppon mee the Payments of all Fees for 
doing his Buſynes within thoſe Manoures. I never toulde yeat receave mye 
Rent reſervyd in anye due Tyme to paye the Queene ; and even nowe he owith 
mee a good Parte of the Rent due at Michaelmas laſte, Whereas I am to have 
ſoone twenty Marks for Knowledge Money, due to everie Biſhopp immediatelie 
after his Conſecration, he hathe taken yt up from mee, and I can not get a Penye 
thearof. Beſides all this, I reſervyd bye an Indenture betwene hym and mee all 
ſuch Profitts, as mye Prediceſſors enjoyed at his Departure thence (Tymber, 
Trees, and Fynes onlie excepted.) He detayneth them ſtill in his owne Hands;

HEN I came to Middelbourgh, I bad ſome Speeche with Mr. Valle, with From the Orj- 
whome I thought it not a miſſe to beginne in this Order. I told him, Einl. 


that her Majeſtie had enjoined me expreſſely to ſalute him in her Name, and to 
will him to remember, what he had fignified unto her about the Amitie concluded 
at his being in Scotland: ſhe had Occaſion to conjecture, that ſomewhat els, as 
well as that, was ether then contrived, or would be very ſhortly, when Coronel 
Stuart ſhould come hither. Albeit, ſhe had no doubt, but Mr. Yalke, for his 
Particular, woulde never yelde to any Practiſe, that might turne to her Detri- 
ment. But if in the End it proved otherwiſe, the Inconvenience of ſuche Deal- 
inges would fall upon theſe Contreis, and perhaps ſo great a Part would light 
upon his Shoulders, as they would not be able to welde the Weight of that 
Bourden, as bigge and as large, and as ſtrong, as they were ; which, I told him 
withall, ſhe uttered very merely. For ſuch a Kinde of Salutation, I thought, 
might fitte very well with her Majeſties Deliverie. And ſo he tooke it in good 
Part, with humble Thankes unto her Highneſs, that ſhe voucheſafed to thinke 
upon him, but yet with earneſt Proteſtation, that nothing had paſſed between the 
Scottiſhe King and them, but a general Renovation of the ancient Leagues and 
Alliences between the two Contreis. And if any thing els ſhould be ſought at 
their Handes, he was flatte of Opinion, that they were not to embrace it in Ho- 
neſtie or Pollicie ; conſidering what Favours they had receaved of her Highneſs, 
and howe mightie ſhe was, if ſhe would be revenged ; and that in Scotland they 
ſawe nothing but Beggerie, Wantes, and Weakeneſſe. He alſo added other Rea- 
ſons too long to relate, but in one, among the reſt, he utterly diſliked to ſee ſo 
many Youthes about the King in his Court, and ſo fewe of any Gravitie. Co- 
ronel Stuart, as then, was not arrived, but came to Middelbourgh the ſame Day; 
and after ſuche Time as Mr, Valle had bin with him, he viſited me againe, and 
ſignified of himſelf, that he perceaved by the Coronel, that he came from the 
King to require the Seale of the States for Confirmation of that League, which 
Mr. Brederode and he had figned in Scotland ;' and beſides, to intreat for ſome 
Aide againſt the Rebels of that Contrey, purpoſing alſo, as he thought, to goe 
from hens into Germany. I I tooke Occaſion heereupon to diſcourſe a little with 
him, and to wiſhe, that their State would be very well adviſed what they did in 
thoſe Cafes, without acquainting her Majeſtie with their Purpoſes before. For, 
faid I, to tell you plainely, we are thus perſuaded of Scottes in England, that they 
are naturaly inclined to Piſſimulation and Cunning, and are full of Inconſtancie ; 
and that, which yow in good Meaning may be wonne to graunt unto them, will, 
peradventure, be abuſed to your very great Prejudice. It might be alſo in Con- 
tinuance, that they would falle to complain of her Highneſs Dealinges with the 
King, which if in every Point ſhe have not applied to their humourous Diſpo- 
fitions, they would undoubtedly diſgrace and happely ſeeke to draw the States to 
2a like-Diſlike of her Proceedinges.

and whoſoever takes it on him, unles he may be well informed and ſupplied 
. with good Intelligence, it will give him his Handes and Head full of Trouble. 
I am done to witte by ſome Scotzes, that the Agent of the States, that reſideth in 
Scotland, is comming homeward very ſhortly at the Inſtance of the King, but I 
can not yet learne for what Intent, and for ought I can perceave, it is not yet 
knowen to the States themſelves. I have alſo an inkling heere of late, that Col. 
Stuart is hammering ſome other Propoſals to hooke in the States to a neerer 
Combination with the King his Maſter. When I knowe what it is (for I have 
certaine Notice there is ſomewhat) I will be carefull to write it with all Expedi- 
tion; but muſt pray your Lordſhip therewithall, if any thing come to yow, 
whiche I knewe not before, to impart it unto me, if yow finde it expedient, 
for it ſtandes me muche in ſteede to be holpen with Intelligence ; and I would 
not for nothing but that I had bin Partaker of that ſecret Diſcoverie, which I had 
from her Majeſtie, which hath inabled me greatly to negotiat with this People, 
who undoubredly otherwiſe had gone to worke bona fide, and bin preſently in- 
tangled with the Cunning of that Project. As yet I am aſſured they are very 
well affected, and they may be ſo continued, if fo be they ſhall be plied with 
convenient Intertainements : but if they chance to be wonne away, they are won- 
derfull ſtiffe whereſoever they take, and I ſhould utterly deſpaire that they could 
be recalled ; which maketh me more earneſt to calle for further Aide of your 
Lordſhip in ſpecial, from whom her Majeſtie willed, that I ſhould take my 
chief Inſtruction. But I have not yet receaved, fins I came out of England, ſo 
muche as one litle Note of any Advertiſement, or Counſaile, or Direction, in 
any Mater of that Contrey, that I knowe not where I walke, or whether I prof- 
fitte or hinder her Majeſties Service. I heare ſome Men report, that your Lord- 
ſhip is retired, and forbeareth from dealing in publicke Affairs: whether it 
growe of Indiſpoſition of Body, or otherwiſe, the very Report doth make me 
ſadde; and if it prove to be true, it would afflict me out of Meaſure : which I 
ſpeake, not, I proteſt, for my privat Reſpe& (though that muſt move me not a 
little) but for want of that Good, which her Majeſtie and the Realme ſhould 
reape of your Endeavours, wherof your Lordſhip hath given many fingular 
Proofes. There goeth a Bruite about Andwerpe, and hath bin often written 
hither, that the Kings of Denmark and Poland will warre againſt England, and 
that Spaine hath undertaken to putte the Scottiſbe in England, if Denmarke will 
promiſe to force this People to a Peace, by barring their Marchants from paſſing 
through the Sounde. And a Peace, they ſay, will ſoone be had, for the great 
Diſcontentment betweene her Highneſs and the States. Though it carie the 
Shewe of a flieng Fable, yet I like it not greatly, and I doubt it may ſpring of

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5- ſomewhat in bruing : for I can not be perſuaded, but that the Scofti/he Deviſers 


have more Irons in the Fire then here in this Contrey, and I knowe no readier 
way to bridle this Nation, then by ſtopping their Trafficke through the Sounge 
of the King of Denmark. For all other Maters, and for my principal Buiſneſſe 
with the States of theis Contreis, I knowe your Lordſhip will vouchſafe to un- 
derſtand them by that, which I write from Time to Time unto my Lord Trea- 
ſurer.

jeſties Demaundes, I have refrained from writting ſomewhat longer then I 
was willing; albeyt I had no Mater fince I ſent you my laſt, that might, in 
my Opinion, deſerve the advertiſing, and the leſs a great deale, becauſe 1 have 
not yet receaved any Letter from your Lordſhip, whoſe Direction I attend to 
ſome Pointes of Importance. The Aunſwear of the States is both fully con- 


cluded, and ſette downe in Writing, but not exhibited yet unto me. For know- 


ing, as I thincke, what the Tenure will be, that they are not yet in State to ſa- 
tisfie her Majeſtie, have dealt to ſuch effect with ſome of the chiefeſt of them, 
as I am done to witte upon it, that they bethinke themſelves further, what ſpeciall 
Offer they may make, that would be gratefull to her Highneſs ; whereof I heare 
by ſecret Meanes, that they will make an Ouyerture unto me me within fower or 
fyve Dayes ; ſo that I truſt with my nexte both to ſend their Anſwear unto her, 
and to fignifie that withall, which they ſhall determine for her better Contenta- 
tion. Colonel Stuart is very earneſt in requiring his Diſpatche, which yet, as farre 
as I perceave, they doe purpoſely delay, till they heare what I will ſay upon my 
Letters out of England; which, I thincke, are kept backe by this eſterly Wynde, 
which hath continued heere with us for theſe five Weeks togither. He is alſo 
very diligent in preferring the Suite of the Earle of Orkney to the Lady AÆmilia, 
Siſter to Count Maurice : But the Count hath referred him to the Generall States, 
and the Aſſemblie of the States to the Lady herſelf, who hath aunſweared flatly, 
that ſhe will not dwell fo farre from her Brother Count Maurice, and the reſt of 
her Kindred. Sins the Death of Erneſtus there have bin Letters addreſſed from 
the Aſſemblie of the States, but in very ſecret Sorte, to the Marquis of Haverey, 
and to ſuch of Nobilitie in the Enemies Contrey, as were commonly reputed to 
be moſt diſcontented with the Government of the Spaniards, to infinuat unto 
them, that if they were deſirous to caſte of that Yoke of their Spaniſh Servitude,

realy or indirectly procured, It was <lyed by the States by the ſelf fame a. D. 1 


Meſſenger, that for Mater of Religion, they had never no Intention to bereeve 
anie Province of the Libertie of Conſcience ; that for France, they made no doubt 
of inducing the King to accord a good Peace ; and that laſtly, they could lyke to 
have the Spaniards chaſed home by all the Meanes they could deviſe. The Mar- 
quis upon it, with the reſt of that ſyde, ſent a Couple to Count Maurice, who 
repaired unto him about eight Dayes agoe in the Towne of Middlebourg; the one 
was Monſieur L:i/fvelt, who hath bin heeretofore a Chauncelor in Brabant, and 
the other was Monſieur Mauſe, which hath in Tymes paſt bin an Huiſſier of the 


Chancerie. In the Deliverie of their Meſſage it was apparent to Count Maurice, 


that the Marquis had acquainted de Fuentes with this Practiſe ; in ſoe much as 
when they ſpake of expelling the Spaniards, they propoſed how to doe it, with 
the Conſent of the King of Spaine, and by the Meanes of de Fuentes; which 
beyng perceaved by the Count, he bidde them preſently depart. And this he 
hath tould me all himſelf, beyng very defirous, that it ſhould not be publiſhed, 
leaſt a Mater well meant, but yet perhaps miſreported, by paſſing many Mouthes 
might turne to their Rebuke, by whom it was contrived. Though the Duke of 


Paſtrana be arrived at Bruſſels, it is ſuppoſed notwithſtanding, that he hath 
brought no Commiſſion to commaunde in the Contrey. For it is written from 


Bruſſels, that when he came to de Fuentes, the upper Hand being offered to him,

Our Army that was before Grole roſe thence in ſome haſt: the Ennimy made

Party. Foukerolles paſt thorow this Town, ſent by the King to demand Aſſiſtance 
againe, both by Sea and Land. He was diſpatched before the Defeit at Dorlans. 
The King wil now have Occaſion to infiſt more then ever: For all Picardy is in 
greate Trouble. PFoukerolles hath alſo Charge to infiſt again vpon a Reſolution 
for the beſeiging of Dunkerck, to which the King of France promiſeth 4000 
Horſe. I do not ſee, how they can do either the one or the other: for the 
further Provinces wil never ſend theyr Troopes thether; and Holland and Zea- 
land, eccept her Majeſtie wil ſend home brave Succor, of themſelves have not 
Forces ſufficient. For out of Queſtion, the Count of Fuentes wil rather venture 
any thing then let that Place bee caried.

Monſieur de Ia Force and 
Sennior Ant. Perez went to meet him at Fonternbleaw. The King uſed 
him well, and meaneth, noe doubt, to gratifye him with many honorable Cur- 
teſyes, if he could be content to frame his Humours to accept of ſuch, as Fraunce 
affordeth. The Favors, wherwith your Lordſhip graced him in England, were fo 
eat, as, I feare, they will be the cheifeſt Cauſe of his Diſcontent in Fraunce. 
e looketh to receave the like in a juſt Proportion at the Kinges Handes; but that 
his preſent Occaſions cannot afford him. His Humours are ſoe harſh and croſſe, 
both to the King and French, as weare it not in regard of your Lordſhip, I 
thincke his Intertainment here would be very meane. He importuneth a King, 
that will not be importuned. He is at Defiaunce with the Financiers, whom the 
King himſelf is glad to court. This Night, having refuſed the Money they 
brought him, wanting ſomewhat of the Somme he expected, he proteſteth to 
goe to the King and to tell him, that if his Majeſtye will have him ſtay in 
Fraunce, he will only give him Leave to live uppon your Lordſhip's Purſe ; 
therby ingadging your Lordſhip to ſuſtaine an unneceflary Charge, and not foe 
well contenting the King, in my Opinion, with that Office. YourLordſhip aſſigned 
mee to attend him : how I cary my ſelf, I referre mee to others; and moſt 
honorable Lord, there is not any thing I deſire more, then to ſtay in Fraunce, 
in hope to make my ſelf more fitt for your Lordſhip's Service. But to ſpend 
my Time wheare I cannot pleaſe, grieveth mee not a littell. 1 will firſt begin 
to accuſe my ſelf thus farr, that I cannot pleaſe him : withall give me Leave to 
fay this, that I thinck it impoſſible, that any Man living ſhould pleaſe him. His 
Feares are infinite, his Suſpitions equall with his Feares, the Cauſes whereon 
_ theſe are grounded worſe then all; but notwithſtanding this, I will, by God's 
Help, religiouſly obſerve the Courſe your Lordſhip hath preſcribed ; your Co- 
maundment making that ſeeme light to mee, that of it ſelf wear altogether in- 
tollerable. This only grieveth mee moſt, that I thinck your Lordſhip will herein be 


deceaved, if yow expect that he ſhould here ſeat himſelf, and doe yow ſuch Of- 
| 8 fices 
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fices as your Favors at his Handes have well deſerved. Since I dare affirme, A. D. 1595. 


that he will rather doe any thing, then live in an Underproportion to that Courſe 
he hath ſet doune to himſelf ; the ſame, notwithſtanding being ſuch, as noe 
Hope remaineth to have his Humor therein ſatisfied at the King's Handes. 
Pardon mee, moſt honorable Lord, if herein I have written plainly : my Duety 
bindeth mee to doe no leſſe, then acquaint your Lordſhip with a Matter of ſuch 
Conſequence ; and I crave only to be credited herein according to the Sequele. 
For the Newes of the preſent, Signor Aut. Perez hath written, and Sir Roger Wil. 
hams can ſufficiently acquaint your Lordſhip how all Thinges proceede. I pray 
God encreaſe your Honor and Fortunes dayly to your Lordſhip's beſt Content- 
ment.

NoWE underſtand the Reaſon why the King ſent for Signor Antonio Perez. From the Of- 
He gave owt to manye, that hee knewe would not conceale it from the Kinge, Sina. 


that hee came not into France for Bread, but to treate of Affayres: and that 
Day that his Majeſtic refuſed to have hym about hym, he purpoſed directly to 
forſake France. The Kinge, at the firſt, wiſht hym to ſtay at Paris untill Ville- 
roy's comminge ; but that being ſomewhat deferred, and he writing both to {his 
Majeſty, Monſieur de la Forza, and others, to the ſame Effect, in the End was 
ſent for, but yet ſayd, hee woondered hym ſelf for what Cauſe : Sed ibo, quia rex 
me vocat. Hee found the Kinge at Amiens, who uſed him with good Grace. 
But in his Journey to La Fere hee receaved ſo ſmall Content amongſt the French, 
that hee grewe to this deſperate Concluſion, that eyther they were careles of the 
King's Favours to any Man, or els abſolutely hated hym : Whenſoever hee 
could not with Safetye live in France, that he had a Retrait, which hee could 
not but ever thinke of: that he would not receave any more of the King's 
Money; that after hee had ſerved the Kinge ſome five or ſixe Monnethes, he 
would requeſt, that hee might be ſafely ſent to Venice, the Seignory only pro- 
miſſinge fide publica to keep hym in Safety. My Lord, I fynd hym nowe ſome- 
what perplexed, as doubting, whether he ſhould directly ſhope his Courſe for 
England, or write to your Lordſhip for Meanes to furniſh hym for the Order of 
St. Eſprit, as he freely proteſted to do. I aſſure my ſelf, he will do the one or 
the other. He ſayth, he will not content hymſelf to live in France with any 
meane Fortune, and I verely thinke he will not with any Fortune. As for his 
being Councellor of the Order of St. Eſprit, and the Promiſe of the firſt Ab- 
bacye, I thinke it will turne all to Fume. 

Signior Perez purpoſeth, among other Things, to move Villeroy to drawe the 
Kinge to an invaſive Warre in Spayne, that the Kinge of Spayn ſuſpecteth he 
hath ſo much laboured both in England and France; and for that Cauſe his Wife, 
Children, and Frends do ſuffer Inconvenience. Tf he cannot effect this, as there 
is no Likelihood; by Reaſon of the King's exceeding Povertye, he meaneth, &c. 
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Capt. Wylton to the E. of Eſſex, October 16, 1595: 


Moft Honored Lon D, 


WRATE before to your Lordſhip, that Sennor Perez was not a little diſcon. 
L tent, partly that bis Intertaynement in France was not according to bis Expecta- 
tion, and partly for the Daungers threatned to his Perſon ; for which Cauſe he 
determined to ſpeake with the Kin, and then reſolve of his Staye or Departure. 
The King deferred him untill his comming to Pontoy/ſe There he had Con- 
ference with his Majeſtie : craved Leave to depart, er if be he would have hy 
ay, that he might be pardoned, if be wrote to your Lordſhip for Maintenance, re- 
fufing altogether to be referred to the Financiers. The King heard before, that be would 
not flay (for be bad freely geven it out to many) exeept be might be a Councellor, and 
be imploied in his Service; and not that onlye, but that he locked, and now alſo craved 
of his Majeſtie, to be honored with the Order of Saint Eſprit; ſo as the King muſt 
either return hym diſgraced, or promiſe thoſe Favours. Hee promiſed all, referrin g 
him to the Count Chomberge for his Pention. At his returne to Paris he went to 
the ſaid Count, certifying his Wants, praying to have Five Hundred Crounes, 
the Remainder of thoſe Thouſand ſoe long ſince promiſed: He prayed him of 
Patience, that there weare greater Matters now to be conſidered of; which 
Aunſwear put him into ſoe violent à Choller, as hee replied, this is the 10th of 
October: Aker this Day I will never aſte more, either of yow or of the King, or 
any other that lyveth : wrote to the King, that bee ſhauld rather ſend bym to the O, 
ficers of Spayn, then to his Financiers, and that he would give hym Leave to ſend 
to your Lordſhip for Money, according to his former Reſolution, Your Lordthip, 
I hope, will pardon me, if I write what I thinck I doe aſſure my ſelf, that the 
only Reſpect of your Lordſbip cauſed. the King to uphold bym in bis Humours, not 
meanetb, I feare, that be ſhall receave that Diſcontent from others, that he hymſe|f 
forbeare to give hym at that Tyme. ' T'woo Dayes ſince the Count Chomberge ſent 
him Word, that the King had written to have him to him into Picardy. Hee 
himſelf knoweth not the Cauſe, but ſuppoſeth that the D. de Buillon foe per- 
ſwaded the K. aſwell for his Counſell in ſome particular Action of the Spaniards, 
as for the great Deſire he hath to ſee him. Within theſe twoo Dayes he 
meaneth to take his Jorney, having promiſe of the Count Chomberg for his firtt 
Moneths entertainment: Hee proteſteth to me, that he looketh for no Contentment in 
Frannce ; that hee will preſently, ſee England; yet be laboureth nothing more then 
to make known in England, that be receaves infinite Favours in Frannce. My 
Lord, I do not think, that he bath any Will, either to flay in Frannce or to goe into En- 
gland, for many Cauſes, but cheifly (as he ſayth himſelf ) leaf bis Ennemies ſhoulde 
upbraide his Intertaynement beere. So as I gather, if the King hold bym tilt in 
good Termes, he meaneth to write to your Loraſhip for Ornaments for his Knighthcode, 
and for a thouſand Crownes in Plate, to furmſbe bym as a Councellor : And then, if 
be receave further Diſcontent (which I nothing doubt) he goeth directly for Venice. 
But if he baue not that Coulleur, be purpoſeth firſt to viſite you, but not to flay as be 
proteſtetb. Moſt honored Lord, I know I have preſumed much in writing to 
your Lordſhip a Thing ſo contrary to your ExpeRation, and the rather, for /hat 
be hymſelf, a Man to whome your Favours have ſufficiently manifeſted your Love, 
laboureth to give yo a contrarie ſhowe. Notwithſtanding, I know yow ar ho- 
norable, and deſire nothing more then to know the Truth; foe, as being your

Lordſhip will voucheſafe to be informed by that Letter, which I ſend my Sina! 


Lord Treaſurer, from whome I heare, that her Majeſtie doth thinke me over 
flacke in preſſing the States to a reſolut Anſwear. But as his Lordſhip knoweth 
well by my Letters unto him, that I am wholy out of Fault, fo I truſt he will 
be willing to certifie my Diligence. And if your Lordſhip, of your Favour, 
will aſſiſt him in the fame, I ſhall be eaſed of a Corroſive, and ſpecialy bounde 
unto yow. For can take little Courage or Comfort in my Service, as finde it is 
interpreted. Very few, I am certaine, of her Majeſties Subjects, (for foe I doe 
not doubt but I may ſpeake without Preſumption) doe better knowe howe this 
Cauſe ſhould be folowed then myſelf, having bought my Knowledge very deere,

Had I any good Occurrence to impart of other Maters, I 
would not trouble your Lordſhip with theſe petit Diſcourſes, but here we have 
nothing for the preſent that is worthy the reporting; unleſs it were the com- 
ming hither of Monaeur de la Thuallerie, who is ſent from the King to the States, 
to procure to the Value of a hundred thouſand Crownes in Graine, for the Pai- 
ment wherof he offereth Bondes of Aſſurance of certaine Marchants. The Pre- 
text of the King is, the extreme Want of Corne all Piccardie over, and chiefly 
along the Some, and where his Armie is lodged ;/ for which he muſt be forced to 
abandon thoſe Places, if his Turne in that behalf be not preſently ſerved.

Onely this is ſomewhat more, that where the 
States had reſolved to reſerve Taxis Letter to produce it at the comming of the 
Germane Peacemakers, they have fins thought it better to ſend it to the Emperor 
and the Princes of Germany, and to every one in particular of the appointed 
Commiſſioners, with ſpecial Letters from themſelves, to divert them, if they can, 
from their. purpoſed Ambaſſade; or elſe to drawe them by that Meanes to con-

B y my laſt, wherof your Lordſhip ſhall receave a Copie, 1 advertiſed you of From the Otis 


my Arrivall heare, and the King's Abſence then hence, in which Tyme no 
body was ſent to viſit me, but only Monſ. de Sancye came to me privatly, and 
ſome others of Qualitye of my former Acquaintance. He made his Retorne the 
gth of this preſent, and that Night I prefſed his Majeſty by Monſ. de Sancye and 
M. Edmondes to give me the next Day Audience, which he made ſome Difficul.y 
to graunte ſo ſoone, but yet accorded to the ſame, ſaying, that I ſhould receave 
more Favor of him then was ſhewed to him in England, and that he wold wel- 
come me as Monſ. Unton, and make his Complaintes to me as an Ambaſſador; 
Monſ, Sancye prayed me, for my better Commoditie of receyving my Audyence, 
to dyne with him at his Lodginge at Foulambray ; after the which ended, he re- 
ceyved Orders from the King to bring me to his Preſence, by whom I was only 
accompanied untill I entred the Hall, and thete mett me the Captain of the 
Gardes, with the Gardes ranged in Order, and ſo was I brought imediately into 
the King's Chamber, whom I found attended with his principall Counſellors, and 
a verie great Nobility, When I had, with dewe Compliments, delivered unto 
bim hir Majeſty's Salutations, and his Enquiry theruppon of hir Majeſty's 
Health, I preſented unto him hir Majeſty's Letters; which when he had redd, I 
declared unto him, that hir Majeſtye, according to hir late Promiſes to Lomenye 
to ſend one to him, by whom ſhe might more particularly expreſs herſelf then 
ſhe could by Letters, and fatisfye him of the Reaſons of her Anſwers to his De- 
maundes by certayne of his Miniſters, had therfore ſent me to give him therof 
trewe Enformation, in the Care and Defire ſhe hath to hould ſtrongtheſt Corres 
ſpondencye with him; and ſo did particularly relate unto him: Firſt, for what 
Conſideration hir Majeſty was forced to withdrawe her Forces out of Britargne 3 
and next, why the could not aſſent to his latter Demaundes of Suecour for Pic- 
dardie, by Monſ. Chevalier Boroderye and Lomenie, and therwithall the faid La- 
menie's inſolent Carriadge towards her Majſtey ; laſtly, acquainted him with the 
Talian Pamphlet, which for the Abſurditye r Majeſty could not beleave to 
be trew, rather than that he hath any private to a Peace or Truce with 
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A. D. 1591. Spayne ; the many Reaſons, that may make doubtfull the Soundneſs therof, and 
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contrarywiſe fortefie his Coragez and finally, the Wrong don to his Allys, any 
ſuch Things being on Fote, that their Intereſts ſnould not be as ſoon remembred; 
all which Points I did dilate and enforce according to my Inſtructions. 

He gave me a patient Hearinge, but with a Countenance very unuſuall, and 
contrarye to his former Faſhion, when hertofore'I did negotiate with him. And, 
after my Speach ended, aſked me, whether that was all the Satisfaction I brought 
him? I anſwered, that it was as muche, as I could ſay unto him for the pre- 
ſent, untill he did let me know, wherin he defired to be further ſatisfied from her 
Majeſty. | 

1 that he was then little favored, and I. as litle honored to be employed 
in fo fruitleſſe a Meſſage of Wordes, and newe Expoſtulations of Matters, which 
had beene ſo often repreſented unto him by Letters and hir Majeſty's Agent, by 
whom alſo he was hitherto born in Hand, that my Arryvall ſhould bring him 
other Satisfaction. That he would not conteſt and impugne her Majeſty's Rea- 
ſons and Excuſes, but beleve them, being ſorrye her Majeſty could not help 
him, and as ſorye, that he could not make the Warr without her Afliſtance ; 
and prayed me to pardon him, that he reyterated againe unto me, that he could 
not have beleeved I ſhould have been employed in fo fruitleſſe a Meſſage, which 
ſheweth to be rather intended to do him a Scorne, or elſe that it carieth fome 
other ſecret Deſeigne then is pretended, But, notwithſtanding, that for his 
former Knowledge of me he would conceave more favorably therof, and was 
forrye for my Particular he could not better welcom me; we touching the An- 


ſwer, which I had made him, he prayed me to communicate it with his Coun- 


fell, who ſhould alſo deliver me his therunto; and after this * ſhewed to 
have no more to ſay to me. | 

I replyed, her Majeſty was ſtill, and ever wool be the ſame in her Affection 
towardes him, as he hath formerly receyved Proffe by her Actions; and that ſhe 
did preſently witneſs it. in ſending x me expreſlely to him to give him all dew Satiſ- 
faction and Contentment of ber Proceedings, and ſuch her Intention towards 
him. And becauſe I found hym ſo much diſcontented, I thought it in the End 
verie neceſſaric for juſtyfying of her Majeſty's Honor, and not to leave him to 
much diſtaſted, to enlarge my ſelf further, to let him know her Majeſty can be 
contented $0 come to a Conference with him, as he hath deſired, or to give him 
any other convenient Satisfaction, yff it would pleaſe him to open himſelf par- 
cularly and freely unto me. 

He faid, we did ſtill amuſe him with Words as heretofore, to the which the 
Time did not permit him longer to truſt, looking daily to be aſſailed by a mighty 


_ Enemye ; and that he had ſufficiently, and often before, made known the ſame 


unto her Majeſtye ; which ſeing it would nothinge prevayle, he muſt otherwiſe 
ide for his Safetie by ſuch Meanes as he may: and theruppon he diſmiſſed 
me without Shew of Diſtemper or Faſſion, and commaunded me as before to 
communicate with his Counſaile. 

I was conducted downe into the lower Court by Monſ. Le Grand and the * 
taine of the Guardes, and then I went, accompanied with Monſ. de Sancye, to 
go viſit Madam, to whom I delivered hir Majeſty's kind Salutations, and ſuch 
other Speaches, as by Inſtructions I was directed, which ſhe did verie thankfully 
receave ; and tould me, that although I ſhould find, that her Brother was much 


ſolicited by his ill affected Counſellors to hearken to a Treatye with Haine, yet, 
notwithſtanding that, ſhe hoped he would reſiſte their Importunityes, conſider 2 
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that the Conſequence therof could not but extend to the Miſchiefe of thoſe of A. D. 1595. 


the Relligion ; and therefore that ſhe would not faile to lett me know. what ſhe 
ſhould learn of the Proceedipgs therin, Afterwardes I went to. the Conſtables 
Lodgings, having only ſaluted bym before in the King's Chamber, and delivered 


unto him her Majeſty's Letters, and ſuch other Matters as I had in Charge, He 


received the ſame with great Demonſtration of Thankfulneſs, profeſſinge to be 
verie much her Majeſty's Servant for the Obligation, which himſelf and his Houſe 
did owe her, but he would not further inlarge himſelf then in ſuch Matter of 
Compliments, He is a great Perſwader of the Peace, of no great Capacitye, 
but of greateſt Swaye in Court by Reaſon of his Place and Quallitie, The next 
Day I retorned to conferre, according to the King's Order, with ſuch of his Coun- 
ſell, as weare appointed to heare me, which were the Conſtable, the Chancellor, 
Monſ. de Bellieure, Monſ. de Sancye and Monſ. de Villeroy, whom for that Pur- 
poſe I found aſſembled in the Conſtables Chamber. To them 1 did at length de- 
duce the former Matters, which I had before treated with the King; which when 
they had particularly underſtood, the Conſtable tould me, that Monſ. de Bellieure 
had receyved the King's Pleaſure to anſwer me therunto, who theruppon declared 
to me in effect, that they were ſorrie they receyved no better Comfort by my Ar- 
rivall, having hitherto beene put in hope of other Satisfaction; but that the 
Somme of that I delivered was nothing elſe but a Reiteration of what had beene 
formerly ſignified to the King, and, for the reſt, a Contradiction of that, which had 
beene promiſed him by her Majeſty's own Letters communicated by her Agent 
unto him,which imported, that the ſpecial Perſon, which ſhe ment to ſend, ſhould 
have ſufficient Power to treate and handle all Things (as well as might be at- 
tended by way of a publicke Conference) which the King then deſyred ; wheras 
now, in ſteade of effecting the ſame by me, they are only back again to a Treaty, 
and enterteaned with the Hope therof, which inferreth nothing elſe but Delaye, 
whearof their Affaires, as Things do now ſtand with them, are very incapable. 

I replied, that ther wanted no Good-will in her Majeſty to aſſiſte the King ſo 
farr forth as in Love and Honor hath beene fit for her to do; but that the late 
and preſent Condition of her own Affaires did not permitt her to neglect her own 
Intereſt, being, as is not unknown to them, troubled with a great Rebellion of 
her Subjects in land, and threatened with an Invaſion from Sparne. 


' Theſe and other Conſiderations, I did alleadge to valew myſelf withall the beſt 


I could ; but I muſt confeſs trewly to your Lordſhip, I found my ſelf verie much 
provoked with the ſaid Anſwer, and was ſorrye, that I had no more agreable 
Matter to ſatisfye them. To conclude, they faid it was not the King's Will to 
conteſt her Majeſty's Reaſons and Excuſes, but to receive them for ſuch as ſhe 
delivered them ; and that they would receiye the King's Pleaſure to make me an 
Anſwer to what they had heard from me, praying me to give them a Memorial 
therof, and that they would the next Daye ſend me the King sAnſwer inWrighting, 
which is this I ſend your Lordſhip herwith, wherby your Lordſhip may perceave 
how little ſatisfyed they remayne. Findinge therfore, how little I had proffitted 
by thoſe former Negotiations, and diſcoveringe a Practice to diſgrace me in Re- 
ſpe& of the litle Contentment I brought the King, wherof they ſaid to have beene 
fedd with ſo great Expectation, 1 preſſed by Monſ. Sancye, that the King would 
ſo much favor me to give me a private Audience in his Cabbinet ; which though 

ſome thought to empeache, and pracyred the delaying therof, 5 in the 
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A. D. x59}. corded the ſame, wherin what paſſed betweene us I have ſignified in my Letters to 
WAY. her Majeſty. 


Now, touching the State of Thinges here, your Lordſhip hath underſtood by 
my former Advertiſements, to what Forwardneſs Matters are already advanced 
by the Treatye of Sancye, the Truce of Britaigne (which I ſend your Lordſhip 
herwith printed) and the Newtralitye alſo in handlinge between Luxembourg and 
Champairgne, ſo as only Picardie reſteth to be comprehended to make it a Truce 
generall, to which is now to be added, the coming of the Cardinal Jeyeux in 
Poſt from Rome, ſent, as moſt Men judge by the Pope, now upon the arryvinge 
of the Cardinall of Auſtrick in the Low Countries, to mediate a Truce generall 
between France and Spayne, which the Pope doth infynitely affect. And it is 
crediblye beleeved he hath the Conſent of the King of Spayne therin. And the 
Pope doth enforce his Deſire of the ſaid Suſpention of Armes by the Argument 
of Neceſſity of imploying themſelves againſt the Turke. 

I have otherwiſe conferred particularly heruppon with ſome of the beſt and 
honeſteſt Sort heere, that be ſuch as, I aſſure myſelf, would not abuſe me with a 
falſe Information, who have vowed to me uppon their Salvation, that of all the 
Counſellors, which the King hath, ther bee not fix, which do not violentlye coun- 
ſell him to & Peace, both for their particular Reſpect, and the preſente publicke 
Callamitye; proteſting alſo molt fincerely, that it is in his Power to make the 
ſame Peace, if he will diſpence with his Reſolution to treat only for himſelf ; 
but that he hath only moſt oppugned ſuch Counſell, and ſheweth to have no 
great Inclination theerunto. Howbeit it cannot be as Things do now ſtand with 
him, but Tyme will make him ſway to Neceflity ; for not being able without 
Aſſiſtence to "fubſiſt to make the Warre ageynſt ſo mightye an Enemye, in Re- 
ſpect of having all his great Receipt alined for many Years, to make preſent 
Money during the Tyme of the Extreainytyes of the Warres, the moſt of his 
ordinarye Tallies due, either to. the Payment of his great Compoſitions to the 
Leagues, or for the Enterteanment of the infinite Garriſons, which he is forced 
to maintaine, wherof the only Charge, beſides his Armyes, amounteth to almoſt 
three Millions, and he dareth not yet to break them either for the Danger of the 
Place, or for Diſcontentment of the Governors, The many Alterations he hath 
bene forced to make of Nomber of new Offices to procure preſent Money by the 
Sale of them, the Fees whearof do now eat up a great Treaſure, and generally 
the Country being ſtill miſerable, and not able to recover it ſelf by Reafon of the 
continuall Paſſage and Lodging of Armyes and Troupes, which do ever hold the 
ſame in Ruine and unpeopled. The Effects of all which are ſeene in the Miſerye 
they ſuffer, and their late great Loſs, which are further Prooffs thearof ; and 
therewith their infinite Taxes and Impoſitions, which are ſufficient to carry chem 
into a new Rebellion, if they were not ſo much amated with the former: of 
which Advantages the King's ſaid Counſellors do not faile to availe themſelves, 
in repreſenting to him his ſaid Povertye, which themſelves ſeekę to nuriſhe, and 
diſcoraging him from the Hope of a better Meanes, to the End with the Argu- 
ment of his Neceſſitye to conquer his Conſtancſie and Reaſon. 

Theſe Particularities I thought fit to offer to your Lordſhip's Conſideration, as 
being neceſſary Circumſtances to make the better Judgment of the State of 
Thinges bre. 

Moreover, May it pleaſe your Lordſhip to be advertiſed, that the Duke of 
Bowllon came before his Departure to viſit me, and acquainted mee in ſecret 
| 8 that himſelf and the reſt of thoſe of the Relligion havinge Cauſe 
to

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to feare, that the Treatye of Spayne would take Place, which could not but a. D. 1594; 
tourne to their verie great Prejudice, he did therefore pretend to make a Voyage . 
forthwith into Gaſcoinne to conferre there with Monſ. Tremoville, Monſ. Dedi- 
guires, or ſome on his Part, and other principal Perſons of the Relligion, to 
adviſe of their common Affayres at an Aﬀecnbly, which the Churches had ap- 
pointed to hould; and that in March they would ſend theit Deputies to the King 
to repreſent their Grelves, having daily new Diſcontentmente given them: fot 
that the Counſaile finding, that they dare not caffyre their Garriſons do divert 
the Meanes of their Payment, to the end to break them that way; and if they 
ſhould find the Peace of Spayne to proceede to Effect, then they would reſolve to 
ſtand upon their Strengthe, and diſpatch forthwith unto her Majeſty and the reſt 
of the Princes of the Relligion, to know how they might aſſure themſelves of Aſ- 
fiſtance from them; that thoſe of the Relligion deſired therefore to underſtand 
from her Muy, oBEtHer fhe*would Melt Fike to ſuccor them in fuch a Caſe, or 
joyne in ſtreighter! Amitye with the King, and to affiſt him with F orces, to the 
End to empeach the Treatye with Spayne, whereby they ſhould be better ſe- 
cured: but he confeffed "of the King would be moſt honorable and 
ſafe for her Majeſty, and alſo leſs chargeable ; which Reſolution unleſs it would 
pleaſe her Majeſty to take; and the Princes of Germanye and Italye likewiſe to 


concurre thearin, that ther. is no Hopę to binder the Agreement with Spaine, 
the King hot being able alone to ſubſiſte in this preſent Eſtate; and ther with tould 


me bow. the dieß 10 s Preſently forced to, ſend tp Venuze to borrow 200,000 |. 
upon Jewells, whic ey give him hope tggec ver.. 
Vour Lordſhip ſeeth by. theſe Diſcougſes the State of Thioge have, which are 
upon the Point of reccaving a dangerous Reſolution, if they be not in Tyme 
revented; and there fore 1 humblye beſeeche your Lordſhip to let me know her 
Maieſty's 8 ſpeedye Pleaſute, how, I ſhall better ſatisfye the King, whom I have 
conteyned in ſome Hopes ; - Or that J may, reegeve her Leaye to withdraw my ſelf, 
for that otherwiſe I ſhall have little Grace. here, and my woes will _ profit

Monſ. de Sancy's Voyage ioto the Tay Contreys bath 1 bezhiria ſtayed, 
upon the Expectation of my cominge; and now they pretend ſhortly to diſpatch 
him thither.

The King hath receyred Advertiſement, that the — Prince Doria wag 
entred Marſeills with four, Galleys, in hopes by the Meanes of Caſoul the younger 
to have aſſured. the ſame for the King of Spgine but being arryved ther, he 
found the People did oppoſe themſelves againſt the deliveringe of any of the For- 
treſſes into his Handes ; upon which Refuſall, it is ſaid, he pretended to retyre 
himſelf, ſo as the King hopeth the Place may be yet ſaved. It is, as . Lay 
knoweth, the Key of that Part of the Realm. 

Of Monſ. d Eſpernon ther is yet no other certaine Advice come, by Reaſon 
that the Gates of Brignols have beene kept ſhutt ever ſince the blowing up of his 

Lodgings. Ther hath beene lately apprehended at Paris a Lackey of his, that, 
as he appeareth, was diſpatched three Days before the playing of the Fugado in 
his Lodginge.

The King is in very great Fear to looſe; the ſame Towne, 
the rather for that he hath credebly Advertiſement, that the Enemyes Purpoſe is 
at his Entrye to beſeege Menſtrueil, and next to tourne towardes Bullen to aſſure 
himſelf therof, either by Force or Intelligence. 

They cannot heer fynd the Meanes to ſtop the Ryver, which gyveth a very 
cold Hope of any good Succeſs by the ſame Work. 

Thoſe of La, Fere makinge the other Day a Sailly, and the Kyog being preſent 
at the firſt therof, the Baron of Termes, Brother to Monſ. Le Grand, had his 
Legg broken with a Cannot Shot. and it is Jeu: doubtfull. whyther he ſhall be 
forced to have the ſame cutt off. , 

And ſo for the preſent, en other Matter, to wryte to your Lordſhip, 1 
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r your Lordſhip conſyder, 100 Wen I am with my tedions 's Diſpatche, I 

doubt not but you will bear with this ſhort Letter; and gyve me Leave to re- 
ferr your Lordſhip to my Letters to her Majeſty and my Lord Treaſoror, where- 
unto I can add nothing but this, that if her Majeſty do not with Speedee con- 
tent the King, all will grow deſperate, beinge already in very bad Tearmes. My 
Meſſadge was tearmed heare Un diſcours du Foin by the French amongſt them- 
ſelves ; and both the King and his Counſel! took greate Scorne therof, as may 
appear by theyr Anſwer, wherwith I was choaked, and am much diſcomforted, 
wiſhing I had ſpent twice ſo much as my Jorney will coſt, that I had not been 
employed therin. For as before my coming hether, I was treated for a diſgraced 
Man in Exgland, that Opinion was more fortefyed by this Employment, which 
was ſayd to be fruitleſſe, full of Contradiction, and rather putting them into Diſ- 
payre of any Good; then in Comfort, according to former Promiſes, ſo as now I 
do hyde my Head for" Shame, untill I may receave ſome more acceptable Matter, 
wherin I beſeech your Lordſhip to further me, or to be the Meanes of my Re- 
vocation: For I am much caſt down in Mynd with my ill Succeſs, which had 
beene much worſe but for the King's ſpeciall Favour, who took ſome Pitye of 
me for my former Merryte. I do not lyk, for all the King's Uſadge of me, that 
he would not wyſhe me to recommends any of his'Defyres to her Majeſty ; and 
he hath diſputed all his Complaintes at large, which ſheweth, that eyther he is 
willyng to be reconcyled, or that he doth delyver them the better to juſtifye his 
Separation from us. But I do not know how to tourne me to ſatisfye Doubtes, 
and many Arguments may bee uſed pro and contra, wherof your Lordſhip can 
beſt judge; and I have made the beſt of Things heare, beinge lothe to do ill 
Offices, yett have I concealed nothing of Subſtance, The coming of the Car- 
dinall Fojeux in Poſt from Rome is crediblye ſayed to be for effectyng this ge- 
nerall Truce between Spayne and France, wherof your Lordſhip may conceave 


there is a ſhrewde Beginninge. I fear the worſt, yeat hope well, yf the King 
may be backed by her Majeſty, the States, and Princes of Germany and Taly:

HAVE imparted in my Letters directed unto my Lord Treaſurer the Manner 

of my Treatment, and the Subſtance of that which paſſed in my publick 
Audience in my Viſitation of the Kinge's Siſter, and in my Conferrence with 
Monf. Montmoraticye and others of the Kinge's Counſaile: but the Effect of my 
private Audience I thought fitt, for many good Reſpectes, to make knowne unto 
your Majeſty, whearin, if any thing have eſcaped me, that may breed your Ma- 
jeſty's Offence, I moſt humbly crave Pardon, and beſeech you to conceyve, that 
it proceedeth of my dutyfull Deſire to do your Majeſty acceptable Service, which 
T have been much perplexed to fynd ſo greatly thwarted. k 
The King vouchſafed my privat Audience in his Cabynett, whear uppon my 
Entrie commaunding all out, and willing me to fitt downe by him, he ſaid, that 
for my particular Satisfaction he had given me my deſyred Acceſſe, being loth to 
diſcontent me, who had ſo well deſerved of him, reputing me his Souldgier after 
the ould Manner, howſoever I am qualifyed with the Title of your Ambaſſador ; 
and ſo willed me to deliver what I had to ſay to him. Wheruppon, after humble 
Thankes rendred, 1 declared, that I found verie ſtrange my former verie cold Re- 
ception, as alſo the Anſwer of his Majeſty, and certaine of his Counſaile, which 
was more doubtfull then direct; and therefore for my better Satisfaction I had

be to his Eſtate and all Europe, the Reaſons therof wear at hand to any indif-

And to ihfer the Matter I layd before him all ſuch Argumentes, Reaſons and 
Perſwaſions, as I was preſcribed by your Majeſty, Then did I not ap hag 
, Ee 
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A. D. 2594. dilate the Pointe of the Aſſurance of your Majeſty's Good - will towards him, and 


the Charge given me td affure him, that if he would lay open himfelf with Fre- 
dome unto me, upon my Advertiſemente therof, your Majeſty would geve him 
all reaſonable Coutentment, notwithſtanding Lomynye's factious Reportes to the 
contrary ;, and ſo, for Concluſion, befought nie Majeſty's dewe Confideration of 
my Negotiation; and that I myght reveyve from himſelf a more cleare Reſolu- 
tion, leaſt the want therof myght be imputed to my raw Dealinge, or his Dif- 
truſt of me; and ſo ended with a Proteſtation of my ſerviceable” Endeavours to 
make my felf worthy: of his gracious Opinion, © 

The King, for Anſwer, ſaid, that he would deale favourably with me in Re- 
ſpect of your Majeſty's ſpecialt Recommendation, and of my fortner Merit; and 
did take verie good Acceptance of my Devotion towarde the Increaſe of good 
Amitye betwixt your Majeſtye, which he had ever eſteemed with all Sincerity ; 
and as he was never more proud then when he was aſſured therof, ſo was he as 
much grieved to fynde your relentinge therin, and of this Greife he was glad 
that now be myght fo fitlye diſpurthen himſelf to me, from whame. be bid he 
could not condeale himſelf; and ſo deſcended to thoſe Particularities of your Ma- 
jeſty's Unkindneſs. 

Fitſt, Your unkind Treatment & his Miniſters 3 in England, 70 Wordes - ut= 
tered to them in his Contempt: then your Revacation of all your Forces out of 
Nermandie and Brittaigne, and utter abandoninge him, which did greatly diſcoun- 
tenance him both abroade and at home, and forced him to his dest Diſhoogr 
and Diſproffit to compound with bis Subjects and others. 

Alſo your Majeſty's Demaund for Callis, which he and all his Subjedtes found 
verie ſtrange, and could nat conceave any juſt Reaſon therof. Moreover, your 
Majeſty's often refuſing of renewinge the Treaty ſollicited by Monſ. de Beauvar, 
within the Year after the laſt King's Deceaſe; and (as he faid) recomended to 
me in my former Tyme of Employment; whearof he could never get a direct 
Anſwer, albeit he thought he did as well deſerve it as any of his Predeceſſors. 
And laftly, Your Majeſty's Refuſall of. the Conferrence which he def yred, 
which he FA hould for a Repulſe, to his great Diſhonor and Grief, But for 
all this, he faid, he would not lift up an unreverent Thought againſt your Ma- 
jeſty, hut ympute his ill Succeſs to the ill Offices of your Miniſters, who do ſeeke 
to gnawe aſunder with their ominous Teeth the Cordes of your Amities, which 
he had fo long purſued in à more ſtrict Degree; and therby to give your Majeſty 
the beſt Aſſurance of his Good-will, and to take away all Geoleſye of his Aſſo- 
ciation with Spayne, the Inconveniencyes. wherof he did dewly conſider ; but 
withall he faid, that Neceſſitie over-ruleth both Election aud Counſayle. For 
Conclufion he ſaid, that concerning your Majeſties kind Meſſage of gevinge him 
Contentment, he did ſhould himſelf much bound, and toke it verie kyndlie: 
höwbeit he would no more importune your Majeſty, nor become againe a De- 
ſyerer of eyther Treaty or Succours, and was verie ſorry, that he was no better 
enabled to ſubſiſte of bimſelf againſt the Greatneſs of Spayne, which was ready 
to invade him in the maritime Partes of Picardie, But concerninge the Dif- 
ference he made betweene the Amytie of England and Spayne, he did appeale 
unto the World (his Proceedinge therin being publickly knowne ,) and if his 
Soule might be ſeene, it would better appear; howſoever it ſhould fall out, he 
vowed he would never leave to love and honor your Majeſty, with a gratefull 
| Remembrance of your paſſed Favors, and hoped that you would not condempne 

him, yf his miſerable Eſtate did force him to take an unpleaſing, yet neceſſary 


Remedye. 
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Remedye. For every thinge did naturally ſeeke to preſerve it felf, and his pre- A. P. 159. 
ſent Miſcheifes could not t attend delayed Remedyes; and ſo ended without ſhew 
of Paſſion, 

Thearunto I wind; that ſythence it had pleaſed him to diſcover his Mynde 
ſo freely unto mee, I toke the more Encowragement to hope of his Satisfaction ; 
and therefore prayed him, that without his Offence I myght ſpeeke frankeley 
unto him, wherin I began, in myld Manner, to deſyre, that all Geoloſy might 

be removed, for wher that raygned, no Perfection of Freindſhip could not long 
endure ; and then I fell breiflye to touche the particular Pointes of his Anſwer. 
To the firſt I ſaid, that ther lived not any Prince in Wordes more temperate, nor 
in Treatment of Princes Miniſters more gracious then your Majeſty, which the 
World could well witneſs, and therefore hoped, that he would reſerve an eare for 
your Majeſty, and not ſo haſtely beleeve ſuch Miſreportes, as ſought to make him 
geolous of your Majeſty's Amytie. And touching the Revocation of your Ma- 
Jeſty's Forces, I ſhortely repeated the ſpeciall Cauſes; whearin he interrupted me, 
ſaying, he did beleeve mee. And for the Demaund of Callis (wherwith I ſaid I 
was not made acquainted) yet did I conceive your Majeſty did require it for a 
Place of a Retraite for ſuch Forces as he demaunded, as you had don the like for 
Brittaigne; the want whearof had in Parte forced your Revocation of your 
Forces thence ; and that the States in the Leave Countryes had, in the like Cauſe, 
yealded Places of farr greater Moment then Callis into your Majeſty's Handes. 
Concerninge the pretended Refuſall of the Treaty to be renewed, I did thinke, 
that he was not well informed of the Demaund therof by his. Ambaſſador within 
the Yeare alleadged, neyther to my Remembrance did he ever motion me therin, 
notwithſtandinge that your Majeſty did yeald him more volentarely then by the 
Treaty you weare any way obliged. Laſtly, that for the Conference latelie re- 
quired, that your Majeſty made no Refuſall, but ſtay therof, and had given me 
in Charge to aſſure, that you weare willinge therunto, whenſoever it ſhould be re- 
quired ; and ther fore the Interpretation of your Majeſty's Remiſneſſe thearin was 
by his Counſayle hardly enforced : And for the ill Offices miſconceaved of your 
Miniſters to empeach the Amitye of the two Crownes of England and France, I 
did know they held nothing more deare, neyther was your Majeſty any way to 
be led by them, for that your Skill and Yeares was rather to direct then to be di- 
rected ; and that your Majeſty nothing doubted of his gratefull Mynde, and of 
his Preference of your Amitye before that of Spayne, conſidering he was a Prince 
of trewe Honor and of extraordinary Judgment in Matters of State ; and there- 
fore you weare well perſwaded, that he would never yeald to make a Truce or 
Peace with Spayne, without dew Remembrance of your Majeſty's Intereſt, for that 
Remedye would prove more dangerous to his State then the Deſeaſe thereof, and 
fo enlarged that Pointe accordinge to my Inſtructions. Thearuppon alſo I toke 
fit Occaſion, as by way of Diſcourſe, to deliver my private Opinion, what a deepe 
and princely Conſideration he might have ſhewed upon the Inſtance of his Treaty 
with Spayne, to have wiſhed your Majeſty to be drawne within the Compaſs of 
the ſame; and uſed ſuch further Speeche of that Matter to ſound what had beene 
heretofore mentioned, or weare like to be effected, according to your Majeſty's 
Direction ſignified by the Letters of Sir Robert Cecil, which Pointe I did handle as 
tenderlie as 1 might; and finally I faid, I was verie ſorye my Meſſadge was no 
better accepted, as well for publicke as private Reſpecte, and that he was deſirous 
to take Uſe of my further Service, for his better Contentment, with other Wordes 
of Complement uttered in that behalf, 
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The Kinge paſſed over all other Pointes of my Replye, but the Matter of my 
Opinion concerning the Overture of your Majeſty's being comprehended in the 


Treaty, proteſting, that therin he had not failed, not only to motion, but to urge 


the ſame, as a Thinge greatlye for his Honor and Safetie : but that the Pope, 
who is the principall Inſtrument therof, would in no fort heare of it, which 
made him the more carelcs and ſuſpicious of the ſaid Treaty, in which Reſpe& 
he deſyred a ſtreight counter League with your Majeſty, and the States of the 
Lowe Countryes, with the Princes of Germany and Italye, wherby the better to 
bridle the Ambition of Spayne; and ſo ended abruptly without further Diſcourſe, 
which had held the Space of two Houres, and, after ſome Ceremonyes, I tooke 
my Leave. 

I the rather at large deliver unto your ! Majeſty the Circumſtances of our Con- 


ference, that your Majeſty may the better judge the inward Sence therof, and am 


verie loth to deliver my Opinion, either of the King's Diſpoſition to yeald to the 
Truce, or Treatye with Spayne, or of the Succeſſe therof, becauſe ſuch Cenſure 
is perrilous to the Giver, and verie hard to judge De futuris contingentibus : yeat 
will I not forbear, in hope of your Majeſties Pardon, to utter mylelt ; and in my 
poore Judgment the generall 'Truce betweene France and Spayne is likely to ſuc- 
ccede by all probable Reaſon, being already begun in Brittaigne, and the Pro- 
vinces thereunto adjoyninge, and in hand to be accorded for a longer Tyme, by 
Order from the King of Spayne, which is eredibly thought will take Effect. The 
like Truce is concluded in Savoye, by the Direction of Spayne, and Monye pro- 
miſed by the ſame Kinge for the Compoſition of Saluzza, whatſoever the Duke 
of Savoye pretend to the contrary; and the Neutrality of Luxemburg and Cham- 
paigne is reſolved to be preſently accorded. Then is theare nothinge left to con- 
clade for but Picardy, which is offred, and the Cardinall Foyeux is poſtinge to- 
wardes Paris, wher he is expected in a few Days, bringing with him, as is cre- 
dibly reported, ſufficient Power and earneſt Solicitation from the Pope to conclude 
the Truce generall ; the Conſideration wherof I refer to your Majeſties excellent 
Judgment, if the ſaid Truce take Effect (which I beſeech your God to divert) and 
whearunto the King is not inclyned, of Neceſſitie the Treatye muſt nedes enſew, 
wherof the Growndes are theſe : The Kinge's Reconciliation to Rome; his being 
given to Pleaſures and deſyre of Repole ; his Neceſſitye of his Eſtate, wanting Trea- 
ſure and Forces to maintayne the Warres; his Subjects being haryed and wearyed 
out with the former Warres, which cry out for Peace ; the Zeal of all his Ca- 
tholiques in their Religion, the Fordwardneſs of all his choice Counſellors ; to 
ſway. the Kinge to the Amitye of Spayne, whearin they are not aſhamed pub- 
lickly to declare themſelves ; the Kinge of Spayne's Inclynation therunto; the 
Aptneſs of the Inſtrumentes, and their Greadyneſs to worke it, which are the 
Pope, the D. of Savoye, the D. Mercurye, with others ; the Articles wherof 
being alſo breiflye conceaved, which are kept with all Seacrecye ; the Threats of 
the King of Spayne's intended Invaſion of Picardye uppon the Arryvall of the 
Cardinall of Auſtria in the Low Countrys, who bringeth Warre and Peace with 
him; and laſtlye, the ſmall Comfort the K. expecteth from his Confederates Aſ- 


ſociation and Ayde: Againſt all which Enforcementes the King's own Reſolution, 
with ſome few honeſtly affected, ſtill prevaileth, which cannot long hould oute 


as his Caſe ſtandeth ; and therefore I doubt not but your Majeſty will take fuch 
deepe Sende en, as the Wayght of the Cauſe deſerveth. 
Of the Meanes to empeache the ſaid Treatye your Majeſty may pleaſe to re- 


ceive the Opinion of the D. of Bouillon in my generall Letter, directed to my 
| Lorde 
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Lotde Treaſurer, and I am partly perſwaded, that your Majeſty's Offer of Suc- A. D. 1592. 
cors to enable the Kinge againſt the intended Invaſion of Pichardye, the Fear Vo 
wherof is moſt lyke to precipitate him into the generall Truce, and the ſpeedy 
Proceedinge in the Conference deſyred, which is heald to be but dilatorye, may ſet 
the twoKinges farr enough aſunder, and eſtabliſh a perfect Amitye betwixt your two 
Majeſties ; tho he be diſtaſted as yet with Lomynis's Miſreportes, and with my cold 
Meſſage; all which, notwithſtanding I ſubmit to your Majeſty's approved Wiſ- 
dome, that will leave nothinge unconſydered, nor in juſt Policye neglected. And 
ſo with all Humbleneſs beſeaching the Lord to direct your Majeſties Hart to take 
that Way of Counſaile, as may be beſt for your Honor, Safety and Contentment, 
that your Enemies may have juſt Cauſe to envye your Happineſs, and your faith- 


full Subjectes and Servantes to take Comfort therof, I ende in moſt humble

Tt may pleaſe your Lordſhip to be advertiſed, 
u Ar immediatly uppon my laſt Diſpatch by Symonds, the King toke his 


Jorney to Monceaux, ſeventeen Leagues diſtant hence, whoſe Retourne is prom the Ori- 
uncertayne, though daylie expected. The Pretence of his Jorney was to viſit Sinal. 
Madam de Monceaux, but his ſpeciall Intent to give Meetinge to Monſ. du Maine, 
who deſyred | in Seacrecye to confer with the King about ſpecial] Service, wher 
thei have been together, and he hath greatly inſtanced the accelerating of the 
Truce generall, being required by the Pope to prepare the King's Mynd for a 
preſent Reſolution therof, againſt the comminge of the Cardinall Foyeux expreſly 
ſent to that Purpoſe, laying before the King all the Inconveniences that Delaye 
bringeth, the Baytes of the Span Amitye, the Comber of his Warres, the 
Miſery of his Subjectes, and ſetting owte all Perills, which would enſue uppon 
the Refuſall. Wherunto the King gave no direct Anſwer of taking or leaving, 
but many Thankes and Aſſurance, that he would ſhortely take ſuch due Conſide- 
ration as it meeteth, and will leave nothinge undone, that may further the Good 
of his State, and the Satisfaction of his Subjects; and ſo entertayned him with 
all Manner of kind Complements, and with great Shew of Inwardneſs. 

The Cardinal of Jeyeux hath from Thuren and Lyons ſent two Meſſengers unto 
the King to know his Pleaſure, wher and when he ſhall attend him, offering to 
uſe his beſt Dilligence : Wherunto the King made Anſwer, that he ſhould receive 
a kind Welcome, and wiſhed him at firſt (for that the Bruite of his comminge 
wente farr and faſt, and gave a gealous Alarme to his Freinds) that he would 
mete him privately at ſome fitt Place: yet ſince he hath willed him to repayre 
hether by the 22d of Februarze, whoſe comming is about that Tyme heere ex- 
pected ; and to couller the Cauſe of his comming, it is now givan owte to be for 
bis Brother's Reconciliation, (which was perfected ten Daies paſt) and to con- 
gratulate the King's Converſion, with Thapkes of his Choiſe made of him to be

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A. D. 1595. Protector of his Aﬀayres at Rome; both which the Cardinall had long fince, by 
SNL his Letters and expreſſe Meſſengers, performed: neyther is it poſſible, that he, 


being the King's Servant, would undertake a Matter of ſuch Importance, and 
make ſuch Haſte, unleſs the King had before his Departure from Rome geven 
Allowance of his Jorney, and Hope of his good Succeſſe; and I have received 
verie credible Intelligences, that he only cometh for a Truce generall, with Pro- 
miſe of a Peace to follow, howſoever Matters be diſguiſed, 

Moreover, to noriſn my Geolouſye the more, Monſ. Gillerie (that is now one 
of the fix Preſedents of Paris) is ſeacretly ſent unto the Duke of Savoye, with 
ample Commiſſion geven him, the Mareſchall Byron, and Alphonſo Corſa, to con- 
clude all Matters of Difference betweene the King and the Duke, concerning ther 
Territories, as alſo ther Peace, for the Obſervation wherof the D. offereth one 
of his Sonnes in Hoſtage ; and to make his Conditions the better, he aſſureth the 
King of a generall profitable Peace with Spayne. Wherefore it is not to be 
doubted but the Duke receiveth Direction and Allowance of all ſuch his Pro- 
ceedinge from Spayne, and that ther is good Concurrence of Intelligence betweene 
them, though thei heere geve it owte to the contrarye; and the K. of Spayne is 
well contented, that the Duke ſhall for his owne Good firſt conclude his own 
Peace with the King, which cannot but take Effect, if the Mareſhall of Byron 
do not hinder it, who, in reſpect of his Fate 18 4 to be no great Frend 
eyther to Truce or Peace. 

Alſo the D. Mercurye hath, within theſe fix Dayes, written to the Queen 
Dowager his Siſter, that as he hath alreadye concluded a Truce with the King, 
both for himſelf and the Spanyard, fo doth he not doubte verie ſhortely to effect 
a greater Matter between Spayne and France for the Good of his Country, then 
the which he deſireth nothing more. And Monſ. D'Eſpernon, who hath had 
lately great Intelligence with the Spainyard, hath ſubmitted himſelf -to become 
the Kinge's Servant, with Offer of verie reaſonable Articles, demanding the Go- 
verment of Poytow, and of ſuch Townes as he hath in Poſſeſſion; which Offer 
the King, at the Inſtance of the Coneſtable, intendeth to accept. This ſoddayne 
Alteration in Monſ. D'Efpernon Groweth uppon the Feare he apprehendeth of 
the preſent Treatye betweene France and Spayne, wherin both he and the D, 
Mercurye would get the Start of the King of Spane, therby the better to value 
themſelves, which I take for malum omen. 

I am crediblye enformed, that the Cardinall of Aufrich hath Power from the 


| King of Spayne to conclude a Peace between France and Spayne for certayne 


Yeares ; and that the Spaniſh King doth rather affect a long Truce, then the Peace, 
thinking by the Truce to contynewe the detayninge of what he poſſeſſeth now in 
France, which by the Peace he ſhould let goe ; and contrarywiſe the French King 
is loth to accept the one withowte Aſſurance of the other to enſue; ſo that 
therin conſiſteth the moſt Difficultye, and the greateſt Staye. Yet do the King' 8 
Counſell, Spaniſhly affected, not ſpare to adviſe him to yeald to ſuch a Truce, in 
caſe he cannot obteyne the Peace, in reſpect of his Neceſſities and the Miſerye of 
the People; both which they alleadge will be repayred in two Yeares, wherby 
he may be then able of himſelf to make Warre. So as the King, between 
Feare to accept and loth to leave this Truce, is greatly diſtracted, and the 
Workings of his Counſell be infinite geveng him no longer Reft then whileſt he 
ſeemeth to allow of their indiſcreet Diſcretions in that Behalfe ; and becauſe the 
King is of a more ſharp then ſound Judgment, and that the Reſolutions of the 
French be — lard. therfore I fear the Iſſue will be anſwerable to their Nature, 
unleſs 
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unleſs Gredineſs and Miſtruſt make them breake of; for thei both are hongtie of A. D. 1594“ 
any good Conditions of Peace, and the Pope doth ſolicyte it with all Earneſtneſs. 
taking great Skorne, that any other then himſelfe ſhould mediate the ſame, and 
rejecteth the Treatye with the King's Confederates, as your Lordſhip may per- 

ceave by the Copie of an Talian Letter, which I ſend your Lordſhip herwith, 

written from one in Rome (in Election to be a Cardinall) unto Alexander Albane, 

who brought not long ſince from the Pope an Abſtract of the Kinge's Abſolu- 

tion. This Letter I procured of Albane his Servante, by whom I have learned 

allo manye good Intelligences, and that the Pope is Spani/ilye affected, and 

would not geve the King Abſolution, withowte former Allowance had of the King 

of Spayne ; which doth the rather increaſe my Doubt of the Succeſs of this 

Truce. 

The Conneſtable came to viſit me on Wedneſday laſt, and intertayned me with 
manye ceremonious Offers and Proteſtations of his Service to her Majeſty, and 
of his deſyer to pleaſure me, both in Reſpe& of the Place I hould, as alſo of his 
former Acquaintance with me in Languedoc, deſyering me to take any Uſe of 
him, Wheruppon, after the like Ceremonies rendred, and other generall 
Speeches uſed in her Majeſty's Behalfe, accordinge to my Inſtructions, I deſyred 
his Opinion, and the Reaſons why my Negotiations received no better Ac- 
ceptance, millikinge greatly with the Manner of ther Proceedinge toward me, 
and complayning of the ill Offices done to the Prejudice of the Amytie betweene 
our two Crownes, then the which I heald nothing more neceſſarie for the Good 
of both the Crownes : And fo I dilated theruppon, according to my Inſtructions, 
requeſting him to deale plainlye with me therin, which I would make known 
unto her Majeſty, and take for a complete Favor, 

To this he anſwered, after manye Proteſtations, that he did concurre with me 
in like Affection unto the Amitye of the two Crownes, and heald nothinge to be 
of greater Conſequences then the ſame ; but that he muſt nedes lay the Blame 
therof uppon the unkind Treatment of the King's Miniſters in England, her Ma- 
jeſty's late abandoninge the King, the former Refuſall of the Treatye and Con- 
ference deſyred, and the colde Comforte J brought with me, which he ſayd the 
Counſell perſwaded themſelves was now projected but for a Delaye of purpoſe to 
empeache the Kinge's Proceedinges with Spayne ; wherunto he would nòt denye 
he was ſomewhat inclyned by Reaſon of his Feare of the Greatneſs of Spayne, 
the Kinge's Neceſſities, and the want of Supply from her Majeſty and his Confe- 
derates. Notwithſtanding, if her Majeſty weer reſolved to enter into a ſtright 
Amitye with the King, and to ſuccour him, he proteſted, he would do all good 
Offices towardes the Encreaſe of their Amyties : that he feared, now the K inge 
was imbarqued in theſe Warres, the Queen would rather become a Loker on, 
then a Partaker with him therin, which made both the King and them forbeare 
to importune her Majeſty, having no Hope to ſpede, and being fearfull of a 
newe Repulſe. I replyed, I was ſorie to hear ſuch harde Conſtructions made of 
her Majeſty's Proceedinge, both by the King and his Counſel, and expreſſed the 
the ſame according to my Inſtructions; and that I marveyled they would doubt 
of her Majeſties ſynceare Dealings, whereof ſhe had geven ſo good and large 
Teſtimonye. Then did I uſe all ſuch Argumentes, as were fit for his Capacitye, 
againſt the Spaniſh Amitye, and that they had no ſuch Cauſe to diſpayre of her 

Majeſty's Ayde, ſo farr forth, as might ſtand fitlye with her Eſtate ; and that if 
I might know by him what might content the King, I would not fayle to repre- 
ſent it unto her Majeſty, and procure ſpeadye Anſwer, and reaſonable Satisfaction; 
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A. D. 1594+ or if the Kyng lyked to ſend a Nombre of his own unto her Majeſty, with his 


full Mynde, that I doubted not he ſhould receave all reaſonable Contentment 
at her Handes. Laſtlye, I deſyred him to diſpoſe better the Myndes of the 
King and his Counſell, then to misjudge of my Meſſage and of her Majeſty's 
Meaning of Delay. Wheruppon I dilated the more, becauſe I had learned, 
that the King and his Counſell, cheiflye in this Reſpect, had geven this unplea- 
fing Anſwer, perſwading themſelves, that when thei were ingaged in the Con- 
ference with her Majeſty, the Pope would therby take Offence, and the King of 
Spayne great Geolouſie; which Courſe thei conceaved might hynder ther Pro- 
ceedings with Spayne, and farther them nothing with us, of whom they diſ- 
payre. He anſwered, that if the King might be ſtrengthened by the Arme of 
England, and by his other Confederates, he aſſured himſelf he would forbeare 
to yeald to anye Treatye with Spayne, and that he would uſe all his Endeavors 
to the Furtherance of the ſaid Amyties between France and England, as his Pre- 
deceſſors had ever done, and as he was therunto obliged by her Majeſty's many 
ſpeciall Favors don unto him and his Houſe : but he was loth to adviſe the King 
to ſend an Ambaſſador, until he had better Aſſurance of her Majeſty's Diſpoſi- 
tion to ayde the King: And after many Thankes, and fitt Wordes uſed by me 


for his better Encoragement, he departed. Whom I went to viſit on Friday, 


when I could drawe nothing of Subſtance from him more then before, but the 
like Proteſtations of his Love to her Majeſty, and of his Deſyre to doe her any 
acceptable Service. 

The Deputies of Britaygne ſent to the King by the States for their Affayres, 
viz. Monſ. Surdiac, Monſ. Montmartyn and others came to viſit me, and uſed 
all good Language in expreſſing their Obligation unto her Majeſty, with all 
Manner of Thankfulneſs and dewe Reſpect, telling me, that thei were ſent to 
ſolicyte the Kinge's Care of that Contrye, being not well pleaſed with the 


Truce alreadye accorded, much leſs with the Prolongation intended, alleadging, 


that therby the D. Mercurye received as great Taillies of the People as the King, 
to the great impoveriſhing and utter ruyning of the Contrye; and that the King 
of Spayne, by that Meanes, keepeth what he poſſeſſeth there; and the Spanyards 
preyeth often uppon the Contrye by Incurſions and Spoyles. Wherefore thei de- 
ſyred Stay of the Jorney of the Preſedent Janin (ready to be ſent for the re- 
viving of the Truce) wherin thei cannot prevayle as yet, being put in Hope, that 
the King doubteth not, err it be long, to have Reſtitution of all the Places in 
Brittaigne deteyned by the Spanyard, or to be at leaſt rendred into the Handes of 
the D. Mercurye ; which they nothing at all beleive, neyther is it probable, that 
the King of Spayne will forgoe the ſame in any Sorte, without a full Concluſion 
of Peace. 

Monſ. Surdiac doth often viſit me in great Kyndneſs, and aſſureth me of the 
King of Spayne's Willingneſs to yeald to a long Truce. He proteſteth to depend 
more uppon her Majeſty's Favor for his Conſervation then of the King, and de- 
ſyred me to move, whither her Majeſty will be pleaſed, if the Truce proceede 
not, to ſend 100 or 200 Engliſh Souldiers, with an Engliſb Captayne, to remayne 
in Garriſon in the Towne of Breff, which he would moſt willingly receive ther, 
or into the Caſtell (in Tyme of Danger) aſſuringe himſelf more of them then 
of his one Nation; and that if her Majeſty would be pleaſed to diſcharge one 


Moyetie of ther Pay, he would defraye the other, and hould himſelf moſt bound. 


I gave him neither Comforte nor Diſcomforte, but promiſed I would not fayle to 


make knowne ” Deſyer, wherof I * crave Anſwer.

The Mareſhall Briſac is promiſed the Government of Brittaigne, and Monſ, A. D. 1593 · 
St. Luc the Office of Maſter of the great Ordinance, which La Guiche is willing  Y 


to leave unto him, and Monſ. Damville latelye created Admirall, a Man of verye 
meane Capacitye; but it is thought the King doth advance the Houſe of Mont- 
morancye to this Greatneſs cheiflye in Favor of the young Prince, whom he doth 
by all Meanes ſeeke to eſtabliſne. 

The Cardinall of Auſtrich was uppon Thurſday laſt at Namurr, whoſe Armye 
conſiſteth of 4000 Foote and 800 Horſe, being greatlye haryed owte with theit 
long March, and much infected with Sickneſſe, wherof thei dye 100 a Day. 
He intendeth to place new Souldiers in Garriſon as ſoon as he may, and to draw 


owt all the ould Souldiers into the Field, being reſolved (as by Letters of. the- 


Conte Fuentes, latelye intercepted, appeareth) to beſeege Callis or Bullen, to divert 
therby the Seege of La Fere, which he is not able otherways to raiſe, withowte 
Hazzard of a Battaile, and with great Incomoditye of Victuall (the Contrie 
round abowt being all eaten up.) Cambray is the Magazin appoir.ted for all ther 
Proviſions of Warr, and the Place wher the Cardinall meaneth to make good to 
the King, whence he may in a few Dayes marche to beſeege any Frontier Place 
of Picardye, whom the King reſolveth to attend with all ſuch Power as he can 
make, leaving this Towne blocked with 2000 Men in the Fortreſs. 

The King's Armye here conſiſteth of 100 Horſe, 3000 Swiſs, 1500 Lanſ- 
guenetts, 4000 French Pacoreures ill payd, and daylie diſbanding; and 1800 
French well armed and diſcyplyned, under the Conduct of Monſ. de Nowe, paid by 
the States, beſides the Forces, which the Admiral Naſſau hath, being abowte 
2000, of whoſe Stay ther is no aſſured Promiſe geven the King as yet, and their 
Pay and Tyme expyreth the 6th of this next Month; as alſo of that of Monſ. 
La Noue : and it is greatly feared heer, that the States will revoke them, which 


if they, ſhould the King cannot keepe the Field. He hath commaunded moſt 


of - his Nobilitye to be heere the 6th of this next Monthe, and the Forces with 
Mareſhall Byron alſo to be in Readineſs uppon commaunding. 

The King's Swiſs and Lansknettes daylie mutyne for Pay; and Monſ. Sancye is 
gone to Paris to provide 50,000, whoſe Retourne is expected within fix or ſeven 
Dayes, and then to departe towardes the Low Contryes ; for I aſſure your Lord- 
ſhip the King had not more nede 'of Monie in the Tyme of my former Em- 
ployment. 

Of the Kinge's good Succeſs of this Seidge I have no great Hope; for that 
molt of his Cauſie, wherof he made ſuch Accompt, is carryed away with the 
Violence of the Water, which will hardlye be repayred, It began to take good 
Effect, and to amuſe them in Le Fere at the firſt verie greatly, but thei are vic- 
tualled for two Monthes, and have 300 Spanyards and Wallons within, which do 
huſband their Perſons verie diſcreatlye, fo as the King cannot endure that Tyme, 
in Reſpecte of the Miſerye of his Armye heere ſuffereth, which is farr greater 
then that of Rohan ; and it is expected, that the Enemye will ſhortelye ſett the 
King a Worke elſe where, wherof he is verie apprehenſive ; which Feare and ill 
Succeſſe heere will make him the ſooner precipitate himſelf into this Truce with 
Spayne, and the rather to ſalve his Reputation, 

' Diverſe of good Accompt have beene latelye imployed under-hand to ſound the 
Agent for the States, whither bis Maſters would not like of a Truce or Treatye 
with Spayne, as himſelf hath profeſſed unto me; and that thei have uſed many 
Arguments and Reaſons with Earneſtneſs to embarque them therin ; but he ſayth, 
that (as by Commaundment from his Maſters) he doth cut them ſhorte, and 


doth 
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A. D. 1594. doth lend them a verie cold Eare; wherby you may gather ther bad Pretence and 
WV ungratefull Mynd to leave us owte of the Treatye, which I beſeech God may 
never reach unto her Majeſty's Prejudice. 

Ther is one retourned latelye from Marſeilles, ſent thither by Monſ. Du Mayne, 
| with the Kinge's Conſent, to geve them all Comforte and Aſſurance of the King's 
| Favor, and to adviſe them, in the Name of Monſ. Du Mayne, to refuſe the Span- 
yard; and to yeald themſelves unto the Kinge's Obedience, and that he would 
be reſpondent on both Sides betweene the King and them: wherunto thei have 
| favorably harkned, and geven Monſ. Du Mayne good Hope, afluring him, that 
| they had not as yett delivered any Place into the Spanyardes Handes, and that 
thei had onlye received four Gallies, and rejected all the reſt, which came from 
Naples, and other Partes, but that theſe alſo ſhould not ſtay ; wherwith Prince 
| Doria is greatly diſcontented, and hath cauſed moſt of his Gallies to departe. 

| This Newes doth much pleaſe the King; but that the Credit of his Servant is 
| pf greater Force and Authoritye with his Subjects then his owne cannot well 
N content him; and therefore it is thought he would be glad the D. Du Mayne 
were imploied generall for the Emperor againſt the Turkes, which is offred, and 
wherof the King hath now ſome liking, to ſatisfye his Ambition, which cannot 
conteyne it ſelf in anye Lymitts of Obedience. He is expected heere ; and if he 
continewe, in courſe it will make a great Faction between him and the Conne- 
ſtable. 

My Negotiation is at a ſtay untill I receive your Lordſhip's further Directions, 
and a Reſolution from her Majeſty, which I humblye beſeeche your Lordſhip to 
further, that I may eyther proceed to effecte ſomewhat, or retourn, for my Mynd 
cannot be quiet in doing my Dutye, as your Lordſhip may perceave by my tea- 
dious Letters; wherin, fearing that I have troubled your Lordſhip, I moſt humbly 
take my Leave. From OP this 27th of January, 1595.

It moy pleaſe your moſt excellent Majeſty to be advertiſed, 


N þ \HAT imediatlie uppon my Receipt of your Highneſs Letters by Mr. Nanton, From the Oti- 
I preſented them unto the King in his Cabynett, with your affectionate Sa- — 


lutations, which he ſeemed verie kindly to accept, and read the ſame with un- 
uſuall Obſervation and Leaſure; in which Tyme of his readinge I might per- 
ceive him to change Colour and fetche a great Sighe ; and upon . peruſal therof, 
he burſt out into theſe Wordes followinge : : Monſ. Ambr. what ſhall T ſay unto 
you? this Letter of the Queen my Siſter is full of Sweetneſs and Affection, wherby 
it appeareth ſhe loveth me, which I am apte to beleive ; and that I do alſo love 
her is not to be doubted; but by the late Effecte, and by your Commiffion, I 
fynde the contrarye, which perſwadeth me, that the Ill proceedeth onlie from the 
Munmiſters; for how elſe can theſe Obliquities ſtand with the Profeſſion of her 
Love ? and though the Queen your Miſtrefs be a compleat Princeſs, of great Ex- 
perience and happy Continuance in her Reigne, yett do I ſee it fall oute ſome- 
tymes with her, as with myſelf, that the Paſſions of our Miniſters are of more 
Force with us then our Willes and Authorities with them ; only this is the Dif- 
terence, that her Eſtate is better able to ſupport it then myne ; which is the more 
my Greife, being forced by my Subjects to take Courſe for their Preſervation, as 
a Kinge, which as Henry her loving Brother I would never do. This I ſpeake 
unto you as one, whom I love, not as an Ambr. Then ſtarted he from me, de- 
maunding, if I would walk abroade with him, whom I attended into a little Park, 
where he entertayned me walkinge with frivilous Diſcourſe, of purpoſe to put 
me of from Anſwear of his Speach in the Cabinett : but I tooke a fitt Occaſion 
ſhortlie after to enter into Speache with him, and deſcended by Degrees into the 
Aſſurance of your Majeſty's ſtrong Affection and Conſtancye towardes him; into 
the Juſtification of your Highneſs Proceedinge, being nothing at all carryed with 
the Paſſion of your Miniſters, but reigninge abſolutely of your ſelf, and unto 
whoſe Will all your Miniſters ware conformable, and never oppoſite, Then 
urginge the good of my Meſſage, if it weare taken, as it was meant, and as it 
ſhould prove by the Sequell, if the King pleaſed to mainteyne his former Reſo- 
lution ; lettinge him know, that albeit he had not the Accord he deſyred in Pay, 
yeat had he long had the Fruites of that Accord and much more. Laſtlie, con- 
cluding, that if he would have Patience for a ſhort Time, I doubted not but he 
ſhould obtaine what in Reaſon he required, and that diſcreete Stayes made ſpeedie 
Journies. Moreover, I took Occaſion to diſwade him from the intended Truce 
with Spayne, whearunto his Miniſters did ſo violentlye tranſporte him, whoſe ill 
tempred Myndes, I faid, did ſeeke to render him gealious of your Majeſty's 
Amitie, which was ſo conſtante, ſo proffitable, and in Policye ro be preferred be- 
fore the Amytie with Spayne, whoſe Falſehood of Reconcilement he had no Rea- 
ſon to truſt, and whoſe Ambition no Capitulation could longe hould, neither was 
it honorable for him in the Eyes of the World. 

Theſe and many other Reaſons I failed not to offer unto his Confideration, to 
remove as much as I might his ill Impreſſions, and to add Dulceneſs to his hard 
Conceipt ; all which he heard with good Attention, ſeeming to be thearwith 
nothing at all diſtaſted. 

Whearupon the King ſhortlye replyed, That a good Pleader did healp a bad 
Cauſe ; that he would not nor could not call in Queſtion your Majeſty's m_—_— 
TV n 
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A. D. 159;. neſs and Affection, whereof he had made ſo good Proofe; but of the ill Offices 


don by your Highneſs Miniſters, he felt to much in his own late Experience, that 
the Miſcheife was now hanginge over his Head, which he muſt encounter, rather 
then attend; and though his Remedy was dangerous, yeat could he not eſcape 
ſo imminent a Perrill without ſome Haſſard, and that he preferred the publicke 
Good of his Realme before his own Life ; and that, notwithſtanding, if he might 
be aſſured of a ſtraighter Amitie with your Majeſty, and of your Aſſiſtance in 
his now Extreamitie, he would prefer the ſame, - as moſt ſafe, moſt honorable, 
and moſt profitable for him and his Crown; but he ſaw no Likelyhood therof, 
and found our Delayes ſo infinite, as he deſpayred of Good from England, neither 
could his Miſerie attend it, which was his Unhappyneſs and his Greife. After 
he had thus ended he ſent for Madam de Monceaux, telling me, that he would no 
more eſtrange himſelf now from me, then in former Tymes; and uſed many af- 
fectionate Wordes in her Commendation, among others, that ſhe never inter- 
meddled with his Affayres, and had a tractable Spyrite, when be Fe not 
amiſs ; for ſhe is heald to be incapable of Affaires, and verie ſimple. At her 
cominge he drew near to her, with great Reverence, houlding his Hatt at the firſt 
in his Hande; then he declared unto her, that I was ſo well known unto them 
both, as he doubted not but ſhe would welcombe me; which ſhe did, unmaſkinge 
her ſelf, and gracinge-me with her beſt Favors; whearin I toke no great Plea- 
ſure, nor heald it any Grace at all. She was attyred in a playne Sattayne Gowne, 
with a Velvet Hood all over her Head (to keape away the Weather from her) 
which became her verie ill; and, in my Opinion, ſhe is altered verie much for 
the worſe in her Completion and Favor, yeat verie groſſelye painted. I am 
loath to mingle Toyes with ſerious Matters, yeat are ſuch Circumſtances ſome- 
tymes not impertinent ; and for myne I humbly crave Pardon, being willing ra- 
ther to offend in Surpluſage then Deſect. Tet 

The King, after theſe Ceremonies paſſed, toke her on his lefte Hand, and me 
on his right Hande, and made us both Partaker of his Speache unto us both, 
which was but ordinarye (and not worthy your Majeſty's Knowledge.) Thus we 
continewed almoſt. an Floure walking together in the Parke; at the laſt the 
Weather forced her to retourne, and the King ſtayed to ſhew me his Horſes. 
Afterwardes he alſo withdrew | himſelf, requiring me to follow him into his 
Chamber, wher in a privat Place, between his Bed and the Wall, he aſked me 
how I liked his Miſtreſs, and whether I found her anye thinge changed. I an- 
ſwered ſparingly in her Praiſe, and tould him, that if, without Offence I might 
ſpeake it, that I had the Picture of a farr more excellent Miſtreſs, and yet did 
her Picture come farr ſhort of her Perfection of Beauty. As you love me (ſayd 
he) ſhew it me, if you have it about you. I made ſome Difficulties ; yett, 
uppon his Importunity, offred it unto his Viewe verie ſeacretly, houlding it ſtill 
in my Hande: he beheald it with Paſſion and Admiration, ſaying, that I had 
Reaſon, Je me rends, proteſting, that he never had ſeene the like; ſo, with great 
Reverence, he kiſſed it twice or thrice, I detaying it ſtill in my Hand. In the 
Ende, with ſome kind of Contention, he toke it from me, vowing, that I might 
take my Leave of it, for he would not forgoe it for any Treaſure ; and that, to 
poſſeſſe the Favor of the lively Picture, he would forſake all the World, and 
hould himſelf moſt happie, with many other moſt paſſionate Wordes. Then he 
did blame me (by whom, he ſayd, he had written many paſſionate Letters, and to

This is the Effecte of that, 
which paſſed that Day in Conference betweene us, and as fare as my Memorie 
ſerveth ; and if Infiniteneſs of Vowes and outward Proffeſſion may be a ſtrong 
Argument of inward Affection, then is ther good Likelyhood of the Kinge's 
Continewance of Amitie with your Majeſty ; onlie J feare his Neceſſities, and the 
Care of the Preſervation of his Realme, may inconſideratly drawe him into ſome 
hazardous Treaty with Spayne, which I hope confidently is yett in your Ma- 
jeſty's Power to prevent, whoſe princely Pleaſur I do with Devotion attend, and 
which I will execute preciſelie; and if I erre, it ſhall be for lack of Experience, 
(not of Care and Dutie) for ther 1s no Man livinge doth more devoutly pray than 
my ſelf for your Highneſs Contentment and Preſervation in that happy Eſtate, 
whearin your Majeſty hath continewed theſe thirty-fix Yeares : which Nomber 
of Yeares I beſeeche the Almightie to double, with the Continewance of that 
Happyneſs of Government, which heatherto, through God's Goodneſs and your 
godly Prudence, your Majeſty hath enjoyed; and confound all them, that wiſhe 
the contrarye : and fo, with humble Sute for your gracious Pardon for this my 
Bouldneſs, fearinge the Unworthyneſs of every Word of this my Letter, I end 
in moſt reverend and humble Manner.

Mur Night before my laſt Diſpatche, the King retourned verie late, wherof From the Ori- 

I had no Knowledge before the Departure of my Servant, who went away ow 

verie earlie in the Morninge ; but ſo ſone as I underſtoode it, I ſent to viſit the 

Coneſtable, and by him to enquire of his Majeſty's Health, who acquaintinge 

him therwith retourned me Anſwer, that thoughe his Majeſty, by Reaſon of the 

Wearineſs of his Jorney, did keepe his Bedd, yeat would he be glad to ſee me, 

and to geve all wanted familiar Manner of Acceſſe. Whearuppon I made haſte, 

and at my cominge to the Courte was admitted into the King's Cabynett, where 

Monſ. Le Grand interteaned me for half an Hour; then the Conneſtable was 

ſent to bring me into the King's Chamber, where imediatlie' he cauſed me to fit 

in a Chyre neare his Bedd's Side ; and after Ceremonies interchangably paſſed be- 

twixt us, his Majeſty made Relation of his Jorney, of the Reconcilyation be- 

tweene him and Monſ. de Mayne, and of certayne Speaches paſſed betweene them 

concerninge the Duke of Guiſe and me, Monſ. de Mayne, as he aid, pretending 

a good Ende therof, with many Particulartyes of no Moment, wherwith I will 

not trouble your Lordſhip, and fo finiſhed with Proteſtations of his love to me, 

and of his Deſyre to enterteyne me; ſometymes with Remembrance of our for- 

paſſed Travayles. After my dew Thankes and like Proteſtation of my Devotion, 

I ſaid, that I was not a litle revyved with this extraordinary Grace and Favor, but 

ſhould be more comforted, if my Wordes might wynne ſo much Reputation, as to 

geve him better Satisfaction, and procure the Queen my Miſtreſs Contentment,

knowledge my ſelf moſt bounde ; otherwiſe I could joy in nothing. 

The King anſwered, that I was a verie paſſionate Servant, but had no Cauſe to 
expecte any other Effecte of my ſo naked a Meſſadg; that he did owe her Ma- 
jeſty all Honor, Reverence, Obligation and Service, as well for her rare Virtues, as 
for her extraordinarie Favors hearetofore don him (with many other affectionate 
Wordes ;) that he had a Hart to do well, howſoever his F r and Neceſſities 

and Truſt of me, 
he had already at large imparted his Griefes, which he ſhould not have don to 
another; and ſo concluded, deſiringe me to fatisfie my ſelf, and leave all ſuch un- 
pleaſing Diſcourſe, as might norriſhe his melanchollie Humoor,which did ſo much 
raigne in him. Bycauſe I found him unwillinge to heare more of that Matter, I 
only uſed a ſhort Speach to give him a better Taſte of her Majeſty's Procedinges, 
and of my Meſſadges, giving him all Aſſurance of her Majeſty's kind Affection 
and ſincere Dealinge (which I doubted not he would ſincerely requite) handling 
Peace-meale with ſome Earneſtneſs the Behaviour and Calumniations of Lominye, 


whoſe Miſreportes had ſo much ſeazed on his Mynde, excuſing my Paſſion with 


the Zeale of my Dutye to her Majeſty's Service, and to the generall Good, and 
expreſſing my Thankfulneſs for his pretended Favors. Wherunto the King onlye 
replyed, that he could not diſavow Lominye in any thing; that he was a blunt 
Fellow, and had a good Meaninge, howſoever his Wordes were uttered or mi- 
ſtaken; that he had at his retorne ſpoken molt reverently of her Majeſty, but 
playnely and trewly of his Treatment in England by others, which he ſaid was 
verie uncivile, and nothing for the Honor of him, or the Queen my Miſtreſs, I 
was much moved with this Speach of Lominye's Allowance, and therefore brake 
out with Earneſtneſs, that I could not but be greatly greyved to geve ſo litle Credit 
unto her Majeſty's own Letter, as it ſeemed he did, and ſo enforced much that 
Pointe of Lominye's Behaviour, and barbarous Carriage of himſelf, miſlyking the 
King's Juſtification of him as much as any other thinge in all my Negotiation ; ' 
and that it was almoſt impoſſible ther ſhould be long Continuance and perfect 
Frendſhip betweene their Majeſties, unleſs ſuch Perſons were removed, or leſs Credit 
geven them. The King toke me up ſhorte, ſaying, that her Majeſtye did mi- 
ſtake him, and that everye thinge is as it is taken, and that he had more Reaſon 
to complayne of Lominye's Intertaynment and of many other Particularities, then 
we of his Behaviour, yeat would he take all in good parte, and doubted not the 
like of her Majeſty, and that nothinge could or ſhould empayre the Amitye be- 


tween them. But, ſaid he, now you have well courſed me, let us enter into 


more pleaſing Speaches, and ſo diſcourſed of Trifles : when, as after an Hour's 
Speache, he lycenſed me to depart, telling, me, that his Counſell went within 
two or three Dayes to Compergne, with whom he wiſhed me to remayne for my 
better Eaſe and Commoditie ; and that if I would fo do, I ſhould then retourne 
the next Day to take my Leave of him, for he went to remove to La Fere, to 
ſett his Workes there i in a F KAR BE whearin his Servantes had beene over 
negligente. 

The next Day, 25s Two of the Clock in the Afternoone, as I was in my 
Coach ready to go towardes the Court, Mr, Nanton delivered me her Majeſty's 
Letter, with two others from your Lordſhip of the laſt of December and the 13th 
of January, and one from Sir Robert Cecill, which I peruſed by the waye ; and

at my cominge unto the Court I was imediately brought unto the King's Cabin- A. D. 1592. 
nett; but what paſſed betweene the King and me thear, and that Day in Con- 
ferrence, I have thought fitt to deliver unto her Majeſtie. 

To deale truly with your Lordſhip, I find the King is no better affected unto 
me then I am unto him, which is no further forth towardes me then may concerne 
his own Good, and of my Parte then may advance her Majeſties Service; whearin 

Iwill uſe my beſt Skill, and will not faile to execute her Majeſty's Will pre- 
ciſely. It ſeemeth, by the King's Wordes, that he would have me further from 
him, notwithſtanding his owtward Shew of Kindneſs, eſpecially againſt the 
cominge of the Cardinal of Joyeux, of whoſe Negotiation I reſolve to ſee the 
End before my * hence, though I ſuffer great Incommoditie and 
Charge. 

He is inquiſitive of the Tyme of my aboad in France, and fearfull of my 
Correſpondencye with them of the Relligion ; and though he be a coragious 
Prince in Execution of Warre, yeat he is verie timerous, and moſt gealiouſe in 
his Apprehenſion, not fearinge or conceavinge as he ſhould, but drawing into his 
Mynd all ſuch Thoughtes, as may vex him. Moreover, albeit I am perſwaded 
he hath a Hart to do well, yet is it ſo tried with his Miſeries, as is doubtfull 
what will be the Iſſue; and his Manner of excuſing the Fault, before it be com- 
mitted, doth encreaſe my Doubt and Feare the more, becauſe before his former 
Revolte in Religion he did the like, which 1 ſubmitt u unto your Lordſhip's better 
Conſideration. 

For your Lordſhip's Confirmation of my 8 Advertiſementes, it may 
pleaſe your Lordſhip to underſtand, that the Truce of Brittaigne, and in all the 
Provinces adjoyninge, except Normandye, by Order of Spayne, is renewed with 
the Duke of Mercurye for fix Monthes, and they are now in hand for the Con- 
cluſion of the like for Normandye, which is ſhortlie expected. The D. of Eſper- 
non is receyved into the King's Grace; and Monſ. Rocolaure ſent with the Aſ- 
ſurance of the King's Pardon, and to bringe him unto the King. The Cardynall 
of Joyeux will be here by the 12th of this Monthe, whoſe ſtay is ſaid to be the 
longer, for that he was commanded by the Pope to do a good Office by the way 
in Provence, for the reducing of Marſeilles unto the King's Obedience; of the 
Danger whearof the Pope, in Reſpect of his Contade of Avignon, and the 
Princes of Talie for their particular Reſpectes, do take a great Alarme and Care. 

The D. du Mayne doth warmely purſue the Treaty with Spayne, and is ex- 
pected heare this Weeke, who is become verie inward with the King; and St. 
Michael, who was ſent by the D. du Mayne unto D. Mercurye by the King's Order, 
is retourned the firſt of this Inſtante, bringinge with him the Newes of the Re- 
novation of the ſaid Truce with D. Mercurye, and farther Aſſurance, that the 
King may have it renewed for as long Tyme as himſelf liſteth ; in Anſwer 
wherof, Preſident Janin departeth verie ſhortlie by Order from the Kinge. 

I failed not greatly to miſlike the Proceedinges hearin, and that he would con- 
| clude the ſame without her Majeſties Knowledge; who anſwered, that in Reſpect 
| of our withdrawinge our Forces thence, and our not beinge now intereſted with 
him in his Warres there, he had therfore the leſs Reaſon to acquaint her Majeſty : 

with it, and that his Neceflitie compelled him thearunto ; which only Excuſe he 

uſeth for all his Faultes. But I am perſwaded, and not without good Grounde, 

that the D. Mercurye will never make his Peace with the Kinge, without a full 

Concluſion betweene Spayne and France, Thus' much Foe Confirmation of my

WW and had-a favorable Audience the next Day, whoſe cominge was to congratulate 
the King's Converſion, to demand Allowance of his Maſters Intention to ſend 
ſhortelye an Ambaſſador, Reſident heether, and to empeach as much as lay in 
him the Treaty with the D. of Savoye, whearof the Princes of Italie greatly miſ- 
like ; but it is feared he cometh to late for that Purpoſe. He came, accom- 
panied with ſix Perſons, and was verie kindly received by the King. | 

The Reſident Ambaſſador of Venice is expected here within two or three Dayes, 
whoſe cominge is ſaid to be cheifly for the Empeachment of the Kinge's Peace 
with Savoye, and with the King of Spayne, which the Reſident Venetian Ambaſ- 
ſador in Spayne lately by Letter required him to do, perceavinge the King of 
Spayne greatly inclyned therunto in Reſpect of his now Sickneſs (which is not 
now verie dangerous for the preſent) and advertiſing a great Forwardneſs of the 
Peace betweene the two Kinges, by the importunate Sollicitation of the Pope, whoſe 
Nuntio in Spayne had beene lately earneſt in the Cauſe, and conceaved a verie 
great Hope of good Succeſs, At his cominge we ſhall be converſant together, 
and I mean to take good Uſe of him. 

It is advertiſed heether from Rome, that the Cardinall of Ames, who tre-

The Cardinall of Auſtrich maketh all Preparation to ſend a ſtronge Armye into 
Picardye, under the Conduct of Comte Fuentes, intending, as it is ſaid, to be- 
ſeidg Callis, or Bullen, therby to divert the King's Seidg from La Fere : whearof 
the Governors of Picardye take a great Alarme ; ; and uppon the Feare therof, 
they are come hether unto the King, to ſollicite his Care of their Preſervation, 
and to furniſhe them with Monye and Meanes, eſpecially the Governor of Callis, 
who is verie gealous of her Majeſty's ſeeking to diſplace him of his Govermente, 
and dealt earneſtly thearin with the Kinge : but they retourned all home, onlie 
with good Wordes. 5 

It is feared, that Callis is not verie well furniſhed with Meanes to endure a 
Seidg ; ; and that the Towne is not ſo well fortified, nor ſo ſtronge for Defence, 
as it is in Opinion: and the Governor of Monttrel, for feare of a Seidg, hath ſold 
his Govermente unto Monſ. Ja Baiſſiere, Governor of Corbye, for a ſmall Sum of 
Monnie. By this Invaſion of Picardye the Cardinall hopeth the ſooner to prevaile 
in the generall Truce with the King, whom, if her Majeſty like to aſſiſt, it will 
be of no ſmall Force to empeache the ſaid Truce. There is a Spanyard hyered 
and ſent by the King of Spayne, to murther the King and Seignior Peres. 

The King removeth to morrow within a League of La Fere, where he in- 
tendeth to remayne for a Tyme to haſten his Workes theare : but I conceave no 
better Hopes of his Succeſs of this Seidg, then in wy former Letters I did ad- 
vertiſe your Lordſhip. 


The Conneſtable is departed unto his Houſe neare Paris for a Fortnight; 3 alſo 


mayne heare, which is the neareſt and moſt convenient Place for the Diſcharge 
of my Service. 

The Earle Bothwell remayninge in Paris doth earneſtly preſs the King to ſend 
an Ambaſſador in his Behalfe into Scotland to reconcyle him unto the Scottiſbe 
King, or to obteyne for him the yearly Benefit of his Livinge out of Scotland to 
manteyne him heare in France, of whom the Kinge hath a verie good Conceipt. 
And the Comte Soiſy, who married Mareſhall Coy his Daughter, and is allyed to 
the Scottiſo King, hath beene twice ſent for by the King to be employed in that 
Jorney ; but he is now departed hence within theſe three Dayes unto his Houſe, 


I am credibly alſo advertiſed, that the Comte Bothwell hath lately geven forth 
to one of his Familiares, that he aſſureth himſelf of his Reconcyliation, if the 
Scottiſhe King do make an Attempt uppon England z Wherof he ſaid he had great 
Ho 

The King of Polonia and the Tranſilvane do greatly contend for 7 Achte and 
Moldavia ; and it is like to breede a dangerous Warre betwixt them, to the Pre- 
judice of the Empyre ; whearin the Pope intereſteth himſelf, ſending a Nuntio 
expreſlie to worke their Reconcyliation ; and the Turke maketh verie great Pre-

From the Ori- 1 CANNOT add more unto your Lordfhip' 5 Knowledge then is conteyned in 
my generall Letters unto the Lord Treaſoror, wherunto I crave to refer your 
Lordſhip. I know your Lordſhip is ſo well advertyſed of all Thinges by Signior 
Perez, as I can not enlarge your Underſtanding of the State here; wherfor I 
crave Pardon for theſe my ſhort and haſty ſcribbles. This is the fifth Diſpatche, 
which I have made fince my Arrival heare, wherof I have received no Anſweare, 
wherwith I am not a little troubled, and it rendereth my ſtay here the more ſuſ- 
pitious. I affure your Lordſhip all Thinges grow daily from evill to worſe in my 
poor Conceipt; and I feare er it be long you ſhall heare from us fearfull Effects, 
with the Opinion wherof I am very much caſt down in Mynd ; for theyr Quyet- 
neſſe heare will breede our Unquyetneſſe, which God divert. I have beene with 
the King at La Fere, but 1 take no lykyng of his Workes, "becauſe the cauſſey 
is to narrow, and not ſufficientlye rayſed in Heyghte, and not ſtrongly wrought. It 
is in the Nature of one of 'the Low Countrye Dykes, which kepeth in the Rivers. 
They within, as I beleive, are viQualled untill Eaffer (whatſoever is otherwiſe 
pretended) which maketh the Spannyards the more to delaye their Relefe, and 
them within the more obſtinate : yeat have we many Caſſades dayly gyven us to 
enterteane us with Hope. The King hath ſent for his Forces to attend the Ene- 
mye the better ; but his Army heare is very weake by Reafon of Syckneſs and

HE great Joy conceaved heare for the reducing of Marſeilles to the King's prom the Ori- 
Service, both for the ſpeciall Importance of that Place, and their former Sina. 
Feare (in the Danger it was brought) of fallinge into the Spaniardes Handes, is 
the Cauſe of my preſent troubling your Lordſhip with theſe few Lines, to give 
your Lordſhip Knowledge therof. It is longe fince that the well affected of the 
Towne, findinge themſelves uppon the Pointe of beinge ſould to the Spaniards 
by the twoe Perſons Caſoule and Viguieres, which by their ſtrong Factions had 
uſurped the Goverment upon them, did enterteane Intelligence with the D. de 
Guize and Monſ. Didiguieres to have geven them Entrance into the Towne for 
the expellinge of the ſaid Perſons : And ſo likewiſe, that the ſaid Caſoule and 
FViguieres, holdinge themſelves irreconcylliable to the Kinge for the great Out- 
rages they had committed, did but prepare the Occafion to have puſhed their 
Fortunes to make themſelues abſolute Maſters of the Place, and to that End had 
already covenanted with the King of Spayne to put themſelves and the Town 
under his Protection; and he accorded to enterteane for their Meanes of Sub- 
ſiſtence eight Galleys and 1000 Footmen, and they had received preſentlye of 
him forty thouſand Crownes, or elſe in their uttermoſt Extreamitye intended to 
have ſould the ſame to the ſaid King: but they havinge to worke uppon a rude 
and ſtubborne People feared to precipitate the doing therof, and the others of the 
well affected Partye, having to conteſt with theſe Mens greater Faction, durſt 
not enterprize anie thynge' till Tyme had better prepared the Meanes, in gayning 
to them a ſtronger Partie: which having aſſured, they ſent for Monſ. de Guiſe 
to come to their Aſſiſtance, geving him ſome Entrance with his Troupes into 
the Towne, Wheruppon it is ſaid, that Caſſoule and his Sonne are ſlayne in the 
Reſiſtance, which they made, and Viguier hath ſaved himſelf into one of the 
Fortes, where he can hardlie avoid being taken Priſſoner, and the eight Galleys 
of the King of Spayne are held to be taken ; but it is not yett known whether 
the young Prince Doria, who commaunded them, be likewiſe taken with 
them: for that this firſt News onlie cometh from Lyons, and hath advanced 
Monſ. de Guiſes Letters, which bring Particularities therof, | 
Monſ. de Guiſe finding himſelf to grow eſtabliſhed in the Goverment of Pro- 
vence, hath underhand practiſed the Gentleman of the Countrey in Diſcontent- 
ment againſt Monſ. Didiguieres, to oppoſe themſelves againſt the receyving of 
him to be Lieutenant Generall, as the King hath made him: nevertheleſs they ate 
growne in evill Intelligence. | | | Th 
The King findinge, that Monſ. Mompenſer was abſolute to match himſelf in j 
Mariadge with the eldeſt Daughter of the Houſe of Longueville, hath ſent for KF 
him heether in haſt, and required him to eeſiſt from the Purpoſe, affuringe him A 
to conclude out of hand the Mariage between him and his Siſter, and therefore | 1.

hath ſent for his Siſter, beinge newlie departed to Paris, to retourn heether again, 
who uppon Knowledge of the Cauſe made herſelf ſick by the Way at Compeigne, 
bnt ſhe is expected to arryve this Day or tomorrow at the Caſtle neare to this 
Place, called Vernuel; and it is now attended with great Earneſtneſs to ſee the 
Proofe of the ſaid Proceeding, in Reſpect of the King's ſhew of ſo great Heate 
therin. Madam's Affections are ſtronglie carried to the Comte Soyſſons, which 
whether the King will afterwardes ſeeke to enforce, or that he doth onlie mean

v laſt was of the 3d of this Monthe by Peter Browne ; the next Day 
M after the Date wherof the King commaunded me to attend him at Fou- 
lambraye (being then to diſlodge) with Purpoſe to carry me with him to ſee the 
Workes of La Fre; but by Reaſon of his late Departure, and I being to retouru 
the ſame Night, he wiſhed me to reſpitte my going till the next Morninge, and 
to meete him at the Towne, which 1 apache” ©. Ak performed, and theare found 
him earlie, wheare he ſpente good Tyme in ſhewing me particularly the Works 
of the Cauſey and the Fortes ;. and that done he retourned back to his Quarter in 
Coache, takinge with him thearin my ſelf, Moni. Chomberg and Monſ. Villeroy, 


in which Tyme: theare paſſed nothing but ordinarie Diſcourſe : Alſo came the 


Ambaſſador of Frrrara, by which Meanes we made Acquaintance together; he 
uſed many Complements unto-me of his Maſter's Affection to her Majeſty, and I 
the like to him on her Majeſty's Behalfe. After Dinner we went togsther to the 
King, who for a Space entertayned us joyntly with kind Uſadge, and afterwardes 
withdrew me privately to a Window, and acquainted me with the Advertiſe- 
ments he had receaved of the Enemyes preparing to come to releive that Place ; 
and ending his Speach with ſome. Enquires of ber Majeſty, not greatly material 
for your Lordſhip's Knowledge, he called Monſ. Laverdin to entertain me, 
whilſt he gave Audience to the Ambaſſador of Ferrara, which continued half an 
Hour, and the ſaid Ambaſſador toke then bis Leave of him. After his De- 
arture the Kinge retourned to me againe, and ſayd to me, that if the Enemye 
did enter France, he would challendge ould Intereſt in me to accompanie him to 
the Warrs ; and after ſome Speaches of former Accidents of that kind, he diſ- 


miſſed me in like Manner, with verie kind Uſage. 


The Ambaſſador of Ferrara did in the meane Tyme ſtay my cominge to re- 


- tourne heather with me. By the Diſcourſe, which I had then and ſince with 


him, I found the ſpeciall Subject of his Voiage to be for ſuch Cauſe, as by my 
the 
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heare ; for he did not lett to diſcourſe unto me in how great an Alarme the Duke 
and the reſt of the Princes of Tale are of the King's treatinge with Spayn, and 
they of Savoye ; and 3 Pope doth labor the ſame by all the Meanes he 
canne, as well to procure himſelf the Glorye of ſuch a Worke, as alſo to direct 
their Armies againſt the Turk. He tould me moreover, that he paſſed by the 
Duke of Savoye's Court, and viſiting him on the behalfe of his Maſter, that ths 


ſaid Duke could not conteyne himſelf from ſayinge unto him, that he hoped ere 


longe to be partlye an Inſtrument to eſſect for a good Terme a Truce generall be- 


tween France and Spayne, to the furthee workinge of a Peace in Chriftendome ; 
and that, in ſuch Reſpect, he himſelf had already made a Truce with the King 


for certaine Monthes. Howbeit he tould me, that in his Conferrence with the 


King therof, he ſeamed not to approve any ſuch Matter, ſaying he would not be 


over haſty to conclude any thinge; and that he would heare what the ſaid Duke 


of Savoye would offer him: notwithſtanding he inferred, that the ſaid Proceed- 


inges did miniſter to apparent Suſpitions, and that the Treatye of Savoye was a 


Directorie to the other with Spayne, it being well known, that the Duke of 
Savoye dareth not to do any thinge without the Conſent and Allowance of the 
King of Spayne. Beſides, he aſſured me, that the Cardinal Joyeux his cominge 


is expreſſely with ſuch Commiſſion, howſoever otherwiſe diſguiſed ; of whom 

cheiffe is ſpecially made to make underſtand the firſt Overtures, in Reſpect of 

being a Frenchman and the King's Servant, and for his known Suſpitions. 
'The next Day followinge, the ſaid Ambaſſador made his Retourne, and came 


unto me to take his Leave of me, promiſinge to geve me Knowledge of any 


thing he ſhould further learne of thoſe Proceedinges in his retourne by the Duke 
of Savoy his Court. About the ſame Tyme arrived here the Ambaſlador Reſident 


of Venice to have Audience of the King, which gave me likewiſe Opportunitie 
to make Acquaintance with him. He vifited me twice in the Tyme of his ſhort 
.aboad heere, confirmed to me the Cauſe of his cominge heether, and the Ad- 
vice he receaved out of Spayne from the Venetian Ambaſſador Reſident there, 
. wherof in my laſt I advertiſed your Lordſhip; and he concurred in the Ambaſ- 
ſador of Ferrara his Jellouſie uppon the ſame Groundes of Argument, Reaſon, 


and Suſpition, and tould me, that he had certaine Advertiſement, that a principall 


Miniſter of the Kinge's (who is ſpecially imployed in the Treaty of Savoye) is 


promiſed by the ſaid Duke a Rewarde of 5000 Crowns to facillitate the ſame ; and 
that the King notwithſtandinge had made bym the like Anſwer theruppon. As 
to the other Ambaſſador, I aſked him what Hope ther is of aſſiſting the King 
with the Loan of 200, 000Crowns demanded of their State; wherunto he made me 


Anſwer, that he doth not thinke they will be able to give him Satisfaction therip. 


He uſed great Proteſtations unto me of the Deſire of the State of Venice to en- 
terteane her Majeſty's good Amitie, and imediatly after the receyvinge of his Au- 


dience retourned back to Paris. Both the ſaid Ambaſſadors are of Opinion, that 


the Cardinall of Aguavuiva, who is at Avignon, thall be ſent heether Legat. The 
Cardinall Saluiatte, who allo had beene nominated for the ſage Charge; hath ex- 
cuſed himſelf upon his Age and Sickneſs ; and the Cardinal A is lately 
dead at Ræme. 

The Biſhop of Nantes, accompanied mach others of the Clergie, have beene 


lately heere with the King to urge the receyving the Counſell of Tram, wherin 


the King hath geven them no kynd of Satisfaction: neither alſo are the Countes of 


Parlemente willing by any Meanes to approve the lame, in Reſpe of mainteyn- 
inge 
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ceedinge therein is to prepare the Way againſt the cominge of the Cardinall 
Joyeux, who is heald to have Charge from the Pope to make further Inſtance in 


'that Behalfe. We have yett here no Newes of the ſaid Cardinall's Arryvall at 


Paris, but he is daily expected heere. 
I have received an aſſured Intelligence, that the Cardinall of Auſtria, in paſſing 


by the D. of Lorreyne, uſed this Speach unto him, that he brought with him 


Men and Monie to make Warr, and ſufficient Power in his Boſome to conclude 


a Peace with France, which the Duke doth earneſtlye ſotlicyte. 


The King hath beene advertiſed, that the Enemye (uppon the receivinge the 


News, that thoſe of La Fere are reduced to the laſt Extreamitie in their Victualls) 


weere therfor drawn up to Boucham neare Cambray with twelve or 1 500 Horſe, 


intending to come with the one half of their Nomber charged with ſmall Sacks 


of Meale of fifteen or twenty Pound Waighte to paſs the better in the Night, 


-and to deliver the ſame upon the Banks of the River neare unto the Towne, 
where thoſe within ſhould have attended them to recover it by Meanes of a Bridge, 
which ſhould ſoddenlie have beene throwne over; the King went himſelf that 
Night into Garde, and hath ever ſince continued verie ſtronge Watche uppon all 


the Paſſages. He pretendeth to ſtop the River within a Day or two to cauſe his 
Water-workes to play, and hopeth therby, or the leaſt by Famyne, to carry the 


Tone within twenty Dayes, which I do not beleive. 


All the Intendantes of the Finances, fave only Monſrs. Baer will and Dedicorte, 
are lately diſcharged, and divers Treaſurers, therby to ſuppreſſe the Greatneſs of 
their Intertaynmentes: and ſince the King hath alſo caſſed 200 Enſeignes in his 
Armye, to make the Regiments ſmaller, and the Companies more compleate, 
and to reduce them to a better Diſcipline, | 
The States have yealded to continue unto the King their Soctors ſent with Ad- 
mirall Naſſau untill the End of this Siedge, but have yet ſent no Order for the 
further Pay of the other Troupes, which Monſ. de la Noe commandeth. They 


have made Requeſt by their Letters, that the King will not ſend Monſ. de Sancye 


unto them, fearing the ſame may geve her Majeſty to much Jelouſie, whom they 
may not in any Sort offend. This doth much diſcontent them heare, but it will 


make them the more reſpective of her Majeſty. 


The Comte So/mes, Collonell of the Lanſknetts, is lately dead, in whoſe Place 
the King hath appointed the Comte Nanteul, eldeſt Son to Comte Chomberg, to 


have the Charge of the ſaid Regiment, wherunto they do verye unwillingly con- 


forme themſelves, pretending to be at Libertie to make their Retourne home. 


They be verie greatly diminiſhed in their Nomber, being but goo, as alſo the 


rent of the King's Forces, by Reaſon of their Winter Siedges. 

By the Beginning of next Month the three Regiments of Lanſknetts of the 
King of Spayne's late Levye are expected to joyne with the Forces of the Cardinall 
of Auſtria; upon whoſe Arryvall it is certifyed, that the Enemie will either di- 
realy marche to the Releife of La Fere; if we do not carry it before that Tyme, 


or beſeidge Bullen or Callis, therby to divert our Seidge. And it is thought their 


, EAA to meete Madam his Siſter, where ſhe purpoſeth to remaine for a Tyme, 


invading Armye may conſiſt of 16,000 Foote and 4000 Horſe ; wherof I doubt 


not but your Lordſhip is truly advertiſed from better Parte. This Apprehenſion 

doth much trouble the King, and cauſeth him to haſten all his Forces, whoſe Iu- 

fanterie will not be able to encounter theirs, being verie weake and harried oute.

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retourneth within a Day theether. Monſ. Monpenfier is arryved heare, whom 
the King intertayneth with Hope of his Siſter, who paſſionately affecteth the 
Comte Soyſſons, which the King can in no Sort endure. Hether came unto me 
lately one Hill, an Engliſhman, now Steward to Monſ. du Mayne, who hath ſerved 
him and the late Duke of Guiſe theis fifteen Years, and under Colour of his 
former Acquaintance with me in Oxford he defired to ſee me ; whearin thoughe I 
made at the firſt ſome Difficultie, yett in the end admitted him to ſpeake with 
me. And in Conference with him he made great Proteſtations of his ſerviceable 
Mynd to her Majeſty, and that he hath never beene a Practiſer againſt his 
Countrye, and had receaved of your Lordſhip and Mr, Secretarie Wa fingham 
many honorable Favours; and as I gathered by his Speach, he hath animum re- 
vertendi. Becauſe he is ſo inward with Monſ. du Mayne, and hath good naturall 
Partes and Appearance in him, I demaunded of him, whither he would do any 
extraordinarye Service unto his Country to render hini the more acceptable, and 


then he ſhould find me moſt ready to do him any Good. Moreover, he ſeemeth 


well inclyned and willing, that 4 ſhall take any Uſe of him, which, if your 
Lordſhip think fitt, I propoſe to doe, and a conceave he may make a good In- 
ſtrument, as Thinges now ſtande.

T* verie Day of the Departure hence of my Servant Cliford, by whom 1 
laſt wrote unto your Lordſhip, it pleaſed God to viſit me with a violent 
burninge Fever, which without Intermiſſion hath ever ſince continued uppon me, 
as yet I have had no Benefit of Sleepe, and redoubling oftentymes with ſo ex- 
traordinarie Accidentes (being, as the Phiſitions declare, a malignant Fever, and 
accompanied with the Purples) as I have beene in all Opinion abandoned by 
them. I do now find ſome better Eaſe, for not being ſo much troubled with 
thoſe Paſſions of Weakneſs, which did torment me, but my Feaver doth ſtill con- 
tinue with me, in the further Eventes wherof, I attend the Pleaſure of God. By

I faid I 
could not conceave what better Prooffe her Majeſty could ſhew of her ſincere 
and kind Meaninge to him, then to aſſent to the Conferrence, which himſelfe had 
firſt propounded, and to proteſt ſo deeply as ſhe hath done to aſſiſte him in anie 
Occaſion of his nede. He anſweared me, that to ſpeake directlie therof, he had

8th of September, which you ſent by a Servant of mine own. I humbly Sinal. 
thank your Lordſhip for it, and am very proud of the Title you give me in the 
Beginning of it, though I know I cannot otherwiſe be worthy of it, then by the 
Faithfulneſs of the Aﬀection I will ever bear unto your Service. The Duke of 
Bouillen landed here Yeſterday, and is now at Midleborrou, and To morrow goes 
towards Holland, and I with him; for he hath defired me very earneſtly to ac- 
company him thither. A Journey I was to make thither, and in a fitter Time 
could not have done it, to inform myſelf of the Humours, which now are in 
theſe Countries. What I ſhall find worthy to advertize your Lordſhip of you ſhall 
underſtand by my next. The Duke profeſſeth great Love to your Lordſhip, and 
acknowledgeth the great Honour he received of you. To the Count Lodtoick I 
have delivered what you command me, and he took it very thankfully, and faith, 
that while he lives he will acknowledge yow to be his Maſter, The two Chaines 
to the Admiral and Viceadmiral of Holland I take along with me; the third, as I 
wrote to your Lordſhip, I have already delivered. If there have been any Time 
loſt in the deliveting of the ſaid Chaines, I will take the Fault upon me; and al- 
ready I have written to the Admiral, that I have ſuch a Token from your Lord- 
ſhip unto him,; and ſince 1 was to go into Holland myſelf, I thought it beſt to 
take the delivering of them myſelf. I cannot. write your Lordſhip any News, 
but that it is ſaid here, that the Cardinal is at Liſle in Flanders, and his Army to- 
wards the Frontieres of France. The old Chancellor of Gelderland Leopinus was 
with his Fellows at Sea, but put back again; the poor Man was very ill after it; 
and I think will ſcarce perform the Journey, and have thereupon ſent for further 
Directions to the Haghe, for the which they ſtay. Here was a Speech this Day, 
that the Mariners are mutined at Anwarp, and that ſome of them are hang'd, 
and many run away, It is a Thing they have done often, and hope conceived, 
that 
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not ſee any Appearance, that the Count (whom now they call Prince Morris) will 
do any thing this Year. And to leave theſe publick Matters and return to my- 
ſelf, and to your Favours towards me, I muſt acknowledge myſelf very happy, 
howſoever Fortune doth otherwiſe deale with me, that 1 find my Good-will and 
Service accepted of by you; for as ever I did profeſs, ſo do I ſtill, that I love 
your Lordſhip for yourſelf, and for your Vertues ; and whatſoever geod Fortunes 
may come unto me by it, ſhall be but as Accidents unto it. I muſt needs re- 
joice, if the Queen have any good Opinion of me; and truly when I took my 
Leave of her, ſhe did witneſs it in ſuch Sort, as I could not defire more, and 
well I found, that ſhe could have been contented ſhe had not ſent me away. By 
your Lordſhip's Favour I muſt hope to have it continued, and only by it do I deſire; 
for whatſoever ſhall fall unto me, I will think half the Goodneſs of it taken 
away, if I muſt be any way beholding to them, who have dealt ſo ill with me. 
I doubt not but your Lordſhip's Virtues will make you both ſtand and riſe ; and if 
may grow under your Shadow, I will not be removed by fair or foul Wheather: 


But I have held your Lordſhip to long; attribute the Fault of it, pleaſe you, to 


my Deſire to witneſs my humble Affection unto you, which ſhall ever remain in-

INCE our Arrival into Fraunce, our Troupes have always hetherto ſtayed at Finm the Ori 
= Arques, by the Kinge's Commandment, in which Time he ſent for the Ge- 
neral to conferr with him what were beſt for them ; where firſt to lodge them 
till they were employed, and then what were beſt ſubject to employ them on. 
The firſt is yet St. Valery, bycauſe no other Place is free of the Plague, that we 
may-lye at by our Contract. For th'other I think yet (what ſo ever the King ſayeth) 
he is not reſolved whereon to employ us; but moſt apparentlie D' Ourlens is de- 
ſigned. If their own Brutes of the Spaniſbe Weakneſs be true, without doubt 
our comminge ſhal be to the King very profitable. But every Man, that hathe 
the leſt Inſight that can be, and of the Generalitie it is confeſſed, that the Counſell 
is ſo devyded about the Peace with Spaigne, as they are loth to doe any thinge, that 
may hinder the ſame in anye Poynt; which is the Cauſe alſo that we are wel- 
come but to very few, and thoſe ſuche as canne do leaſt in the State. The King, 
for his owne Part, ſemeth well content, and hath exceedinge Will to do ſomewhat 
with us; yet deſyreth reſt as the reſt, but to other End; and that but for this ded 
of Wynter, He is at this Tyme extreamely trobled with this Aſſembly for the ef- 
tabliſhinge of his own Eſtate, the Rule of his Houſholde, the orderinge of the 
Finances, and the Men of Ware of bothe Sortes, which he myght caſely do, 
ho \ 9 C but 
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but that of ſomme (who think a broken Eſtate and Povertie to be the beſt Meanes 
to their Spaniſhe Deſigne) he is hindered with all the Coninge they canne, and 


give ſtronge Arguments for the ſame ; as their ancient Peace with Eſpaigne gave 
them Leave to become ritche, and have floriſhinge Fieldes, and all Plenty ; that 


the Contryes laye joyninge to the other ; that there was no Ryver nor Wall by- 


twen them; and many more Circumſtances, which are proper to prove and con- 


firme theyr Intent. On the other fide, that all other were Ennemyes afar of, or 


at the leaſt ſuche, as Nature had ſeparated in ſuche Sort, that they «canne but 
little hurt theyr common Reſt, and might have ſo much to do for themſelves, as 
they needy'd not to be thought off, with many other more of this Sort. To all 
theſe the King, in his owne Nature, gyveth no Ear, ſeinge in his own Judgment 
wyther they tend ; not that herein is his particular Good nor the common Good 
of the Contrye, but theyr own particular Profitts ; that whyle their is no Eſtate 
eſtabliſhed but in Confuſion, they wold governe all; the greateſt Perſonnes 
beyhg complotted in this Entent. The King is much troubled at this Tyme to 
fatisfie them of the Religion, for that he knoweth not how to drawe the Garriſ- 
ſons out of all the other Towns, if they leave not theirs alſo ; the Garniſſons 
beinge the Colour to the Lieutenants to robbe the King of all Means to do any 
thynge accordinge to his own Will, or followe the better Reaſon. It is thought 
he will, in dyſpite of all, fatisfie them in moſt, for the End afforeſayd. It 
ſeemeth withall, that the Pope is content, that Tolleration of many Thinges 


mould be had. His Legat and Nuntio boath carye themſelves very calme, and 


finde St. PauPs Sworde to have hurt them muche, and in theyr Actions and pub- 
licke Speeches ſhew'themſelves very muche Frenche, At the Court nowe there 
is a great Nobylitie, and the King contynuallie ſendith every wher to cauſe them 


to repayre to him to effect this his Entent. De Mayne is not yet come, but is

looked for every Day. Momorency is ther, but become a Financier altogether, 
and looketh to nothinge but his particular Proffitt, and makinge of love with 
Madame de Symyers. He loſeth muche Reputation, in ſo muche as the Frenche 
term hym un Biſoa. What it is I know not, but ſynce his repayre hytherwardes 
he hath nahe the Reputation, that he had with the World when he was in 
Languedeck. It is thought, that thoſe Things he poſſeſſeth here render hym too 
muche ſatisſied Efpernon is ther alſo, but as one, that doeth little, and careth for 


nothing, but toTontent himſelf. Jeyeuſe is ther alſo very contradictory in his Ac- 


tions to his old Capufinarie ; and Monpenfier maryeth preſently his Daughter, who 
ſhall be his Heire, for that he cannot marry agayne. Ther is ſpeakinge of a 
Marriage bytween the Count Suoiſſons and the Widdow of Longueville; but it is

My LoRDe, 


W E parted Arques the 6th of Novembre, and ever fince have lyen in the prom the Ori- 
Villages bytween Faux and St. Valery, and in this Tyme have joyned Sina. 
thoſe other Troupes, which landed byfore us one whole Week. We have muſ⸗ | 
tred, and have Bands very full, and a great Nombre af others not in Charge, 
but maynteyned yet by Capteyns. We lye in the Contry, wher this Sommer the 
Plague hath bin great, but now ceaſed, and yet no Sicknes amongeſt us, Thanckes 
be to God. We hear, that the King hath 3000 Suyſes comme to him now ; his 
French Regimens marche towards Picardye, and it is thought that he will comme 
preſentlie to Abbaville. Uppon this we judge here he will beſege D'Orlens. 
They have late put Men into La Rue, leaſt it ſhoulde be ſurpriſed by the En- 
nemy : the Ennemy havinge made Ladders and other Provifion of Ioſtruments of 
Warre fitt for ſomme great Entrepriſe, which makes all theſe of this Contry 
greatly afrayed. We parted” thes Villages the 16th of this Inſtant, and that 
Night we lodged at Oſemcunt, wher, what by the Fault that our Troupes (beinge - 
great) weare lodged by the Marſhall (beinge Frencbe) ſo ſtreght, and our owne 
Negligence after the Marche, the Towne. beinge full of Strawe, and ſcarce any 
body at home, and allmoſt all theched Howſes, one howſe came on fyre, 
which not quencheable, burnt a third Part of the ſame Towne ; albeyt that 
the Generall and all of us, as Mounſieur Feaqueralles will teſtifie, did labour all 
that we coulde to ſave yt. The Governer ther ſawe, that the ſame Night the 
Wynde changed twiſe, ſo as the ſame endiangred the Towne muche, had we 
not labored muche to the contrary. The next Morninge we parti} thence, and 
lay the ſame Night nere Aumall in the Villages ther, and ſo the next Daye fol- 
lowinge we came into the Towne, wher we yet remayne, attendinge the King's 
Pleaſure. We ſee everye Daye the Men of Warre marchinge towards Picardy; 
Munition goinge to Amiens ; thirty Pieces of Cannon are there already ; and now 
we are aſſured, that Count Lodovicꝶ and his 2000 are preſentlie attended: ſo as 
without doubt he meneth preſentlie to go to the Fielde, but yet ſtayeth for longer 
Dayes. Mounſieur de Fouqueralles deſyreth infinytlie to ſpeake to your Lordſhipe 
about Callys, and fo to diſcover to you the Eaſynes of the taking of the ſame; 
thoſe Circumſtances, which are neceſſary to be conſydered about yt; and how 
muche he and all thoſe of the Keligion do deſyre yt, and how muche they will 
ayde therto ; thinckinge the ſame to be the only Means to aſſure the Religion 
and themſelves, he aſſureth me, that he knoweth yt beſt of any Frencheman, be- 
Z ſydes all the ſecrets of the Contry. I do not dowbt, my Lorde, but your Lord- 
q ſhipe is of this Subject ſufficientlie enformed, and that you have ſeen how glo- 
rious a Thinge it would be ; and therfore I will wryte no farther therof, but leave 
myſelf to be dyrected accordinge to your Lordſhip's Pleaſure therin. 1 had 
thought my Lorde to have towched ſomme Worde towchinge the Diſcours of 


your Lordſhip's Voyage to Caliz ; but my good Happe was not to be there, nor 
Was 
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A. D. 1596. was not therfore able particularly to anſwer it in all Poynts, but left the ſame to

The Cardinall hath burnt all the Milles nere Dorlens, even to the Gates of 
Abbaville and Amiens, as fearinge a Seege, and not fitt to releeve the ſame, as 
your Lordſhipe hath heard (I am ſure) by other Letters long ſince intercepted by 
the King; wheruppon the King thincketh, the Lytlenes of the Place conſydred, 
that it will not be hard to wynne yt, or to put the Cardinal to ſome hard Accident 
in the Wynter after this weryſome Sommer. There are are certayne Pieces of 
Artilery now by Water ſent from Nauen to Abbavilk, for this Place alſo ; the 
King thinkinge yt ſome four Dayes Worke, At this Aſſembly almoſt all the 
Nobylitie are, favinge the D. of Gwſe, who is comandyd to ſtay at Provence 
(wher he is well beloved) to watche a Diſcent out of Spaign thither. The 
King at the firſt feared it muche, but now by this Army naval ſuppoſed for Fe- 
land his Dowbt is ceaſed. The Treaty with Savoye was cleane broken of, bycauſe 
the D. wold give but certen lytle Townes on the Bondes of Daulphine for the 

ueſat. It is now again renewed, and I fear both the Conſtable and Digeres 
favor the ſame, the one a nere Kinſman, the other deſyrous to increaſe his Eſtate, 


and aſſure yt with the Catoliques. Of all theſe Things your Lordſhipe ſhall by
